UGUST 8lh, ITG7, while in latitude 25, hft¥- * 
■trong gale of wind, tlie brig Sally wss laid to un- 
!t main slay sail lili ten o'clock the tiest moniing, 
she was hove on her beam ends, and in less thau 
five minutes turned keel upwards, bo that they had on- 
ly time to cut away tbe lanyards of her maininaBt. 
Ttiere were on board Anthony Tabry, Master ; Hum- 
phry Mars, male ; Joseph Stiervec, Samuel Bess, Joiui 
Burna, mariners, who were drowned ; six other mariners, 
fix. Peter I'oj, Daniel Cultan, John Davis, Alexan~ 
der Landerry, Peler Mayes, and Williaui Uaminon, 
having got hold of the top mast which floated atong;9ifle, 
lied it to lite stern, and supported themselves by it, till 
about live o'clockjn the evenisg, when the cabbin-boy 
swam to the hull, and threw fhem a rope, by which 
I they got on the bottom of the vessel, wheie they were 
' ■ Bttll in a dismal pli^t ; the fii^t want that invaded them 
1 was drink, this drove away at I thoughts of meal. The 
I main-masl, with all the rigging, the lanyards having 
been cut away, came up aloDgsidc, from whii-b they 
I got the wreath, (a square hoop which binds (he be^d of 
I the mast,] with which, and a bolt of a foot lone.'tliey 
went to work on her bottom ; in the mean liffie keeping 
their mouths moist, as well as they ccmld, by ch«^tving 
the stuff of her tiotlom, she not bnviag any bnrnar.lfn, 
' being lately cleaned : and some lead wbiih was on her 
bow, and drinking their own wsler r in four days lime 
Peter Toy died, raving for drink, whose tiody lh«y 
threw oS* the vessel tiie next day. In tills matincr did 
(hey work for sis days, without ratwl, drink, or bletp, 
I mtt ilaring'to lie down fur fear of failing off (he vessel ; 
' the eistli day they go' a hole in the hrig, where 
IC found a barrel of bottle beer; thisUicy <iti*vJi\W^ 
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they soon got anotlier parcel, ntien one of them put 
the others on an allowauce. The eleventh day of tlieir 
.being on the wreck, tliey got a barrel of pork, nhick 
they were obliged to cat raw. 

As to sleep, as sooa as they got a bole Ihrou^ the 
TCBsel's bottom, they pulled out a great number of staves 
and shingles, ami made a plBtforiB in the same place, but 
so small it wm», that when Ihey wauled to hira, they 
were obliged to nail till the sea hoisled the vessel, and 
when she fell agtiin with the sea, they were almost froze 
to (tealli. Thus did these poor miserable fellows tiNr. 
for Umleen or t{>urt«en days : after they got the poitcp 
they made a kind of net with a hoop, eomc shingles, 
and rajies, which tbey got fmtn the mast ; Ibis they let 
into the sea, with some pork, and c«ught a few smsll 
f»h, whtcb, with two or three mice tbey caught gn bonrd 
4he brig, aObrded them several most delicious repute, 
they were : this lasted hut a few <Iay3, as they 
lUtd not catch any more ; when they were obliged ta 
<ntura to their pork, whioh had become quite putrid by 
th« salt water getlinginto it. 

To their great joy, on the 1st of September, in 
Se, la, lung TO, 10, at ^o'clock in the allemoun, they 
could just perceive a veei^el lo windward of them, whidii 
eeemed lo stand snme time for them ; It was then they 
despaired, as that morning they bad drank the last bottle 
of Iheir beer, and that one vrer all they had : for thai , 
Jay they worked hard lo petal the easka of water in the 
hold, bet they were so far from them, that they coidd not 
hav« got *( them in a long time : about sun half an hoar 
high, the vessel stood tor them, and came so near th»t 
they perceived a piece of CRnvass that they had on (fa«

UirirMres, and gave them platers, as they were almost

ready to sail for Barcelona, 

Madame i\e Roiirk ctiibarkcd with her sod, aged e_ 
Tears, h<;r daugiilcr nine yeai's and ten mouths ; Uie Abbn 
<le Bourk, ibiir fenmie servanCs, asleward, andafootman 
These, with two other "persons, composed the irhole < 
Iter suite, tthe likewise had on board part of her efieatg 
aud much valuable projierty : among the rest a rich ser^ 
lice of silrer plate, a portrait of the kiat; of Spain, set 
in gnlil, and enriched with diamonds, -&.c. ; the wbols 
forming seventeen bales or packages. 

The TarlBS set sail on the 22d of October, 1779. Oa 
(he Ihe S5tL at day break, an Aigcrine coi'sair, coL-imandr 
«d by a Dutch rcnegiido, apjicared about tuo leagues t<( 
ivicdward of ttic Tartan, which was then in sight n 
the coast of Palamos. The Cnpl;iin despatched his loni 
boal, with twenty aimed Turks, to lake possessioB i 
her. As they approached they fired geven or eight ma 
kct shots without wounding any person, because Ihfl; 
whole of the crew had either fallen Hat on the deck o> 
concealed lliemiielvcs. 'i'he 'Ihirks Ixtarded the Tartas 
i^word in hand, and woiuidcd one of Mndnme de Bourk't 
Bcrrants in Iwo pincoa, 'i'iiej then proceeded to th^ 
uibin, where that lady was, pluced four cetitinels over il^ 
and stood with the ^'arlaa towHrds Ihe corsair. On tba 
way the Turks rancarkcd evwy pfirt of the vessel. They 
found some hams, which they threw overboard, 
grerdily tievoured the pasties, aud drank inunoderately 
of the wine and brandy. 

When they rame along side the corsur tliey remove^ 
aJi the Gen<i«^se into her, and in.mcdiately put them ii 
iriin*. The Cnptain llien wont im l>oard the Tartan 1^ 
Madame dc Buurk's cidiin, -inijuiring who she was, a 
what nnlinn, whi-nce she came, and whillier she wa 

iiouiid. She replied that she was a French wuinan, th^ 

hl;i' was votn'mg front Fraiii^e, and goiug to Spain, li^i 
•trsired to see her passport, which she shewed Iiim, 
vithiiDt fiiiffcrinii It to (::o out of her hands, fearing Ihe 
l.ui-li[inim iTiii^ht dolrny it: but upon the a.ssiiratire of th* 
'I i'lntlic wiittid rt-lnrn il unlo her when he had e!P»

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, %l6d^ ant) that she needed to be under na apprehension 
for herself, her suite, and her property, " Madnme ilu 
B(»urk then requeslert, thnt as slie w;is free bolli liy her 
passport and her country, he wonid liind hfr hi his long 
boat on tbe const of Spttin, to which Ihcy nere bo near ; 
nbseirin^, that he owed this mark of reupect to the pasS' 
port of France ; that by his compliance be would spare 
ber much fatigue, and tier husband exce^ivc anxiety ; 
and tliat if he would render her Ibis sei'vic", Bht would 
make him a suitable acknowledgment. The coranlr re- 
^ pliwl, that, being a rene^ado, he could not gi-at'dy her 
wisheH, but at tbe peril of his own lil'e ; it being an ecsy 
matter to persuade tbe Dey of Algiers, that under Hit; 
pretext of a French passport be had released a liunity 
belonging to some power inimical to his Etate, if he 
landed her Upon Christian ground ; tb.it it was absolutely 
necessary she should aecnmpany bim to Algiers, that a 
repreeentation of her passport, and hir peRSQB, iiiij:hl be 
niadetu the Dcy, aAer which she would be delivered in 
the French consul, who would procore her a conveyance 
to Spain, in any Way she mj!;ht tliiu^ proper. He added, 
that he ^sve her thn option of reinnvins to Ida tcsscI, or 
Tcmainiug on hoard the Tartan, where sht would enjoy 
mure liburly antrtraiiqiiiUly than in his ship ; advising her 
to adi>pl the latter proposal, as it wonid not l)e prudent to 
taist hersdf and all the females who accompanied her, 
among nearly t\ro hundred Turks or Moors, of which the 
crew of his vessel consisted. Madame de Bourk ac- 
ccgited the latter proposal, and tlie captain sent on board 
only seven Turks, or Moors, to work the Tartan, which 
he took in tow after taking away her boat, three anchors, 
and all ber provisions, excepting whttt belonginl to Ma- 
dame de Bourk. After this arrangement the rotsjur borr; 
nwny for Algiei-s, Madame de Bourk madi: him a pr«- 
senl of her watrh, and gave another to the Turkiih com- 
mander of the Tartan. 

On the 281b a furious Icmpe^t arose, an»l continued 

till the 30th, during wbicli the caiilc thai lasltcd the two 

Teasels togetiier, paried, and the Tartan was separaleil 

i from the jtirate. The commanding oflicer and the olhe^ 

L ^wlvs being extremely i;;norant in (iruVVjA wnTOU-tt^Ti.-:, 

mJm^milhout any eouip^tss, tUiil hetonswf.V'*'*'*-'^'*-'^'"^ 
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tg been broken in tlic fury of bonrding, re&igDcd Ihc 
^rectiuo of the ship to the winds and Uin sea. Never-. 
Uieleai!, Uie Ttirl.in was dnvea on the 1st of Navemlwr.' 
Tvithout accidenS, upon tb« coust of Baibary, into a gulf 
called Colo, to Uie euxtward of Ciarery. Theie they 
Kume 1(1 nn anchor, and the comiuander lishns; unoc-' 
quuinted ivilh thut part of the const, ordered two Moors 
Bwim to ahore to inquire of tlta iuhabil&nCa where fa« 

le Moore in tlic vicinity perceivine; the Tartan, re- 
il armed, and in areat numbers, to the shore, to op- 
any landing: Ihey conjectured that it wns a Chria- 
&AnreM.el, c/inie for the purpose ofearrying off Oieiv 
calllt>, but Ihey were unile<:eiyed by the Mixjis belongmg 
lo Uie corsair, who infonned Ihtim that itwasspriaA 
Ihhen from the ChriathinH, and hud on hruu-d nn tllustri' 
«jus French Princess, wliom they were carrying to Al- 
giers. One of die Moors remained on ehore, the other 
wrani back to inforin the captain w^hat coa.st it was oS' 
Hhieh he had anchored, and its distance from Atgiera ; 
telling him at tlic same time that they must have been 
Aiven past tlial city hy the violence of IJie wind which 
had prtvailed for seveml days. Ifpon this intelligence, 
the cointtiiuider, impatient to depart and join the cor^iur, 
<!id not give Irimself lime to neigh tl.c anchor, hul cut-' 
ling; the cable, set salt, without anchor, boat, or coHi|>as8. 

He was not half a leapie from Ihe gulf when lie paid 
dearly for his imprudence : a contrary wind aruac, 
v.bicb. in fpife of his exertions, drove him back to the ■ 
"hore; Iil' nllcmpled to use Ids oars, but, with the few 
hiuids he hud im board, they were perfectly useless. Thc' 
'nu-tnn slruclc upon a rock and itcnt to pieces. The.. 
1' hulo nf t'.-i- stern tvaa instanlly under water, and M»-- 
iljune ■!«! noiirit, nho wss al prayers in the cabin witb 
Iter aan ntxl feinuje domestics, had iiciiriy perished wilhi 
ihpin. 'Di'jse who wnreat the head of tlie sliip, nmoni^t 
wlibtn KOfo the Abbe i!e Bourk, Mr. Arture, an Irishman, 
ibcxbiward, nun nf llir maids, Hnd llie footman, clun^ 
hi lb»lp:irl.t]f thc wreck which remained oil (he rack. 

Mr. Arlurc pcrcriviu^ sflmct)iin<; in Ihe water, strwje^ 
rUng n-ffh tiw wavrs, v^nlured down, and found (hnV 
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^■^perilous situation, and delivered her into the hands of 
the Sleward, recommending her lo his caie, adding:, thnt 
tor Ilia part he would betake himself io (he sen, bb he was 
llie only person who could swim. Fortutiute would if 
Uave heen for him if he ha<l not trusted lo his dexterity ; 
for from Ihtit moment be ivas never seen more. The 
Abbe first desccmled from the wi-eck to Ihc rock on whieli 
the Tarlan struck ; he tlierc supported liiuisell' gome 
lime, against the violence of the waves, by means 
of his knife, which he had thrust with force in- 
to a cleft of the rock. The sea broke several (imey 
over hiin. and even threw him upon a dry rock, -where 
he hail only a small arm of tlie sea to crosB, in order to 
arrive al the shore. To as^st him in reaching it he en- 
deavored lo fieize a plank from the wreck, tJiat ivas near 
him, but railed. At lenetli, by means of Kn oar, he gain* 
<.'d a rock uommunicaliiig with Iheniain land. 

He was seized and stripped by the fllooi-s on the shore 
who cut otF all his clnlhes, even to his shirt, and other- 
wise iJMretded him. While some were tlius engaged, 
others iu great numbers threw tlicmelves iulo the sea. 
in expectation of a rich booty. The steward, who held 
Mademoiselle de Bourk in his arms, made a siu;n to 1« o 
»( lliese bArbariana, who. approached him, and when 
they were ivilhin four paces, he threw her to them milh 
all his mi^it; they caught her, and laying .-hold of her, 
one by an arm, and the other by a le^, they e^irveycd 
her to the shore, where they took away only one of her 
shoes and stockings, as a token of servitnde. The stow- 
nrd, who confirmed all the ci re urn stances of this fahil 
event, has repeatedly declared, that while he held her In 
bis uni:^, upon the approach of the barbarians, she said- 
to bim, with an air superior to her years, " i am not 
afraid tlict those peoiile will kill me, hut I am apprehen- 
sive that they will attempt to make me change my i*!i- 
gion ; Iwwever, I will ratlier sutfer death than bre^ my 
promise to my God." He confimicO her in this jrenci- 
ous sintrmciit, dednring thai \tf hwl txhenihe same rc-

sdf to the mercy of the waves, aiul making use of a cord 
to assist him io gtUing from rock to rock, was met by a , 
Moor, who likvwise stripped him before he anived at the 
shore. 

1» this deplorable and hnmilinting stale Ihey were ft 
first conducted to some huls on the nearest ntountsin. 
Tiiey were harri«d forward by blows, along rugged roads, 
which tore their feel. Tlie servant maid, in porttcutar, 
was 10 ho pitied, the poor girl being ahnnst covered with 
blaod fn>m the wounds she had received in scramhlir^ 
Acer Uie rocks. E:ich of Ihem had besiites a burthen a * 
wel cluthifs, 8nd they were obliged to carry the young 
tady by turns. Having arrived half dead, at the moi 
tain, lliey Hera received amidst the shouts of the Moora, 
and the erioe of Uie children. 1'hese barbarians l»ul 
wiUi llicm EL great many do^, which are uncommonly 
uumeruiiR in that conntiy ; the animals being excited hy 
the luniult, joined Uieir barkings to the general diBcord. 
Oae of them tore the footman's leg, and another took » 
piece out of the thi^h of the maid servant. 
fcThesc unfortunate people were then separaled ; the 
' ) domestic and the fnotmon were delivered to a 
>r of the village, and Pro\'iilcnc« perinilted Alndcmoi- 
ifte de Bourk Io remain under one and the same mas- 
h Uie Abbe and the steward. He Rrst gave each of 
Ihem H miserable cloak, full of vermin ; their only fond, 
nrier siieli fatigues, consasted of a morsel of rye bread, 
prc)»amd without leaven, and btikeil underneath the ashes, . 
with a liUle water ; and tlieir bed was the bare p-ounil. 
The steward seeing Ids younj; mistress ([uite chilled hy 

Idee clt>th£s thai were soaked in die water, with <lidicul^ 
oncnred a fire t;> lie made, before which he wning tbeis 
bt mid dren^ed her again before they were half dry, be* 
w unable to remain nidted any lonp;er. In this manner 
EpaxF^ed the Hrat niidit, terrified and comfortless. 
P^'hc pliire in which they were, contained about fifty 
bwbttaiili', nil of whom re»iided in five or six huts, coo-- 
Etictrd with hranche* of trees and reeds. Here Ibey 
mti Ltgfther pcH-meH, men. women, cbUdrcn, i ' 



beosts of every descripSoo. The barbartuns ssscmblpd 
in tlie hut ivhere the three cspUves were, lo delibcmte 
upon their fute. Borne, conromiabiy nitli a priiici|ilv of 
their religion, advised that they should be put to denib, 
cunceiving that the sacrilice of these Christians woub) in- 
sure them the joya of Mahomet'a paradise. Others fmm 
a principle of interest, and the hope of a great niii><,.ni, 
were of tlie cotilrnry opinion : tlius the assembly broke 
up without eoraing to any deter mi uulion. 

The ensnii^ day, having sent for the inhalntniits of the 
nfighboi'ing viil:^es, they retumni in greater nuinbers. 
This was & day of continual alarm to the new slaves. 
Many of the barbarians made the most outrageous mena- 
set, pointing to the fire, and giving them to understand 
that they would be burned alive; others drawii^ tlieir sa^ 
bres. appeared resolved, by their features, lo *ut off their 
heads. One of theu] seized Mademoiselle dc Bnurk hy 
tlie hair, applyini: the edge of his sabre to her tbrnat ; 
others cbargt^d their muskets with ball, in the prcsencc-of 
their captives, and presented them auiajnst Ihi^ir eheeke. 
The steivard signified by signs, thai he and his compan- 
ions should este«m it a felicity lo (tie for the Christiao 
religion, and that all the loss would he Ibcir's as they 
would deprive themselves, by this act of inhumanity, of 
the ransom they might otherwise expect. Upon this the 
most outrageous relented a little, hut the women and 
children every moment renewed their insults. 

They were guarded with such vigilance, that a Moor, 
with a helhert in his hitnd, attended Uiem on eveiy occa- 
sion, the barbarians being apprehensive that they might 
escape, or (hat Iheir prey might he taken from them by 
force. With the latter they were, in fact, threat^ed a 
lew days afterwards by the Bay of Constantine, who de- 
manded that the prisoners aliould be sent hire, or he 
would come in person witli liis army to fflch them away. 
The Moors replied that tiiey feared neither him nor Us 
u-my, even were it united to that of Alters.

the steward, to wrile three tellers to tlic French consul at 
Algiers; hut none of them was received. Three wrulu 
aft.ir their shipwreck tliey were removed into Ibe miflrt 
nf the tofly mountains of Couco, where the sheik, cnni> 
manding UieHe lurbarians, nppaimlly resided, They 
wer»! escorteil by twelve of Hiem, armed with aahrcs, 
. . fusils, and halberls. They obliged the abbe nud Uie ttew- 
* ard to cany tlie young lady alleniBlely over the mgigeJ 
tnonnlains. Acruslotried themselves to climb Ibosc pla- 
ces with rapidity, they urgtd them on with blows fa walk 
faster llian they were able. By these jneans tliey mnde 
a long riaj-s journey ; at niglil each ef thoni received a 
piece of bread, and enjoyed tlie comfort of sleeping iqion

She implored liim instantly 
to lake com|iassion on their misery and to send them some 
rebef, till he was able to [irocure tlieir Uberty, of which 
Ibe continual n>enaees of Ihe barbarians (ended to deprive 
them of all hope. This letter deeply alTectcd all those * 
who read it. Every one made an offer of his money and 
his services to M. Desault, who did not want much en- 
treaty on the subject, being intimately aetiuamted with 
Ihe famdy of Mademoist lie de Bourt. Be instantly gave 
orders lor the equipment of a French tartan lying in the 
port, purchased clolbee and provisions, and obtained of^ 
Ihe Dcy a letter of i-ecommendalioii to the grand niara- 
boiit, or hi?^ priest of BuaSe, w ho possesaes the greatest 
authority over those people. He likewise ivrnte to the 
young My, and sent her several presents. On the rve- 
nitig of the same day the tartan set sail, and in a short 
time arrived nl Bugie. 

Thei-Ci Ibrahim Aga, the national interpreter, sent by H. 
DcsRutt, in the tarton, presented the Doy's and M. lie- 
aaiilt's letters to the grand marabout. 'I'hough sick, the 
latter instantly rose from his bed, moimted his horse, with 
the marabout of Gigery, the i^erpreler, and sis or seven 
other Moors, and proceeded to the mountains, which were 
five or «ix day« jouro<^ froA Bugie. Upon their* arrivid, 
the Moore, the mnstets of the captives, iiattng desciiefl 
the company ,ai a dislanee, shut themselves up in Ihrir 
but, to the niuiiber of ten or twelve, with Aawn eabres.

Her unclei 
the Marquis de Varenne, came to receive her from, the 
hands of M. Desault. 

Mademoiselle de Bourk remained several years in tl>e 
bosom of her family, till her marriage with the Marquis 

de T . She passed Tier life agreeably with him, and 

iias not been dead many years. Her children, prior to 
ihe revolution, held a distinguished rank in Province.

L HE account of the Tute of (tie American ship 
Hcrcalcs, (antl of the adventures unil Bitircriogti of her 
crew,) which set out on har voyage from Bengal in tlie 
month of Dt'ceinber, n95»<n*otvcs so much iiitereet, as 
caonol fail to prove pxlreniely iMitirtaiiiing ; nor cim it be 
better (ietailetl tliau from the account pveii by the coin- 
mnnder, Captain BenjaniiD Stout; whose intention It nas, 
t*o lake ill a private freight for HanAurgh, but not Riiilin;; 
one tltattf^M answer his espectatJoDs, be charlcrctl liis 
ship ta th^ mitjsh East Inrtia Coi&paoy, who were at (l<at 
time busily employed in aliipping rice iur En^tnd. in- 
teUigeDce having reached the aetUemcnts in India, tli»L a 
fUlure of com ttirou^hout the whole of Greal-Briiuin « as 
Frkely lo produce a fiunine, Uie most active and iiiodable 
exertions were made iu India to supply thfi markets at 
home wilk rice; and he received on board upwards of 
nine thouslnd lings, ivitb directions to proceed to I/iudon 
with evew possible despatch, lire crew, moat of which 
having bRn engaged in India, consisted of Americans, 
Danes, Sw^es, Dutch, FurtugueEe, but chiefly Lascars, 
amnnntlDg in the whole, men and boys, to about sixty- 
four. The necessary armngemeiit for the voyage beins 
rompletAl, Uicy g^ed from Bugar-Koads on lie 171b of 
aiarcli, 1796.

At tliis tiioe the captain npprsh^ided the bliip eoulfl not 
make the land, ami being convinced, in casef of her goinj 
down, that all Ibe people eouM not be received Into the 
longboat, determined not fo neglect any measure that 
presented even a diance of sa^iu;; llic whole. 

When [he second mate was prcpariBR to nbey titc of- 
ders he had repeSveil, and lake command of die long- 
boat, Uie carpenter addressed the captain iti a respectful 
maimer, and eai-nesUy intrealed him to leave the ship. 
On being, reprimanded for not aiteniling (o the pumps, 
tho man bWst into tears, and declared, that the whole 
of the stern frame was shook and looscni-d in such a 
manner, that he expected every minute r'.\e would po 
down. The miserable appearance of this man, and llie 
afTecliag tone of voice in which he delivered his appre- 
hcnsione, cooaiderably increaseil the terrors of the crew;

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he was coavinceil from his own obserralioD Ibnt aO 
bopes'of saving iier was nt an enil. The carjienter r» 
poated hie solicitations, when he woe ordered to his post, i 
aiid assured, at the E»Die time, that uiik.vs he inade 
trery esetBon to cncoura^ the people in their Aaty at 
ihe pumps, he siioulil he immediately Ihrotvn into the 
*ea. He retired, and eserled hijuself afterwards with a 
iiianl^- perseverance. 

The rjtptain was immediately addressed on the dl'pn^ 
turc or the carpenter hy many of liie sailors, and on the 
f'amc subject. fHiey were so clamorous, and di^fised 
so much in their opinions, tliat he was Dearly going to e 
IremeB with some of them. 

Tltese circumstances are mentioned as a caution to 
fulure nnvignfors, who arc entrusted with a com- 
mand. They loo freqiicnlly listen to the opinion of 
llieir people in lime ofdnnger, who are generally forqiufe- 
tlii)^ the ship, and tailing to bonis, masts, yanls Mid spiuv 
f'trmed into rails, or whatt^ver timbers diey can liish ti>- 
l^cther; indeed, ss the prejudices and sentiments of tbc 
roimuon sailors on these occasiorB are so various, il is 
ntil to b'> supposed that any thing can arise, trom sucb • 
(Tustakcn conduct, but confusion and misfortune. 

A crew, such as composed that of the Hercules, whioll 
consisted of people of various nations, reqnire indeed 
from their commander a peculiar altenlion. It may Iwp* 
pen, tlut hy humoring their reti^ious prejudices at a pafr 
ticular moment, an essential service may be obtaitiedi 
iind tlie following remarkable anecdote will tend to elv* 
cidale tliis opinion. 

At a period when tlie tempest raged with (he utmoal 
violence, tiie captain directed most of the crew below, 
particuJarly the lascnrs, to work the pumps. One oC 
iheni, however, waa perceived coming up the gang-w«y, 
tTitli a handkerchief in bia hand ; and on b(?hig questiotto 
td nliat he was about, he answered in a tone of voice 
that discovf red a perfect confidence in the measure t 
proposed, thnt lie was going to make an offering to h 
""jd. "Ttiis haiidkerclii<!r," said lie, "conlnins a ce_ 
in tioaiility of rice, and alt the rupees I nm north; m(- 
r Bieto lash il t>i llie miKen-tnp, and rely u|ion it, SIri 
fsbailiU faetsaved." The cbv^uwss -ynm^vv* ar** 
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liim back to the jiumps, but recollecting (!ia{ in sn (loiiii; 
hi- Diiglit Uiruw both him Riiil hU couiilrj men iiifoA^l^ 
of ilefiponUenej', niid thertliy |i>3c th€ benefits of Iht^wx- 
ertions, he acqiiiescei]. 1'he ksrar tliankeil liim, anil he 
900U bclieM tile cliitil of prejudice mount the tottering 
laildef wUbout diicovering a single apprehensioo. lie 
la^ed the haukerehief to tlie mi&en lop maat bend, 
fearless of ell dnn^rer, mid arrived in safely on llie tlcrk. 
Confident now that his God was the Captain's friend, lie 
went below to inform- his brethren Iht.i he had done his 
duty,; all the lascare seemed transported with joy, em 
brared their virtuous companion, and tlieii lahured at 
the pumps with as much alacrity and persereranee, as if 
they hail enconntered, before, ndther apprehension nor 
fati^e. To Iheir unceasing labors, was owing in a 
great measure, llic presenatiua of his people. 

The shift of wind which thren' the ship into Uie linugh 
of the aeaand tore aivay the rudder, was fortunnlely a 
squall of but short duraUoii, not continuing above a quar- 
ter of an hour. Had il lastetl but n little longer, the ^bip 
must have been torn to pieces. The wind come round 
to its (onner quarter, aiid modcraled gradually. 

After the long boat had been deUvered to the care of 
the second ntate, and tlie raft completed, the ciiptain held 
a consultation Willi Die oilicers, and they were ell deci- 
dedly of opinion, thai it was impossible to save the ship, 
and ttiat they had no other chance to preserve Uieir lives, 
than to make Uie land end run her on shore. 

The people, when informed of tlie issue of this con- 
sullalinri, appeared to woi'k with renovated spirits. This 
dispontion was kept up by Being assured tliey would 
soon be within sight of land, and tliat by constantly work- 
ing at the pumps, Ihe ship would be kept atloat, until 
they reached the shore. 

She renfflined for some time unmanageable, frcrguent- 
ly standing with her head from tlie laud, which all their 
rfirts could not prevent, tlie captain got a riKlder uiade 
out of the topmast, and fixed in the place of the one they 
hail tost; but it was found of lillle use tvllhout the help 
of Ihe loiig-boal, which he ortlcretf tlicrcfk.re to hu hault d 
athwart her stem, and tliis servetl, aitliou>^ with tly?.

The lashiof^ that held the raft having given way, and 
Ihe spurs carried to a couaiderable disbincc from the ship, 
they lost all hope from that qiiarter. At leapith one nf 
I the C7P1V, wHo «'«B a black, plunged into the waves, and, 
by exertions ivhich seemed more than human, gained and 
fiRsted bimseir on the raft. He scarcely remained in that 
eitustiou for ten minutes, when the whole wss turned over 
and the man complelely enveloped in the eea. In a few 
mom«nle however, they perceived him in his fonner sent. 
Again he'Cmlured b, siniitar roJafurtuuc ; and a Ihii-d buC' 
ceeded. Slill he buffctted the waves, and gained the raFI, 
until at length, after sutfenng two hours of fatigue, which, 
uniilthen, llw cflplalne^idd li'it possibly ima^ne human 
ttntrire could survive, he drifted on laud. 

Tho tialivra who had kindled several (ires, appeared in 
prejit numbers on the shore. They were mostly clollieil 
in ekins, nnned with spears, ond accompanied by a vast 
number of dogs.

Tlw fire was recruited wiUi some timber fi«m thr 
wreoki ami scnliiieb pkced as Iwfore. Tlic wiml blow - 
ing hard from tlie bum*.' quarter, they were a^'n lur- 
inenleil with cluiute of sautl, and n ehllting 8lm()3|i)ipr<> 
June being otic i>r the niiiter montliit, llioy hud In en 
eoiinter Lhc Bcverilies of the senson. It wus imiHissible 
to shift tlieir ([uartcra, as iiiey eoMi uot procure Utahci* 10 
H:;lit new liroB, and tbe Caffrets miclit be displeased nt 
(heir mil reinaitiing in their former eitnntion. The night 
pnI^«ed in consullaldoua end gloomy predielions. The 
captain told his |>«opie not to do any tiling Mat 
might have the least tenttenry to di«pleaao the Mtivea ; 
to give them every thing they nsked for, as tiie inhaihl- 
(ants of Uiese dreerts were only to Ik ilM^adcd wbei* 
provoked. But, st the same time, if contrnry to tbeii- 
espectaiion they made an attack, or endesvored to de- 
tain them after a certain time, then he hoped they tvould 
firmly unite, and either force theit way or perish in the 
conflict. 

When the sun made its appearance, they mounted Uic 
most elevated of the sand-siUs to look out f<>r tlie loti;;- 
boal ; but she (vas not to he iliarovei'ed ia any direction. 
In a short time they [reroeived Uie CniTiceij advancing. 
21ost of them had uasagays in tbcir bands ; others fin- 
nished with cIuIh; some were decorated wilii oslritt'I) 
feathers, and their chief wearing a leopard skin, with Uie 
captain's knee-bncklea Riispended as before. They snJu. 
ted tile crew in a very friendly mnnner, and were actom- 
panied by them to Uie beach. The wind ha<l increased 
during tlie night and several parts of the (.Up came on 
shore. One of the people had picked up u hand sav , 
flud as he perceived the Cuffreea were iuilefaljgnbic i.n 
pi'ORuriag iron, he Jiid it in the Bnnda. — This was a valu- 
ble acquisibon, and became of itiUnlle sei-tice to theiit 
in the course of their proceedings. . . 

Slaving secured all they could oblciin ftamtbc tn-fc!f,

These cos 
pli&nces, aa ttiey seemed lo remove Ibrmcr suspirinii 
gave grent suljsfaction to the siilTerers. A piirty < 
about thirty bepn tlieir mnnwuvring. They find rnn' 
» considerable distanee : then fell, iia if nigtioiikes, < 
Ihe ground ; in a mcimenl they stRvtcd up, divided, joint 
iq^n, and ran into a compact body to the ^pot fWil 
whence they ofi.einalfy E^lnut.

Not a word more [Mssed tliie day about the dcpnitn 
of the crew. The Bftlives retired as usual i 
[ironch of nisSrt. All were employed to gather » 
nud after procunng a sufBcieni i|uanSly, tJiey stn 
Ihninselves on the ground, and in spite of wind, smd, 
cold, slept until morning. 

When day appeared, all were again employed Id b 
ins out for the long-boat ; but^he was not to be seen, 
did they ever henr of licr aeain. 

The CafiVeea did not nmke Uieir appearance Uils i 
until the sun had piDCeedtnl two hours in its cm 
As little now ivaa to bo procured from Uic wreck, Cupti 
8tout begged the chief toa|tpoiul a guide for himsfilTH 
crew, aa bo proposed taking liia departure on Hie 
day. "I shall fuinish you with two," mid Uin 
Thcee joyful lidtn^ were delivered mth no much fr 
nuoa, that the captain was i¥lii;vcd at once from all 
htiiaion and si i epic ion." 

OeHfToua of having the Hottentot who served as a 
trrprelcr to iir<:ompiiuy Ibem througli the desert, 
chief was given tci uniJerBtand how much tlie aervicev 
this man would not only contribute to their pleasureji* 
also ti> their safely. The honest savage, however,' 
jUilinpatod their v.iisbes ; he had previously meutioiM 
D Uinllottt^nlot, who luul OQasentfd to pmcecd to 

it Chrialinti fiirrn. Another of tlie tribe, who was 
ac(|itaiiiletl will) the rountry, had likewise agreed 







lii'Bted lo the crew, difTused & general joy end ealisfac- 
tion. 

After MSsuriiig the chief and the CnffrAa in general of' 
oiir unalterable Triendship, anH thai the guides shoulil h>: 
cenanled to tlie extent of their wishes, "I lolil hiut, 
(says the captain,) we had endured great distrens for wanf 
of water, and begged to know where ive could procurr 
some." " 1 will conduct you," said he " lo a spring of 
excellent water ; it is not far from this place ; and, if 
you think proper, we will proceed direclly to Ihe spot." 
No sooner was the prOpnsal made than ive set out: the 
Coffrees singing and dancing as they proceeded, and my 
people although not without suspicion, in tolcrahle spirits." 

After travelling westward about four miles through a 
delightful country, they came at laet to a wood, in the bO' 
Bom of which was discovered a hollow, fhc CaGTrcea 
descended first, and when tiiey all arrived al t'-.i bottom, 
the chief pointed to the brook. They drank of the wa- 
ter and found it delicious. After allaying (heir thirst, they 
looked about and from (he dismal appearance of Ihc jJuce, 
were again in a state of apprehension. Being inoslly of 
opinion, that nothing less was inlemled by tlic Csffrecs 
than to masutcre die whole party in Ihiiiseque^ten.'d place; 
that they were decoyed here for tlio purpose; nad that 
' every man should prepare to defend liis life, ^e Ciip- 
tain, however, endeavored lo quid their apprelk^isinii-^, 
*>ind at last succeeded. 

The Caffrees having invited (he party to ivmain on this 
spot during; the uiglit, they began lo prepare (Tood for Hie 
fires. Allhands went to ivoik, and by the nspislance of a 
fiand^arv, they procured boriq dry trees and underwDod, 
thai alforded a very comfortable fire. One of the Hotleu- 
lots, who was so rich as to possess a tinder-box, struck » 
light ; and Uiia accommodation being not only hi^^hly use- 
ful, but tmexpecled, gave n«w spirits to Ihe «-liotcpni'ly. 

The natives, as the n^bt came on, did not rotire aa usual 
to their kraal. This gave a fresh alarm, wluch did not 
appear lo be wiUiout some cause ; silti.ntetl u the parly 
"■ e, they were obliged to abide the event, and Iher*'

roused," says the eaptaiD, " by the savagCS) 
Jhe sun afipeared, and we itcpartud from this suppmed 
tl^otha ill tolerable spirits. We had, however, cottsuBi 
the laat pound of our bullock, belbre tre Icit the sam! 
and our paiiy l>egan to dread an approueliing faj&inc 
1 mentioned tJic distress of my people lo the -chief, aiid b 
promised to relieve ns. We had journeyed but a f^ 
miles, when Uie Caffrees told us we must remtiin wbera 
we WCTC that night. We accordingly^ set to work lo pro- 
cure Grc-nood, and bad scarcely completed this necessary 
liusiiiesa, iihen the chief presented us witli aitother bul- 
loelc. It was soon despnttlied, skinned, cut into pieeet 
of about four pounds each, and wc tlien proceeded to 
i!re«s them as provision for our journey. This was a bu- 
Kine^s of so muclt imiiorlance, that mo^t of (he day wm 
ipenl in accomplishmg il. 

'■ The nijihl passed witli leas apprehension than befbre, 
auil when the tuoming came, ivc jjrcpitred for our de- 
pai-turf. 

" The moment now arrived when tlie real in(enliot)ft«r, 
CaA-ees were to be developed. The natives t 
lot nft, and assisted in dividing the provisions, j 
was In etu'ry his own stock, ivhich amounted too! 
or four iiounds of beef; lliis, with so 
which a few of my |)eo|ile had contrived tit preserva bigfk 
the wreck, was fo serve ns imlil we reached a Chtiaiitt 
si-tlli'meiit, bo Inr from tiny ajipiarance of IiosliUtf,.^! 
imlrviH seemed lo view our departure with regret. 1 1«> ' 
III'' rhii't* l>y tlie hand, und tlianked him for hi^ great «

and the natitea Iiatl exchan^il souifi muliinl cifjliiic«, »« 
purted, aiitl gave one anollier ft last and all'erlioniilviuliea." 

They *M not take tlieir depurture on the morning of 
the asd until the sun was well up. Tlic tildes were in- 
telligent, imd gave them to uodcrslanil Ihnt Ihcv mitst on 
no account tritrel early, aa the wild beasts conslanlly rose 
with Ihe sun, and then rmiged the deserts in ijut^l of Iheir 
pny. As tliej were all unarmed, a single lion, Ifopard, 
or panther, could have destroyed most of Ihem. It be- 
came, Uitrefore, higldy neceesMy they should not stir u»- 
tJI Ibeae animak had saliafied their hunger, and were retir- 
ed for tlieday. 

Notwithstanding this c^ulious and necessary advic*^, 
and which was given witli a iaudatile earnestness fortlieti' 
(I reservation, sliil tbe people were so desirous of gelling 
on, thai they grew uneasy ; but Ute guards could not I>f 
induced to <)uit Ihe fires until about nine o'clock, at which 
IJme they all proceeded, and in good spirits. 
■ Nat more than three or fbuT'Of the party were at tiiis 
moment in possession of shoes. They hail many hun- 
dred luiles to travel through unknown countries, to ascend 
inountaios of stupendous elevation, penetrate woods, tra- 
verse deserts, and ford rivers; andyet they were to combat 
all th(«e Uiflicullies bare-iboted, not having saved above 
four pair of shoes, taii\ even these but in sad coiulition. 

" As my feel were naked," says the captain, " like most 
of my peofde, one of Ihem oflered ine an old pair of boots 
wbicii lie tbeu wore; hut 1 refused tliem. My habili- 
ments were a short jacket, a talile cloth, which I found 
ontlieshore, wrapt round my loins; a shawl over U; four 
shii'ls. which I wore at Ihe same tinie ; u pair of truH sers, 
and a Itat, We hore to the westwiu'il on our setting out, 
fuf Ilje purpose of obtaining fresh water in (he course of 
our jounie/. Our guidos observed, that near the cnfl^t 
Ihe wal«r was getiemlly brackisb ; we therefore iiliuck 
into Uio interior, and were not outiiely disappointed in uur 
expecluljons." 

They mow travelled Uii-ough n mTii^'i'^ |...!.Mi;r,.ii,, ygfi- 
coated with llJUa, dales, exlKIisu 
hut less wooded Lhau the former. 
sftlraordhiikry hdghl ; but in !\:-

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sign of ^Itivalion could be obserrcrl. They w err 
interrupted by any beast of prey, although tlipy c 
titantly perceived their dung. At length, after trtrcllinfc 
about thirty-6ve miles, they began to feel tlie wsnt oT 

Having searched for this indispensable aliment, with 
the utmost anxiety and attention, they ivere so fortunate 
M to discover, before sun-set, a brook that rnn near the 
comer of a wood; and here they determined to rest for 
the night. They began, therefore, to prepare a sufficient 
quantity of fuel. The irooi) nas chiefly composed of 
trees that partook in some degree of the nature of thorn : 
Uiey cut several, and arranged their fires. One of the 
Caifrees struck a light, and the ivhole, in a few minutes, 
was in a hlaze. The tinder which he provided was of a 
particular description ; it consisted of a pitchy substance, 
extracted from a reed, and eo tenacious of fire, that a 
single spark from the steel caught it in a moment. The 
trealher being cold, they resolved to sleep close to one ' 
another ; but tlie guides told them, the place they had 
tised upon to rest during (he night was known to be ia-< 
Tested with leopards, and that, if tliey scented the party, 
nothing could prevent them from destroying some of 
them. This intelligence induced them to enlarge 
fires, and they began to consult upon other mea 
that were likely to contribute also to their ftrcserratiaik. 
But such is the powerful influence of Morpheus over tius 
harrassed soul, llml their conversation had scarcely c< 
nieneed on this important subject, when they were 
relievfj from any sense of danger, by gently falling i 
a sound sleep, in which they Feniaiaod in perfect security, 
imtil naoming. 

No sooner had the sun pwped above (he horixon, than 
th(^ were all roused by Ihc tremeudiitis roaring of li<^. 
Never were men in a silunltoii more truly alarming.-^t 
(Jud Ihcy discovered Iheni during the uiglit, they murt 
i.nv liei-n torn to pieces when ^leepiutr, as not an indi* 
ridual could attend the watch, or keep awnke rven fgt 
an hour. They Uierefore coogratuhtted one nnt^Ot^' 

r>R fmding tliey had hII cscapei), and set out about atf*rttt 

ID the morning; In company with thijr guides. — Thayr 
*Q^ arrived el tLc bunk ol a, ^oatt w5(, 
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perfectly dfv, tliey cm^sod withouf rflfficuHy, Shortly 
nfl^r Ihcy came to anothCT, wblch Uiey likeivtse [mssert in 
a tpvf minutes. They reftclie<l nt lenpflh some islRnris, 
(rom the tops ul' ifhii^h they ilisrovereil several beanlirul 
vales, clolhetl willi long dry griiss. anil rliister>i of treee, 
in other pla,et«, forests of WinsiilerMhle extent, and skirt- 
ing mounluhia of diK^renl ♦'leftitrims. In the eoui'se of 
the (lay tliey were in great di^treea Tor want of iVater, and 
Ion much Ihno hi the pureiRt of il. Inileerl ihi-y afmost 
deepsired ol finrtingBny.as tlweort'i nppeureil so ilry na 
ta eximuiit all the brooks lliey liitri fitted. Luchily, 
howevei", about eun-set, they liiaeovercd a smnll rivtd^ 
that ran near the fikii-t of a forget ; anil, a1thooe;li the 
water was not good, yet it still relteTed tb€m I'rutn a 
dreuitfiil situation. 

Having traveltil this day Khoul thirty miles, tliey de- 
termined to remain nheve they were ihirint^ the ni^ht. 
All hands, Iherelore, went iiiime(Hal*'ly to work, for the 
purpose of getting fuel. They hiid »een no nild nni- 
tnals in the conrce of the dny, but frequently obseryerf 
the dimg of the elephant find Uie rhitioceroa. 

Aa their situation for this njglit nne ae dangerous and 
deplorable na on the precetling one, (hey detetniineil to 
enlarge their tires, as the only means of saiety they had 
left. This wds accordingly done, and tliey had the plens- 
ure lo find, when tJie day appenred, that not nn imlividual 
ivas iiiissine of the uhole )iBrly, 

They proceeded on their journey shortly afler sunrise ; 
and, as they were to travel ihroitsih a wood of eonsidera- 
t>le extent, tho guides told Ihcni lo lie upon their ^anl, 
ns they would certainly be interrupted hy wild animals, 
which resorted to lliat place in prodigious numbers. 
They determined, noth withstanding, to bntve all dnn* 
pers, uid accordingly procoedetl. They indecil escap- 
ed the lions, the panthers, the rhinoceros, the elephant, 
&c but, unfortunately, about noon, came up with n 
horde of Cafl'rees, that were cKstinguished, by their own 
countrymen, n« a bad tribe. They spoke at firet to some 
CnSVq* women, wlio behared kindly, and gate them 
one or two bnskets of milk. These baskets are tl " 
of twi^, wore et> closely together as to bnl^ ^t)«.M 



HaviHI proeeeilcd but a short way, afler receirio^ 
this inslnncB of fcmsle liberality, they were stojit by 
twelve Caffree men, armed with speara, and clnllieil in 
leopard stkins. Their g:uiile3, alarmed at the n|i)ie&rance 
of tlieae Bavapes, flew to the hauks of the srual fish riv- 
er, which at that lime waa not more tlian two huudnd 
yards fron) the place where they Rtood. They repeated 
ly called on them to return, but in vnin ; Ihey itnoiedlr 
ately cmssed the bed of the river, which whs dty, anil 
having readied the opiMsile shore asceodeit an udjoining 
mountain nilli the utmost precipitation. Thu savafta 
tvaiidi^hcd their gpeare, and appeared by Ihfir geslurvi 
to menace the destruction of die peo|ile. They cmM 
not understand them, but supposed they (leuDuHh.il 
from them whatever articles lliey posBes&ed ; Diiil oa 
these principally consisted of (he little &tock of provl- 
bioQs they had left, and their clothes, they determfaied 
not to part with either. 

One of the captain's people had a knife, which ^ 
slung over his shoulder. A CaflTree perceiving itr^ni 
a snatch at the handle ; but the owner resisting it, b* 
loHl his hold. Tbisso enraged the savat^e, that he I" 
tip his aegagay with an apparant iotention iif despatebiU' 
the object of h'ls resentment. At the moment he 8loa$ 
in this altitude, a more finishtid picture of horror, cv 
what mny be conceived of Ihe infemals, was perbap* 
sever seen before. The savage wore a leopard's skinj 
his black countenance bedaubed wi lb red ochre; kjl 
eyes, iuDamed with rage, appeared as if Elartit^; Ajjil 
their sockets ;■ hie mouth expanded, and his teeth gnMfr 
ing and griuning with all tlie fury of an exa^iierali 
demon. He was, however, diverted li'om his purpoa 
and ilroppcd the nssagny. 

The crew instantly (iroceeded to the river, and CPW 
«(1 it in pursuit of tlieir guides, who were standing ( 
Ihe aunimit of the mountaiu ; when they come up, l| 
guides exjin-'nacil Ihe Utmost Kalififaction at their 
ITiey gave Ibem B terrible description of the |K!npl4 
tliey liud just left, and assured them, if tlie remaii^^d 
h Jbtir horile luul mil been hunting at the tiiiif tli«y ^ 
-- - - ■ -y^[.^ n^i J ^{in of them would havvjsitrvir 
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*il. Thpj- also (Iec}arcd, that Ihey were Hio moshabomi- 
iiable honle thrrmghout the whole or CaffrariK. 

Their conversation iMted hut a few minulf-s, when 
ftey resolve* lo depend the mountnin, and ]>ur$ue Iheir 
,ioumey- Scarcely had they put lliemsolvee in motion, 
when a scene nf the most extensive and luxuriant l>eau- 
Ces burst in ft moment on their view. The dangrr they 
bad just eeeapcd, engagod their Attention so entirely, 
when the5 gained the summit, that they did not immedi- 
ately perceive tlie world of iteauties t]i8t now lay spread 
before them. All stood for some time in a stale of mp- 
tnre and amazement. The country was mostly a lesel, 
yet pleasingly diversified with gentle eJeTBtious, on the 
tops of which they could peroeive cluin|)3 of the mimosa 
tree, and the sides clothed with shrubs of vaHous dcnom- 
iDatiana. A thousand rivulets seemed to meander 
SiTOUgli this second Eden; frequently skirting or ap- 
pearing to encircle a plaotatioft of wood ; then sudden- 
ly taking a (btferent direction, gilded through a plain of 
considerable «xtent^ unKI it caine lo a t?'nHe decliiily ; 
tiei'e it formed a natural cRsrade, and then, follawing 
its course, proceeded in an endless variety Ihrouglioitt 
the whole of the country. 

As they stood B?iKing on this sylvan scene, they per- 
ceived innumerable herds 4>r animals, particularly of 
(he species of the gozefle, scourii^ over the plains ; 
saime darling throuErli the woods, others feeding, or 
drinking at the rivulets. As far na the «ye travelled in 
pursuit of new heanlios, it wns most amply Eralificd, 
nnlil at lene;tU the whole graduatly faded on the ^Jew, 
and become lost on Uie horisinn. They were so wrapt 
inestncy on this Iand8ca{)e, Ihnt Ihej Torgnt thcJr danger, 
and remained too long upon llin mountain, They at 
'I englh descended, anil proceeded on their journey. 

Before the day closed they fixed on a place ivhere 
ihey were to remain untill Ihemnrning. It was mar a 
wood, mostly ctanpnsed of that Mnil of (horn already 
menlioned. Several of these titey tmmedialcly cul, n"! 
only for the iiur|(09C of fuel, Imtio form a barricade or dt 
tence jgttiast llie wild animals dining Uie BiEht.

As no time, be snid, should be lust in prepaiing Tor 
the relief of (lie unfnrlanBlu pcoplt, lie iiuiiieilialely 
tlireutcd two of his sons (o harness eiglit oKen to a 
WBGj^on. His ordera were obeyetl with a chcci'fulncsa 
that Pi-inoed an hereiUIary gooduess, and Uiat it lind div 
scended, unimpaired, fi'om the sire to bis children.

At brcnk- 
fastonlhe»u(iceeilnign)oniint:, their bonefiictor cntertalu- 
e<l them with some very interealiiig observations res- 
pecting the coantry where he resided. He parlieularly 
stated the Itardships, whieh the eolonists endured from 
tlie reglriclire orders and persecuting conduct of tltc 
giivemiiient at t)m Cape. " 1 have lead ore, i^aid he, on 
my own farm, so near the surlkce that ivc can scrape it 
up with our hands, and yet we dare not touch it, — If we 
were known to melt and use a single pound of it, we 
should be all transported, fotlife, to Balavia." 

Before Ihey had fiiushed their meal, their henefaetrir 
flosputcheri mesfiengers to his neiglitioring friend?, ik'- 
siring Ihrir assistance to gel the ercw to the Cagie, Sev- 
eral of them came anil behaved wilh Uie grealc-al tender- 
ness aud liberality. They went bo far as to say, the! 
6Ufh as were desirous of remaining in the country unlil 
Ihey had perfectly recovered, should be acco mini: dated 
at their houses ; and as they travelled once in c\cry year 
to the Cape, they would take the first oppoilunily of 
convej'ing them thither. The captain Uiaiiked them fm' 
their kindness, but declined accepting their proposal, sis 
his intention was to make the Cape wi;h erecy possible 
expeiUlion. 

This conTersation was interrupted by a Hottentot hi- 
vant who ran into tlie liouse and declared the " naggnn 
was in sight," All flew to meet it, and llie raplain had 
(he heartfelt conaoliition of perceiving Iweoty^tlirrt i>r 
his unfortunate people, chiefly Lascars, Ijing down in llie 
machine. On their arrival, Ute two soils of Pllcsies said, 
they found them near a wood perfectly resigned to (h(7r 
fate, hann^ givea up all hopes of relief. The precedtng 
thirteen of iheir compantons had separated frotn llieni ; 
but where they had-strayed lo not one of them could 
even piOBS at.

. Durins; several Uajs traTelling tliey eouUI get butliltle-

tic pn-spects. Tliey fj;tquently perceived vast quantities 
of wolves, and sueh droves of that ^ecin of deer, 
Mhich the fannera cxJI spring buck, thnt one flock aluiae 
4U>utd not coatain k-ss than ^i» twelve to fourtetii ttiou-* 
saiul. iudu^ ntany of the settlers Baiil, tbcy had seen 
<1ouble tliat iiumb«r &l one time, and frAiueDtty kil!«d 
three at a single ehut. Our travellers likewise saw vnet 
fjtiautities of guinea-fowl, which aft«r a shower of rain, 
are easily caught by the farinera' dogs, 
. The Zebra, or wild Asa, is caininon in these advanced 
colonies, and many of Ihcin were seen. Ostriches were 
likewtae very numerniis. They had auch plenty of veni ■ 
£on at the houses where they st0[)(i«t), that their elock of 
nine Ebeep, furnbbed by lioacBt Kti^^ebrnck, was dimin- 
ished but Uiree in the rxiurse of six days. 

Fnini the Kth to tlie 14lh of July, thttir jaumey was 
not interTUpte<l by any disagreeable occurrence. Tho 
countfie^ Ibraugh wiiieh tbey |>asscd, (K^laycH at every 
mile a new tha'ige of beauties. Tltc iiiountahis were in 
many pbtcea of stupendous height, and the v.illeyS dero- 
rated with mood, were aalnnisbingly fertile in vegetable 
productions. One of tlie;iiost. extensive of these val- 
leys, took thetu no leas Oian (lirce days and a hajf iit 
passing. It is called by the seJIIeis Long Clutf, and 
affonk, perbqiB, as many romantic scenes as can be 
found iu any spot of the same extent en the face of the 
carU). 

The hills for seventy or eighty miles, rua pandlcl la 
rai'h other. The lands between are wonderfully ricbt 
tuid.prodave vast quantities of a plant, etm^Utr iivite V^Vje

the ta^te. The valleys are generally level from four to 
eiglit mile* in breadth, and in several places intersected 
with rivulets, on the borders of wliich are IVcqaeolljr 
jie reel vcd whole groves of the aloe-tree. 

On or about the 14th, they reached the settlement of 
nn old and bliiid man. He h»l a lareie family, and ap- 
peared to possess a conifortable independence. When 
he heani the story of the travellers, the £x>oil hrmer 
burst into tears, and ordered a i;lass of brandy to' be 
given to eaeh of the crew. Al'ler this unusud and 
cheering repast, he directed some mutton to l>e deliver- 
ed to tile people, and giive tjiem a pot to dress it i». He 
then requested of the captain to mess with the fkiail^, 
which was coiftplied with, and when aiipper whb eadefl, 
this worthy creature said he was so pkased with their 
escaping the dangers of the seas, and the Cafl'rers, that 
he would celebrate ttie meetinz with a song. He imiQe- 
Uiately began Mid sung wilh the voice of Stentor, A 
gentiral plaudit succeeded ; and then tlie honest henefiioi 
torxaid, " Now, caj)lBin, I have a favor to ask of you. 
Pray desire all your people to sing." It was tinpoasilHa 
lo help luug)iing at tliis whimsical rtquest ; hut tt mn 
thou-^ht good hiniior, at such a monx'nt, should noL^ 
intrmiptcil ; thereroic an American sailor was desired (• 
sing one of his best songs, lie no sooner began tbiMj 
all tlie I^sfars tuned Uieir pipes ; this set a going flifr, 
Swedes, Portuguese, and Dutchmen, and all the ereW"}, 
each [larly sung in their dilfcrent languages, and at th«i 
same time. Such u concert was never hcanl bvfore;. 
the liberal and merry old colonist was so enlertoiiieft- 
Willi tlirir iiiusie, that he had nearly dropt from ^ 
chair in a fit of laui;hter.

Btallen Bu$h,'''0D the Ihini or fourtli day, after Iravellir^ 
a country highly ciitlivnted, and producing iniin esc for- 
ests of fie aioc-lree. The farmers live Iiere in a(!!ue«ic. 
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. ri Uie crew continued to esperience Ihe most tibefal 
aaA kiiul attention during the remainder of their joumey- 

On their arnval at HlHllenBuBli, tbe cuploiii wailed on 
Mr. Brindi, wliose reception can never be meulioned 
but in lerms of tbe most fervent grstiluile anil esteem.- 
His resilience is qne of those deligblful places whiiA, 
frani its natural situation and fertihty, wraps the behold- 
er, Uie moment lie sees if, in a kind ol' cstacy, Th«v 
Tines there, are reared with great attention, and are lilgh- 
]y productive. Grain, vegetation, anil A'uIIb, yield nbiuut- 
ant crops ; and campbire-lrees of very large dimen-. 
'^iona thrive also in Ilia settlement. Indeed, the whols 
selllement seemed to be so prccicely what it sboulct Ry 
that any niteraljon must be a deformity. The people 
here dress well, but nearer the English thnn the Dntdl^ 
stjie. Thej^have nothing of that sullen taciturnity bc^ 
loDpng lo Uie (Aaracler .>f the Hollander j bulare spright- 
ly tmd good humored. 

" I remained two days {saya the captain) under the roof 
of Iftis liberal and benevolent gealleiiian. Ue.|]rcsge4 
me to stay longer ; but 1 ivas desirous of readiiSS 
the Cape, and therefore dei-lined his hospitable ioritK 
tion. In the morning, therefore, he provided me wUl 
a horse and guide, and I look my departure from SlaUiiik 
Bush, on Ibc SOth, in Ihe morning. Otir Journey wiul' 
but tiliorl, as we arrived the same evening at the Cape«i 
CIooilHnpe; nnil Although einacieti'd in my frame, fct 
in loIemUe hcaltli." I 
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Ln the melancholy catalogue of human woes, 
'filings B{^i«ar more eininei^ly cGsni^lrons tttim the 
'^ftieral fstc or the Oroitvenor's crew. 8hifnvTecb.]s al- 
ways, even in its mJrUest foriu, a calamity which Alls 
the mind with horror ; but, what is instant death, com- 
pered to the »{luation of tliosc who had hunger, thirst, 
and nakedness to contend with ; who only wcepwl Ibe 
fiwy tif the ^vaves to enter into conflicts with the Ravages 
of the forest, or tlie grcBt<rr Rava^rs of the lianian r;tt-e ; 
who were cut off from all civilised socicly, oiid feH the 
prolongation oMile to be only the lengtlicued |>uina of 
death 1 

The GroKTcnor sailed from TriiiicnmalE, June 13lh, 
f7Si, on her homewani bound voyage, ajid mtl iviUi 
no memorable occurrcjice till the 4th of August, Uic 
fitnl day on which she Hpnt on sliore. 

During the two preceding ttays ilhad blown very hard, 
the aky was overC4ist, m> tlint Ihey were unable to take 
M obeervalion ; and it is lilieniae probable, liuit from 
iheir vicinity to the shore, Ihey had been cttrled oul i»f^ 
Iheir courac liy eurrnita. The combiitati^a of (Jie|#, clr-^t 
cunibtaneca may account for (he cirorin Ui^ reckuiilnp-, 
^^cpaioaed the loss of Ihe sliip* U a\i\>eKt3 \)^

The ca[>lain endeavored to ilifi))el the fears nf the pn^ 
■eogera, and be^^gcd them to be cdmpoaed. The puiiipa, 
were sounded, but no water firtund in the hoU, ui On 
^p'£ Htecn lay faigli omtbe rorks. In a fe«' Tnuiulea tbe~ 
wind blow off the sh^f, wlileh lilltd Uieu with »ppra> 
kensions lestlltey ahguM \k drivc»>uut (o f,rn, ««d 1km 
■fom the only chasce Uiey had ofqici^iuip:, 'I'hc piurdar ' 
•foaiu wa&Wy this limelull of water, the >un£ls v/ere cut 
away, ivithout any etTect, and llie ^ht|> biting itixtk 
wilbin 8 colilo'g kngtli of tJie shore, all hujicv i/t JOifiBi 
her vanished. % 

This dismal prospect {>n)iluced ilislrattion ofii) 4w 
pur, and it is impniuiible to desiTilie Iho scena lint c^ 
sued. Thnae who were tavst cura^wsejl icl ikboi " 
forming a ruft, hoping by means of il, to i-<iiivey the 
m«n, the chilflren, and the ^k, to laiul. ^oiiwUI 
three intMi atteiupled lo switn to the shore with the 
bea-line ; one perished in tlie attempt, but the other I] 
succeeded. Ry these a hawser was, at Icnj^th, etttii 
lo the shore and Eastened round the rnt ke, in wbtck' 
opperaltwn Uiey were assisted hyj»rettl numbers of thf 
nalivcH, whn had come down lo the water's edge to \*il- 
ne&s the 

The ttdtl bfinz by this time romoleled, 
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nieO. Irntiis ililenima, every one began U> ttiick of 
"ttie best tnciins of saviiii; tiiuiself. The yawl ant^olly- 
boat liad ttli'Cftily been ilashed lo pieces by die violente of 
Ihe snrf; so that the only means of presersulion now 
left was by the haivscr made fust to tbe rocks, Imad orei- 
iiaiiil. Several got safe on shore in Ihis manner, whiic 
others, to the number of Rfteen, perished in the difficult 
atiempt. 

The ship soon separated just before the main ino^f. 
TI)e wliiil, at the same time, providentially RJiifted to t&c 
old quarter, and blew direcliy la Ihe land, a circunifl jiiui^ 
which coi.lriholed greatly to tlie prescrvaliou uf thogu 
on boattl, >v 111) all g<il on Uie ]>oop, as being nrarr^t lo Ihi^ 
•ilior^. Thp wind und su^ea now irniielling tliem, Uiat. 
part of the (Treck, on which the people were, rent asnn- 
<)er (ore anil nTl, the deuk splitling in two. tn this diali'eas 
they crowded upon the starboard (|iiartcr, which soou 
Quated into shoal water, Uie other parts df the wretk 
hcealdng off those heavy seas wliicli would <iUie>'wi»e have 
ingulphcd or dashed tliem lo pieces. 1'hrougli this foi'- 
lunate incident, all on board, even tlie ludies and chii' 
ilif'ii, got safe on shore, except the cook's uiale, a blacli, 
tvlio ttein^ drunk, could not be previtiled upon to kavu 
till* wreck. 

Before lliis ar<1uaue busineas was well effected iiiglit 
eauie*), and the natives iiavhig retired, several fires were 
liiiJileilKilh Tuel from the wreck) and Ilie whole com jjany 
&U{)pcd nn such provisions asUicy picked u[i nn the shore. 
TvVo lenfa wera foiuied of sails thai hiul di-ifled to the 
slioie, and in tht-so the ladies were lift lu repose, wbilc 
ll)e mon wandered ubout in search of suth artlcEeS as 
■iiiirhl be of trcrvicc. 

Oil the itiorning of the 5th, the natives relurned, aoJ,

From llie wreck Uiey might easily hflve built a 
vessel cajuible of eonliiiniiig them &II, aad ity coa&til9 
sloag, they might liave reached the nearest of Ihc Dut^ 
settlements with half the danger or risk to which tbe^ 
were thon exposing themselTes. Distress, however 
sonielimes deprives men of all presenc« of mini] ; so tW 
cr<-Hi' of the Grosvenor, having juat escaped the ilangm 
of the sea, appear to have considered land as tbe inorf 
rlcsirable allematiTe, iiithout reOecting on the almost in' 
»U]tcntble obslarle^ that lay in their way. 

On examining their stores, they foaud' themselves in 

possession of livo casks of flour and a tub of pork, thai 

. liad been washed on Ihe beacbi and some srrack, nbtcli 

I the captain prudently ordered to be staved, leet the 

' Itvcs should get at it,* and by intoxication increase tbetr 

ttatnaral fern city. 

Captain Coxaon now called together the Eurviv-ois, snil 

liflTing divided the provisions among them, asked if, OvV 

consented to his continuing in the command, fo wbid 

they iijiBDimouEty agreed. He then informed (hem, thrt 

B^jpm the hnil calculation he could make, be was in bbpea 

Wgt being able tn reach some of Ihe Dutch scUlenieUs b 

nftccn or EJiileen days.

Ml At ihcy moTcd forward they were foliowed by MdM 

Kbr llic natives, while others remained at (lie ffffMlSl

K time to lime, of whatever they liked, and SMiM^nm 
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threw st(Hies at them. Afler prciceedinjc a few milcB Uiey 
were met hy a parfy of itbout (hirty of the nalivcs, whuse 
hair wi-.v Cistpiicd op in a comical furm, niiJ Ihtir faces 
pfliDted re,l. Amnug these was a man who spnhe !)iilcii, 
irhoj it afKrwards appeared, was a run-away slave fiflm 
the Gape, on account of eoins crimes, am) >va9 nBincil 
Trout, When tliis man came uji to the English he in- 
quired who they were, and whillier lliey were troiti;;. 
Finiling by their answers that they hail been cast away, 
he informed theiD, that their iDtenilcil journey to UiaX^ape 
nouM be attended witli unspeakable difficultin frdin the 
natives, the wild beasts, and the nature of the country 
through which they would have to pass. 

Though this did not contribute to mJsc their spirits 
they tried to edgage him as a guide, but no arguments 
could prevail upon bun to comply with their wishes. 
Finding all tlieir solicitations fruitless, they pursued their 
journey for four or five days, during which they were 
constantly surrounded by the natives, who took from 
them whatever they pleased, but invaj-iably retired on 
the approach of ni^ht. 

As they proceeded they saw ma^iy villages, wJiich they 
carefully avoided, that they might be less exposed to the 
insults of the natiree. At length (hey came to a deep 
gully, ^here they were met by Uiree CalTrees, armed 
with Imces, which they held several times to the cap- 
tain's Ihraal, Irritated beyond all patience by IheJr con- 
duct, he wrenched one of the lances from their hands 
and brolif! it. Of this the natives seemed to lalie no no- 
tice, and went away ; but the nest day, on corning to it 
hu^ village, they there found the three men, wilh three 
©r four hundred of their countrj-men, atl airacil with Ian- 
fes and targels. As the English advanced they were 
stopped by these people, who began to pilfer and insult 
(hem, and at lastfcJI upon and beat Ibem. 

Conceiving that it was the intention of the nnb'ves to 
kilt (hem, they formed a'resolulion to dclttui themselves 
to the last estreraify. Accordingly, placing the women, 
the children, and the sick at some distance, the remain- 
der, to the Dumber of eighty or ninety, engaged th^r oy,- 
ponenls in a. kind of running fight for upwartts of tnu 
bours, wfaenoilr couutrymea gaiuiug an eminence, * 






tlit'y couM not be sunminrtcil, a kind of parliy took 
place. Id this unfurlimate encniinlcr many nerc ivouiut- 
ed OD bolh sides, hut none killeil. ATtcr a {iflcifi cation 
hail taken |»!ace, Ihe English cut the buttons from Ih^it 
coati, anil preat^nted them to the nntiv«a, upouHJiick 
Itiey went ai»ay anil fretumed no more. 

The rtillowing tilght liter were terrified with tlie noiea 
of wild bensta, so that Ihe men were obliged to keep 
iTRtch to prevent Difir too near approach. What a dread- 
ful situation, especially for females of tlelicale habits, and 
fco Iat«Iy posscs!»ing all the luxuries that eastern refine* 
mcnt could afibril I 

When morning arrived they were again joined b^ 
Tcont, who had been on board Ihe wreck, and had loaded, 
himself wiUi various articles of iron and copper, whietT 
he was carrying to his. habitHtion. Be cautioned them* 
against making any resistance in future, for as they were' 
ai>t fiimiahed with any weapons of defence, oppoaitibii*, 
would only tend to irritate the natives aiid iucrease ob-' 
Blructiuns. TVith tlus advice he left Ihein. 

Baring made some prugi-ess during the day, thej^ 
screed to pass the riif^i near a deep gully, hut were aoi 
distnrFied by the bowlines of ivild beasts timt they OOUM 
get but little sleep. I'hoii^h a lar^ fire n^is kept Dp" tf. 
' ^Diiikle these unwelcome visitors, they Gamc%»iittt| 
t tooccnsion a general alarm. 

I The ^lesl day as they were advancing, a party of sit' 
' cs came i\oWTi upon them, and pliindered th'e'd 
tons other thiugs, of tlieir tindcr-bo\, Bint, and ste^l 
'i provLtl an irreparable loss. .They were no; 
_ ^d to carry with them a lire-brand by turns, the B 
-1 foJIuning them unlit it was almost <liirk. At ItnM, 
/ fa:ze to a smiill river, when.- (hey determined & 
p during the night. Itefore the natives rrttred tb^ 
more insolent thau ever, robbing Ihe gentlemw 
watches, ntid (he biilies of the diamonds wlijpS 
|k3' bad accreted in their hair. Opposition was in valB 
' attempt to resist these outrages beiug productive a 
:sh insults, and even blows. 

'i'lu> fullowiiig day they crossed Ihe river. Here tl 
rovision't being nearly espeniled, and the delay siji 
! oircDsioned by travcllins with the women ■ 



cliilJrcn being veiy jireat, the sailors b^gan to mariner, 
and eacli seemed resolved to shifl for liiiueetf. Accord- 
iDglj the captain, ivilh Mr. Logie,-the first mute, iiitd lits 
wife ; the thini mate, Colonel James and Lady, Mr. anil 
Mrs. Mosea, Mr. Newman, a passensier, llie purser, the 
Burgeon, and five of the children, agreed to keep togelhiT, 
and trai'L-I as before j many of tlie sailors wore also pre- 
vailed upoa la attend them, by the liberal promises of 
llio paesengera. 

On the other hand, Mr. Shaw, the second mate, Sir. 
Trwller, the Fourth, Mr. HarriB, Uie fifth, Captain 'IVibot, 
Messrs. Williains and Taylor, M. D'Gspinelte, Bever»l 
other gentlemen, and their servants, together with a 
number of the seamen, in all forty-three persons, anionji; 
whom was Hynes, from whom much inrormutinn wa-s 
afterwards obtained, resolved to hasten forward. A 
young fuentleman of the name of t.aw, seven or <:ighl 
years of age, crying after »ne of the passenger?, Ihcy 
agreed to take him witli them, and to carry him by 
(um& when tired. 

This separation was erjually fatal, cruel, nnil impo- 
litic ; howrrer, the seeomi mate's parly hating bei'ii 
stopped by a river, they once more joined with ^e»t 
satisfaction, end travelleiftn company the witole of tljat 
day and part of the nAt. 

The^" now arrived at a large villan;e, where !hey found 
Trout, who intro<lueed his wife and child to them, and 
begged a piece of pork. He informed them that Ihi^ 
was tiis reeidencc, and re|)eated his former declaration, 
thai the natives would not suffer him to dcpwt, c\<'u if 
he were inclinerl to retunj to his own country, ile how- 
ever, communicated various arliclo of informfilion ri'ln- 
tlve lo their journey, for which they niiide due acknriK- 
' leilgements ; but it i§ to be lameult'd, that he cdold n'<t 
I be induced to extend his sen'iccs, or ratlicr, that hi-> 
crimes and charaeter rendered him datigerous to b.- 
tnuteil, and fearful of trusting lumself among; Ciiristinris. 
During their cnnversilton with Trout the mi^vcs sur- 
rounded Iheni in numbers, and continued lo fr^owlhi'm 
till liusk. The two companies passed tiio lu^ht to^'iit r. 
' buttllHt (liElress, wliicb ou^iht to have been the Iii^i.d d' 
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imity,- was unfortunately perverted into an occasion for 
disaffection and complaint. 

Tlieir provisions nCiining veiy short, a party went 
down to the seaside to seek for shell-fiah on the rucks, 
and round & considerable quantily of oysters, musclee, 
and limpets. These were divided among the womoD/ 
Ihe childrGQ, and the siek; for the tide happening to 
come in beiore they had collected a snlficient str>ck, 
some of tlic wretched troop were obliged to pnt up with 
a very scanty allowance. After a repast, ^vhich rather 
excited than gratified their appetites, tliey conliniHid 
(heir march, and about noon reaehed a small village, 
where aii old man approached Uiem, enncd with a lanc«, 
which be levelled, mnking, at the same time, b noise 
fiomcivLat resembling tbe report of a musket. Frtna 
IJiis circumstance, it is probable, be was acc|uainted wHA 
(he use of fire arm?, and apprehended they would kill Us 
cattle, for he iromcdialely drove his herd into the krasll } 
an tnclosure, where tlicy are always secured upon the 
appearance ol' il^nger, and during tlie night. The oM 
man took no fattlier notice of Ihe English, but they were 
foBoweil by some of the other uitiabilonts of the village) 
who hcliaved estremcly ill. , 

The final separation now took place ; Oiey parted to 
meet no more. In adopting this resolution Ihey Rppeir 
lo have been IiHluenCed by motives which hiid, It I«b^ 
the specious appearance of reason. They conceiTcd; 
tliat by pursuing different routes, and travelling in smtfl 
parties, they should be less tlie object of jealously to 
the natives, and could the more easily procure snbsfc 
toncc. To 'cmnterbalance these advanta°;es, haw«vitj 
they lost tliat unity of action, that systematic direeliqi 
^^icha prudent saperior can communicate to those 4W 
'•r his care ; aritl by rejeclinE established authority, ^bCj 
II epiit iuto parlies, guided only hy caprice, and SWM 
' Y temporary views. After all, they did nafpta 
nit cviiiuing those emotions so honnmhtc to hninB 
IP : their mtsfortunes hrnl, in some measure, leveBfi 
PUihcliciMf aiiH the serrices of the lowest were rc|[ftriSei 
i l(Jb«ti« 0* friendstiip, not expresoious of duty. , ^ 
" m tJiis peKod the fate of tlie capliun, and hi(f a.M 
, it alinuht nltolly unknown. But iniugt 
111 
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SBBnot f'lrm m scene of ilepper distress ban what tl 
ddicate and lender sex, and the innocent cbildren must 
have experienced. From the accouots of some of the 
par^ wiio surfiTcd their distresses and sulisequent in- 
i|uiries, it is probablp, tiiat the hatid of deatb f,oou re- 
leased them from their accumulated ills ; thougli Ibe 
pubHc mind was long liaiTassed iviUi the belief thai a 
few had been doomed to tvoisc tlian death among tiic 
natives. 

The aeparntion being decl<led upon, the party whitli 
had attached itself lu tlie second- iriale, traveJIed till it 
was quite diii'lt, when, arriving at a convenient s[ial, tiie^ 
kindled a fire and reposed for the night. 

Next day they proceeded, as they conjectured, tliirly 
loiles ; and thougli they saw great numbers of Uie na- 
tives thi;y received from them nut the least molests* 
tion. Towards the close sf the day, they reached an 
extensive wood, and being fearful of entering it, lest 
they might loose their way, they spent, a resttess night 
on its verge, being tenibly alarmed by the howling of 
nild bi-asls. 

They continued their route Uie following day till noon, 
without any other food than wild son-el and such berries 
as tliey oltserved the birds to peck at. None of the 
natives made tlieir appearance ; the wanderers having 
reached a point of the rocks, found some shellfish, and 
»lter refreshing themselves they advanced till they came 
to the banks ol a larcie river where they reposed. 

Nur.t morning, Ending the river very broad and deep, 
and several of tlie company beii^ iinnble to swim, ihey 
resolved to follow its wiudings, and seek some place 
where it was fordublc. in (heir way they passed ma- 
ny villages, Uie inhabitants of ivhich were too much 
alarmed to yield them any assistance. Pursuing the 
course of tht river a consiile ruble ^^a3', and not finding 
it become narrower, they determined to construct cita- 
anaraus, a kind of raft, in order to cross it. This being 
eflected, wiUi such nwterials as Ihey found on the banks, 
Oioae who cijuld ftnt swim were placed u[toa tlie Boat, 
Which being impelled by the others, they nil crossed it 
hi safety, thouah the river was compu^'d to be nut lf=B 
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' It was aovf Ihrce day^siacc they had Icfl Ihc 5CB,'antI 
' during Uint peritxl Ibey hail scarcely laken any aoiu-ieh- 
meht but water and a liltlc wild sorrel. They therefore 
agaiu liirected their course to the shore, where they were 
furtuuatc enough to linil ahuniliLUOe of slieil-Jish, which 
sflbrilEil lliem H very scatiouable refresliioent. 

After fu lie] win a; I he treitdiugs of the coast for three oc 
four days, during which the natives suffereii Ihem to pasi 
witliout inoieistatiuD, penetrating a pathless wood, where, 
perhaps, no human Ireing ever trod, uiiccrtaiti which way 
to proceed, incommoded by the heat, and exhausted by 
the fatigues of their niarcli, they were almost ready to 
&ink, when they reached the suimnil of a hill. Here thejr 
rested, and had the satiafactioii to sec a spacious plain be- 
Ihre tliem, through which a Gne stream meandered. As 
the ivild beasts, however, were accustomed, in their noc- 
turnal prowlingK to resort to Ihix place for water, the sitoii- 
tion of the trarellcra was perilous, and suhjuct to contitt- 
unl alarms. 

In tlie moming one of the party ascened a lofly tree tk 
«bscrve the Ircndings of tlie coast, afler which they resu- 
med their course, and entered aHOther wood just as the 
night set in. Having passed it by paths which ,the wild 
beasts alone had made, Ihey again reached the sea-caaet. 
Here (hey niailc l^rf.s, which, afler the fatigues they had 
undergone, was a tuilsome bueioe^e, and threw into them 
the oyfctei^ they had collected, to make them open, as 
they had not a single knife remaining among them. Oq 
this spot they reposed, but found no water. 

Next ilay, the waniierers, in the course of their jounwy, 
bad tlie good fortune to discover a desd whale, niiieh 
fi^ht in their present situation, alTorded them no little 
salisftiction. The want of a knife to cut it up prevented 
Ihein from taking full advantage of this aiTidental sup- 
ply ; some of tlicm, though in the extremijj' I'f hunger, 
nauseated thi« food: while oti ■en', making a lire on (h« 
earrase, dug out the part thus roasted, ivith oyslerabelb, 
and made a hearty meal. 

A fine level nouutry now presented itself, tlie sight of 
wluch caused ihcm to beiicvo (hat their fatigues were e 
^"teruiinalion, and that Ihey hail reached the northeriM 
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sioDs arose, some adviaiog dial Ihcy shoulil pendrnte in- 
laact, nhile others pcrscTeret) in the original \ilan of keep- 
ing til Ihe vicluilf of the sea-const. 

After many ilisptites another dirisinn of tlie pnrlj' took 
place. 31r. tihitn', tl^ fourth innle, Mr. Harrb, Ihe Cifth, 
Uessre. Williams and Tnylur, CspE. I'alhul, atid scatneB, 
(o Ihe number of twenlj-ttvo persons, funong whoni was 
Hynes, Ibe reporter, resoked Ui proceed inland. The 
carjicnler, Ihe ship's steward, H. d'I^|>iiietlc, M. Olivier, 
with about Iwentf-four seamen, conUiiued to Tolluw the 
ihnre. 

The purty which took the interior proceedt^d for tliree 
days through a very pleasant country, where they snw a 
great niimherof deserted kranlle. During this time they 
had nothing to subsist on but a few oysters, which tliey 
CHrried with them, and some berries and wild sorrel gulb- 
«red on the way. The efltets of hunger so<in compelled 
Ihcm to return to Uie coast, wtiere, as usiitil, tliey found 
a anpply of shell-fish. As they were procerdijig up » 
steep hill, soon after their separation, Capl, Talbot eotn- 
plained of great htssitudc, and repeatedly s-it down to 
rest himself. The compMiy several times hidiJsed )iim 
by doing the aajiiei but perceiving that he was quite ex- 
hausted, tljey went on, leaving biin and his fnilhful <:ei'- 
Tsnl, Blaif, sitting treside each other, and neiUjcr of tliem 
«el« heard of any more. 

Buving reposed near the shore the nest di-y, aboul 
noon, they arrived at a small river, where Ih^y fiwind twft 
of the car|»enter'fl parly, who, being unable to swim, Iniit 
been left behind. Tile joy of these poor ercalures, nt 
tlic sight of their uomi'adee was excessive. Tliey icere 
preservetl since they had been in this place, alrnosl by u 
■niniete, br while they were gatheruig shell-fish oii tlic 
beach, their fire went out, so (hat it wan w<mdeiful how 
Ih^ eseapeil Being devoured by the wild Ikcasls. 

They Were wilh diflipitily got over Hie river, and trav- 
elling on Ibr four days more the party came to another 
river, of such breadth that none of tJiem would attempt 
to pass it. Having no alternative, they marched alona its 
Ijanks in hojies of finding a practicable passage, and arriv- 
I «d at a village, where the natives shewed lU-m the 
h^JMp of a iiafeli, ivhich Ro|)ie of (be carpenter's party 
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hod p^ea Tnr a little milk. Mr. Shaw conceiving fliaf 
such n traffic woulil not be unacceptable, oS'ered them 
tile inside of his watch for a calf. To these terms Ihey 
assented, but no sooner had tliej obtuincd potisegsion of 
the price than they nilhheld the calf, wliich nus iinine- 
diately driven out uf the village. 

They continued their marcli along tlie river for several 
days, and passed through several villages without mole**, 
(ation from the inhabitants, till lliey cahie lo a part where 
they conceived they should he able to cross. Having 
oonalructed a catamaran, as before, tticy all passed the 
river iu safety, excepting the two who had been left be- 
hind by the carpenter's party, and who were afritid (a 
venture. These unfortunate men were never seen af< 
(envartls. 

Having gained the opposite bank, the company tunr 
proceeded, in an oblique direction, towards the ehore, 
which Ihey reached about noon on the third day. The 
next morning, at the ebbing of ihe tide, they procured 
some ^hell-h^h, and having refreshed theinaclves, tbe^ 
pursued their journey. 

In the course of that day's march they fell in with a 
psKy of the natives, belonging, as Ihey iina^neil, to a. 
new nation, by whom they were beaten, and extremely- 
ill treated. To avoid their persecutions (tiry concGftb^ 
themselves in the woods till the savages had retired, wImoT 
they- assembled again and resumed their march. Tliey' 
bail not proceeded far before they perceived the prints oC 
kuinan feet in the sand, from which they concluileil thai 
thrir lale companions were befor^them. In the hope of 
rejoinini; Ihem they traced (heir supposed footsteps for • 
while, but soon lost them amons the rocks ami grass. 
After some time they came to another river, not verf 
P-kroad, but of considerable depth, which Ihey passed in 
rHfety on a catamaran, as before. Nothing remarkAble 
occurred durinK the three following days ; but at the ei- 
fiiralicnof lltat period they overlook the car]>ent('T's parfy, 
whose lufferiug^ Ihey found had been even more sever* 
than their own. The carpenter himself had been poi« 
Buneil by eating «ome kind of fruit, with Ihe nature of 
which he was unacquainted: M. d'EEpinetle, and M. OH- 
' r, worn tot wifli foainc and fatigue, had been left ta 



ttieir fete. The unforlunate tilUe trsvelier. Lavf , was jtill 
ftilh them, ami hud hilhertu eufiporled cverj hanlBiM]! ui 
an aGlti niching manner, 

Thu8 once more united 0\ey proceeded together UU 
fhey came to a saDdy beach, where Ihey found a couple of 
planks with a epike nail in each. This convinced them 
that some Buropean ships had heen near the coast, or 
that they were in the viciaitj of snme settlement. Tlie 
nails were priaes of the first consequence ; these being 
Battened between two stones, were shaped into sonte- 
Uiing like knives, and, to men in their situation, were con- 
sidered a most valuable acijuiGition. 

In a short time they came (o anoiher river, on whose 
banks they accidentally found fresh water, which induced 
them to rest there for the night. In the morning, (hey 
crossed the river, and on examining the seashore they 
found another dead whale, which diffused a general joy, 
nU a large parly of natives, armed with lances CBme 
down upon them. These people, however, perceivio; 
Ibe deplorable condition of the travellers, conducted 
Iheniseives in such a pacific manner as to dispel (heir op- 
prehensions. One of them .even lent those who were 
employed upon the whale, his lance, by means of which, 
luid their tivo knives, they cut it into juuka, and carrieil 
off a consideraJitc quanlily, till titey could llnd wood and 
water to dress it. 

On coming to a riv«r the following day, another ot the 
party dropped, and thejwere under the cruel necessity, 
of leaving him bt>hJnd. Having plenty of (iroviiiions thq^ 
now proceeiled four days wilhuut iiilei'miBEion, and [>ro- 
curing a slick, tlicy set nljout making a kind of calendar, 
by cutllrig a nolcli for evt^ry day ; hut, in crossing a river, 
tliiB register of lime was Inst, and the carelhey had taken 
to compute their melancholy days wAa of no avail. 

They soon reached a new river, where lliey halted for 
Hie night. Thcf cciuent impediments of rivers much re- 
(aixlcd llieir profess. Few of tliese, however, are of 
very great ntaguitudc at any difttauce from the sea; but 
as tile waves dadved all Iheir subsistence firm the wnlery 
dement lliej were obliged to sabmit to the iiiconvenicncc 
. itf passing them in general where Ihe tide flowed. This 
^^Btacconnt &>r tiifilcuUics, from iv1bc!i, had it ticf-niirac- 
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ficnlile, a more ioland coarE« woiikl tiave txcmplc 
Ibciii. 

As the weather was very unfaTorable next mon^U 
eotae of Ihe company were afraid to cross the rirfr, npc 
which Hynes, ami about ten more, being tnipatJent U 
proceed, swnm itcros^, leaving the rest, among iTim 
IVES roaster Law, behind them. HHying gained the d 
po&rle shore, they proceeded till they can 
ivliere Ihey met iv'ith shell-fish, wood, aiid water. 
they liatted two day!<, in expectation of the arriTal o 
Ilie others ; but as it still blew fresh, they c.onclu<led tl 
their more timorous conipHnions liad not ventured (o c; 
Ihe river ; therefore thiukiog it in vain to wait any longerfl 
.they went furwaril. 

They had not travelled iDxny houre before they li 
- Ike e:^n I fortune to discover a dead epuI od the beat 
One cf 'lie knives being in Ihe poesessioQ of this party, 1 
they (111! u|i titeir prey, dressed part of Ihe flesh ( 
siml and carried tlie rest with them. 

The next momiiig the party left behind overtook them. 
It was niiw conducted by tlio ship's eteivard, and in 
interval from Die recent separation, it appeared llmt the) 
had suffered extremely from tlie naliveE, from bimt 
uiul (iitjgue, and that tivo of them were no more. 

these unfortunate men were rapidly losing some of ti 

body J yet the rejection of their forioni comUtiotf d 
not rouse them to Ihe good cfFetta of unuiijmity, i 
alone, had it been either a permanent prindple, or C 
forced hy an auth»rity to which they ought to hare 91 
uiillfd, tiiigiil have iaved them many di;.tre3fie9j t 
would have tended to thepreservalion of numbers. "^ 
conl is ahvays slrensUi; llie contrary, even in the 
pieat eircuniMiifices, is weukness and ivin. 

Having shared ttie remainder of the seal among ^ 
tuid taken some repose, they again proceeded in 1 
httdy, and after some time en—". ^^ a lofly mouiiU 
whiih il wa^ nccessury to cross, or go round the !' 
point of a rnck on which the surf liea* witli great t 
tpnee. The taller aiipeurin^ to he jimch the " " 
, |MUW«(te, they chose i(, hut hud rtuson to repeat 1 
ileloroiinatiun, as they had a niit-ui-ulou:^ escape 1 
S^lbdrllvos. Some ofLicm uotgidy Ijiltlieirpruvj ' 



but theif Bre-brands, which tliey had faithelo carerull]' 
carried with them, were exIirguUhed by Uie waves. ' ^ 

Dispirited by tliia easentiol toss, trliich wn& their chief 
protection from the wild beasls, Ihey felt tlie misery of 
their aituation with aggmvalc<l force, and an additional 
gloom clouded their future prospects. Marching along 
in this diBconsokte mood, they fell in with some female 
nalives, who immediately fled. When the travellers 
came up to the spot where Uiese women had been first 
descried, they had the sali^faclioD to fiml that the lire on 
which they had been dressing muscles was not estinguih- 
ed. With jny they Ughted Uicir brands, and after a few 
bours repose pursued their course. 
* ii^est day they arrived at a villa^, where the natives 
•Sered to barter a young bulloclc with them. The inside 
of a watch, some buttons, and other trifles, were offered 
and readily accepted in exchange ; the beast being deliv- 
ered up, was despatched by the lance of one of the na- 
tives. The Catfrees were pleased to receive back Ihe 
entrails, anil the carcase being divided in the most im- 
partial manner, our people took up tlteir abode for that 
night near the villa|i;e, and the oest morning passed an- 
oQier river on a catamaran. 

The ballock was the only sustenance Uiey had hitheI^ 
to received from the natives, by bartiy or favor, except- 
ing that the women sonietiracs gave ihe poor cliitd who 
accompanied them some milk. Among the most barba- 
rous nations, the females, to the honor of their ses, are 
alwnys found to be comparatively hmnane, and i 
was there a inore just object of com miee ration th.->n 
(er I<aw. Ilitlierto he had got on tolerably well, through 
the benevolent ntteatiao of his c»mpaiiioiis. He walk- 
ed when able, and whbv tired, they carried him in turn 
without a murmur. None ever ohlained any food with- 
out allowing him a share. When the rest were collect- 
ing shell-Bsh he was left to watch the fire, and on their 
return he participated in the spoib. 

They now entered a sandy desert, which they were 
ten days In passing. In thi3 desolate tract they liail ma- 
ny rivers to pass ; and had it not tteen for the sujiplf o( 
food tiiey carried with them, they must all Ikavc pe ' ' " 
However, tiiey had wood in abundaacc, seldom G 
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^^^r flie apprebeneions of the naliveB, Ibis appears to bare 
^^^KVeeti the most pleasaut part of their joumef. 
^^^^* Having crossed the desert, tfaey entered the territoriefl 
^^^ of a new nation, by whom they were sometimes mal- 
treated, fttiff at others were sufTered to pass without mo 
testation. Being now on the borders of the ocean, tb^ 
fiill in with a party of the natives, who, by signs, advi*- 
ed them to go inland ; and complying with their iliree- 
tionSj Ihey soon arrived at a village, where they found 
only women and children. The women brought out a 
little millc, which they gave to master Law, It was con- 
tained in a small basket, ouriously formed of rushes, and 
so compact as to hdd any kind of liquid. Here lliejr 
had an opportunily of examiuing several huts, and ob- 
served the mode in which the natives chum their btitter. 
The milk is put into a leather bag, which is sospended 
in the middle of the tent, and pushed backward and for* 
ward hy two persons, till the butter arrives at a proper 
consistence. When thus prepared, they mix it with 
Boof, and anoint themselves with the composition, ffhicb; 
proves a defence against the intense heat of the climate,, 
and renilei^ Ihcir limbs uncommonly pliant and active. 

While the travellers were restinE; tliemseives, the men 
belonging to the village returned from huntii^, eadi 
beating upon tlie point of Ms spear a piece of deeiV 
fiesh. They formed a ring round the strangers, umI 

Ieeemed to gaze on them with admiration. After baviag 
satisfied their curiosity, they pro<luced two bovvla (^ 
milk, which they appeai'etl willing to barter ; but as OBT 
' nretchrd countrymen had nothing to give in exchange, 

tbey dnmh it up themselves. 
I Scarcely had they Unished Aeir meal, when they all 

rosR up, and in an instant went ofif into the w oods, Iea> iuf; 
Uic Bni;lish, under some appreli^nsiiins ns to the caaso(^ 
'* '» sudden motion. In a short time, however, Iht^ O^ 
""'I with a deer, and though our people eamesi^-ln- 
il to be permitted to partake of the spoil, tha-H^ 
's not only disregarded (heir solicitationF', but lilcewM, 
led on their ijuilling the kraal. Tliis they -wi 
!Wd to comply nith, and after wulking a few mil 
flay down to rrst.

For several days Ihey pursued their journey wiUinut 
any remarkable occurrence. Tliey rrequenllyiell innith 
the natives, who hail gireat numbers of oxen, but they 
ivnuld part with nolliing without a return, which was 
Dot in the power of the travellers to make. They bail, 
however, the negative satisraction of not being aimoyeil 
in their progress. They now came to anotiier river, 
where they saw three or lour huts, contaiuin^ only wo- 
men and children. The flesh of sea-cows and sea-linns 
waa hanging up to dry, of nhicb the women g'ave the 
travellers a part. They slept that night at a small dis- 
tance from these hnta. 

Next morning Hyncs &nd nipe oUiers swam across the 
river, but the rest were too liniorous to make tlie at' 
lempt. Those who had croeed the river, soon afler- 
terwards bad the good fortune to observe a seal asleep, 
just at high-water mark, and having cut off his retreat, 
they found means to kill bin). Havieg divided the Qesh, 
they travelled four or five days, occasionally falling ia 
with the' natives, who, upon the whole, beiiaved witti 
tolerable forbearance. 

They now arrived at another river, which they were 
obliged to cross, and proceeding on their route, tlie 
nest day found a whale ; and thus being ivetl supplied 
with provisions they resolved to hall far their compan- 
ions ; but after waiting in vdn two days, (hey proceed- 
ed without them. They afterwards found tlial their 
companions had taken a more inland route, and had got 
before them. Having, therefore, cut up as much of the; 
whale as they could can?, and being much refreshed, 
they proceeded with alacrity, having now no necessity to 
knterin quest of food. 

Thus they travelled for more than a week, and in 
(heir way discovered some pieces of rags, wliich-salisG- 
ed them that tlieir lale associates had got tlie start of 
tliem, They now entered an extensive sandy desert, 
and finding, towards the close of the first day, but liifle 
[iTospect of obtaining cither wood or water, they wer0>' 
much disheartened. To their Joy, however, at the en- 
trance of a deep gulley they saiv the fitllowing words trac- 
ed on tlie sand : Turn in here and you will Jind pieaf^ 
of n-ood and jvater. This cheered them like a. tevfla(to& 
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Stom heaven, and on entering the gullef they found Ibe 
aolilicalJon verified, and Die remsius of several tircRj 
nhicli assured tliem that their late companions had rS' 
posed in the same place. 

They proceeded several days, proportion ai)ly exhaost* 
eil with fatigue as Ihey advanced, but without any me-: 
tuorable occurrence. They now came to a hluff point 
ef a I'ock, which projected so fiir into tlie sea as to ol^ 
ktruct Utctr progress, so that they were ebliged to direct 
their course more inland. To add to their disti-eaa^ 
tlieir praviaions were again exhausted, when, arriviDg at 
« lari;e pond, they luckily Ibund a number of land-eraba^ 
finails, and some sorrel in the Ticinily, and on these 
Ihey maile a satisfactory meal. 

As soon as it dawned they reaumed their journey, and 
nntenng a wood, tliey ohBerved many of the trees ton 
up by the roots. While they were Inst in amar.emcnt 
«t Uiis phenomenon, to their terror aud astonishment 
thirty or forty large elephanla started up out of the long 
fP'nss, with which the ground was covered. Trie travel 
Icrs stood some momenta in suspense, ivhelher Qief 
\/auh\ retreat or advance ; but, liy taking a ciretutoint 
lenuree, they passed these enormous creatures wiHwtf 
any injury. The grass in which they lay was ndt |ea» 
than eight or nine feet higlt. Iliis may appear etranfe 
lo those who are not actjuatnled witli the luKuriaiit ve|^ 
tntion of tropical ctiniales, hut other travellers of m» 
quest ionable veracity, have made tiie same rcmarlu va 
Africa. 

Having rcarhc<l the sea shore that night, our traveHMt 
were mi«emhly disappointed hy the stale of the tide, 
which dcpriveij tii<^m uf their usual supplies of shelt-fbb. 
To such extremities were they, in consequence reduced, 
that sqDw of them, who had made shoes of the bide of 
tl e hatlock obtained in barter from the natives, siugnl 
vAff Uie hair, broiled and eat them. Thi| unsavory ^htk.f 
^^"--y rendered as palatable as possible hy means of & 
' celery they fouud on the spot, and the whole p 
wk of it. 

' water they went as usual lo the rocks to prvfl 

ll-fi«h ; and as ihey proceeded lliey often pcV4 

' I Incu of that division of tlietr fWtjM 
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••rffich had got tlie start of Ihem, In two days lime they 
fell in with a huntiag party of (he natives, who offered 
no molestation lo our people as they passed, and for 
several days tJiey every where beiiaved with the same 
rorbeanmce. 

After passing two riTers, and finding; no fresh water 
near fbem, they entereil a sterile country, where the na- 
tives appeared lo have nothing to subsist on but what 
they derived from hunting and Kshine. What then must 
havebeen the situation of our travellers! They had not 
s drc^ of water for, several days; and a few berries 
which they occasionally pickeil up, were the only allevi- 
ation of their bumilig thirst. However, they soon reach- 
ed Caffrarra, properly bo called, which lh*y found to be 
a fine and populous country. 

During their march through this territory our travellers 
were absolutely stnr^ing in the midst of plenty. They 
saw abun<lance of cattle, but aa tenacious were the na- 
tives of their property, that they would not part with 
any thing gratuitousty, and our peopk had nothing to give 
in- barter. So apprehensive were the CaOrees, lest these 
poor vagrants migbt comim't depredatJorts, that, tbey con- 
etantly secured (heir cattle as they approached, and even 
used violence to keep them at a distance. So true it ts 
that in alfi^untries poverty is considered rather as a 
crime than a misfortune, and that he who hasnotljing to 
bestow, is immediately suspected of an intention to take 

But the Cafi'rees bevelieen characterised as a humane 
and inoffensive people. How are we then to reconcile 
this description with the conduct th^ displayed lo our 
countryfiiea ? May not the i<1ea, that they wer« Dutch- 
men, solve the difficulty 1 Between the Caffrees and the 
Dutch colontsL'! an inveterate enmity subsisted at that 
period. The Caffrees had beeatrealed with unparalleled 
cruelty and oppression by tlie white people; with whom 
they were conversant ; all white people' were, therefore], 
probably regarded as enemies. Among uncivilizi^d 4Sv 
tions, wherever aap »inlercouree has been est^ibllsheii 
with Europeans, the charaetei's of the latter, in geHCTal, 
'~ ) been detemiineit from the conduct of a'^vaitlik^

few. Thus, S3 on other important occasions, many suf- 
fer for the vices of indivktuals. 

Our travpllers every where repelled, or regarded with 
apprehension, at length came to a river, and having 
crossed it, were met by a party of the natives, one of 
nhom had adorned his hair with a piece of a silver 
bitfkle, which w6s Iinotvn to have belonged to the ship'b 
cook. It aeeme the cook, who set a particular valne 
upon his buckles, had covered them with bits (^ cloth, 
to conceal them from the natives ; but at length hunger 
had compelled him to break them i^, in order to barter 
them for food : but do sooner ivas the price depositeil 
thsn the natives broke their engagement, as had been 
their general practice, except in one solitary instaneet 
and drove the cliumams away. 

Hynes and his party were roughly handled by the iM' 
lives tiiey had fiillen in with. To a^viid their peraecution, 
they travelled (ill late at night, and after reposing for'a 
few hours, they recommenced their journey before il 
was light, that they might escape a repetition of thtAr iH 
Ireatmenl. 

Nest day about noon, they reached a spot where 
llierp was good water, and the probability of Hndingm 
abimiliince of shellfish; here, beii-g much fatigaed, 
they delenoined lo spend the night. While ilt-this Eitoh- 
lion Hiey were overtaken by a Iremenilous storm of 
thunder and lightning, and the rain ponrt^d donii fn sueli 
forrenls that Ibcy were obliged to bold up their naiivu ' 
Trucks over the fire to save it from being eKttiiguished. 
J^'ext day at low ivater, they foiiUd shell-lish, a 
^taid some time to dry their clothes, and theu resoRiAil. 
their joumey. Coming lo a large village the inhabitant*' 
Ml uponlhrm with such fury, thai several of tliem v/ktk 
wounded, in consequence of wliich, one mail died soodI 
gfterwards. Hynes received a wound in his leg from* 
' nce, and being knocked down, wus left sonseLesB <i 

i spot by his companions, who snpposed him 10 | 

ad. However, in a few hours, to their great joy', || 

ktiaed bis eounlryiiien, who had «lespnired of e 
ghiinagnin. 

Broui (his time fliey lost «igltt of Ibe habltatiniw of d 
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ffae utmost tlitliculty thef couhl procure tnj guslciu 
At intervBls, indeed, they experienced the usual tmuntj 
of llie sea, and having collected as many shell-6sh as 
poaaible, Ihey opened them in the lire, and taking out 
the animiti, left the shells which |reatly diminislied the 
labor of carriage. 

Heving pafseil the desert, they arrived at a large river, 
which, as they arierwards learned from the Dutch, is 
called Boajesman's river. Here they Tound Thoinns 
Lewis, one of the party which liad gone before thetti, 
ivho having been taken ill, was abandoned to his faLe. 
He informed tliem that he bad travelled inland and seen 
many huta, at one of which he obtained a lUtle milk, 
and at another was beaten away. He added, that havine: 
reached the place where he now was, he found himself 
too weak to cross the river, and was, therefore, deter- 
inined to return to fiie nearest kraal, indilTerent as to his 
reception or his life. In v^n his companions stiwe to 
overcome this determination. They flattered him willi 
the hope of yet being able to reach the Cape, but their 
encouragement was ineffectual. Both his body and mind 
were broken down ; he hail drained tlie cup of aflliclian 
to the dregs ; despair had laid her iron hand upon bim, 
and sealed him for her own. In spile of all their entiea- 
lies he went back to the natives, and once more had the 
good fortune to ree.eire assistance, when he could least 
of all expect it, and in such a shape as proved eHechial 
to his preservation. But we are anticipating events. 

On exploring the aea coast, our people, to their greet 
joy, dicovered another whale, and having cut the Hesh 
into jnnka, look with fh«m as much of it as Ihey were 
able lo cany. Again losing sight of the natives, and 
their huts, they were kept in perpetual alarm by the wild 
beasts, which ivere here more numerous than in any part 
of the country through which ihey had hitlicrto passed. 

On tlie fourth day, after passhig the river, tbey over- 
look the ship's steward and Master Law, who slill surviv- 
ed inexpressible hardahifij. Prom them they learned 
that Ihe cooper had been buried tlie precedhtt evening In 
th» «anil ; but ivhen Uynes anil the steward weiil lo lake 
V farewell view of the spot, t!iey found to Uieir s 

uT, Ihat Ihe body had bc-cq carried off bf^M 
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earnirorous animal, which had eTideBtljr dragged it to « 
contiderable distaace. 

Hynes' part}- presented the sletvanl and child viifh 
some of the flesh of the whale, by tvkicl) they ivere 
tnucl) refreshed ; and for ci^it or ten days more they all 
proceeded in comjiaoy. At length they came to a point 
of raeks, and as the ivhale was by this time wholly con- 
sumed, they went round the edge in search of buc^ sm- 
leimuce as the sea might afford. This took up so mnch 
time that they were obliged to sleep on the rock, where 
they could procure no water but what was very brackish. 
In the moraiag the steward and child were both taken ill, 
and being unable to proceed, the parly agreed to halt 
till the nexl day. The estreme coldness of the rock on 
which they had slept, produced a sensible effect on them 
all ; the stewertl and child still continued very ill. Their 
Gompanloni, therefore, agreed to wait another day, when, 
if no favorable turn took place, they would be under the 
painful necessity of abandoning them to their late. Bat 
their humajilty was not put Ity this severe test, for in the 
course of the following night, this poor child restgned 
bte breath, and ceased any longer to ihare their fatiguea 
and sorrnwB. They had left him, as they suppoBed, 
•alee|», near the Rre round which Ihey had all resleid diir* 
ing Uie night; hut when they had made their arrsnge- 
nitint* for breakfast, and wished to call him to pailicijutt*!, 
they round that his bouI had taken its flight to anoUiei 
tvorld. 

ForgettinE their own misery they sensibly felt for the 
Ions of this lender youth, and the afHictioii of the steW' 
nrd in parlicubu* waa inexpressible. This child faaA 
bcrn th« object of his fbndeitt cnre, during a long and. 
perilous journey, anti it was with the utmost difficult' 
that bis companions cnuld tear him from tlie spot 

They had not proceeded far before one of the pstt^ 
asked for a shell of watel^ which being given him, li« 
ttoliritt^d a second, and as soon as he had drunk it, Uiy 
lk>wn aud iunlantly expired. 80 much were Ihey habit 
uated to bcen« of distress, that, by this lime, death had 
craned to be regarded as shocking ; it was even conaid* 
vr«d by Uiem M a consummation rather to be wished for 
dreaded. _ 'Ibty left Uie poor man where he drop- 
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pet), and hid not ailvaiiced fitr, trhcn nnothcr CDinpIiuH- 
ed of extreme weakness, siid sat down upon tlie saud 
by Ihe seaside. Him too tliey left, compelled by se- 
vere necessity, ■« order to seek for wood and water, 
l^romisiiig, if thty were succcssliil, lo relum to awibt 
him. 

Having sought in vain for a comforlalile restingplacc 
for the night, Itaey were all obliged lo repose on the 
sands. Recollecting Uie sKuatioii of theii' comrade, otie 
of the party went back to (he spot where he had beca 
lefc, but tlie unhap]>y man was not 4o be found ; and us 
be had nothiag to shelter or protect him, it is more than 
prubabie that he was carried off by wild beitsts. 

With the first ap|iroach of day Ihey reautned their 
journey, but their siluatloD was now mure deplorable' 
than ever. Having had no water since the middle ot 
the preceding day, they suffered exeeediugly from thirst, 
the glands of Uieir thraate and their mouths were mucb 
swollen ; and in the eslremity of Ihiret tliey were indu» 
(fed to swallow (heir own urine. 

This was the crisis of ealamiiily. The misery tliey 
Jiow underwent was too shocking to relate. Having 
existed for two days wiUiDUt food or water, they were 
reduced lo such an extremity, Ibat when any of them 
could not furnish himself with a draught of urine, he would 
borrow a sliell full of bis more forlunale companion till he 
was able to repay it. The steward, whose beneroience 
ought to immortalize bis memory, now fiFllowed Ijig lillle 
l^vorite tn anolher world. In short, to stich a stale cJ 
wretchedness were they now reduced, that death wbb 
stripped of all its terrors. 

Nest morning Iwo more of the parly were reduced 
to a very languid state ; one of therii, unable (o proceed 
a step farther, lay down, and his companions, incagiable 
of affording him any assistance, look an affectionate 
farewell, and left him to expiro. 

Towards evening they reached a deep gully, winch 
they entered, in the hope of meeling with fresh water. 
Here they found another of the Grosvenor's crew lying 
deail, with his right hand cut off at the wrisl. A cir- 
cumstance so singular could not fail to attract the noti'*'* 
tff his companions, especially as Biey recollected lbs 
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had hnl hi* awB cJaOH* i*

' '« rapidly d<;rllned, (bey could scarcely hear ov 
id a vrrticnl aun darted its beams no inleiueljr 
iviii, Ibjit il tvas M'iUi the ulinost difficulty (he^ 
mid prpotrcd. 

E 'rhutr mUttry, frotn thirst, now berame so intotenble, 
^t Wortitlut^iu earnestly importimed his companiom ■ 
I determiuc, (ly lot, wliiiih of them should die, la order 
lit the ollivn uiiifht be presevarcd by driukin; Ina 
|6ud. Hynes, thougii almost cliSdish, was shocked at 
I propo«aI ; his laars flowed ahundanlly, and he d^ 
iri'd, that as Idng as he was able to walk he could not 
llilrik of casting lots ; hul that, it he should be obliged 
lo (Imp, they might then use him as they ]>kased. Up> 
on this, W(iriiiin;^on, shaking hands with Uynes i 
Evfins, suflemd thi^ii lo proceed without hiin. . 

Evtiry hour now BueiniHl to throw a deeper idooan 
uviTr Ihtrlr fattt; nalnre conid support no more. Hynii' 
and Evans, however, made another elTorl to aitvanse^ 
williuiil I'vto indulKint; .a hope of the possibility of ren 
n^r, 'I'hry this day ssw «ometliing belore them nrUcIl: 
hail the appearancu of lar^e birib, but their surprise tpa) 
I'civcd, when, upou a nearer approach, tliey ifia 
d lliviii to 1)0 men. Nearly blind and idiots, thej 
heir Rewly-fnimd companioi 
f ■ riHK^DiKed in them taur qS,^ 
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Bteward's party from which Ihey had been Bcparaled, 
One of thein, a boy, named Price, advanced to meet 
them, and gave Ihem the pleasiug iuforDialiou, that his 
associates had I'rcsh water in their poGsesEion. This in- 
Epired them with new life, and reciprocal inquirieG were 
made relative (o the fate of their lost compauians. The 
three men whom Hynes ami his companion had overta- 
ken, were named Berney, Leery, and De Lasso, who 
hearing That Womiinglon was left behind, the two latter 
went in search of him, charging those who remained 
not to Buflcr Hynes and Evans to drink too freely of tlte 
water, as several had expired from tJie eagerness with 
which fhey swallowed that fluid after long abstinence. 

WormiDglon was recovered by the humanity of those 
who went in search of him, and apainful detail of suffer- 
ings fiucceedeiL It appeared that the captains'a steward 
liail been buried in the sand of the tast desert over which 
they passed, and that the survivors were reduced to such 
extremity, that after his interment two of the party wtM 
sent back to cut off his 6e^ for their immediate support ,* 
but while preceeding upon this horrid errand, they had 
the good fortune lo discover a young seal, newly driven 
on shore, and fre^h bleeding, which proved a most sea- 
sonable relief. They farther stated, that fhey liad olttaln- 
ed shell-Rsh in the sand, when none were lo be seen up- 
on it, by obser\'ing Uic manner in which lite birds 
scratched for Ihem. Without this discovery lliey must 
inevitably have perishetl. 

Hynes and Evans, recounting their adventures to the 
party Ihey had ji.tned, emong oilier circumstances, men- 
tioned that Ihe shiji's stensrtl, whom tliey bad left to 
expire on the road, had on very decent clothes, ■ This 
templed one of them lo propose lo Evans, who was by 
this time pretly wejl recovered, to go back to the spot aiul 
strip the body, but Ui^ sicward could not be found, aud 
tliey concluded tliat the wild beasts had anticipated their 
design. In tlte cvoning Evans relnrneil, but without his 
rompanion, wlio had been so indolent, an<l advanced 
ivilh such a slow (.ace, Unit the former was obliged to 
leave liini behind As he was nvvet sMn afleiwards, no 
mbo entertained but that lie EK^nhe fell a vic- 
i beas'^ These were sa uumeiMiM 
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^^^Ljb to be seen in Iroops of hventy or more ; and it i^ 
^^^^^e Gominon anil etfeclual pmclice or the travellers to 
^^^■MioDt as loud as possible to ilrive away those bcuiidabls 
^^^V'vnimats. ^ 

^^* Haring now arrived at a favorable spot for water and^ 
f ebell-fiKh, they employed two days in eolleuting pravisioiia , 

for their future march, and in refreshing Aemaelveg. 
Heat and food had an astonishing effect in restoring not 
only the powers of the body, biifrof (he ininil; and in « 
sdiort time they thought themaelvea qualified to encoun- 
ter new fatigues. 

With extretne difficulty and danger they passed « 
large river, supposifl to be tiie Sontag, on a catamaran, 
Xtd having reached the opposite shore, they looked back 
with teror and amazement on their fortunale' esc4qie 
from being driven out lo sea by tlie rapidity of Ibe 
stream. Here they likewise found a kind uf sheirfiali 
which buries itself in the sand, and which iocreaaadr 
' their supplies. 

The uniteil party, consisling of sis persons, piirsHsd 

their roule over a desert couutry, where neither hut doiv 

I native was lo be seen, and in six days reachetl tlw 

I tjchwarts river, as they aTterwarda learned, on th< 

banks of which they took up their abode for the i^gbt. 

The country, at length, began to assume a fertile ood 

oiilti vat cd appearance, and some huts appearetl at b ill»- 

\ tance from tlie shore. While containplating i 

pleasure this change of prospect, the grass near ti 

took lire, and spread with great rapidity They all used 

L every eiforl to extinguish Jl, lest this involuntary at^- 

' ehief shoulil provoke Ihe resentmeat of (he natirfs, q 

I the bfeze call them to the spot. 

Next morning they ukaw over I'le river in safety, u 
' soon discovered anolher dead «ha!e lyitig on fbe'x 

«hoi'p, Thus supplied with fond tlicy piiiTi^iHed re»W,,^ 
Iiere n few days, if Ibcy coidd h;ive I'ouiiil freali wnteiU 
f»ut that neccssiiry article beinc waiilinT, tlicy cuMI|t.a 
much of the whale as they c-iu!d carry, ami pnw "" 
on Ilif.ir ronle. In twu hours Ui-y came to n 
when! tliey met wild water, noil hailed In rest, 

Next inoriiinit four of t!ie |iariy weni. hark tn, fli 
whuJv far a lurger iupply, De I^sio and I'lice iHiing lei 
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in charge of the fire. As Price was collecltag lud, lie 
perceived at a iitlle distance, two men tvith guns, and 
taeiog mlimkliileil at the sight, he returned haslily to the 
fire, whither the welcome intruders pursued him. These 
men belonged to n Dutch settlement in the ueighborhoMt, 
aud were in search of some strayed cattle. One of tliem, 
named John Battorea, supposed to be a Portugueee was 
able to convene with De Laeso, the Italian, so as to be 
Understood, a circumstance bb fortunate as it was Iitlle 
to be es[tected. Batlorea havine; learned the oulliae of 
their nielancholy story, accompanied them to the whale, 
where their companions were employed in cutting away 
the Hesh. AlTected al the sight of those miserable ob- 
jects, he desired them to tlirowaway whatthry had been 
collecting, promising thcjn better fare when they reach- 
ed the hahltalion to which he belonged. 

In vain shall we attempt to deacrihe the sensations of 
the shipwrecked wanderers on receiving this intelligence, 
and that lliey were within four hundnd miles of the 
Cape. The joy that inslautly filled every bosoin produ- 
dflced effects as various aa estraordiuaty : one man 
laughed, another wept, and the third dsnced with 
trans)) ort. 

On reaching Ihe house of Mynbcer Christopher Roos- 
tooff, to whom Raltnres was baifilf, they were treated 
with the kindest attention. The mosler, on heins; oe- 
quuinted with ttieir distress, immediately ordered bread 
and milk to he' set before them ; but acltng rather on 
jirinciples of humnnily tlian prudence, he furnished 
them such a (juantily that their wealc stomachs were 
overloaded. After their meal, SHCks were eprcttit upon ' 
the ground for them to repose on. 

It had been so liin^ fince they had known any (hing 
of the calculation of lime, that they were unacquainted 
even with the nanje of the month ; • and they weie given 
lo understand, tJiat the day of their delivcrauce was (he 
29th of November ; ao thai one hundred and seTcntecn 
days had revolved their mekqpholy hours since (hey were 
sUpwreChed ; a period of suffering ahuosl im|uiralt«]tHl, 
and during which they bad often been inu-aculousty 
"preserved.

Next momiDg Mj-nheer Koostooff killed a sliecp for the 
tertimuneiit of his guests, and Another Dutchman, of 
i name of Quia, came with a carl anil sis horses to 
invey Diem towanle the Cape. The boy, Price, be- 
{ng lame, from the liardsiiipa he Iiad unilergone, wsa 
detained at Roostooff's liouse, nbo kindly undertook his 
cure, aud promised to send him after the others n'hen 
he was recoTered. The rest of the party proccedd 
to Quid's house, where they were hospitably enlertaiocd 
four days. 

From that time they ivere forwarded in carts, from 
one settlement to another, till they arrived at Swelli^n- 
dani, about one hundred miles from the Cape. Wher- 
ever they passed they experienced the humanity of 
the faimers, and their wants were relieved with a libe- 
ral hand. 

At Swellendam they were detained (ill orders should 
be received from the governor at the Cape, in regwd to' 
tbeir future destiny, Holland and Great-Brit^ being at 
Ifaat lime at war. At length twU of the party were o^ 
dered to be forwarded to the Cape, in order to be etani- 
ioed, while the rest wer.e to remain at Swellcndam. Ac- 
cordingiy Wormiugton ami Leary proceeded to the Ca^ie, 
where, after being alritUy iiitcrro^ted, they were sejil 
on t>oard a Dulch man of war lying in the bay, with ^ 
ders that they should be set to work. While in this dttH 
atioii, Wormii^on havi^ig discovered that the boalswaioi 
was engaged 4n some fraudulent pract ices, imprudently^ 
tiiKnfened to give inTormaliou, on which the boatswatv' 
desiring him and his companion to step Into a boat, con- 
veyed tliem on Board a Danish East Indiaman, just get' 
ling under wei^, and by this fortunate incident they fin^ 
reached their native lajid. 

But to return to the fate of Ihe reel. Though Uu 
.Ivnea of war were ranging betneen tl)e two nations, Uti 
Putcli govemnient, at the Cai)e, being informed of Iks 
rticulare of the loss of the Grosvenorj witii a hntmn! 
f wliich does Uieta inliuil^ honor, despatched a kutM 
y in quest of the unhappy wanderers. This itetMal 
.lent consisted of one hundred Europeans, and IhrM 
kniidrcd HotlcnltTs, atleudod by a gnml number of « 
icb iL'iiivii by eight huUocka. The ( 
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was given to Captain Muller, with orders to proceed, if 
possible, to the nreck, and load with such nrlicles ae 
might be saved, and to endeavor lo disco>'eL- such of 
the Bufierers as were still wandering about Uie country, of 
in the hands of the natives. 

De LaSBo and Evans accompanied (his expedition as 
guides ; but Hynes being sljll very weak was left at 
Swellendam, The parly was well provided with such 
articles as were most likelj to insure them a Tavorahle 
reception from the natives, and procure the liberty of 
the -unfortunate persons they might lind in their way. 
They proceeded with sphit and alacnty, till the CaflVeei;, 
ID consequence of their antipathy lo the colonists, inter- 
rupted the expedition. In then- progress tlicy four.d 
Thomas Lewis, who had been abandoned by his com- 
panions, as brfore mentioned, and William Hattcrly who 
was servant to the second mato, and had continued 
with that parly till he alone survived, 'fhus the fate 
of one division was ascertained. 

-At other places on the road they mft with seven 
lascars, and livo black women, one of whom was ser- 
vant to ftlrs. LiOgie, andlheolherto Mrs. Hosen. From 
these women they learned, that soon after Uyue's party 
had left the captain and (he ladies, they also look sep- 
arate routes ; the latter intending to join the lascars, but 
what became of them after this separation was un- 
linoMii. They, indeed, saw the captain's cnat on our 
> ' of the natives, but whether he di«d or was kilted coulit 
never be discovered. 

After the enmity of the natives prevented the pro- 
i gress of the WM:gonB, some of the paity travelled for- 
ward fifteen days on horseback, in the prosecution of 
their plan, but the Caffrees still continuing to harass them, 
they were obliged to return, after an absence of about 
three months. 
' Captain Muller returned to Swellendam, witit the 

I three Englishmen, the seven lascars, and two black wo- 
I RicD, Ihe hoy, Price, anit th^two guides, De Lasso and 
I Evans. The people of color were detained at Swel- 
i lendam ; but the English were forwanlcd to the Cape, 
bwbBK, after being examined by the governor, t~ 
^^^^ permittdl to fake their passage lo Eato^ 
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a Danish ship, the captain of which promised I 
Ihem iu Ensilaml ; but, excepting Price, who n 
shore at Weymouth, tliey were nU carried to Cor 
penhageu, ttom whence the^ at last foiwd their way i» 
England. 

Such was the termination of the adventures of Ihrse 
imforlUDale peojile ; but the inquiry concerning Ihe fittc 
«f Ihi! captain and big parly was not dropped. 'I'houglir 
it is probable that before the first Dutch espedilion could 
liave reached Ihcni, they hail all paid tlie debt of nature f 
rumors had been spremt that several of tb« fJngK^ 
nrere still in captivity among the iialitros, and these obf 
tained such general belief, that M. Vailant, whose pitii 
lonthropy equalled his genius and resolution, uuvde obc 
other attempt to discover ihe reputed eaplives ; but 
he could learn uolhing decisive as to their situalion t 
dual fate. 

Tbcpublic miod, however, ccntinued still to be a^lalr- 
ed, and the interest which all nations look in tbe fnte at- 
the unhappy persons, particularly the women, somo i ~ 
Whom U was reporleil had been sees, induced a Beoon., 
[larly of Dul<b colonists, with the sanction of govvnv 
iitcnl, to make another effort to explore Uie counliTr 
uid to reach the wreck. 

These uien, amply provi<1ed, set out on Uie 84Ut of 
Aiigiut, 1793, from Kaffer Keyl's Itivor, towardn CajM 
Natal, on the coast of which tlie Grusvcnor was suppctHr 
«d to have been wrecktil. Of Uiis expodttioa we Iwva 
a Journal kept by Van Reencn, one of the parly, . 
[Kiblished by Captain Riou. It would not be genenJIy 
interesting to the reader to pve the meagre tletaila c 
^'idistance liavelled, and elephants killed ; of dangec ci 
|'«Oiuilored, and rivers r.roBSCi) ; we shall, thereforp i 

« uunselves to sur.h incidents as appear to deserve aor 

e, u( arc connected with the meUinclioly sulijoict ot 
B^Dr narrative. 

: After procoedinj; an immense way, on the 3d of Uo^ 
mnbcr IJiey arrived amoni; (he Hauibonaas, a nation q *' 
dlflcrrnl from the Caffrces. They liave a yellow o 
plexidii, and llteir long course hair is frizzled up iu d 
form "f & turhan. Borne of these {leoplo iuformed-av 
h vnturvK, lfaal,iiubject to Iheiu, there was a village a 




bastard Chriatians, deacended from people shipwrecked 
on the coast, of whom three old women were still a^?e 
and married to a Hamboooa chief. This InteUigeDce rous- 
ed their curiosity and they were fortunate enough to ob- 
tain an interview with the old women in question, wlio said 
tfaey were sisters, but having beeu Shipwrecked when 
children, they could not say to what nation Ihey origin- 
ally belonged. The Dutch adventurers offered to take 
them and their children back on their return, at which 
they seemed much pleased. It appears prt>bable, that 
the reports which had been spread, in r^igiird to some 
European women being among the natives, originated 
from this circumstance, and as the existence of any oth- 
er white people in this quarter was neither known nor 
suspected, it was naturally concluded that they must 
have belonged to the Grosvenor. 

The Dutch aflenvards fell in with Trout, whose name 
has been mentioned in the precceding narrative. He at 
Brst engaged to conduct them to the spot nhere the 
OroBVcnor 'was wrecked, and informed them that noth- 
ing was then to be seen, excepting some cannon, iron, 
ballast, and lead; adding, that all the unfortunate crew 
of that ship had perished, some, by the hands of the 
natives, and the rest of huni;er. 

'^'rout, who, it is to be feared, was guilty of much du- 
plicity from the first, pretended that he was a freeman, 
and had sailed in an English ship from Mahkcc^ ; but find- 
ing himselflikely to be detected, and probably apprehen- 
sive of being carried back to the Ca)ic, he cauliouBly 
avoided the Dutch ui the sequel, and left them to find 
their way to the wreck in the best manner they were 
able. 

Ab they were proceeding to the spot, one of the party, 
named Houltshausen, unfortunately fell into a pit of 
burnt stakes, by irhich he was terribly wounded in the 
palm of one of hh hands, which eventually pradueeil a 
locked jaw, and terminated in his death, lliese pits are 
dag by the nativesi^, and being covered over with branches 
of trees and grass, serve as snares for the elephants, 
which frequently fall into them, and are thus taken. 

Several of the party, however, proceeded on horse- 
back lo the wreck, and found nathli^ more thaiw^W^ 
Hi 



Troul had described remaining. It was pluiiilf perceirud 
that fires tiitd been made in Uie viciiiily, and on a riaio;^ 
ground, between two woods was a pit, nhere things had 
been buried and .tiug out again. This likewise Uillied 
with t}ie information uf Trout, who told them that all th«# 
articles collected from th? wreck, had been dispenetf 
over Ihe counlry, and that most of them had been carried 
to Rio4e la Goa, to be sold, That place was represeiA- 
ed to be about four days journey from the scene of Hie 
calasl/opbe. 

The natives in the neighborhood expressed great aa- 
touishment that the Dutch had been at aucji infinite paioot 
to eome in search of the unfortunate crew, and they ali" 
promised that in case of any similar disaster, they woiiM 
protect such people as migiit be throtvu upon the coasV 
if they could be assured of ohlaining heads, copper, a 
iron, for their trouble, which was Utterally promised by 
the Dutch. 

These intrepid adventurers, who were now 437 leagues 
distant from t)ie Cape, and 226 beyond any Clirislian ba- 
bitatiiin, finding that nothing farther was to be discoyereii 
relative to the wreck, or the fate of the persons who had 
reached Uie sliore, determined to return, particularly a 
Huultshausen's illness increased. 

On their way back they eatled at the bastard Christian 
village, ajid would have taken under their protection tfac 
three old women, who seemed desirous of living a 
C'hristians, but they wished first to gather in their eropB^ 
adding, when that business was accomplished, timn 
whole race, to the number of four hundred, would I 
bappy to depart from their present settlement. Every 
indulgence was promised them in case they should blr 
(Ueposed to emigrate to tlie Cape. On seeing people of 
the same complexion as themselves they appeared to b 
pse^-edingiy agitated. 

On ttieir humeward journey the Dutch shot mSB^ 
elepbajils and iiea-cows ; but on the first of December 
tbcy met with a terrible accident, while employed f 
cutting up the sea-cows killed Ihe preceding day, " Av 
we were thus engaged, (says (he journalist,) a I 
elephant made up to the waggons ; we instantly pui« 
Bad atUcked turn, wbeo, bavisg Kceivcd sereml a] 
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^T^^iich he twnee fell, he crept into a very thick under- ' i 
wood. Thinking we hart killtd liim, Tjaart Vaader 
Valdt, hoAeviyk Prins, and Itaiatns Mulder, advanceil to 
the spot, wheu he ruahed oat furiouslf from tlie thicket, * 
and caluhing hold of Prtns witli his trunk, trod him ta 
death, driving one of his lusks throug;h die body, and 
(hrowiag il up into the air to the height of thirty feet. 

" The others perceiving that' there was no possiliility 
of escaping on horseback, dbmounted, and ci'ept into 
(he tliicket to hide themselves. The elephant seeing 
nothing in view but one of the horses, tullowed him for 
some time, and then turning about eBuie back to the 
spot where the dead nian was le/l. At this instant our 
vriiule party reneived the attack, and after he had re- 
ceived several more wounds, again escujied into the 
thickest part of the wood. 

" We now euppoeed ourselves safe, but while we were 
digging a grave for our un lor tu Date companion, the 
elephant rushed out again, and drove us all from the 
place. Tjaart Vauder Valdt got anntlier shot at him ; 
a juinl attack hein;; commenced, he began to stagger, 
and falling, tlie Hottentots despulched him as he lay oa 
the ground." 

The rest of their journey afTofiled little worth notice. 
In January, 1T9I, they reacheil Ihetr respective hnme^, 
after sarmounting incredible di|Bculties, in an exjiediliou 
to which Ihey were prompted solely by a principle of 
humanity, and the dc&ire of relieving, if any remaned 
slive, such of our countrymen as might be among the 
Datives. No intelligence of thia kind, could, hotcever, 
after the most diligent inquiriea, be oblaiited, Th«y 
were, indeed, informed that the ship's couk had bpoa 
alive about two years before Hie (leriod of their journey, 
but that he then caught the'emall pox aoit died. 

We cannot conclude tills mournful Bamlive better 
(ban with the s^osible reQections of Captain Hiou, 

" Had the parly, (says he) that strt out in »earch of 
I these shipwrecked pL'0(>le, in 1783, prosecuted tlieir 
fourney with the same degree of zeal and resolution thai 
Van Reenen's party manitc^teil, it is pnKsibte they might 
have discovered and I'ctieved some ivhn have Miire per* 
' ■ ■ Vet, as Ihey could not ha^e arrived at thej|' 
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of the wreck in less than six months after the disaster 
happened, there is no great probability Tor supposing, 
that after such a length of time had elapsed, any great 
number of the nuTortunale sulTerers could be remaining 
alive. 

■' But what we hare moat to regret is, that, perhaps, 
the failure of the endeavors of the unfortunate crew (o 
save their Uves, was owln^ to their own misconduct. It 
w too oflen the case, (hat disorder and confusion are the 
consequences of extreme distress, and that despair seir^ 
ii^ on the unprincipled mind, huraes it on to a subver- 
sion of all good order and discipline : so that at the mo- 
ment when the joint eSbrte of the whole are most ne- 
cessary for the general good, each desponding thoughtless 
member acts from the impulse of the moment, in what- 
ever manner his tumultuous feelings may direct; and 
from au erroneous idea of self-interest, or, wonderful as 
it ma; appear, from a desire of gratifying a rebellious 
and turbulent spirit, at a time when it can be done with, 
unpunity, is always ready to overturn every plan that 
may be proposed by his ^periors, ond the considerate 
few that happen to be of , tile party. 

" Such must have been, and such we "are indeed told 
was the situation of the crew of the Qrosvenor subse- 
quent to their ship ^vreck. 

" Though it may be said to be very easy to see er- 
rors when their consequences are ap))arent, it will net 
surely be too much to assert, tliat when this ship's crew 
was once safely on shore, wilh the advantage of suck 
articles as they oould jtroeure from the wreck, their ntuo* 
tiou, however deplorable, could not be considered >■ 
hopeless. For had a chosen liody of ten or twenty mett 
marched a few days to the norlhward, they must hare 
fallen in with Rio de la Goa, where it seldom happens 
that there is not a Frencli or Portuguese slave ship. But 
allowing Captain Coxson was mucli out of his reckoning 
and that he supposed himself much nearer to the Cape 
than he really was, they might then have existed on the 
gea coast, in thai climate, sheltered by huls, till ready la 
(et out, and by preserving order and discipllna, and eon- . 
ducting themselves properly in regard to the natiTes, 
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they might grndually htne proceeded in safety lo the 
territories of the Dutch. 

" Had the crew conlinned' under the orders of their 
officers, either of those objects might have been accom- 
plished, by men whose miitds were not wholly resigned to 
despair; or they might have sabsisled on what provision 
Ihey could pick up from the 'nTeck, togctliei' with what 
Ihey euulil purchase from Ihe natives, till n boat could 
have been constructed and sent to solicit assistance from 
Ihe Cape. 

" These re Beet ions have been extended by considering 
the circumstances in which the shipwrecltcd people were 
placed ; from all ivhich ft may fairly be concluded, diat 
the greater part might have effected a return to their na- 
tive land, had they been guided by any idea of the ad- 
vantages of discipline and auborditiaiiou. 

" It is to be hoped, then, that Uie fatal consequences 
Attending disonlerly conduct on these calamitous oocn- 
sions, will impi'ess on the minds of seamiin this incon- 
trovertible truth, that (heir on!y luti-t of sniety must <le> 
peod u[>o« obedience," '

BBIPWRCCS OF THE 

tSLISH EAST INDIAHrL-iN, THE FATTYSALElrf. 

EOm the Coast nf Caromandcl, August idth, 1701. 



J- HE following narratiTe of the loes of the Fat- 
tyenlam is given in a letter from M. de Kearney, a cap- 
tain in Lallj's regiment, who was taken prisoner by th« 
Englisli, to Uie Count D'Estmng, Lleutenant-Oeneral, 
commanilin^ the French troops in the East-ladies, during 
the war of 1T56, 

tiome time after your departure from India, (saj^ M. 
de Ktrncy,) I was taken prisoner by the English, at tfae 
battle of VandCTacliy, a small Fort between Madras and 
PtiU'Jicherry. Kly conquerors treated me with tfafl 
greatest generosity, and even did all in their power to 
save my effects. But I lost every thing I had taken with 
tue fur the campiugn ; the seapoys plundered me without 
aiertiy. You are acquainted with that undisr^iplined mi- 
litia : they do not comprehend that it h possible to trcal 
as friends ; that is, to ^pare as much as possible those 
who have been, and may again be their enemies. 

I slept one niglit in the English camp, and Colonel 
Colliot paid me the greatest iUenlion. I'he nest day 1 
obtained permission to go on my parole to Pombcberry, 
irfiere I remMned several months, and made every 
possible exertion to [)rocure my exchange. When the 
place was invested by the English, I was summoned, 
tn;sntlier with the other prisoners of war, to repair ta 
Matins. I accordingly went to (hat place, where 1 
fbtiml Himost two thirds of Ihei ofReers of the king^ 
army, taken on diBerent occasions. I was, therefore, it ^ 
Aliulrits ivlien the English, having made themselves mas- 

s ef FtiiidiclienT, reeoivcd to send aJI the Fiehth 
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officers to England. I was, in consequence, directed to 
hold myself in reatlioess for embarking ; Lord Pigott, the 
Gov. of Madras, kindly permitted uie to choose the way 
by which I wished to b« conveyed to England. 1 chose 
that of Bengal, on account of the good acconunode- 
tions which Lord Pigott hod provided me oa board 
the Hawk, and I shall never forget the favors and 
civilities he conferred upon me, By this arrangement 
I hoped to alleviate tlie liarOships and fatigues of my 
passage to Europe, The apprehensions arising 
from the prospect of such a long voyage, with up- 
wards of fifty prisoners of war, of all deecriptions, 
confined within a narrow compass, and sufieriug ma- 
ny inconveniencics ; but, alrave atl, the ueeesaily to 
nbidi, as I was informed, we shoutd be reduced, of liv- 
ing seven or eight moirfhs on salt provisions, though 
the company had given orders to the contrary, induced 
me to take this step, as the safest under such circum- 
stances. It was however, the cause of all my subse- 
^tnt misfortunes. 

The Hawk, in wiiich t was to be conveyed to Europe 
proceeded without me from Madras to Bengal, because 
1 had not yet settled all my afiairs. I was, therefore 
ordered to prepare to join her by the first opportunity 
(hat should oEfer, and which could not he far distant in 
a season when vessels were sailing every week for 
the gulf. 

Tlie first ship that hB|]pened to depart was the Fat- 
tysatam, which had been fauill at Bombay and had nev- 
er been employed but in the India seas. She was in- 
tended to carry great part of the slores taken fay ihe 
English, and near liOO trnops, which had be^a thought 
Gt to send to Bengal, because after the reduction of Pon- 
dlcherry, they were npt wanted on ttiat coBft, 

In this unfortunate vessel 1 embarked on the SEIh of 
August, 1761, and the same day set sail. On Ihe 2Bth 
belweer^ ten and elevf)t in Ihe morning Ihe captain of 
(he ship, in confidence,' W»W Major Gordon, tlie priuci' 
pal officer of the troops, that there were seven feet waler' 
in the hold, tliat notliwithslanding Uie exertions of Uie 
men, the water continued to gain iifiOfl them, MvCk VXiut.

He rephed »ith the most dejected and diaeonp^ 

aging look, that this expedient would only cause us tor 

Eiurrive a few honrs, those we should leave on board ;

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I was alationed io conduct our deceul. Every 
thing was executed in the best uianner ; this iDlelligent 
Berrant kept the boat for us till all Uiose whom It was 
inteDdeil to receive, liad descended, and our little eni- 
barkatiou was cITectcd with such eueccss and expedition 
that he was aol under the necessity of making nse of 
fais weapons. As soon as the captain, who through his 
irresolution hitd nearly lost tlie boot, had entered wl&i 
the rest, the first thing we did was to cut the rope by 
which she was fastened to the vessel, and to push off, 
so that in a short time we had got a considerable 
distance. 

We were now in an open boat, ah»n<loaed to the im- 
pulse of the windand waves, to the numberof twenty-five 
peraons, anions whom were two young ladies, the wives 
of English officers, in Coote's regiment, nil ladly ac- 
commodated, ill-clollied, and mixed higgledy piggledy 
with the hogs. Out first purpose was to make room, 
for which purpose we began to throw the pigs overbiiard ; 
Imt a lucky reflecHon of one of the company, caused 
113 to keep seven, in order, that at all events, we might 
not be reduced to the horrilile necessity of devouring 
each other, which must liave been the case without tliis 
wretched resource. Having thus cleared the boat a little, 
we were obliged to attend to another point equally press- 
kig. Each of us took off his coat of waist-coat, l<> 
make a sail to our bark, and even the ladies were each 
obliged to give one of the petticoats they hod on, whicit 
were only of mualio. AD tJicse things beiugjoineil awl 
tied together, with our handkerchiefs torn into sli]is, 
formed a kind of sail, equally weak and awkwanl. 

While we were thus employed, the unfortunatfi crew 
kept making signals that every tjiing was repaired, wilii ■ 
B view to induce us to return. Thi»aftifice was employ- 
ed by our wretched compaiuons, "ui the 'hope of SMving 
themselves in our boat. If we had been so vwak as to 
Iisleit4n our ca[itain, who full into such en evident snato, 
we should havffgone buck, aiul all have perished togeth- 
er. We, h<iwever, took care not to go near them, and 
H was fortunate for U:j that wc did ; for a few miuulis 
irten\ <u-d9 Uic ehip presentid the most dlUfcesing ^\ux* 
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taclp. Sho was DO longer nmlpr gorernmen) ; -some- 
times she drifletl away, and al othf^rs she tunied round 
like a nlitrlwinil. Boon itrterwanis ouotof the masts 
went by tli9 boRr<t ; aiititliei- folloived, and llic third ytegit 
next. The ship was now a cheer-hulk, elill floating at 
the will of the waves ; but whicl) appeared to be kept 
adoat only by the incessant exertions of the poor wretcii- 
ea, whose piercing cries filled us with horror. A fog 
•:ttnie on ; we could no longer distinguish tiic vessel, aitd 
she Hiust in a short time have gone to the bottom. 

It h always by comparison, that we are fortunate ae 
miserable. What great reason had we to thank tJesren 
for haviilg preserveil us from the fate to which between 
■rre anit six hundred persons left on board were doom-, 
eU 1 But what was the price of our escape T For' 
witat miseries reserved I And, liow melancholy one 
.situation '■ 

In the open sea, in a crazy boot, which a single wav* 
tvould have sent to the bottom, in the hand of Provl-t 
tience, wiUiout compass, or any other rigging than o\ 
little sail, which required all our attention. 

We had not a drop of water, nor provieiana of any? 
kind. Constantly wut with the ivaves which entered 
our boat, and continually enijiloycd in hailing the water, 
with which we were incessantly inundated ; anil, nut- 
withstanding this faligning labor, tvere shivering nUb. 
cold, because we had very lew clothes to cover oilf" 
selves, and those few were thoroughly soaked. In tbl| 
^tate we floated at the mercy of tho waves seren ^Ijr* 
tod seven niglils. 

Our only nourishment was a spoouful and a half 

pig's blood, distributed to each every twenty-four bount 

jur iu order to allow two spoonfuls, it was necesBai^ to 

mix with it a little salt water ; and never was any thiofi 

ire exactly measured than this scanty pittance.

some shore. We flouleit helween fear and joy, nnil im- 
patiently waited for day-Iigtah " Tliat-fti^lit, sn slow iu ifn 
u}iproach, at length arrived, anA every ihin^ iliHappitared. 
Judge of the revolalion produced in our ijiiniU and Ihi- 
dies by this vain hope destroyed, as soon as caucelved. 
It plunged UE into Euch profound conHtemation, tliat we 
bhoultl not have been able to be»r up nfpkhist it, bad 
not the hand of the Almighty speedily atlbrded relief. 

About seven the same momtas;, one of ttie coicjiany 
cried out, " Land, or something likei' it." We no';V dis- 
tinguished in the horizon a speck TCliieh our ardent desire 
to meBl with iKnd, actually caused us to lake for such. 
Nature was once mote animated by a ray of hope. Wc 
directed oar course towards the point which appeared 
in the hoiison, and at nine began to dtstinguish hills, but 
saw no land till vrc were on the beach, because the 
shore is so extremely low. It is impossible to describe 
the effect this cheering sight produced upon us. I mil, 
however, endeavor to give yon eome idea of it. We 
^1 imnicdialely experienced a certain impression of joy, 
vigor of Lfe, with which our souls were penetrated, as a 
person is penetrated by the lioat, when after enduring 
excessive cokt, he comes to a good fire, whose genial 
influence le-aniinales his benumbed powers. We felt a 
delicious sensalion of our feeble existence, end litis sen- 
sation diffused tlirough all our faculties, seemed to re- 
store UH to new life. It is only those who have been in 
the same situation that can know tlic inexpressible en- 
joj'ment of a moment of which assuredly no other situa- 
tion in Ufe can afford an idea. 

The question now was how to disembark. Here we 
were under some embarrassment ; for tlic su ~ 
stroncc, and U.e desert appearance of the coast, en which 
we (liecovered nellher house,' nor inliabitaiits, nor 
ehelwgms, (small hoala, which m* used in the East-In- 
ilies for embarking and going on shore), wi 
convincing proof Ihsn the as^crlion of the pusillRntmoiis 
eaplain, tbat no European boat had ever landt^d U.\^i«. 
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A consultation' was held, in which it wtis resolretl (o

I wish i could rfescrilw this moment ; but how shall 
I trace it with all its c ire urns lances, with the simplicity, 
the energy, the truth of nature. We scarcely felt the 
ground, when each occupied only with himself and the 
single sentiment of his own presenation, no longer 
thought of his conipsnions. Our eyes sojght only fresh 
water, and sometlnng to prolong our existence. We 
perceived a. small lake, and we inslantly ran to its bank?, 
plunging overhead in tlie water like ducks, to allay h 
dreadful thirst, a tliirst of seven whole days, to which the 
heat of a burning fever bears uo comparison. It woulil 
be necessary to have endured, for the same length of 
time, the devouring tire of thirst, of all human wants Uie 
most insupportable., and tlie most pressing, to form any 
conception of oura, and our eagerness lo appease it. In 
such a situation, tiiQ su'ffiti^ would give fur a e,hss of 
water, all the gold and 'flU^e diamonds of India ; he 
would give the world. Prom 4his you may jud^e of our 
protracted Bufferings, our transports on the tianks of thr 
lake, and the Relight we experienced. Having draok 
our till, we hef n some to cat the grass, and olhcn the 
shell-lish, wbidifortimately happened lo he on tlie spot 
where we landed, and during forty-eight hours we bad 
DO other nourishmenL 

We now besnui to bedislressed at our separation islo 
two parties. We cjtdeavotet) to join eaCh other npjii:, 
but being prevented by the depth of tlie ton'crit that 
separated us, each company began to march townrds 
(he interior of the count^, in iguost of some habitation^ 
The country belonged to the tiomininns of the Rajah of 
Arfiapour, situated near the mouth of the Ganp.-s. We 
had Dot advanced far, tvhen a sntuc was Intd for us by 
the natives, that they might the more easily got us inta 
Uieip power. Two fishermen by whom we hail been 
discovered, wer^ directed to tell us to remain where we 
wore. They assured us that Iho sovereign of Uieiilace 
was iiifbia|f pf our arrival in his dominions, that ha 
wae acqwWKd wilh our (lissGlcr, and our unfortunate 
situation, and that being a prince of a bonevoWvA. A^«-

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A few hours afttniBrUa a quantity of rice and hog's lanl 
was actually brought us, with the Rajah's compliments, 
and a [iroiiiise that the Tollotving day ire should be shel- 
tered from the inclemency of the air, and particularly 
the lught den's, wliich was very dangerous \a that ch- 
mate. Tliis promise they punctually performed, fgr tlio 
nest day pecF|ile came to fetch us, but it n-as for (he par- 
puse of conducting us to a small island, to be kept sa 
prisoners. Each of the two dirisiDns was conducted by 
a ilitTercDl route, and we knew not what had become vt 
iJie other. There we remained seven weeks, having ai>. 
other nourishment than black rice, on paying for it, and 
twice a week detcelible saH-lish ; and to procure even 
this we were obliged to sell every thing we had about w. 
We, however, found means to tame two t>lackB, to 
whose care we were consigned, and to procure of them 
some mdulirencies. One of our ladles, Mrs. Tait, a uft- 
live of Ireland, who had a good voice, sung IhcDi some 
£ngl!sh sonr^, to which they listened with great pleasure, 
Ihou^ they understood not a word of them, This com- 
plaisance obtained us from time to time some fruits and 
other refreshments. The water we had to drink was so 
imwholesonie, that out of the ttvo compasies thirteen 
died, and the l\velve survivors were all atlaclced with 
ftvers or drop.ies, and were eillier livid or yellow, 
and so disfigured, diat no one would have taken ua for 
Europeans. 

But as no distress is so great as to deprive men of all 
hope or the power of relieving themselves froui it, M. 
our attention was incessantly directed towards the.meaiM 
of escaping from our island. The twolascar^ whowera 
in our company, appeared likely to aid us in the AesigD. < 
Witli a pencil, nhich one of the ladies chanced to hara 
preserved, we wrote a tiole to Barasole, where the Eng^ 
r.sh have a small factory. Tliis we prevailed upon ibt 
faacars tn fake, promising them a considerable sum of 
ntoncy, if we shouhl be released from#aptivity, and OQ' 
r.ur arrival at the first European settlement, liie lasean 
Lplied with our desire, and notwilhsiiutling Uie diffi- 
of the journey, they set off. They were ubligt'il 
three or four very lart;e liier*, and al- 
".gj\t, 1.0 vvcv^it ho[ 
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by the natives. Having escapeil many dangers by their 
dexlerily, or sunuouuted (liem b}^ their buliliiess and 
perse veraiice, Ihpy at l«iigtli arrived at Caltack the resi- 
dence of a Rajdi, or chierof the Alaliratlas. On Iheir 
arrival at that place they were carried berore the Kajalt, 
and being iuterrogaled rcspecfJng their business there, 
they gave an account of our shipwreck, the manner iu 
nhtch we had escaped, the distresses we bad since expe' 
rienced, and our confinement by the Rajaii of Arsapour, 
They did not fot^t to add that we had with us two young 
while women, and that the men were (leopic of conse- 
quence. The Mahratta cliief then intguired if the men 
' were proper for soldics ; likewise asked nhelhcr the wo- 
men were very lair, and handsome enough for his se- 
raglio. The lascare having satis lied him relative to these 
particulars, the Rnjah immediately sent for the son of 
tlie Rajah of Arsapanr, who was then his hostage, and 
ordered him to write to his father, to send off to Cat- 
tack immediately on receipt of his letter, the Europeans, 
both m«i and women, whom he had, for two mouths, 
kept prisoners in an island. Conformably to (he policy 
of atl the petty sovereigns pf India, he likewise took 
care to order that we might be sent by tlie worst and least 
frequented roads, to conceal ue as much as possible from 
tlie sight of the natives. The onler for our departure 
having been sepaialely to Ihe two parties, we set off with 
our guides, and had proceeded some hours, when we 
met. We had been parted tivo months, and during this 
interval bad received no tidings of c&ch other ; you may 
therefore conceive how ^eat our joy on seelni;,one ea- 
olber sgain. We mutually learned the death of those of 
our companions, which each party had lost; and skele- 
tons, walking spectres, that could scarcely walk, con- 
gratulated each otlier on being sliil alive. 

The distance to CattacJ* was liiurtcen days' journey ; 
this we travelled on foot, and almost wiUiout slioes. 
Our journeys were very short, because we were all ill, 
and exhausted with fatigue; besiiles, our way led almost 
co^.tinually tbrMuh marshes, up to our waists in mud. 
We hud aoreranni^e rivers to cross, in tlie passage of 
which thosu who could swim assisted the others. The 
two yciing En^ish womcD) who ceriBiu\7 v.-cici\cit*i^"vi»i 
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ed Tor such hardships, wen.< in a most dcplarable con- 
ilition, and the sufferings of these poor crenlurcs sepmeil 
to ni^ravnle our own ilislresses. One of liietn, Mrs. 
Nelson, died Tour days beroi« ive reached Cattavk but the 
other, Ui<iu$;h Uiroe luoiilhs advanced in her pregnancj*. 
ytm so Tortunate as to arrive at that place in safely. 

Although (inhnusled with fatigue at the end of earh 
day's journey, we were obl'tj^d lo pass the night under 
trees, because the prople of the counlry would not per- 
mit lis tu set foot in their houses, the t-xercUe of ]ios)ii- 
Ittlily towards Europeans being proltiliitrd by their reli- 
gion, We, at lengtli, arrived at Cattack, but some sev- 
vral days before lh« olliers. TItere we leamiil Uml the- 
Ent;lish had a fnclory in the place and re|>aired thither 
Immediately ; but we found only some seapoys in the 
Corajiany'e pay, and uol a f-in^te European. Tlie sea- 
poya received us wifli pcBl kindness, and moved by out 
ntuation, they first went to the lieaar, or market, to pro- 
cure tis some bread. Ttus we greedily devoured, drink- 
ing ivnlcr, which they cave us, and thus made a delicJou* 
repast. We con;;ratuliile(I oiie anollicr on findii^ our- 
selves under a roof, and sheHcred from the inclemency 
of tlie air ; wc then Ihj' down and skpl. We expected 
Uie nest day that llie Maliralla chief would send some 
orders relative to us, but lie was then on a lour in the 
countty. His minister touk no notice of us, and allowed 
uif nothing to subsist upon. The seapoys, therefore, r.oii> 
tinned to raatntain us in the best manner they iver«'able. 

During our journey from the island iu which we had 
been confined lo Cattack, the two Inscnrs who had vflieGt- 
ed our release, and hR<l concealed from tlie MahraOa 
chief the commission ivith which they were intn»leil by 
us, proceeded on their route, and arrived at Dnrrasol^ 
where Ihcy actpmiutcd the English with our sitnallOB. 
Tliey then went to Calcutta, and called upon Mr. Vail 
KiUatI, the English Governor of Bengal. The Governor 
•—' -o lime in sending ua relief; but, on account of the 
! did not receive it lil] twenty or twenty-five 
•ir arriTBl nt Callack. He^ed aU his jnflu- 
r Mahratlas to obtain ouTliberly, but as 
I, at that time, on very good Irn-s with ll.e 
, Uiey refased to ercnt this favor (o jptTcbanls. 
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ft WHS, Iberefore, uvceesBry tliat Colonel Cnote, the 
cou(|ueror uf India, should demuiiO our release, tvhich 
lie obtained wiltioiit diSicuUy, 

Our Company was soon nnsious to repair to Barrasole, 
at the tUstance of six days journey. Aa for me and my 
failhrul servant ive did not wait for the genera! erder to 
depart, but set off before the rest. I had found at Cat- 
lack an European, a native of Rnssia, ivho had been a 
gunner in M. de Busfy's army, and was now an artillery 
officer in the service of the Mnhnillas As he under- 
stood snd could speak Ihe Freooh language, I endeavor- 
ed, without informing him who 1 (vns, to learn his senU- 
ments relative to M. de Bussy, He assured me that it 
was he who had given Uie Asiatics tlie Mghestidea of the 
Europeans, that he should regret him all his life, and 
should never cease to adore him ; these were hts ex- 
pressions. On this I told liim I was a Ft'enchnian, and 
prisoner of war to the English i thai 1 had with me a 
servant, to whom I ivas strongly aJlaebed, aud tliat I 
was destrr.-js cf leaving Cattack as speedily as possible. 
He replied that he would prucure me permission to leave 
the plane, provided the others should know nothing of 
the mailer till Ihe moment of our (It]tarlure. 1 kejit the 
secret, and lie actually obtained a kind of permission 
for me and my Servant, I immediafely hired two 
ilioleys, a. kind of hiind-barrow cariied by men. To 
pay forlheee sod to support us on our journey, 1 sold my 
stock-buckle and sleeve-buttons, the only liiiji^ I had 
left. I then took leave of my companions, frankly in- 
forming them How aud by what means 1 had obtained 
permission to depart, that they might employ the same 
method. 

Our jnumey to Barraeole had nearly proved fatal to us ; 
being twice attacked by tigers, and had the pain to see a 
Moor that had been very serviceahle to us several limes, 
in onr distress, carried off at the distance of a tew paces 
from us, by one of tliese cruel animals. The same 
tiger, after dispatching the unfortunate man, came agaio 
out of the wood, aud gazed ou us with a most terrible 
look, but keepiK close together, our firioness, and On 
noise wo mad?, obliged him to re!ire. 
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On raj arriTal atBarrasoIe, I met with some Eiifli&l^ 
men going to embark for Bengal. Tliey proposeil (o^ 
to me to accompany thetn. 1 had sc&rcely lime to drink 
A glass, and went on board. 

B six or seven days in reaching CbIcdUa, U 
being BO very difficult to ascend the Ganges, and wen 
again near perishing in tliis short paseng';, where yoa 
meet with rocks u)>on rock!<, and dangers npoti dangere. 
When we had arrived at Goupj), I saw several of the 
East-India Cumpany's ships, and begged the English to- 
let me gu on board one of them. 'Chej {tercdved Hurt 
both myself and Uy servant were sick, exhaoeted, and 
in want of every thing ; therefore, at the expense of two 
rii))ees, all tlie money I had left, J procured a boat to 
carry me on bnaril the Plassy, commanded by Captain 
Ward. When I had got on hoard this ship, I ima^ned 
my hardriliipB at an end, and every thing was almost 
foi^tten. The lirsl peraon I spoke to was Mr. WhHe^ 
a captain of the Company's troops. He took my 
vant and me for two soldiers who had been i.-bbcd ; our 
figure and dress, cijually worthy of pity, announced llic 
most miseraUc condition. Tliis generous Englishman, 
addressing himself to me, said, in hie own langunge .— 
" Poor soldier I you are badly equipped. Who nre you, 
and whence do you come V I replied in English, " you 
are right, I am a soldier, and my servant there is one 
likewise; we tliink ourselves very fortunate in bcin^still 
in rxistencB." I added, thai I was one out of Iwdva- 
who had <^cB&ed from the ship Fattysalain, which ' 
been lost, togetlicr irith die crew, on the coast of Com- 
manilcl ; Uiat I was Indebted for my life, in th^ fint 
place, to my soldiers' courage, and in the next, w tlM 
cKcitiotis of my servant, whom he saw ovenvmimad 
Vritli disease, and unable to stand ; and cnnvludod niOt 
4oUing him my name and rank . Mr. White imraediofi^ 
went lit hi« cabin, and brought me a cliange of vIottKS 
from JK'iul to foot, of which I certainly stood in _ 
need, fur I had for ten weeks worn the same shirt, all _ 
tatU-n- ; my servant only dipped it from liroe to time il 
_jKr8ter, to piwe me a little. The piKirJ^Ilotv, who WM 
^■<^t« naked, was likewise supplied wilh clothes. Mr. 
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White then prPaenteil mc with aome chocolate and somr- 
(bing to «at ; but 1 was go weak that the smell only of 
(be chocolate had nearly made me fainl, and I couM 
Got eat any thing. 1 drank some t«a, and that tvas all 1 
could get doiVR. I receired a thousand othrr civiUliea 
from this worthy man, and the captain shrwed me ecfual 
kindness. When I itad changed my things nnd taken 
my tea, those gentlemen proposed to me to ^ up the 
Ganges to Calcotla with them, in a vessel that was just 
Soing to set off. 1 consented, hut not without great re- 
gret, at heing obligad to leave hefaind me in the yeseel 
my faithful companion, who was attacked with a violent 
fever. Uoivever, as there was no other alternative, and 
as the kindness of those gentlemen, both to tiim and to 
me, rendered me easy wiUi regard to his fate, 1 left him, 
but not without frreat reluctance. He died soon aftcr- 
varda in the English hnspital at Calcutta. 

We arrived at that place the next day. I went to tlie 
governor, Mr. Van Sitlart, who received me with great 
humanity, and assigned me, as a prisoner of war, 120 
rup(es per month for my subsistence. I wa.s in great 
want, and heilid not make me any advance. I had re- 
course to my benefactor, Mr. White, who lent me 300 
rupees, which 1 eipendcd in the purchase of linen and 
clothes. 1 was two months without drawing the allow- 
ance assigned me by the governor. I was about to 
receive it, when I suddenly received an order to 
embark in the Hawk, which was still on the coast. 
1 was sick, and had no linen made up, nor any Ihlng 
necessary to set out on so long a voyage. I was, hnw- 
ever, pressed to set off. Colonel Coote had (lie kind- 
ness .to defer my departure, and the Hawk saikd without. 
Ifie- I therefore had lime to equip myself I flallered 
myself that Mr. Van Sittart, to whom, in the quality of 
Rn ofBcer of the king's etat-iuajor and captain of his 
forces, I offered the necessaiy securities, or bills of ex- 
change on the French Eaet-lndia Company, ivouhl ail- 
vance me a sum to pay the debts wiuii] my siluation 
bad obliged me to c^mtract : but in tlib hope 1 found 
myself mblak^. 1 mentioned this subject sborlty 
before my departure lo jColonei Coote, who sent me 
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dOO rupees. The governor hearing of it, likewise trans- 
mitred me 400. lliis was all I received from him, and . ^ 
I could not help receiving this scanty relief, that I mig^ 
leave no debts behind me. ' ^' 

Ob the 2d of February, I left Calcutta and returned \.o 
Goupil, on the Ganges, where I embarked in the Hol- 
dernesse, oommanded by Captain Brooke. I was receiv- 
ed with great kindness by the captain, who had on board 
thirteen or fourteen other French officers, prisoners like 
myself. The ship arrived without accident, and after 
a month's residence iat London^ I was permitted to re-. 
t;im to France.

L Wtpented. Bsttag a little recovered froio our conruaion, 
■Wfe f^aw it necessary to get every thing we could over to 
ihe larboard side, to prevent the ship from heeling oIT, 
itnd es|tosing the ileck to Ihe sea. Some of Ihe peopti 
were very earnest lo gel the boats out eonlraiy lo ad 
%ice; andj after much inlrealy, notnilh standing a most 
ierrible sea, one of the boats was launched, and ei^t of 
Ihe best men jumped into her, but she had scarcely goL 
to Ihe ship's stei'n'when slie wiis whirled to the boltom, 
«nd every soul in her perished. The rest of Ihe boal^' 
werR soon ivBshed to pieces on the deck. We ^09 
made a nifl with the tiavil, capsUn-bars, and aoi 
boards, anil waited nilfa resignation for providence 
assist OS, The ship soon filled ivith water, so that ' 
had no lime to gel any provision up; the quarter-i 
and poop ivere noiv the only places we conlil stand U| 
with security, the waves beiiti; mostly sj-.ent by the tiilM 
(hey reached us, oning to their breaking over the Jbp 
part of (lie ship. 

At lour in the afternoon, percHving the sea t«>-be n 

abated, one of our people atlempted to swiui, and e 

fetfe on shore. There were numbers of UToors upon fl 

—[cits ready to take hold ol any one, and beckonei 

Inch for us lo come ashore, which, at ficfl, we bud 

for kindn^s, but Ihoy soon undeceived us, for they h

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tixty-five others, got ashore before dark, hut were luft 
exposed to the wcslher on the cold sa)itl, Tn prcscrre 
ourselves fram perishiug of cold, we ivere ol)lig<-d to go 
down lo the shore, anj to bring up pieces of Uic nreck 
lo uiake b fire. While thus employed, if we happened 
to pick up a shirt or hanilkerchief, aud did not give it to 
the Moors at tJie first demand, the neitt thing was u dag- 
ger presented to our breaEls. 

They allowed us a pi*ce of an old sail, which (hey 
did Dot think worth carrying off: with tiiis we made tivo 
tents, and crowded ourselves into llieiii) siltitig hctwecii 
one another's Jegs to preserve warmth, and moke r.jom. 
la this uneasy situatian, contiauallf bewalliug our inlsi:ry, 
and that of our jioor shipmates i>n the wreck, wb pastcil 
a most tedious night, without so much as a drop oftvaler 
to refresh ourselves, escepUug ivhat wg caught thvoiigli 
our snil-cloUi covering. 

November 30th, at sis in Iho raornrng, l^ cnt donn 
witli a number of our men upon lh& roclis, to as^^t nut 
shipmates in coming ashore, and found the shiji had been 
greatly shattered in the nigliir It being now low waler, 
many attempted t» swim ashore; some ariived, but 
others perished, llie people as board got the raft inin 
the water, and about fifteen men placed themselves up' -i 
it. They had no sooner put off from the wreck, llian it 
overturned ; most of Ihem recOrCretl agztiD, but acurtely ■ 
were they on, before it was a second lime overturned. 
Only lUicc or four got lit^il of i( again, and all Uie iCat 
pei'isheil. In the mean nine, n good siTinimc- brought 
with much difficulty a ro|ie, which I h»d the good for- 
tune loicKtch hold of, Ju.iit whc. he'wBs quite spent, and 
had thoughts of iiuilinv It, Some people coming lo Uiy 
assistance, we pulled a lai^e royti: ashore will) that, and 
made it fast rtjund a rook. We found this gnve grei^! 
Epints to Uie poor smils upon Die ivreck ; for, it biLib^ 
hauled tiiught from Ihe upper piirt of the stern, made an 
easy decent lo any who had art enough lo walk or slide 
upon a rope, with n smaller rope fixeil above to Iwdd by. 
This was Uic means of saving a nuintier of lives, ihno^li 
many were washed off by the inipelufius sarf, and pei-- 

TljB flfiQll cominir Op rft!<.eil tllp ■tiipf. and iiie- 
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(ropes codIi) be of nu furl Iter use. We then rettreil from 
the rocks ; and hunger iirerAilmg, we set about broilio^. 
some of the drowtieil turkeys, fete, nhicli, with some 
iliiur luixed into » paste, and baked upon Die coab, con* 
stjtulcil our first meal apon this bai'linrous coast, 
fauad a ivelt of fresh water oboDt lisif « mile off, which 
very mucb refreshed ue. But we had scarcely fiuishtid 
Uiia coarse repMt, when Ibe Moors, who were now 
grown tmmerous, drove us all down to the rochs tu bring 
up empty iron bound casks, pieces of the wreck whicb 
hail the moEt iron about them, and otlier arlicIeG. 

About three o'clock io the sfleraooii wo made anoQier 
meal on the drawned poultry, and finding that this wai 
the bSst provision we were likely to have, some were 
ordcied to sare tilt they could find, others to raise 
Iari~.er lent, and.Uie rest sent down to the rocks to look 
for people coining ashore. The surf greatly increa^ng. 
iviEh the Dood, and breaking upon Ijie fore part of ths 
ship, she was divided into three pnrls ; the fore putt 
turned keel up, llie middle part soon d^hed into a (hoo- 
'eand pieces ; the fore port of the poop likewise fell at Ihit 
ticuc, imrt about tbirly men with it, eight of whom g 
' ' wilh our help, but eo bruised, llial we deqnb) 
«(■ their recovw}'. Nothing but tlie iirtei--part of U 
poop now remained above water, and a very small pg 
«r llie oilier deoks, on which our captain, and aboul 190 
more remained, expecting everj' wave to be their lasL 
Kveiy sliock tlircw some off; few or none of n 

-ifEine onshore alire. During this dislress, Ihe Moort, 
iaQgliml uncommonly, and seemed much diTcrled, 
^^n a wave., larger than usiinl, Uireatened Ite 
«I«;tnic(ion of tlie poor wretches on the wreck. Bfr 
(neen four and five o'clock the sea was mueii dccn 
Willi the ebb : the rope being still secure, Ihe peoj^ 
began tu venture upon it; some tumbled off and perish^ 
ed, but others readied the shore in safely. 

Aiiout live, we beckoned aa much a pns&ible for (he 
pLiin lu come upon Ihe rope, as this seemed to be «« 
od an opportunity as any we luid seen ; and many 
k-eil iu Eal'ely with our assbtance. !^onic lokl us tliat 
captain was determined to atay till all Ihe inou had 
teil til* WTKik; lioui'ver, we slill eoiilifiued In beet- 
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on for him, and before if was dark, eaw liim come upon 
the rope. He was closely followed by a fiood obk- sea- 
mao, who did all he could to keep up his &|iiriU and 
assist him in warpine;. As he coutd no) snim, and liad 
beea so many hours without refresh men I, tvilh the surf 
hurling him violently aloog, he was unable to resist the 
force of the waves, had lost hb bold of Ihe great rope, 
and must inevitably have peiislwil, h^ not a wave 
thrown him within the reach of our ropes, which he 
had barely suflicient sense to catch hold of. We pulled 
him up, aod alter resting a short time on the rocks, he 
came to himself, and walked up to tlie tent, desiring us 
to continue (o assist the rest of the people in ivuminc: on 
shore. The viliains, the Moors, would liiive stripped 
him, though he had nofhmgon but 8 plain n.'iialcoHt and 
breeches, if we hail not phiched up a little spirit Mid 
opposed them ; upon witioli they thouglit proper to desist. 
The people continued to come ashore, thoui^h many 
perished in the attempt The Moors, at leiigih, grow- 
ing tired with waiting for so little plunder, would noL . 
suffer us to remain on llie rocks, bill drove us all B.way. 
I then, with Ihe captain's approbation, went, end ' by 
signs made humble sii|iplieRlioD to Uie bneliMw, who was 
in the tent dividing (lie valuable plunder. He under- 
stood us at lasl, and gave us permission to go down, at 
the same time sending some Moors with us We cariied 
fire-brands down to let Ihe poor boSIb on tJie wreck sec 
Ihttt \fe were still there in readiness to asBtst Ihem. 
About nine at night Hading that no more nif u nould ven- 
ture upon the rope, as the surf waa again greatly increas- 
ed, we retired to the tent, leaving by Ihe nccoun' ot (he 
lest mau that arrived, betweeti Uiirty nnd forty sonls up- 
on the wreck. We now thonghl of sto^vin^ every body 
in the leiil, aad began by fising the captain in the mid- 
dle. Then made every man be down on liis sule, 
as we could not afford Ihem each » breadth , but, after 
all, many took ea.'tier lodging-* in empty casKe 

The n«if mornmg the weather wasmodernte and Lir 
Wc IVjundJllie wreck alt in ptetcs on Ihe rorki and ihe 
shore cuvvcil wiUi hinibtr The perpio upon the 
wrctk all perished about one in Ihe ii irninp In tl e

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D be 220 ; so tli&t 130 perished on (his 
melancholy occasion. 

On the 2U ol' December, the weather slilt continued , 
modcrale. We sHteisteiJ entirely on the drowned stock, 
and a little porti ta relish it, anil the flour made into 
rakea : nil of nhich we issued ivgularly and sparin^jTi 
being ienorant whether the Moors would furnish in with 
any thing, Uiey l)«ii^ iliti rery troublesome, and even 
ivanling to rob ns of the canvas which covered our tent. 
At two in tlie allemoon a bhick gervant arrived, sent by 
DIr. Butler, a Dane, faclar to the American ComjiaBy 
at SrR)', a town at the disltince of about thirty Biiles, to 
inijuirc ioto our condition and to otfer us assistance. 
The man baring brought pens, itik and paper, the c^>* 
tnin.sani hadt a letter by him. Finding there was 
one who offered us help, it greally refi-eehed our afilicted 
hearts. 

In the afternoon of the following day, we received S 

letter from Mr. Butler, with some bread, and a few oth-

Ob the Gtfa tlie drowned stock was entirely conrameilt 
aiidjit low water the people ivere em)>loyed in coltecliag' 
mii'iclra. At ten in the mcruing, hit. Andrews arrive^ 
bi'iiii;ing a French su^cou ivilh medicines and pIutstSBi 
uf which, some of tlie men who had l>cen dreutfttl^ 
lint"-ed, tliod in great need. The following duy, 
I^Wrvfd out one of (he btanketr! of Ihe caunlry to ' 
'1 men, >""' pampooses, a kind of eKpjiers, to 
ere in uiost want of them. These euppllf$ 
c brou;;ht usby Mr. Andrews. The people 
figed to live upon mu^elfs and bread, the MaA»> 
i/itbetl IIS a supply ot cattV, \«),'s\o^')Kt«ived a^ 
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The people on the Tfh were still omploycJ in cullcct- 
iiig muscles imd liiopets. Tile Moors b(\gnii la be a liiile 
civil to us, far icsr Ihe etnperor shoulil puniBli (httii lur 
thetrcniel trcaliiienl to us. In Uie aneriioon, e messen- 
ger aniyed from the emperor at Sallec, with gi-ncnil orders 
to Ihe people to eupply us with provisions. They ac- 
cordibflf brought us some lean hullortra andshrep which J 
A)r. Andrews purchased for us ; but at this Uint we \if4 ■ 
no poU to- make broth in, imd the cattle neie scnrcel}' 
fit for any Ihing else. 

In tlic morning of the lOth, we made prepanilioos Tor 
inarching to Morocco, Hie emperor liaviug stul orders 
for that pitfpose, ond cunels to carry the luiiie and the 
necessaries. At nine, set oD' wilh about thirty ciuiiels, 
havhig got all our liquor with us, divided into hogslieads, 
for lite coavenience of carriage on Ihe camels. At tiuou, 
joined Ihe crews of one of the transports and ti bcmb- 
tcnder, (hat had been wrecked about three leagues lo 
the nortltward of us. We were Uien all mounled ujion 
camels, excepting the cajilain, who was I'uruislied willi 
a horse. We never stopped till seven In tliu evening, 
when they procured us two tents only, which would not 
coctahi one third of the men, so that most of them lay 
exposed to the deiv, which was very heavy, and ex- 
tremely cold. We found our wiiolo numhcr to be 
338, including ofBctrs, men, boy^, and liiree v.onicn 
and a child which one of the women brou;;bt ashore in 
her tectli, 

Ou the llth continued our joumey, allended by a 
number of Moors on horseback. At sis in Ihe even- 
ing we cahie to our resting-place for that uighl, and 
were furnished with tents sufficient to cover ull our 

At five in the morning of (he J2th, we net out as be- 
fore, and, at two ill the afternoon, saw the emperor's 
cavalcade at a ilislancc. At three, a relation ol Itie em- 
peror's, named jMuli Adrix, came to u», uod lold the 
eaplyin it was Ihe emperor's otder», he should Ibet in-. 
slant write a letter to our governor af Gibraltnr, to send 
lo his Bi'itar.iiJG tnnJeEty to inijijire v>hethrr he ni'Uld 
settle a peace i\'ilh him "jr cot. Ciiplum l^avlfvx vkvw.c- 
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whicli, being given lo Mu(i Adrix, he went anil Juiiiei) 
the emperur again. At six in the eveniiiK fame to nut 
resting-place for tile ni^ht, and nere well furnished tvilfa 
tents, but very litlle provisions. 

We were, the following day, desired lo cnnlinoe 
the same spot, lifl the men were refreshed, and this 
pose they greatly needed, and we received a belter sup- 
ply of provisions. Tliat uiorning, Lieuteneiit Harrisoa 
commauding the soldiers belonging to Lord Forbes' re- 
^tiicnl, died suddeul) in Uie tent. Id Uie evening, wliile 
employed ivilh liis interment, the inhuman Muurs dia- 
lurhed us by tlirowiug stones and mocking us. Tbe 
nest day we TuuikI Ih&t Ihey bcid opened the grave mid 
stripped the body. 

On the 161!j, we continued our journey, came to our 
resting-place at four in Ihe afleinoon, pitcheil liie tents, 
and served out tlie provisions. Here our people we 
illlreated by some of the country Moors. As thMr 
wore taking water from a brook, tlie floors would u- 
ways spit into tlie vessel befoi-e lliey would suOer ihi 
to lake it away. Ujwn lliis some of us went down to 
inquifc into tlie affair, l>u( were immediately salateif' 
with a shower of stones. We raii in upon tliero, bet 
some of tliem pretty soundly, put Iheui to flight, an 
brought away one who ihouglit lo defend himself wU 
a long knife.

Thi! two succeeding days continued our jouretty, 
at three in tlie afternoon of Ihe 18tli, arrived at the 
of Morocp.0, witliout having seen a single haUl 
during the whols journey.

no Dicrable vermin of everj- drscripiion. Mr. Butler bri- 
iog at Morocco t0t business, canie nni) applied as with 
victuals and tlrink, and procured litterty for ttie captain 
to go homi! with him to his lotlgings. He hkcwisp sent 
some blankets fof the otficers, ind we made sliift to 
pass the night ivitli tolerable' couli'ort, being very much 
fetigued. 

At nine in (he inornii^ of the JTst, the emperor sent 
orders for Uie captain and every ofKcer to appear befor*: 
him. We immediately repaired to his palace ; we re- 
mained waiting in an outer yard two hours ; in the mean 
time he diverted himself with seeing a dumsy Dutch 
boat rowed about in a pond by four of our petty olficere. 
Abont noon we were called before him, and placed in a 
line about Uiiriy yards from him. He was sitting iu a chair 
by the side of the pond, accompanied only by (wo of 
his cliief alcaides. Havii^ viewed us sunie time, he 
ordered the captain to come forward, and after asking 
him a good many questions concerning our navy, and 
deslinaljon of the squadron to which we had belonged,, 
we were also railed forwi{i-d by two and three at a tiutti aa 
tvestood according to our rank. HeUien asked most of us 
some very insignificant questions, and look some to be 
Portuguese because tbcy had black ]i:iir, am) others to 
be Swedes becanse their hair was light. He judged none 
of us to be English excepting the captain, llic secoud 
lieutenant, the ensign of llie soldiers, and myself. But 
nssui'irig him we were all English, he cried fimuto, and 
gave a nod for onr departure, to which we returned a 
very low bow, and were glad to return to our old ruined 
bouses again. Our total number amounted to thirty. 

On the 26th, being Chrielmus^day, prayers were rend 
to the people ae usual in tlie church of England. I^Ue 
captain this day receiTct] a present of tea and loares of 
sugar from one of tlie (gueens, whose grand-father haii 
been an English rencgado. 

In the aflemooD of tho 2Gth, we receiveil the disa- 
greeable intelligence, that the Emperor would oblige all 
the Eoglish^to work, like all the other €hristian slaves, 
exciting the ofQcere who were before bim on the Sltt

Tbe next da^ this account was confinnetl ; for, »t Ecr«ii 
in tlie momii^, an alcaide came and ordered all < 
people to woric, excepting tbe sick. Upon our applica- 
tion, eiglit were allowed lo slay at home erefy day to 
cook for Ific rest, and Ibis office was performed by turns 
thronghont the whole company. At four in the after- , 
noun the people returned, some haring lieen employed 
in can'yiug wood, some in tarnitis: up the ground Kilh ' 
hoes, and others in picking weeds in the Emperors gar- 
den. Tlieir vtcluals was prepared for them against their 
return. 

On the 2aih, all the people went to work as sooi 
Ihey could see, and returned at four in the arterrioon. 
Two of the eoldiers received one hundreil baslinattoes 
end), for behaving in a disiespectful manner while the 
Emperor was lioking at their work. 

On the 30tb, Captain Barton recived a kiud mossagfi, 
from the Emperor, with permission to ride oot or lake n 
walk tu his garden with his officers. 

From this tinie the men continued in the same stale 
of slavery till the arrival in April, of Caplaiu Itlilbank, 
iiL'C^ u^ an ambassador to the Einperor, He convluiled. 
a tre-.iiy for Ihe ransom of the crew of the Litcbnvtil, 
t'lgcitiot wJtli the other English aabjecls in the Emperor's 
power, tell llie sum slijiuliLteJ to be paid for their release, . 
was r7fl,000 dollars. Our people accordingly set oot, 
for SalJee, alteudcd by a bashaw and two soldiers oa 
faorsehat'k. On the fourth day of their march, they b«^ 
a skirmish wtlh some of the country Moors. The dis- 
pute began in con.'tequence of some of our men ii 
rear nloppint; at a village to buy some milk, for ivfaich, 
after they iiad (hank il, the Moore demanded an e«.- 
orbilant price. This our men refused to give, on wtuciL 
UiB Moors hhd recourse to blows, which our people re 
turocd; and othci's coming to their assistance, thfj 
maintained a smart battle, till (he enemy became loo 
numenias. In Die mean lime some rode off to oil the 
guard, will) instantly came u|> with their dratvn scyme- 
tars, anil dealt round them pretty briskly. Durintr (his 
joierval wo were not iille, and had the pleasure to see lh« 
'(P9i/ trickling down a good m&ny of ^h«lt (oca. Th* 
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gnarcls seized fhe chief man of the Tillage, and carried 
him before the bashaw, who was our conductor, and who 
having heard the cause, dismissed him without farther 
punishment, in consideration of his having been well 
drubbed by us. 

On the 22d of April, we arrived at Sallee, and pitched 
our tents in an old castle, from whence we soon after- 
wards embarked on board the Gibraltar, which landed 
us at Gibraltar on the 27th of June. From that place 
the Captain and crew were put on board the Marlborough 
store ship, prepared expressly for their reception, and 
arriyed in England in the pionth of August^ 1760.

HE Portuguese slill maintained townnh tbs 
en<l of the sixteenth century, that reputatioii which Ihej' 
had ac(|iitrctl iti the EbeI Iniliea, by their etinqueslB uiil 
their rourage. Tiieir prosperity ivas, however, occa- 
sionally interruplcd by misrordincs, which were some- 
liuies attributed to the obstinacy and ignorance of the 
CapfainH comniandiDe; the vessels of that nation. Of 
tM fatiil cITecle arising from those cauisi's, tliu foUotving 
tiarnUive HfTnrds a striking inblance. 

In the iiionlJi of May, 1686, iulelligence WM received 
Bt Goa of Uie loSB of the Admii'al's ship, the Ht. Janiet. 
The account of this disaster Bl&tcd, that after doubling 
the Cape uf (lood Hop?, the Captain conceiving he had 
neither rocks nni- ollipr dangers to dread, prucetrdcd UD- 
jder full sail, ivilhout obseningliis cliarts, or at leaatnot 
Tvith the atteiilion lie ought. Having n Tsti ruhle wifid, 
he i/Tm^^-^uch way in a sbcnt^iine, but uns di-ivcn out 
of his courS'e :;:;;?i.*.*dH tUc roAs cslkd B»sm>s dc India, 
distant nl>out lilty leagues from ttie Jalnml of MadagBacA', 
and seventy from tlio contintiit. 

Perceiving they were so near theae rocUs, and in im- 
minent danger of striking upon them, several of tbe 
piteengers, who had freiiuen'ly travt^rspd those a^ta, - 
WetP niuili alarmed, lliey rcprest'ntod Ut the Ca^taja, 
flial being in Ihe ntidst of tlie rocks, it was extremely 
"^ ngcrous to suffer tlie ship to nin under ful) sail, parti- 

larly durini; Ihe night, and in n season ivken tentjiesls 

-- vriy fieijuenl. The Cii[>laia re^nlji " "" * 
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^^fntlenl remoiiBtretlces, rucitad liis auUiorily, ordered 
the pilols to follow his couiuiFuids, adding, tliet tiie Mug's 
cooinuesioD eulilled liim to obedlance, and (bat his ojiia- 
ion ought to be token in preference. However, between 
eleven and twelve o'clock the same iiight tjie vessel was 
driven towards the rocks, and struck without a possibil- 
ity of being got off. A confused cry of distress resotiiid- 
ed, in every direction, from a multitude com[iosed of 
above five hundred men and thirly women, who having 
no other prospect before Uieir eyes but inevilaljle des- 
(ruction, bewailed Uieir fate with the bitterest lamenla- 
tions. Every effort to save the ship proved ineffectual, 
i The admiral, Fenuindo Mendoza, the captain, (he first 
I pilot, and ten or (»*e]vc other persons, instantly threw 
! Ibemaelves info the boat aayiu";, tliey would seek upon 
the rocks a proper plucc for collecting tlie wreck of tlic 
j »bip, with which they might afterwards conslmcl a ves- 
sel large enough to convey (he wliole of tlie crew lo 
I the catttiiient. With this view Ihey actually landed on 
the rock, but being unable to find a spot proper for tlic 
esccuUon of (heir design, they did not think jtroper to 
I return to tlie sliip, but resolved to ste^r loiTaida 
the African coast. Some provisions which had been 
thrown in liasie into (he boat were distributed among 
Ihcin; they tlien dlrecled (heir cgittse towards (he 
coutinent "of Africa, where (hey arrived in safety, 
afler a voyage of seventeen days, and endmiug 
all the horrors of fiiDuiie anil tempestuous t\'eatber.

iTo add lo (heir distressA; vessel parted between tite 
two decks, and the pinuffie wan much damage-d by Uie 
repeated shocks she sustained from the fury of the 
waves. The workmen, tliough very expert, des|)nirc<l 
of bcini; able to repair her', when an Italian, named 
t Cypriano Grimaldi, leaped into her, accompanied by 
' ninety of the crew, and assisted by must of lho»o>K)io 
I had followed him instantly fell lo work to put her into a 
[ condition lo keep the sua. 

Those who could not get on hoard (he pinnace bcheM 
Ler bearing away from the wreck with tears and Innu'i;- 
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fieveml nbo coultl swim tbren tiicais^lrcs tata 
tlie SM, ki the hope of overtaking her ; and some wer« 
on t|ie point of geUiii^ on boani, when their more forta- 
nate comrndes (eaiiiig (he; should be sunk witli lb« 
wei^t of fd) those nhn endearorei) lo obtaiti admit- 
tance pushed Uiein back inlu the sea, and with theJr 
aftbres and hatchets cut, nitlinut mercy, the hiintte of 
such as would not qmt their holil. It is impossible to 
describe the anguish of those who remained on the flost' 
Ing fragments of Uie wreck, and witnessed tliis harlia- 
I'Oua^ecene'. Seeing themselves cut off tram every 
I'esuurcc, their cries and lamentations would have melt* 
cfl the hardest heart. The situattou of those in the 
pinnace was not mueh heifer; their great number, Iba 
iLQt of provisions, their distance from the land, simI the 
ad conditiuD of the crazy bark that bore them, 
p«ntribute(l to Bll them willi gloomy presenli- 
TOcnts. Some of the most resolute, however," to pre- 
heat the anarchy and confusion which would have afgn- 
vated their misery, proposed to their companions to 
aithmit to the authority of a cnptaui. To this they 
agreed, and immediately chose a nobleman of Portu> 
^esc extraction, but bom in India, to command them, 
investing him with absolute power. He, instantly ein- 
:il»yed bis authorjly, in causing the weakest, whom htf 
lOcrely pointed out with his finder, lo be Ihrowa ofver- 
board. In the number of Aese was a carpenter, who 
Jiad assisted in repairing the pinnace ; the only favor Iw 
iflqaested was a little wine, after which he suffered him- 
self lo be thrown into the sea witout uttering a word. 
\nother, wbo was proscribed in the same mnnner, wif 
^aved by an uncommon eKerlion of rraternal aifeGtioa. 
He was already seized and on the point of being stKti- 
liced to imperious necessity, when his younger brotfan 
demanded a moment's delay. He oteerved lliat hi« 
was skilful in his profeasiun, that his father abil 
itlier were very ohl, aud bis sisters not yet settled in 
; that he could not be of Uiat service to t)K-m vthich 
brother iiJglit, and, ns circum^laBces required U)« 
ri>ic« of one of the two, he be>r^ed lo die in hia stead. 
ro'iuMt vrofl compiled with, tu>d lie wda accdidlit^ 
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thrown into the aca. But this courageous youiii rollovr- 
cd the bark upwards of six hours, making iiioessant 
efforts to g€l OD bonrd, sometimes on one side, anH 
Eomeliniea on the other, witile those n'lio had tlironn 
him over endeavored to keep him off with their swords. 
But Ihftt which apjieared likely lo accelerate his end, 
proved his preservalion. The young man snatched at h 
sword, seized it by the blade, and neither the pain, nor 
the exertions made by liim who held it, could make 
him qnit his grasp. The others, admiring his resolu- 
tioa, and moved with the proor of fraternal aScction 
which he had ^splayed, unanimously agreed to permit 
bim to ester the pinnace. At lengtii, after having 
endured hunger and thirst, and encountered the dan- 
gers of several tempests, tiiey landed on Uie coast or 
Africa, on the twentieth day after their shipwreeli, and 
there met witti their companions who had escaped in 
the Grst boat. 

"llie rest of (he crew and passengers left on the ivrecft 
likewise attempted to reach the land, Collecting some 
loose rafters and planks, they formed a kind of raft, but 
were overwhelmed by the first sea, and all perished, 
excepting two who gained the shore. Those who had 
reached the coast of Africa had not arrived at tlie end 
of their auflVriogs i they bad scarcely disembarked 
when they fell into the hands of the Caffrees, a savage 
and inhuman people, nho stripped and left them in the 
most deplorable stale. However, mustering up their 
courage and the little strength tliey had left, they arriv- 
ed at the place where the agent of the Portuguese, at 
Sofala and Mozambiijue, resided. By him they wore 
received with Uie utmost humanity, and after reposinp: a 
few days, after their faligues, they reached I>Iozambi- 
que, and repaired from tbence to India. Onty siKly 
survived out of all those who had embarked in tite St. 
Jailles ; all the rest [>erished cither at sea, ol THtigue, 
or hunger. Thus the imprudence of an individuni occa- 
sioned the loss of a fine vessel, and the lives of alKivc 
four hundred and fifty persons. 

Upon the captains return to Europe, the widows 
orphans of the unforlunatc sufferei'S raised such 
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compIainCs against him that he was appreliended and 
^pwtJn prison; but he was soon afterwards released. 
The former catastrophe was not a sufficient lesson for this 
self Sufficient and obstinate man. He undertook the 
command of-jiinother yessel in 1588, and had nearly 
lost her in the same manner, and in the same place. 
Fortunately, at sunrise he discovered the rocks, towanZs 
which he was running with the same imprudence as in 
his former voyage. But on his return from India to 
Portugal he was lost, together witli the vessel he was 
on boeffd of ; thus meeting with the just ponlshmeBt 
of his culpable obstinacy and misconduct 
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ENGLISH SLOOP. 
|[ Vie totul off the Island of Cnpe Brdon, in 1780. 

X HE man of true courage, even in tlie mo»I * 
Jesjierale situations, invariaUly finds reeources niliiiii 
bimseir. Of this tlie journal of Captain PrenlicR, of (lie 
8Mh re^ment of loot aiforda the reader a striking exam- 
pie. 

Being charged, says tiiat officer, with the dispatches 
detivered to me by General Ualdiinand, comuiander iii 
chief in Canada, forCreneral Clinton, 1 embarked on the 
17th of November, 1780, in a aniall sloup bound from 
Quebec to New-York. We set sail in company with a 
brig destined for the same place, and r.arry Ing a cliipllcale 
of Ihe dispatches. Having descended tite St. Lawrence 
(o the bafbor called St. Patrick's Hole, we were detained 
in tliat port hy a contrary wind, ivhich continued six 
ilays. The winter began to set in, and ice, of consider' 
able IhidtnesB, was soon formed on the banks of the riv- 
er by the iatenseness of the I'roet. Would to heaven it 
)ied conliiiued a few days longer ! By absolutely pre- 
venting ua from proceeding it would have saved us tliosc 
niisfortuiiefi, the narrative of which begins with thai of 
alir navigation. 

^fore we readied the mouth of Ihe river it was dis- 
covered that the sloop had sprung a small leak. We had 
scarcely entered tlie gulpli, when the ship began to mal>c 
coniidcrably more water, and Ibouaih two pnoips wcru 
kept constuntly going, we slill hni( two feet walur in the 
hold On tbe olbcr hand, the severity oC ihc frost Itnd 
\ and Ihe iee collected nitout Uie fcl\i"; to asAn 
ipfclniisive of bc'ing cuUM-j taxtWMnAs.'i 
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We bad ou board only 1 people, sis of whom were 
seitgers, aiiil Ilie otiiers bad seamen. As fur the csptain, 
to whom it wOB aalurat to look up for assistance iii Ihls 
predicament, inefead of alteoiling to Uie preEerration of- 
Ihe ship, he p.isscU his lime in gelling drank in liis eabii^', 
\Titliaut bestowing a thnuglil upon our safety. 

I'be wind continuing to blow with the some riolence,* 
and the water having risen in the hold to the hei^t of 
"^ ir feet, cold and fatigne produced a general despon' 
He; among iLe crew. The seamen unanimously rC'^ 
Ircd to desist from their work. They abandoned the* 
imps, Etnd shewed the utmost inilLBerencc to their fate,' 
declaring Ihey would rather go to t!ie bottom with Hi« 
ship, than cxhaast themselves by usetesa labor in such A' 
desperate ^tualion. It must be acknowledged, that for^ 
several days they had undergone escessive fatigue, tvit' 
out any interval of relaxation. Tbe inacUvity of 13 
f aptain bad the effect of dislicarleuing them still niorK ' 
However, hy cncoumgemeut and promises, and by tb& 
distribution of nine, which I ordered very scnsoatibly t<l^< 
refresh them, I at length overcame Ihmr reluvtance^ 
During the interruption of ttteir lubor the water had risen ' 
another foot in llie hold; but tlieir activity was so in- 
creased by tlic warmth of the tiijuor which I jiave tfaem ■ 
every half hour, and they sturk so closely to their woH^ ' 
that tlic water was soon reduced to less than three fcefc 
It was now the Sd of December. The wind appeaxeit' 
tei7 day to become more violent iuslead of abatli^, 
e tracks in tlie vessel continued to Inerefise, white tl 
attached to her sides augmented her weight and diedi-, 
her progi-eis. It was necessary to keep constmitljn 
breaking tills crust of ice which threatened to enveti^ 
the ship, T^e brig by ivhich we Were accompanl^dj b^^ 
far from being able to lend us any assistance, was in ft tiP" 
lion stUl more deplomble, having struck upo]k< ttitf 
iks near the Island of ('oudrcFi, through the ignontica 
the pik>t. A Uiick Enow, which Ibrn began to Ml) 
icetJol her fromm. The ^iis which we fired s' 
ly every half hour, formeil the whole of our cm 

hnil the mo rli nidation to fintl iMt 
si^iMla were nut aatwcretl Hhe p<-rished, loawlift 
bcrcrevi of sis<cen pcis^n". v,'^■!■" it was impiwble 
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for us even to perceive their disaslcr, or to eiiilcavor to 
pick Ibem up. 

Tlie pity svitli tvliicli tlieir iDtlanclioIy Tale inspired us 
was soon tUverled to ourselves, hy Ihe npprehension of 
new danger. TJie sea ran very higli, the sno(v fell ex- 
cessively lliicic, the cold ivas insupportable, and the 
M'hole crew a prey to dejection. Thus situated, the 
mate exclaimed, that we could not be fitr froia (lie Mag- 
daten Islands, a confused heap of rocks, sqme of 
which raise their lienila above the seoj while otiiers are 
concealed tKneath the surface of the water, end have 
proved fatal to s ^eat number of vessels. In less Uian 
two hours we heard tlie waves breaking nitli gieat vio- 
lence upon those rocks, and soon aflenvards discovered 
the principal island called the Dead Man, which we willi 
ditlicully avoided. Our apprehensions of danger were 
not the less alarming, amidst a multitude of rocks which 
(here was little probability of eacajiing jvith the same good 
fortune ; as the snow, which fell faster than ever, scarcely 
Buffered us to see from one end of the ship to the other. 
It would be difficult to describe the consternation anit 
horror with which ive ivere seized during the whole of 
this passage. But when we had cleare<l it, a ray of hope 
dawned upon the hearts of the seamen, who, upon con- 
sidering the dauger they had just escapei', no longer 
doubted the interposition of Providence in their favor, 
and redoubled tlieir efforts with new ardor. 

The Bea became more turbulent during Ihe night, and 
at 1\e o'cfoclt the nest morning a prodi^ous wave 
broke over (lie ship, staved in her ports, and filled the 
cabin ; (he impetuosity of (he waves having driven in 
the slem-post, we endeavored to stop (he apertures with 
beef ^ut in slices, but this feeble expedient proved ineC- 
feclual, and the wa(cr conlinubd to gain upon ris more 
rapidly than ever, The affrighted crew had suspended, 
for a moment, the working of the pumps ; when they 
were about to resume their labor, Ilicy found them 
frozen so hard lliat it was impossible to work tliem afler- 
ivai'ila. 

from tlial moment we lost all hope of saving tlie sliio, 

cunlined to her ki'i'pius ii'jiiii; 

Ctleiit (ill Vie rcacli;-! at. John's, cr^^^ 
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island in the gulph, where vre nu'^t be able to lacd with 
the aid of our boat. 

Being left at the mercy of the wind, we durst not per- 
form any manoeuvre for fear of giving some (lang;crons . 
shock to the vessel. The weight of water, which waa 
increasing every minute, retai-ded her (irogress, and the 
more rapid wares, whose course slie eheckeil, returned 
iritli fnry and broke over the deck. The cabin in which 
we had again taken refuge, afforded a feeble protecUoo 
against the howling tenipesl, and scarcely sheltered us 
frnin the icy waves. We were every moment apprehen-' 
tive of seeiv;^ our rudder carried away, and our mast p^ 
by the hoaid. The gulls and wild ducks which hornrd' 
Around us, testified, it is true, that the land could not b^^ 
far distant ; but the very approach to it was a new subject 
of terror. How were we to escape tlie breakers with* 
which it might be surrounded, unable as we were to 
avoid, or even to perceive titem through the cloud of 
9ttow in which we were enveloped T Such, for ■ feill 
hours, was our deplorable situation, when the weather 
having suddenly cleared, we at lengtli perceived l&nd 
the distance of three leagueH. 

The sentiment of joy, with which the first eight of iff 
inspired us, was much abateil upon a more distinct vie*, 
of the enorsjious rocks which appeared to rise iicrpentft^ 
cnlarly«long the coast in onler to repel us. Tlie vesed^' 
besides, shipped such heavy seas as would have sinik' 
her, had she been deeply laden. At each succeBsi*^ 
■hock we were afraid of seeirg llie ship go to piecfllL' 
Our boat was too small to conlaiu the wliole of the cnw^ 
and tlie sea too rough to tnist to such a frnil support. U 
fip|)eared as if we iiad made this fatal land only to n 
it a witness of our loss. 

Me^while we coatinue<l to approach it. We w«w' 
not alKive a mile dislunt, when we discovered 
tnuispurt, around the menacing rocks, a sandy bmol^ 
towanls which our course was directed, while (he Mrftlef 
decreased so fast in depth, as to prevent our appruachili| 
within fifty or hixly yards, when the ship siructt. Tbi 
fnt^ of our lives vm^ uow ahgut to be (k-ciilnd in > fttn 
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At length die vessel slrork upon Ibe eand with great 
^iole^ce. At the Rrst shock the main mast went by the 
boai'il and the tiller was unshipped with surh forrp that 
the bar almost killed one of the seamen. The furious 
seas which dashed against the ship on every side, stove in 
the stern, fa that hsYing no longer any shellrr in tlte 
cabin, we ivere obliged to go upon deck, anil t« hold 
fast by the rigging, for fear of beioG: washed OTerboard. 
In a few moments the vessel righted a little, but the keel 
was broken, and the body of the ship seemed ready to 
go to pieces. Thus all our hopes were reduced to the 
boat, which 1 had infinite trouble to get overboard, beiiij; 
BO covered within and without, with lumps of ice, of 
nhich H was necessary to clear her. Most of Uie crew 
having taken wine to endcavoV to overcome the fright 
tvith which Uiey were seized, 1 gave a glass of brandy 
to those who were sober, and asked if they were willing 
to embark with me in the boat for tlie purpose of getting 
on shore. The sea was so rough that it seemed impos- 
sible for our crazy bark to keep it a moment without be- 
ing overwhelmed. Only the mate, two seamen, and a 
young passenger, resblved to risk themselves in the 
boat. 

In the first moment of danger I pot my diapatches in 
a handkerchief, which I tied round my waist. Regard- 
less of the rest of my properly, I seized a hatchet and a 
saw, and threw myself into the boat, followed by the 
mate anil my servant, who, more thoughtful tlian my- 
self, had saved out of my box a purse of one hundred 
and eighty guin^is. The passenger not sprin^ng far 
enough fell into the sea, and our hands were so benumed 
with cold as to be almost incapable of affording him tho 
smallest assistance. When the tno seamen liad got into 
the luat, those who bad most obstioately relosed to try 
the same fortune, implored us to receive them ; but being 
apprehensive that we should founder with the weight of 
such a number, 1 ordered the boat to put off from the 
vessel. I soon had occasion to congratulate myself for 
having stilled a sentiment of commiseration which might 
have proved talal to them. Though the shore was not 
above ally yards distant, we were met half way by a 
piodigioQS (vavc, r;Iiii:h half filled (he boat, aad would

Night was fast approaching, and we had not been loi^ 

Vpon this icy shore, when we found ourselves benotnbed 

with cold. We were obliged to walk over the snow, 

which sunk under our feet, to Uio entnmee of a UlUe 

ivood about two hundred yards from the shore, windi 

Aeltered U3 a little from the piercing northweel nhit]. 

Weyetwantedaiirc to warm our clulleil limbs, and bad 

' BO means of kiadliog one. The tinder-bos wliich wa 

f^^d taken the precaution lo put into thp boat, had got 

r Wet by the last wave that drove us ashore. ExSKhe 



Being better 3c<|uaiQted tlian my coii^ianiona nilh Uw 
nature of these severe climates, 1 recomniended to tbrn 
lo keep themselves in motion, in order to preveol btaof 
overpowered by^leep. But the young passenger, wbete 
clothes were soaked in the sea water, and were Sntam 
r upon his body, rras unable to resist the drowsy 
tlion always produced by the excessive cold wlikh b*'^ 
Kperieiiced. In vain I employed, by turns, 
•nd force lo makr him keep upon bis lege, 
ed to leave him to his supineness. Al^er walking i 
half an hour, I was myself seized with such a poi 
ijiclIaatiftD to t^leep. that I fell myself ready 
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■ami to Stole to the ground in order to gralify it, lUJ I re- 
lunieil to Ihe place where the young man lay. I 
put my hand to his face and foumi it (|uiCe colil, wlien 1 
desired the mate to Tee) it. We botli conceived him to' 
be dead. He replied, witJi a feeble voice, that he vns 
not, but tliat he felt his end approaching, and intrealed 
me, in survived, to write to his father at New-Vork, 
and infomi him of his fate. In tea minutes we saw him 
expire, without any pstn, or at least without strong con- 
Tulsiona. I relate IMs incident to shew the e&ect of vio- 
lent cold on the human body during sleep, and to shew ' 
that this kind of death is not always accompanied with • 
sensation of such excessive pain us is gcneriilly sup' 

This dreadful lesson was incapable of inducing the 
otfaera to resist the incbnation to sleep by whicti they 
were attacked. Three of them lay down in spite of 
my eihorlnlioos. Seeing that it was impossible to keep j 
them on their 1e^, 1 went and cut two branches of trees, 
one of which I gave to the matf, and uiy whole em- 
ployment, during the reraaiuiler of the night, was to 
prevent my compaoions from eJeeping, by striking them 
SB soon as they closed their eyes. This exercise was 
of bene6t to ourselves, at the same time that it preserv- 
ed the ulKers from danger of almost certain death. 

DjQ'-liglit, whiili we awaited with such impatience, 
at length appeared. I ran to tJie shore with the male to 
endeavor to discover some vestige of the ship, thou^i 
we had very little hope of finding any. What was our 
surprize and our satiBfaction to see, that she had behl 
together, notwithstanding the violence of the wind, which 
seemed strong enougli to dash her into a thousand piece!< 
ilaring tlie night ! The first tiling 1 did waa to contrive 
how to gel the remainder of the crew on (hore. The 
vessel since we quitted her had been driven by the waves 
much nearer the shore, and the distance which she was 
separated from tt, I knew must be much leas at low water. 
When it was come, I called out to the people in the ship 
to tie a rope to her side and let themselves down one ot- 
ter another. They adopted this expedient. Watching 
^Ittnitivcly the motion of the sea, and seir.iug the oi)ptir' 
f ot dfopjiing at tlie moment when the waves retired,

they all got on shore without dsoger, excepting tbe etl^. 
peulcr. He did nut think proper to trrst liimseir in Oat 
manner, or probably was nnable to stir, having useil Idl 
buttle rather too freely during the ni^t. The gpoent 
fiafely vns attached to Dial ef each individual, awl f 
doubly iTJoiced la see around nie such a number of 
uiy companitina in nii^rorfuue, whom I imagined to be 
SK'nllowed iiji by the waves but a Tew houis berurc, 
- The cafilnin before he left the ship, rurtunalely pro- 
Tided biiiibcll' with all the materials for lighting a fire. 
*10ie compuiy then proceeded toivards the Ibresl ; 
Jell to work to cut wood, nlhers to collect tfan dr^ 
iranohes EcRltered QU tlie ground, and soon a bri^t flanw, 
__ from a large pile, produced a thousand arclam*- 
[ontittrjoy. Considering the extreme cold trbreh mC 
bd so long endured, no enjoyment could equal that of 
good fire. We crowded round it as closely as possible 
"to revive our brnumed limbs. But this enjoyment wai 
'succeeded,' in general by excrLiliating pain, as eooa As. 
.-flie beat of the fire penetrated into thof.e parts of the 
Imdy wliich hnd been bitten by the frost. The mate and 
[ thyself were the only esception^, on account of tbe ex- 
'4rcisc we had taken during the night. All (he ol^ten laA 
"teen jnarc or lets attacked, both in the ship and <ia 
shore. The convul^ve movemenLs produced fn nut 
tufortunate companions, by the violence of tbe tonneiila 
4hey endure*, would be too hoiTiblc for di-^criplion. 
* When ive came to make a review of our compaxiy I 
jftbserved that Cuplwu Green, a passtngep, i * ' 

t was infonoed that lie liail -falleu nsleep in the ship, and 
bad fronen to death. Our anxiety was renewed at 
account of the carpenter, who tvns left behind, Tbe 
sea eflnlinuin<^ to roll ivilh unabated fury, i,o that it V 
iniposiible to Gctid Uje boat tu iiis relief, we were oblj^ 
ntit the return of low water ; when we, at length ■ 
latted hiiri to come on shore in the same manner m m 
«thera; which he did wUh extreme difficulty, beJugl 
jnced to a etnte of the utmost weahnctis, and frosc* .J 
almost every part of his body. 
|M«ht [U-rived, unA we spent it rallicr more cowfitrta- 1 
llian the prcc nailing, t'et, notwiilmtanding we weM | 
1^ to Keep up a large fire, we suffered cuosldf 
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ftom the sharpoess of Ihe wind, againsl which we had 
no shelter. The trees ntre scarcely gufficieni to. pm- 
tect^iis from the anowi wliich fell io immens^e nake«, ns 
if (6 estin^ieh our fire. WJiik it eoakcd through our 
clothes on the side exposed ta the fire, on our bucks it 
farmed a heap which we were obliged to shake off be- 
fore it froze into ice. The ersTing sensation of hunger, 
■ new hardship, tliat we had liitherto been unacquainted 
mlh, was now added to that of cold, which we had so 
inuch difficulty to endure. 

Two days elapsed, every moment of which added to 
the punful recollection of our past miBfortimes, tlie 
terror «f tt still more distressing futurily. At lenglh the 
wind and the sea, which had combined to prevent ua 
from approaching the vessel, redoubled their united 
efforts to destroy her. We were apprised of lier late by 
Ihe noise of her brewing up. We tan towards the 
shore, and saw part of the cargo already floallug, which 
(he impetuosity of the waves washed tlirou^ the opens 
of her sides. Fortunately the lide carried part of ths 
tvreck upon the beach. Providing, otireelves witli long 
poles, and the oars of our boat, we proceeiW aiuitg (he 
sand, druviog on shore whatever was niost useful within 
our reach It was thus we saved a few casks of salt 
beef, and a considerable quantity of onions, wliitli the 
captain had t&ken on board to scl). Our allentiou was 
likewise directed to the planks that were iletached from 
llie vessel, and wljicb might prove serviceable to us in 
constructing a hut. We collected a greet number, 
which we dra^^d into the wood to be immediately em- 
ployed for the above mentioned purpose. This was na 
easy unilertaking, as few of us w«re able to go to work 
upon it. Our surceas, thia day, however, inspired us 
with courage, and the food we bad procured supporting 
our strength, the worlc had advanced considerably by 
the close of day. The light of our fire enabled us to 
continue if after dark, and by ten o'clock at night we 
h.id a hut twenty feel long, ton broad, and sufficiently 
solid, (hanks to the trees which supported It af ceMBin 
dislancvB, to withstand Ihe force of the wind, but nut 
(dose enough to belter ua entirely from the cojt! 
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The Two siiccBeding days were employed either is 
coi^^tleatiog our edifice, collectiog during tiigh water 
what the tiile brought from the ship, or in (akii^ *a 
Jiccount of our proviaiona, in order to establish the' pro* 
portion in which (hey ought to be distributed. We had not 
been able to save any biscuit, which was thoroughly soak- 
«d with sea water. It was .agreed, that each person, neH 
or ill, should be confiaed to a quarter of a pound of beef 
»nd four anions a day, as long as they lasted. This Bcaih 
ly pittance, scarcely sufficient to keep us alive, was all that 
we could allow ourselves, uncertnin what time wa 
mi^t be obliged to spend on this desart coast. 

The lllh of December, the sixth day after ou7 ship* 
wreck, the wind abated, so as to allow us to get the boat 
niloat to go and seek what was lelt in the wreck. Great 
part of the day was lost in cutting away, with the hatch- 
et, the thick ice which covered the deck and. slopped op 
the hatchways. The nest day we succeeileil in getlii^ 
iMt a small barrel, containing one hundred and twen^ 
{Miunds of salt beef, two cheats of onions, one of pota- 
toes, three bottles of balsam of Canada, one of oi), 
which became exceedingly serviceable for the wounds 
of tlie seamen ; another hatchet, a large iron pot, two 
stew-pans, aud about a dozen pounds of candies. TMs 
preciona cargo enable us the following day to add four 
onions to our daily allowance. 

We returned agrfn on board on the 14th, to look for 
the sails, part of which served to cover our hut, and to 
iteep out Ihe snow. The saiue day, the wounds of 
those who had suffered most from Ihe frost, and had 
neglected to rub them with snow, began to mortify. 
The skiu came off their legs, thetr hands, and the ptria 
of their limiis affected by the frost, ivith excessive paiir. 
Tlic carpenter, who was llie last tliat came on snare, 
lost the greatest parlof hiefeet,andinthenit;htof the IWh 
became delirious, in which state he continued till the 
next day, when death relieved him from his mifieaifato 
«xiHtence. Three days (d^eruards our second mate (Bed 
in the same manner, havuig been delirious sevrrsi hourf 
before be expired ; and a aeamnn experienced the eami; 
ifqte the foUowiag day. We covered their budifs wOh 
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snow and the branches of trees, having neilher (lickase 
nor sjiade to dig them a grave ; and if we had even- 
been provided with them, the earth was frozen too bard, 
tnd too deep, to yield to those instruments. 

All these losses, which reduced our company to four- 
teen perBona, gave us but little concern, eitiier on their 
account or on our own. Upon considering our dreadful 
situation, death appeared rather a blessing than a misfor- 
tune ; and when a sentiment of nature revived within us- 
the love of life, each individual regarded his companions 
as so many enemies armed by hunger to deprive him of 
bis subsistence, In fact, if some had not paid the debt of 
nature, weshouldsoonhavebeenreducej to the horrible 
necessity of perishing of hunger, or of murdering and' 
devouring each other. Without being brou^t to this 
dreadful alternative, our situatian was so miserable, that 
it seemed impossible for any new calamity to be capa- 
ble of augmenting its horrors. I^e cuntinua] scnsatioa 
of excessive cold and pressing hunger, the pain of the 
nvst-woundB, irritated by tiie (ire, the complaints of 
tlu^ saETerera, the negTect and filth which rendered ur 
objects of disgust, both to ourselves and others, all the 
images of despair collected around us, and the prospect 
of a slow and painful death, in the midst of a desolate 
region, far from the consolations of relatives and fiieuds ; 
such is an imperfect re present ali on of the pangs our 
rainds endured every moment of the tedious days and 
eternal nights. 

The mate and I often went abroad to see if ne could 
discover any vestiges of habitations, in the country. 
Our excursions were not long, nor attended with any 
success. We resolved, one day, to penetrate farther 
into the couijtry, keeping along the banks of a frozen 
river. We observed, from time to lime, traces of eljjs 
"and other animals, which caused us sinceiely to regret 
being unprovided with arms and powder to shoot 
them. A ray of hope, for a moment, illumined our 
minds. Following the direction of some trees, out on 
the sides wilh a hatchet, we arrived at a place where 
Some Indians must shortly before have resided, since 
tiieir wigwarm was still sinniljng, and the bark cniployeil 
for tfcat purpose appeared quite fresh ; an elk's skin. 
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■h we fou&il very near, suspeoded from a pole, coo* 

rmeil our conjeclures. We ansioitsly ti^versed all the 

sdj^ent country, bnt, alas ! iviUiout success. We, 

however, derired some salisraction frora reflectini; that 

llus place had bad inhabitants or vwifors, and that the/ 

niighf soon return. Struck with this idea, 1 cut a long 

pole, which 1 stuck upri)rhl oh Ibe bank of Ifae iiTei 

fastening to it a piece of birch bark, after culling it int 

fi^re of a baud, with the fore-Bnger extending and 

led towards our hut. 1 likemse look away the elk's 

I, in order that the savag:es, at their return might 

leive that somelmdy had passed by the pbce since 

iy left il, and might by the aid of the ^ign, discover 

route tbey had taken. The approach of the nighl 

.ged us to retara to oqe habitation, and we doubled 

pace to cornmumcnle that agreeable news to < 

.panions. However feeble were the hopes we could 

nably allow ourselves to enlerlain from this diaoov- 

I perceived thai my narrative aSbriJeil them consid- 

ible coosoliiiios ; so sinmgly does the kind instinct of 

oalure impel the unhappy to seize upon whBlever4& 

capable of alleviating ihe seosalion of their misery. 

tjeveral days elapsed in hope of seeing the IsdiaBS 
appi'ar every moment before our hut. These eweel 
idi^as gradually lo&t ground, and soon vauished. 6o 
of our sick, and among the rest the captain, had, in Ihis 
iotarval, began to recover their strengtli, and our pltt-"* 
viikjiis were fast decreasing. I mentioned the deaigB I , 
had foriueil of quitting the habitation, with all those who 
were capable of working the boat, to reconnoitre I' 
coast. Tliiis plan received universal approbalino ; I 
when tve rame to think of the means or executing it, • 
new difficulty presented itself. This was, how to nq 
I'll! boal, which hnd been dnshcd by the sea upon tho 
«uDd vi'iiit such fury that all her joints had opened. We 
had plenty of low for stopping the apertures, but qnCar- 
tutulcly were in waul of pilch to cover it. And how 
couhl wo supply this ddiciency 1 We could uot tfa' 
~ any method, when it slruek me, all at once, that WO ^ 
gbt employ the balsam of Canada wliich we had^ 
'eil It was easy lo li; ; 1 emptied a few bottles of 
our iron pol, and set it on 4 large lire ; Hlf 
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ttf frequenSf to lei il cool, I soon reduced the li^fior 
to a proper conaislence. During this time my compan- 
ions bad turned the boat and cleared her of sand and ice, 
1 directed the crevices to be stopped with low, caulked 
her with the balsam, and I had the pleasure of seeins; 
thai it produced the effect to admiration. 

This first success Inspired us with a new ardour to 
contiuuc our preparations. A piece of cloth, fattened 
to a pole, in such a manher as to be rals^l or Icm'cred 
at pleasure, promised us a sail strong enough to relieve, 
with a gentle aud favorable wind, the labor of the to1^- 
ers. Aniong the crew few had sufficiently recovered 
to support the fatigues which we fbresaw would attend 
this expedition. I was chosen to conduct it, together 
with the captain, the mate, two seamen, and my ser- 
vant. The remainder of the proviaions ivas dividedj 
according to the number of persons, into fourteen eqtial 
shnrtf^, without reserving, on acconnt of the excessive 
latrar we were about to unilertaki^i a larger proportioli 
for ourselves than was allotted to (hose who were to re- 
main quietly iu the hut. 

Wilb this wretched alfowance of a quarter of a pomiil 
>f beef a day, for six weeks, ivjtb a crazy boat, cover- 
ed with a matter on which we could not depend, whkfi 
the least breath of wind' migiit cpsnt, and the smallest 
rock dash to pieces, it was, that we had to attempt an 
enterprise, the plan of which eould have been inspir- 
ed by bbnd despair alone. But we were at that point, 
that there was less temerity in l)raving every possible 
danger with the feeblest ray of hope, than in exposing 
ourselves, by cowardly inactivity, to the almost 
inevitable danger of perisliing, abandoned by atl 
nature. 

The year 1781 had just commenced. It was our In- 
tention to set offlhe second of January, but a furious norlli- 
west wind detained us till the afternoon of the fourth. 
Its violence having then abated, we carried on board 
our provisions, together with a few pounds of candles, 
and all the little articles that mie;ht be of service to us, 
Knd look leave of our companions, in the cruel unccr- 
lainty whether this mi^ht not be otu'. ia^t ^«wpl. ~' 
"""■^ it proceeded tbove ei^t i "'" —""^ ' 
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a 3ie southeast, checked oar progres9, and «j>- 
[ us lo tOaJce, with our oars, towards a large Imj 
WUch (ilferedaa a favorable asylum far tfie uight, 
_ ■ Our &nt care teas to land our provisions, and to remoro 
I the boat far enough upon the beach to prevent her being 
damagedby the sea. We ivere then obliged to kindle- s 
fire, anil to cut wood to keep it up till the oest ntorning. 
The smallest pine branches were employed in forming 
our bed, aod tlie largest in hastily erecting a kind of 
ivigwam, lo secure ourselves as well as posaible from 
the severity of Ihu wcatht.'. 

In taking our scanty repast 1 observeil on tlie ahore 
several pieces of wood thrown upon it by the lirfe, aiHl 
wliich stipeared to have been cut witli a hatchet. I like- 
wise eaw some poles foi-med loug since by the hand of 
man, but we could not discover any marks of itlhaldl* 
ants. At the diittaucc of two miles whs a hill faera oT 
trees, with some appearance of its having been cl^.ired. 
1 prevailed on two of my companions to accompany me 
thither before dark, that, from its summit, we might etu- 
brace a more extensive horison. As we proceeded idon^ 
the bay we saw a Newfundland lishing boat, half burned 
and the remaining part in the sand. This object afftml- 
«d us fresh hopes, and we doubled our efforts to climb 
the hill. Having arrived at tlie summit, bow great wat 
oiu" satisfaction to perceive some buildings on tlie other 
side of it, at the distance of a mile at farthest. Nol> 
withstanding our fatigue, the interval which spparatml vx 
from them was suun gone over. We arrifpd palpilaliji^ 
with hope and joy, but those pleasing emotions were iif 
stantly dissipated. In vain we truversetl til Ihe btiiM- 
rngs ; they were deserted. They had been erected for 
the preparation of cud, and, according to all appearance, 
bad been abandoned several yeart before. The sad te>- 
minatjon of (his excursion tended, however, (o confino 
us in the idea that we should find some liobitatioDs by 
conliuutng uur course round the island. 

The wind, ivhich had again shifted to the northwest^ 
tkUioed us the next day, fearing lo enrounlre the ic«, 
whleta It drilled in great quantities. For three days it coi»- 
Lioard with the same fury. If aving awaked in the nLghl, 
t Wa^ astonished tu hear its shrill whisllin^, not 
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Died, as usual, by Ihe hoarse noise of Ihe wares. I rail- 
ed the mate, and iaformed him of this phenotnenorh. 
Being curious to aseerlaiu the cause we ran towards liie 
shore, Ihe moon's rays afTording us light. As far as iho 
eye could reach their fatal lustre enabled us to perceive 
the suelace of the water motionless bpneatb the chains of 
the ice, which was pded up in diOerent places in heaps 
of prodigious height. It ia impossible to describe the 
sensation of despondency which overwhelmed our minds 
at this sight. Unable to proceed farther on oor eii])edi- 
tion, or to return to our former cabin, which would have 
defended us better from the redoubled severity of the 
cold ! How long were we lo continue in this dreadful 
eituatinti. 

Two flays elapsed amidst these gloomy reflections. 
At len^h, on the 9th, Ihe wind abated. It shifted the 
foUomng day to the southeast, and blew with such »io- 
lence,'that idl the ice by which we were blocked up in 
the bay, was broken lo pieces vvith a great n>:HBe, and 
dnven out inio the open sea, so that by four o'clock in 
Ihe afternoon tliere wns none left, excepting along the. 
shore. 

In breaking The chains which delained us, Ibe ^raot 
of the air forged others for us by his violence. It was 
not till after two days that the wind abated. A light 
breeze blowing along the shore, our boat waa launehed 
and the soil hoisted. We were already proceeding wiQi 
a favorable course, when at eeveral Ic^ues distance w« 
perceived an extremely elevated point of land. The 
coast to that place appeared to form such a continiied 
chain of steep rocks, Ibut it was impossible to attempt 
a landing before we had doubled the distant cape. It 
would, however, have been dan{;erous to risk so long a 
course. The boat had sprung a leak, and two men wera . 
constantly «)giplMyed in bailing out the water, so that wc 
codIU iie« bjtttivo oars ; and Uie enfeebled state to whicb 
we were Robced, by disappointment and the ivant of 
food, scarcely alloH'ed u» to support that sligbt exertion. 
What was to become of us if the wind shijuld turn lo llw 
DortbwcFt t We must infallibly be dashed to pieces 
|,tilc.rock», 
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Fortunately the danger was no longer an object tror- 
thf of our coneidemtion, and the wind seconded our 
perseTerance so well, that we arriFed at the cape absol 
eleven o'clock at night. The place not being convenient 
for a landing, we were obliged to coast along till two in 
the nioming, when the mod hecoming more violent de- 
prived 119 of the liberty of choosing & favorable spot ; w« 
were obhged to descend i^ton, or ratlier to cliiub, with 
the uliQOst difficulty, up a rocky shore, without ita behi); 
possible for us to secure our boat from the waves, which 
threatened her with deslruction. 

The place where we had landed was a bay of no great 
depth, surmuaded on the land aide by inaccessible 
heights, but exposed towards the sea to the northweat 
wind, from which nothii^ could- protect us. Tbe wind 
which rose on the 13th threw our boat upon a ledge of 
the rocks~and daiitaged her in several places. This ac- 
cident was hut a tritting prtluife to new sufferinf^. Sur- 
rounded by insurmountable rochs, which prevented tiM 
from seeking shelter in the woods; wilhout any oftcr 
covering than our sail, stiff wirh icej buried for aevenl 
days beneath a deluge of snow, which was liesped 
around us to the height of three feet ; we had nothing to 
keep up our fire but the branches and fragments of tniidti 
of trees, thrown by accident upon the shore, "niis de- 
plorable situation lasted lill the 2)al, when the weather 
grew milder, but we were not able to take advantage of 
it. Bow were we to repair our boat which had openrt 
in several places? ARer reflecting oh the various me- 
thods that presented themselves to our minds, and re- 
jecting them as impracticable, all our thoughts were di- 
rected to seek our preservation in another quarter. 

Though it was impossible to scale the wall of rocbs^ 
which surrounded us on every side, and we were nnd«r 
the necessity of renouncing Uie use of our boat, it cune 
inio our minds tliat we might proceed nioag the shonv 
hy walking upon the ice, which had a<-quiref) sutlicieiit 
alrengUi to bear our weight. The male and I resolved 
to muke the experiment. We set oif immediately, aod 
|irocee(Ung a few miles arrived at tbe tuouUi of ■ riveTt 
bordered by o sandy beach, where we might havv prv 
•ervctl our boat and lived much less uncomiurliibly, InhI 
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otT good fortune at first conducled us lliither. This (lis- 
coTcry, while it occasioned regret did not leod to in- 
crease our hopes. It was, indeed, easy to ponetrale in* 
to th« woods, but could we wander at random in a sav- 
ag<! country, in quest of an inliabited distrirl ? [low 
were we ta direct our course throufh the black gloom of 
the fore«t ! and above all, how were we to get along 
through the snoiv, with H'hich the earth was covered to 
the height of sis feet, and which cxighl be tnctted by tlie 
first thaw 1 

After consulting together on the ■subject of ouf return, 
it was agreed that we had no other resource than to carry 
on our backs the reir-ainder of our provisions and usef M 
effects, and to proceed along the coast, where it was 
most natural to expect to find any faniUies of fishermen 
or Eavages. The weather still seenxrtl inclined to froslj 
and the tvind having swept into the sea the greatest part 
of the snow which covered the ice Upon the coast, we 
ilattered ourselves that we ahouM walk t(.'n miles a day 
even in the state of kngiiar and dehittly into which we 
had fallen. 

Ttus resolution being unanimously adopted we hnd 
soon completed the necessary preparations. We inte nil- 
ed to set off on the mominiE of the S4th, hnt in the 
lught which preceded it tlie wind suddenly shiftetl to the 
souUieast, accompanied with heavy rain ,- so that in a 
kff hours, this crust of snow, which iJie day t>efore ap- 
peared so soUd, was eoliiely dissolved, and the ice de- 
tached ttom the shore. We had now no way of escap- 
ing from this disastrous shore on which we were coufin' 
ed. During these painful reflections our eyes n'cra 
directed towards the boat, wliich we had freqnenlly 
been tempted (o break up, in order to supply our Rre, as 
we could not expect to render her serviceable attain. 
We sliil had tow sti.licient it} stop tlie crevices, but tlic 
balsam Oif Oaomla had been toiaily exhausted by our 
daily repairs, and we were unable to contrfve any sub- 
stitute for it. 

The frost, however, returned the nest day. Its se- 
yerity caused me, during the night, to conceive an idea, 
which I hastened to put in execution as soon as dayli^t 
appeared. This was to pour water upon the tow with 
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I vhich the crevices were filled, and to let it TreeEe like ft 
I coating, to a certain thickness. My companions laughed 
Fbtmf scheme, and could not without reluctance, be pr&' 
['jlrsiled upon to Bssht me. But this simple method suc- 
ceeded beyond my hopes ; all the apertures were so well 
closeil, that tliey were at length convineed thitt no w&ter 
coiitd penetrate Ihrotigh them, as long as the frost con- 
Uaiied to he equally severe'. 

We made a succet^sful trial of it on the 27th. Tboagb 
the boat had become heavy and difficult to be managed* 
by the quantity of ice will) which it was coTered, yet, in 
the course of the day she proceeded twelve miles froal 
the place of our departure. This uew service rendered 
her iiinre valuable in our eyes, and we took care to re- 
move her on our oars to a place more favorable to her 
securily, A thick forest, situated near tlie spot, afforded 
m two advantages, of which we had been deprived for 
BO luanynighls; aslighlshcher against the piercingwifli^ 
end an abundance of wood to keep up a great 6re, which 
warmcil ns while we slept. This twofold enjoyment was 
to us the height of pleasure. Our stock of tinder being 
almost consumed, I was obliged to renew il by bununga 
piece of niy Ehtrt, the saiue that I had worn ever biqc* 
the loss of my effecla. 

The fi>llowing day a deluge of rain unfortimately tneJfa 
ed all the ice froni our boat, and we had the mortifica* 
tion to luse the advantage of a fiae day, which uiigbt 
probably have forwarded us several miles on our way^ 
~We resolved to wait Ihe return of the frost, and wbtl 
nugmenled our Impatience and regret, was, that one 
provisions were now reilueeil to two pounds and bd half 
uf beef to each man, 

I'he frost not returning till Ihe afternoon of Ihe S9ik, 
the delay unnvoidahly occasioned by our preparatiom 
pre^'ented us from proceediD;; above seven miles bsfon 
night. The succeeding day a very heavy gale, which 
surprized us at the be^tnuing of our route, obliged it> to 
land beffire we had gone more than two leagues. Tlio^ 
thaw kept us on shore till Ihe day after Ihe next, the 1st 
' February, when an intense frost afTonied us an op|ior> 
^ly of repairing our boat. But the pieces uf duatJnp. 
I Ii(^ so large, thai they constantly employed. 
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■s^o Vt^dk them ivith a pole ; and il was not without the 
most fatiguing exertions that we proceeded five miles 
before the close of day. 

Our navigation was more forttuutte on the 3d. The 
wind blew in a direction as raTorable as we could wish. 
Thou^ tbe boat made some water, which employed 
part of our hands in baiiinf out, we, at first, ran four 
miles an hour with the assi^lauce of our oars, and soon 
aflterwanls five with our only sntl. About two o'clock 
in the ariernooo, we were full in view of an elevated 
cape, nhich we calculated to be only tiircejeagues off. 
But its prodigious height deceived us with regard to iU 
distance ; for it was almost dark before we reached it. 
After doubling it, our course took a different direction 
from what it had done, so that we weFe obliged (o low- 
er our sail and to take to our oars. Tbe wind then be- 
^n to blow from the shore. Our efforts to make dead 
against it were very feeble, and had it not been for a cur- 
rent from the northeast, which assisted us to make some 
oppositJOD, we should hare run the risk of being cairied 
irrecoverably into the open sea. 

The coast being lined with rocks, was here too dan- 
gerous to attempt to land ; we were obliged to row along 
the rocks, amidst a thiHisand dangers, in tbe dark, till 
five o'clock in the morning. Being then incapable, 
from our eshausted stale, of any longer exertion, our 
«yes.were shut to the dangers of landing, anil heaven 
crowned oar attempt with sneers^, nilhout any other 
accident than having our boat thrown, half full of water, 
upon the .shore. The beginning of the wood was at bo 
great distance, yet we had great difRcnlty to cruwl 
to i(, end make a lire to titaw our limbs and dry our 
clothes, 

Such was the droivsincss inio which fati^iie and watch- 
ing had plunged us, that il was impossible to refrain 
from sleep when our tire began to light. We were ob- 
liged to rnuae each other altemntely, in order to leep il 
up, fearing lest it should go out while we were all to- 
gether asleep, and we should Ite frozen to death in this 
lethargic state. 

Wlieh 1 awoke I had occasion (o convince myself, by 
natioD which 1 made on Ibe ehure, of i' 
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tmlh of wli^ I had suspected by Ihe way, namely, iit»t 
fite ekrals^ po'mt of land which we had just doub- 
led, was Cape Norlh, in Ihe island of Cape Breton, 
■whir.li, Cape Roi, an the island of Neivfoundland, mariu 
the entrance of the gulf of St, Laurence. 

The pleasing certainty that we were on an infaalnted 
island would liare flattered us with the hope of at la&t 
^leetine; with nfisistance, by continuing our voyage, if 
we had had any thing to subsist upon dujing the 
time Ihnt it mielit last. Uur provisions were nearly «t' 
haustcd, ai;(] this prospect filled us with despair. Notb- 
tog but ideas of a speedy death, or llie most horrible 
means of defering it, presented Ihemsehee to our min^. 
When we cast our eyes upon one another, each Aeemed 
ready to point out the Ticfim whom it was necessary lo 
sacrilice to Ihe hunger of his executioners. Some of 
,Ui bad already aeireed to commit Ihe M-lection of Hm 
object to the blind decision of the lot. Fortunately the 
execution of this dreadful design was deferred till tbe 
last estreinity. 

Wlule my companions were employed in clearing Ste 
boat of the sand with winch the tide had filled her, Hnd 
in stopping the crevices, by pouring water upon the tow, 
and leaving it fo freeze, 1 walked along the shore wifll 
the inalc, in quest of oyyers, of which we perceived a 
great quantity of shells scattered up and down. Uabr- 
tunalely none of them were full. We should have eoo- 
stdered it Ihe height of good fortune to hare met nith 
!>omc carcases nf wild beaels half devoured by hirtlt of 
prey ; hut all these were now buried under the snow ( 
there was nothing that could alTurd us even the vJlett 
fuiid. It was not sufficient that fate should have throini 
us upon a desert coast, litil, to crown our miery, it 
chosen the nioBl dreadAil season, when not only 
earth refused its productions for our lubsistcnce, but 
liVetvise when (he animals inhabiting the two elemt 
which nourish mankind had fled to tbcir relreali 
serve Iheinselvps from Uie intense cold, which deiol 
these inhIl^litable climates. 

I should l)e cfntid to excite too painful seiii-atjfFBB iB 
Ihosc minds which our situslion, till the nresmt moment, 
JlW im^ud with tender compassion, if I wttn la ^4^ 
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it) all Iheiviiorror, Uie miseiieB we hat) to Buffer during 
Hie rollowini; doys. Rcducml Tor our only nourishmpot 
lo dry fruite of sneet-brier, dug up from beneath the 
snow, niid a few tollun- candles, wliich we had reserv- 
ed for a lacl resource ; oppressed with fatigue at the least 
rKertion ; checked in our uiiyigalion by the tee, the rain, 
nr tile M'inils i eometimes auimaled with a fttiut hope to 
be pluaged bood afterwards in the abyss of despair ; 
mrerwlielmed wiUi the painfal sensations of all Lheee dia- 
tresses, combucit to crush us with their insupportable 
weight every inomenl, both of the day and of (he night ; 
such was oar slate litl Iba 17th, when completely ex- 
hausted, we binded for the leat time. resolFed to perish 
on the spot, if ttcavcii «houlil not send us Bonie unex- 
pected relief, "('o plac* our boat in safety on the heath 
would have been an undertaking too far beyond out 
power. 8lie was abandoned lo Ihe fury of the wave-s, 
lifter we iiad sorrowfully taken out our implements antl 
sail, which served to cover us. Our first efforts were 
euiployed in clearing the snow from the spot we liad 
fixed upon, to raise it all round in a sloping direction, 
for the purjiose of Gaing in il branches of trees, iDlend- 
cd lo form a shelter ; lasUy, in cutting and piling as 
much woofl as possible lo keep up our fire, fearing lest 
we should soon be unable to use our loslnunents, 

A few handfuls of hips, boiled in snow water, trere, 
during the first days, the sole support of our miserable 
Pives. These be^an lo fail us, and we thought ourselves 
fortunate in being able to supply their place with Ihe 
marine plaula which grew along the shore. After boil- 
ing them several hours, during which tltey lost little of 
(heir hardness, I put iilto Ihe liquor one of tlie only two 
candles we had left. This dbgusling broth, and the 
tough plants, at first appeased our hunger, but in a fvw 
niomeuls we were seized willi a lerrible reaching, ivith- 
out having sufGcient force to be able to clear our stom- 
achs. This crisis lasted about four hour«, after which we 
were somewhat relieved, but fell into a stale of absolute 
deliilify. 

We were, however, obliged Iho next day to liave 
recourse to Ihe same nourishment, which operalcd as 
before, only witli rather less violence; for this pucpn^A 
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wa bad used our last candle. We were compelled, for 
three dajis, to be conlenled with the hard tough plnnla, 
which nwde m reach every mouthful we took. At the 
eame lime our legs began lo siv-elJ, and our wholv botk 
Jes became so bloated, that notnitlis landing Uie litll«< 
fltsh we had left, our fingers, witli the smxllest preESore 
ugtoti our ekin, sunk lo the depth of an inch, and tiw 
imprefisioo remained an hour afterwards. Our ey«s ap- 
jieared as if buried in deep caTiliee. Beountbed bj tha 
internal dissolution of our blood, anil by Ihe intense 
cold we endured, we bad scarcely strenglh to crawl, by 
turufi, and revive our almost extinguished fire, or to 
collect a few branches scattered upon Uie snow. 

It w8s then that the remembrance of my fatlwr, 
which had attended me amidst the greatest dangere, 
combined with Oie idea of my dcatb to fill my heart 
with unusual emotion. I represented lo myself that ten- 
der parent, at first uneasy on my account, anxiously ex- 
(lectins' to hear from me ; afterwanls overwhelmed with 
^ef at seeing the time elapse without receiving any !»■ 
telligence ; and at hi$t condemned to bewtul the loss of 
liisBon, during all the days of bis old age. 1 wept my- 
self at the thought of dying so far from his embractt, 
without receiving his last benediclion. These affectlnft 
ideas, interrupted by the groans uttered around m 
W'ere succeeded by barbaruus projects, witli which tl 
tiattiml instinct of life inspired me to support ^Iw 
nretclind companions of my nusrodune, whose exvr> 
lion? had hitherto assisted me, now appeared only (o \tt 
aprey to satisfy my hunger ; and I read the sant« senli- 
meotB in their greedy louka. 

^ know not whither these feroaious dispositions wonU 
have led us, when suddenly the accents of a human 
voice wer« beard in tiie forest. At the same insbwt in 
diftcovered two Indiiuii, armed with muskets, who 
did not appear lo have yet perceived us. This sudikn 
nppearnnce reviving our courage, gave us strengtli to . 
rise and advance towards them with ail the despatch m 
e able. 
iB «oon as Uiey saw us Ibey stopped, as if Ibeir fi*l 

d been nitiled to the ground. Tbvy looked BtcadAutl); 
molionleas with surprise ond horror. BrsUtf 
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the asEonishment that mnat naturally have been excited 
in Oiota at (he anespected meeting with $ix strangers in 
a desert corner of Ihe ialBsd, our appearance alone wna 
sufficient to ehock the most intrepid. Our clothes 
tianging in rags, our eyes concealed by the hlitated prnm- 
inence of our livid cheeks, the monstrous bulk to ivhii^h 
all our limbs were swelled, our long and shAi;^ beards, 
our hair flowing in (fisorder down our shoulders, inusl, 
aifagether, have given as a frightftil appearance. How- 
ever, as we advanced, a thousand agreeable sensations 
were displayed in our countenances : some shed tears, 
and others lau^ied for joy. Though these peaceable 
BigDs were calculated, in some degree, iff move the 
fears of the Indians, they did net yet manifest tho 
least inclination to approach us, and certainly thu 
distrust which our whole figure must have produced, 
sufficiently justified their coldness. I therefore resolv- 
ed to advance towards htm who was ceiirest to me, 
holding out one hnnd to him in a supplicating atti- 
tude. He seized it and gave it ahearty shake, which Is 
llie mode of salutation usual among these savagp!!. 

They then began to manifest some mitrlis of cam' 
passion. I made a sign to them to come towards our 
tire ; they accompanied us in silence, and sat down near 
03. One of them, who spoke bad French, begged ua, 
hi that language, to kiform them whence we came, and 
what accidont had conducted us to that spot. I hasten- 
ed to ^vc him as brief an account as possible of the 
misfortunes and sufferings we had experienced. As he 
seemed to be deeply affected by my narrative, 1 asked 
him if he could furnish us with any provisions. He rc- 
pUed in the affirmative ; but seein;; that our fii^ was al- 
most out, he rose abruptly and seized our hatchet, a* 
which he looked for a moment smiling, ss 1 imagined, 
at the bad condition in which it was. tie threw it doivn 
with a look of dis<lain, and took Uiat \vhich was by his 
side. In a moment he hnd cut a great <|uantity of 
bmnchcB, which he Ibrew upon our fire; he then took 
tip his musket, nnd without saying a word, went awuy 
uith his companion. 

Such a sudden retreat might have given unpasiness to 
persons unacquainted with ihc humor of (he Iniiiwcffl. ■, 
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but I knew (hat these people eeltlom speuk but wlien 

tficy see an absolute necesaily Tor it. I itiil at}t, there- 

fcre, (luubt but that Ihey were gone lo fetch us prov'ta* 

'Ions, and assured my alarmed comrades that we ahoulal 

JButbc long before we saw Uieni a^aiii. Nutwitiistand* ' 

the distress tii which we u'cre Cur food, hunger n'ua 

it, at least with me, the most pressing want. Tbc 

id fire which the savugcs had made, crowned, at that 

Tnomenr, all my desires, haiing passed so luuiiy days of 

luffcritig, from intense cold, near the feeble flame u{ 

our miserable l^re. 

Three hours had elapsed since the departure of Ihs 
In:1iuii», and my atHided companions began lu luse aH 
hope of seeing th[:ni again, wlien we perceived ihexn 
lumiog a projecting point of land, and rowing tuw&rds 
us iu a canoe of bark. They soon caiue oil 
lihove, bringing a larfie piece of smoaked venisou, and 
a bladder filled with fish oil. 1'liey boiled die meat In 
our iron pot with snoAV water, and when it was dresseti 
lliey ttiok care to distribute it amongst us in rery small 
t|uiin>itics, ivilh a lillle oil, lo prevent the dangerous coi^ 
8e<|ucnces which mi;ilil have resulted from our voradtjr 
in the deblliUiled slute to which our stumschs went 
reduced. 

Tills light repast being over, they made me embarfc- 
with (wo of my companions in their canoe, i\hich was 
too small to take us all at once. We were tccdveil 
upon landing; by three Indians and a dozen womcB 
or chiUfren, who were wniling fur us on tlie «hoK. 
While those in the canoe returned to fetch the (est <|f 
our comiHiny, the others led us towards their huts Qr 
wigwnins, three in number, constructed for the Bsmit 
number of fnmilioa, at the entrance of the fureSL MVo 
were treated by thwc good people with the kindest bos- 
pilHlity ; they made ua su allow a kind of broth, but 
would no permit u«, notwithx tan ding our intrcklW*, 
ti) eat meat, or to lake any other too substantial nouiy 
bhmont. 

I fell Ibe liincpresl joy when the canoe returned with 
ir three companions. Upon Rndinj; ourselves logrllwr, 
DOriK these savages, after only such a short geparaliiiH, 
ft fvit ttiG s«iinlloii9 that are e.iperience(l by '^ 
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from irirancy, who, after Iraving long sighetl rcmolc rrrnn 
eacli oUier, at kD^Ui find one Another again io the bo- 
som of their nalive land. The hut Rppcaretl to us tiie 
abode of falias. The trauaporta to which we gare way, 
intereited in our favor a very old woman, who teslifieil 
great curiosity to hear our adveutures. 1 gave a more 
GUYHim^UiQtlBj detail than before to tlie Inditui who un- 
derstood French, and he rendered it into his laugutis** 
for the others. In liie course of my narrative I had 
occasion to observe, that tlie women were deeply afftet- 
ed by it, and grounded ou this impression thu hope of 
favorable (rcftlment during our stay. 

Afler hitving satisfied the most pressing tvants, our 
thought!; were lumcd townrds the uuforiunale com- 
rades, whom we had left behind at the place of our 
shipwreck. The dislrcss to which we tisd been so near 
falling victims, made me fear tliat their fete had been still 
more \vretclied, However, if hut one of them surviv- 
ed I was determined to imiit no exertion to save him. 
1 endeavored to describe to the savages, ns well as ( 
was able, tlie (|uarier of Uic islantl, on which we hud 
been cast, and inquired whether it wts not possible to 
Bcnrt thither some relief. 

To the description! gave of Ihe course of the neijth- 
boring rh-er, and of a small island to be seen at a little 
distance from its mouth, they replied that Ihey were 
perfectly acquainted with Ihe spot, thai it was about one 
bpndrei) miles to it, b; very difficult via.yB throuc^ the 
woods ; that they must cross rivers and mountains to 
arrive at it, and if they undertook the journey they 
must expect some compensBlinii for Ihfir fatigues. It 
would have been unreasonable to retjuirc them to sus- 
pend their hunting, their only means of supporting their 
wives and children, to undertake the toilsome excursion 
purely from a motive of henevolence towards stran- 
gers. As to their account of tlte distance of the place 
where we were wrecked, It did not appear exa^g^ntail, 
since I computed, by my own catcutationb!, that our 
course along the shore could not have been less than one 
hundred ftnil fifty miles. 

1 Ihea told tliem what it had not before come into my 

tnind ta meution, th^t I had moD^y, uv& ^b»X^l 'i3.>n«» 
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of any rsluc in llieir eyes, i woiilil employ part to psy 
them for llieir trouble. They seemed (lerfeclly §Btisii«(l 
Willi the proposal, apil asked lo see my purse; I look il 
from Riy servant and shelved them the guineas nlnch tt 
contained. At the sight of the goUl f observed in their' 
countenances sensations ivhlch I should never hsTc ex- 
pected to meet »illi amon^ a savage people ; tlie n-amM 
in particular eyeil it Kill) exlrcmc Hvidity ; and when I 
luid presented each of them wilh a Kuinea, they set up a 
loud laugli, that being the way in which Ihe Indians ex- 
press extraordinary emolions of joy. 

However exorbitant their prelentions might be, 1 dc- 
tcrniined to spare nolliitig lo save my countn'inen, if 
any of Ihcui were slill alive. We, therefore, concludMt 
ana^eemont, by which lliey engaged to depart the fol- 
lowing drty, and T was lo give (hem twenty-five guimtAs 
bt.'fare they set off, and the same sum Upon their return. 
They immediately fell lo ivork to make shoes fit liir 
walking upon Ihe snow, both for IJiemselves and our 
seamen, whom they were to bring hack. Early the 
nest morning they departed, ufler receiving the stipulat- 
ed sum. 

From the moment tlie savages saw golil in my jwis- 
sessiou, my i^ilunlion lost all the channs winch It owed 
to their hospitality. They became as rapacious as Ihe^ 
liad beforaitwen generous, requiring ten times the value 
of the smallest articles wilh nhtch they fumisbeil my 
companions and me. I whs fearful tco kst Ihis exCM- 
sive ]>nssion for money, whiih they had contracted from 
their intercourse wilh Ihe Europeans, KhoulH impel them 
to rob us, and leave us in the same deplornble sitiialioit 
from which tve had been rescued by their essiBtBnee. 
The only motive on which I grounded the hope of man 
humane treatment was the religion they had embraced, 
having been converted to cliLislianity by the French 
JrFuils before tliis tstnnd was ceded to us together with 
Canada. Tliey shewed tlie strongest attachment to 
their neiv faith, and fretgucnlly stunned us in the Btv- 
hinsc by tlieir doleful psalmody. My servant was n psN. 
• Uculttr Aivorilc wilh Uiem tiU, because, bdng a lrUh| 
Callmlir, he jfdiicd tlieU pt&scvf., ftvoa?^ Vic «A 
aodcnuutd a aingle word ot Oitai. \— »-> 
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-nlietlier Ihey themselvea could umlerstauil Uicm, for 
tlieii' singing, or nither sihnuL'ug, ivns h coiifiistMl jiirgnu, 
composed of bnil Frcncli and ilieir savage iriiotn, wilh 
a few Lalin phrases which they had learned from Uieir 
niissiotuiries. 

We were many days before we recovered our strength, 
or were cnpsbic of digesting any subslautisl fooil. The 
only nourishment the Indians conld procure us was elk's 
fleah and seal-oil, upon which they live cutiiely during the 
huHling season. 

Though the remembrance of so many past miseries 
cause il us lo Itlfss I he change in our situnlion, and re- 
conciled ua to our residence ainong (be savages, yet I 
felt very anxious to leave them, on account of Ihc des- 
patches witli which I had been intrusled, anil which 
might be of tlic greatest imparlance to the public ser- 
vice ; and the more, as I could not be ignorant that the 
duplicate was loi^t in the wreck of Ihc brig. But 1 was 
still BO weak, that, for some time, 1 found it impossible 
to take the least exercise, and experienced, as well as 
the companions of my misfortuues, how ditlicult it 
is to recover from such a rude attack upon Ihe con- 
sbtulion. 

After an absence of about a rorlui^t, the Indians 
returned with three of onr people, being all Ihat death 
bad spared out of the eight persons whom I itad left 
behind, at the hnt. They inh^rmed us, that after con- 
iumiog all their provisions, they had subsisted several 
days on the skin of the elk which we had disdainnl to 
share with them ; that the latter resource being exhaust- 
ed, three had died of hunger, and that the others ba)d 
been reduced to the horrible necessity of feeding oKllw 
dead bodies till the arrival of the Indians ; Ihat otttfm 
the five who remained had given way wilh so much 
imprudence to his voracity, that he died in a few hbura, 
aiiiidsl, inexpressible torments; and Ihat another bad 
acciileutally killed himself in handling the arms of one 
of the savages. Thus our company, consiating at firet 
of nineteen persons, was reduced to nine ; and I won- 
.^er, whenever I think of it, that a single individual ea- 
^^m^ after having had to cotiVtr.ij ?it \\\c ^^wtt «i 
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months, with all the complicated bartl^hlps or cold, 
bung«r, and fatigue. 

Our tmpBlred strength kept lis in the dismal plane a 
fortnight longer, duriug whit^h I was obliged, as befgre, 
to pity the most exorbitant price for our food and our 
sui&llest wants. At the end of that time, finding taj 
health somewhat re-established, and aiy purse aJiDOBt 
empty, 1 conceived myself obliged to sacrifice my per- 
sonal comfort to my duly to the service, and reeolveil 
(o proceed with my depatches to General Clinton, with 
all possible expedition, lliongh this, of all t)ie seasom of 
the year, was the least proper for travelling. I there- 
fore hired two Indians lo take me to Halifax for forty 
gaineas, nhich I engaged to pay tliem upon my arrival 
there. I farther look upon myself to turnish them by 
the way witli every kind of provisions, and suitable re- 
freshments, in the inhabited parts through which we 
might pas^. Some of the other Indians were to com acl 
the rest of our company to a sitllemeut on a Spanish 
river, wliere they were to remain titl the spring lo vait 
for an opportunity of proceeding to Halifax hy sea. I .W- 
lushed the captain witli all the money necessary for Ins 
subsistence, and that of his men, for which he gave tat 
a bill on his owner at New-York The latter was not 
ashamed to reliise to pay it, under the pretext, thfitas th« 
ship was lost, neither the captain nor the criw could 
have any claim upon hiiu. 

I set off on ttie 2d of April, accompanied hy (wo In- 
dians, my servant, and Mr. Winslnw, a young passen- 
ger in our ship, and one of the three survivers nt the 
hut. We each carried with us four pair of Indian shoea, 
fi pair of snow shoes, and provisions for a ittrtn^L 
We arrived that evening at a place, called by the ^ff- 
Ush Broail Oar, where a snow-storm detained us tii« 
whole of the following day. We set off agtun on the 
4th, and after a march of about fifteen miles arrived am 
the banks of a beautiful saK-water lake, called the l>k« 
of 6L Peter, one end of which communicates with tb9 
e met with two Indias families that wn» 
p>ing n hunting. I purchased of Ifaem, for fourguinfM,' 
a hark eaiioe, which my guides informed me woukfTwy 
-'^— ""i Deccs«Ary fvr troiaing certiuo parti fli "*" " 
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that are nevee Troaen. As in otlicf parts we should 
liiivu lo travel ugjou (he icp, I ivas likewise obii^d to 
buy (ivo slfiilges to place Uie boat upon, anil lo dmiv it 
after us. 

Having en^ojed ftvo days repose, and procuring a 
hi:sb su))ply uf iJTflVisioiis, we tcsunifd our man'.h on 
the Tlh, proceeding several uiilcs along liio hunk of 
the lake ; but the ice being bail, we went oblieed to ^ult 
lliat route and take another Ihrou^fa the woods. Tlie 
snow was there six feel deep ; a thaw, accompaniud 
with rain, which eaii;c on lht> next day, rendered il so 
bull that it was uo lunger possibtf! to walk upon its sur- 
face. Wc were, therefore, obliged to stop. A large 
fire, a oomin odious wigivam, and abtiudonce of provis- 
ions, assisted us to endum tliis disagreeable delay, wilh- 
out entirely dtsei|>aling our inquietudes. Tlie winter 
was too far advuuced fur us to hope lo travel niucli lodg- 
er upon the snow, without the acoide/ital return of tliij 
frost ; imd should it not retuRi again, the only thing we 
could do, was lo wait till the lake sliould be entirely 
clcai'od uf the ice, and tlius we nii;j;lit he detained a 
furlni^ht or thi-ee weeks longer. In this case our silualion 
was likely to become as unfortunate as that to which we 
bad been reduced by our sbipwreck, exceplin!: tluit 
Uie weaUier ivas less sevfrre, that we were raliier better 
supplied with proviiious, and bad at least anus to recruit 

Tiia frost fortnoalely relurcd on the ISth, and we 
iL'siiIted to take »dTniitai;e of it the nest day. We 
that day proceeded six leagues, sonielinu's on floating 
ice, and BO me limes in die canoe. On the I4th our pru-. 
.visions being almost cousuued, 1 proposed to go io par- 
suit of game, wiiidi ajipearpd lo abound in Ibis dislricl. 
Tiie savages, in general, Uiink only on the w anis of the 
day, wilhoui Iroublins: llieEoselves about those of (be 
(uorrow. , 'ITiis foresigjit miglit, howerer, liave proved 
very essential, since a sudden tliaiv mit;ht have pre- 
vented us from goiuK out. I went into the woods ni|Ji 
one of my guides, and we soon discovered die truiuia 
of an elk, nbich my Lidian killed after uu bour-t's pitr- 
suitlikUc opened him with murh dexlcrily, caught tiie 
blood io a bladdi".-, and out ij;t (lie btdy into large 
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(giiarlers, part of which we carried on our sboitlilers id 
the canoe, sending the oilier Indian, my strrnnt, an<l 
Blr. Winslow for the rematniler. This cKpedSioD pro- 
cured us a sufficient stock of provisioDs to remove any 
ajiprehension of ivaul, ereu in raae a suildeil thaw prf- 
venteil us From continuing our route ou the lake, or in 
the wootts. 

We departed party in the morning of the ISlh, anil 
that day went 6ix leagues, which so diminisheil out 
»lrenE;th, ab^adly exhausted by lung hardships, tbat tl 
nas iiii passible to proceed the next day. We were 
detained by fatigue till the lOlli, nhcn we resumed eui 
journey in the saniL- manner, that is, partly on the floal- 
in(( ice, and partly in the canoe, io those places where the 
lake was not frozen. 

I Ihfn had an opportnnily to notice the i)caiilfe9 of 
t)ic lake, one of the finest that 1 have seen in America, 
though (be season was not calculated to shew it ta ad> 
vantage. It is covered with an iufiuitc number of email 
islsniH, dispersed over its sarfBce, which pive it a. great 
rescmhlnoGe tn the celebrLted lake of Killarneyr and th« 
other rresb-water lakes of Ireland. Nu setileinent hai 
ever been made on these islands, though (he soil a[K 
pears ferlilf, anfl the residence upon them wontd bo 
delightful iu summer, were it possible to procure fresh- 
water, of vihich they arc entirely destitute; and 
this is doubtless the reason why they ar« not i» 
habited. 

If the ice of the lake had been uninfcrtnpted, mid 
more soHd, we nhuuld have Buved much lime and trouMd 
by procoedin^ directly from puint to point, from one 
inland to aQolli<?r, instead of being obliged to make a 
long circuit at eToiy bay W« came to. 

On the 201h we arrived at S^ Peter's, a place wher« 
there io a settlement of a lew English and French fauu- 
lies. I am bound in gratttutle to make mention here ofi 
Mr. Cavannuh, an Eii)ciish merchant, nho received im 
wilii every kind of civility, anil who, bein^; infortont of 
my tiiisfortun'"?, tiad the coutideuce to odvaiuie tnv turn 
hundred pounds slcrlioi;, for a bill of exchange tvhioh 1 
gave him on my father, though our name was ufUriy 
--' 1 to him 
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At St. Peter's I slmuld tiAve liired a fisliing-boat to 
refiair to Hftlilax, but for the Rpprebcnsion of falling into 
the hands of tbe American privateers, with whi6b those 
seas were tJicn infested. The lake being in tbis place 
separated from the sea by a forest ebout a mile broati, 
we bad only lo drag our canoe that disttuice, in order to 
reach Uie coast and embark. After stopping the follow- 
ing days in diOerenl places of little consequence, tv^ 
arrived on tbe 2Sth at Narrasboe, where we were receiv- 
ed with the same hospitality as al HI. Peter's. We left 
it on the 26th, in our canoe, to re|iair to Isle Maitame, 
situated abont the middle of the streighls of Canceau, 
which B^arale Cnpe Breton from Nova Scolia ; but at 
die point of that island we discortred such a prodigious 
•quantity of floating ice, that it would have been tbe 
height of imprudence to venture our Iceble bark among 
il. We therefore returned to Narroshoe, where I hir- 
ed a vessel capable of resisting its violence. I ordered 
tbe canoe to be taken on board, and on the 27th, with 
the assistance of (he most lavorable wind, we crossed 
Ihe Btreiglits in three houra, and landed at Canceaii, 
which ^es name to diem. At length, after a naviga- 
tion of ten days along tlie coast, our caiioe brought us in 
eafety into the harbor of Halifax. 

The Indians having received the sum we bad agreed 
upon, and the presents with which I endeavored to sal- 
jaiy my gratitude towoTds those to whom I owed tlie 
preservation of my life, left us in a few days lo return 
to their island, Aa 1 was obliged (o wait a considerable 
lime longer for a vessel, 1 had, during that interval, the 
fialisfaclioD to be joinerl by my companions in misfor- 
tune, whom (he other Indians had uodtTtdken to con- 
duct by Spanish River. At last, after waiting two 
monUis, I embarked in the ship called Uie Royal Oak, 
and arrived at New-York, where I delivered my dis- 
patches (o Ge«eral Clinton in a very tattered condition

After the <Iecisiv« engasmem in Ibc West-lo* 
(lies, on Ihe gluntrus 13th of April, 1782, when Uw 
Frenpli fleet under Count lie Onwse waa drft^ali^d by 
Ailmira] Sir Geui^c Riiilney, svverni of llie C8|itared 
ships, besides many dthers, \tert cither lost or dianbletl| 
on Ihcir homenard bound pass^c, nilh a large convdy. 
Among those lost wns the Centaur of Heviittyfour gutWi. 
wbose coinmander, Cnptatn In^eReld, nith the naateri 
nud ten of the crew, experieaced a inoct frovidential 
escape from the general fate. 

The captain's narrative affowls the best explanation afi 
the maimer and means by wliich this signal dellTeiwiu 
was effected. Those only who are pprsonally tuTohtdi 
in such a calamity can dvscnbe their sciisatioiM v'lttki 
full enei^, and furnish, in each detail, those Iniits ofi 
Ihf heart which never fail to inleri^et. ' 

I'lie Centaur (^ays Captain lnj:lefiel<l) left JanBirji<l^ 
rather a tcaky condition, beeping two hnml-punips golnn^ 
and when it blew fresh, sometimes n spell «ilh I 
rhain-pomp nas necessary. But I bad no wpprrhenBhini 
that tlie shij) was not ahle to pncoonier a coiiunon gnln 
of vriutj 
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In (he evenii^ or tbe ! 6th of September, wheu the fulal 
cHle came oo, Oie ship was prepared for Die worst weath- 
er usually met in Ihoec latitudes, the maiii-«ai] Has reef- 
cd and set, the top-gallant tnaels struck, and Uie inizen- 
fard lowered ('.owo, though at that time it did not blow 
very strong. Toirarils midnight it blew a gale of wiod, 
Kud the ship made so much wuter that I was obliged to 
turn all hands up to Epell the pumps. Tli« leak sliU in- 
, creasing, 1 liad (hou^ts to liy the ship before the sea. 
Happy 1 should have bees, perhaps, had I in this been 
determined. The impropriely of leaving the convoy, 
except in lhe%st extremity, and the hopes of the weath- 
er growing moderate, weighed against the opinion that it 
was right^ 

About two in the morning the wind lulled, and ne 
flattered ourselves the gale wae breaking. Boon after 
we had much thunder and liglitning from the soutji-easl, 
witli rain, when it be^in to blow strong in gusts of wind, 
which obliged me to haul the niain-sail up, the ship be- 
ing then under bare poles. This was scarcely done, 
when a gust of wind, exceeiling in violence any thing of 
the kind I had ever seen or bad any conception of, laid 
tiie siup upon her beam ends. The water forsook Qie 
hold and appeared bcttveen decks, go as to tilt the men's 
hammodcs to leeward : the ship lay motionless, and ^a 
sll appearance Irrecoverably overset. The waler m- 
creasing fast, forced tbrou^ the cells of the ports, and 
scuttled in the ports from tiie pressure of Uie ship. I 
gave immodiale direcltons to cut away the main and 
misen masts, ho|>ing when the ship righted, to wear her. 
The mizenioast went first, upon rutting one or two of 
the lanyards, without the smallest cRect on llie ship; 
the main-mest followed, upon cutting Uie lanyanl of one 
I shroud; and I had the disHp'i>oinlmeiit to see the folie- 
' mast and botvsprit follow. The ship upon this immedi- 
ately tjghled, but with great violence ; and the luution 
was so quick, that it was diSlcult for the people to work 
the pumps. Three guns broke loose upon the imiSnr 
' deck, and it was some <i:> e before they were s-euceill. 
iHeveral men being liiaimpd in this attempt, every move- 
able was destroyed, eilhfer from the shot thrown loose 
K lockers, or the wreck of the deck, Th« ofli- 
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bers, who had left their beds naked, when the ^bip over- 
set in the morning, had not an urticle of clolbes ' 
put on, nor could Uieir frienda euppi; Ibein. 

The ma&ls hnd not been over the sides ten minub 
before I was informed the tiller had broken sliorl in th^ 
rudder-h«ad; and. before the chocks could be pl&eed^ 
the rudder itself was gone. Thus we were as mucJi 
disastered as it wn£ possible, lying at the mercy of lh« 
wiofi and sea: yet 1 bad one comfort, tltat Lbe pumps, 
if any ttung, reduced the water in tlie hold ; and as 
niornin~ cami: on (the ITI]i) the weather grew i 
moderate, the wiod having shifted, in the §tie, to norlb- 

At day-light I saw two line of battle ships tjkjeewenl; 
iini! had lost lier fdre-mast and bowsprit, the other her 
malB-niast. Jt was the general opinion on iKisrd the 
Centaur, that the fonncr was the Canada, the other ths 
Olorieux. The Ramilies was not in sight, nor more thsa 
fifteen sail of laerdiant ships. 

About seven in the morning I saw another tine of ba^ 
tie ship ahead of us, whicJi 1 soon distintruisbed to be itm' 
Ville de Paris, with all her masts standing, 
ately gave orders (o make flie signal of distress, boiStiB 
ing the ensign on the stump of (he tniKen-masI, uaiori' 
tiowntvards, and firing one of the forcasllt; gnna. Thee 
ensign bleiv away soon after it was hoisted, and it wv 
the only one we had remaining; but I had the satisTac^ 
tion lu ace tlie Ville de Paris wear and stand towanbnii.f 
Several of tiie merchant ships also approached us, andj 
Ibosc that could, bailed, and offered their assistaMcf 
but jJepending upon the Kuig's ship, I only thanked' 
them, desiring, if (hey joined Admiral Graves, to i"~ 
quaint him of our condiliun. 1 had not lbe small' 
doubt but the Ville de Paris wns coming to us, as b 
iip|ieared to uS'Dot to have suffered in the least by t 
storm, and having seen her wear, we knew she was t 
der^vernment of her helm: at this time also, it ww' 
moderate that the merchantmen set their top^aih, t 
approaching williin two mil«-, she jiassed us to wli 
ward; Ibis being observed by one of the merchant ebifM^'* 
I jAe wore ami came under our stern, ofTerm^ to Wtf- 
L m' nSefango to her. I desired the master would a^ 
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qnitint Capt^n Wilkinson that tlic Ccnlaur had lost her 
rutlder, as well as her mnsts ; that sIig niade a ^reftl 
deal of water, and thtit 1 desired he wnuld rrniRin wilii 
her nnW the iveather grew moderate I saw the iner- 
chanlmmi approach aftemards near enough to sjieoL to 
the Vilie de Paris, but I am afraid that her conilitioii was 
much worse than it appeared to be, as slie conltnued u))- 
on thai tack. In the mean time alt the riiiarterdeck 
guns were throna ovf^rboard, and all bat six, which iiatl 
qverset, off the main-deck. The ship, Ij'in^ in the 
trougli of the sea, labored prodigiously. 1 ^t over 
one of the small aniUiore, with a boom and several crni 
carriages, veering out from the head-door by a large 
hawser, to keep the shi|i'3 bow to the sea: but 
this, with a top- gallant-sail upon the stmnp of the mizea- 
mut, had not the desired effect. 

As the evening rnme on it grew ha^.y, and blew 
strong in squalls. We lost sight of tlie Ville de Paris, 
but I thought it a certainty that we should see her the 
next morning. 1'he nig:lit tvas passed in coBstant labor 
at the pump. Someliroes the wind lulled, and Ihe wa* 
ter diminished; whrai it blew strong again, the sea rising, 
the. water again increased. 

Towards the morning of the 13th I was informed 
there was seven feet water upon tlie kelson ; that one 
of the winches was broken ; Uia^^e two spare ones 
il'onlil not fit, and that the huiu^ffifs- were c)iok<;d. 
These tircumstaiicea were suQicienlly alarming t but 
upon openuig the afteHiold, to get some rum up for the 
people, wc found our condition much more so. 

It will be necessary to mention, that the Oenhiyr's af- 
tei^hold w;is inclosed by a bulk-head at tlie after part of 
the well ; here all the dry provisions, and the ship's ruai 
were slowed upon twenty chaldrons of coal, which un- 
fortunately had tKen started on Uiis part of tlic ship, and 
Oy UieJii the pumps were continually chohed. Thediain- 
pumps were so much worn as (o be of little uhg ; and 
the leathers, which, had Uie well been clear, nould have 
laateil twenty days, or more, were all pflr.'iumed iu ilghl. 
At this time it was observed, that ihe tvnter had uot a 

e to Ihe well, for there wdb so n\u(^'^>i VhtV-^'* 
d against Uie orlop-deck. All the rum, Vwevi — "*' 
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puncheons ; and all the provisions, of which Uiere n 
fiuflicienl for two monlhs, in casks, were staved, haviM 
floated with violence, from siile to siile, aiiUl there woj 
^ota whole cask remaining: even the stavM UMtt 
found upon^clearing the hold, were most of Ihem broken 
in two pieces. In the forc-hoId we had a prospect of 
perishing: sliould the ship swim, we had no wa(«r l>iit 
what remained in the grotmd tier ; and over this M tho 
wet provisions, and butts filled wilh salt-water, vren 
floating, and with so much motion, that no man coulil 
with BsJel.v go into the hohi. There was nothing left 
for us to try, but bailing with buckets at the for«*halch- 
tray and fish room ; and twelve large canvas buckets 
ivcre immeiUdlely employed at encb. On opening the 
fish room we were so farlDnate os to discover, that two 
puncheons of mm, wliicb beloncied to me, had eacapedi. 
Tiiey were immediately got up, and sen'ed out at 
times in drains ; and had it not been for this relief, and' 
some lime juice, tlie people would have dropped. 

Wc soon found our account in bailing; the spars 
pump had been put do(vn the fore hatchway, 
pump shifted to llic fish room ; but the niulion of tin' 
ship had washed the coals so small, tliat they had r«itob-' 
ed every pnil of the ship, and the pumps were aooB ^ 
choked. However, the water by noon had considerably 
itirainisli<^d by woH^ul the buckets ; but there appeireil 
no prospect oS''aliffgtiie ship, if the j;ale continiietf. 
The lallnr was to great lo hold out w ilhoul water ; yel ] 
the pople worked without a murmur, and indeed wiUl^j 
cheerfulness. J 

At Ibis lime (be weallier was more moderate, eiul »] 
couple of spars were got ready for shears to set up ft] 
jury foremast; but as liie eveniag came on, the |t;BJu 
a^ain increased, ^e had seen nothing this day but the" 
' ' ) tliat bad lost her main mast, and she appeared to ' 
OS much in want of a^istance as ourselves, hnving 

'd guns of distrcsE ; and before ingbl I was told her 
■mast was gi>ne. 

'lie Ceiilour labored so much, that I had scarce!;' ■ 
he- could swim till morning. However, by "" 

of llie chain putnps and bailing, we f 
t our eu(r«rin^ for want of WMter Vii 
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great, nnd many of ibe people could not be restrained 
ItoiA dnnking salt-waler. 

At day-li^it (the l9Ui} there was no -vessel la sight ; 
and flftshea from cuns tiaviog been seen in the niglit, we 
feared the ship we had seen the preceding day had &)im- 
dered. Towards ten o'clock in the rorenoon the weath- 
er grew more moderate, the water diminished in the 
bold, and the people were encouraged to redouble their 
eBorts to i!;ct the water low enough to break a ca$k of 
fresh water out of the ground tier ; and some of the 
most resolute of the seamen were employed in the 
attempt. At noon we succeeded with one cask, ivhicb, 
tfiotigti little, was a seasonable relief. AH the officere. 
passengers, and bOys, who were not of the profession of 
seaman, had been employed thrumming a sail, which 
was passed under the ship's bottom, and I thought it had 
same eSiect. The shears were raised for the fore meet; 
the weather looked promising, the sea fell, and at nigtit 
we were able to rplieve at the pumps and bailing ercry 
two hours. By the morning of tlie 20tJi the fore-hold 
was cleared 'of (lie water, and we bad the comfortable 
promise of a fine day. It proved so, and I was <letej'- 
mineit to make use of it wiih every possible eserlion. 
1 divided the ship's company, wilb theollicers attending 
them, into parties, to raise the jury fore-mast ; to heave 
over the lower^deck glins ; to clear the wrecks oC Ihe 
fere and after holds ; to prepare Ifas tncbinc forsteerinr; 
the ship, and to work tlie pumps. By mglil the Hfler- 
bold was as clear as when the ship nas laimched ; foi-. 
to our astonishment, there whs nol a shovel of coals 
remaining, twen^ chaldrons having been pumped out 
ainee Ihe commencement of the gale. Wiu(l 1 have wi- 
led the wreck of the hold, was Uie bulk tieads of (lie 
after hold, (ish room, and spirit reams. The .^tandatds 
ot the cock-pit, and immense quantity of slaves ai:d 
wood, and part of tlie limng of Ihe sh^*, were thrown 
over-board, that if the water should again appear in the 
bold, we mi^it have no impediment in baiting. All the 
guua were overboard, the fore-mast secured, and the 
machiiu*, which was to lie similar to that with whiuh the 

«ih was steered, ivas in great fiirKKC&a«» -, %q 
waa in hopes, the moderate weattitt cQUCt£»&«^ 
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that I should be able to steer the ship b; noon the fol- 
lowing day, and at least save the people on some of (tie 
Western Islands. Had we had any other ^hjp in Gomiia- . 
ny Kith us I should have thought it my duty to have 
quitted the Centaur this day. 

'i'lus niglit the people got some rest by relievinf Ihe 
watches ; but in the morniag of die 2Ist we had the 
mortification to find that the weather again threstetiec), 
and by noon it blew a gale. Ilie slup labored greatljr, 
an<t the water appeared in the fore and after-hold, and 
iucreascd. The carpenter also informed me that the 
leathers were nearly consumed ; and likewise that 
the chains of the pumps, by constant exertion, and 
the friction of the coals, were considered as nearly 
useless. 

Aa we had now no other resource hut hailing, I gave 
orders that scuttles should be cut through the decks to 
introtluce more buckets in tlie hold ; and all the 8«l-' 
makers were employed, ni^t and day, in making can-' 
vas buckets : and the orlop deck httving fallen in on ttw 
brboard side, I ordered the sheet cable lo be roused 
overhoard. The wind at this time was at west, unt 
being en the larboard tack, many schemes had beeo.< 
practiced to wear Ihe ship, that we might drive into s 
foss boisterous latitude, as well as approach the Western 
Uamb ; but none succeeded : and having a weak car- 
prater's crew, they were hartlly sufficient to attend th» 
pumps i so that we could not make any pri^esB- ' 
with llie steering miachine. Another sail had been 
thrummed and got over, but we did not find its use; 
indeed tltere was no prospect but in a change of weath- 
er. A large leak had been discovered and stopl in tba 
ford bold and another in the lady's hole, but the ship 
appeared so weak from her laboring, that it was clesr 
ehe coulil not last lon^. The after cockpit had faReia 
in, the fore cock-pit tite same, with all llie store ruona 
down ; tlie stern post was so loose, that m die ship riill- 
ed, tlie water rushed in on either side in ffkat atreanss, 
Which we could not stop. 

Ni^l carne on, with the same ilreary prospect as ua^ 

/irccetHliii^, and was it»ssti\ w i^>u,vWa«.l «Aul(s ot 
JUommg came, ^Ihc ■iSi^\ yrHaxfA •h.'M V"*"^ 
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iny Itung, or uny change of weather, and the day was 
spent with the same struggles to keep t be shi)i above 
naler, pumping and bailing al tlie hatchways aD<l scut- 
tles. Towards night anotlierof the ctiain pumps was 
rendered qiiitt useless, by one of the rullers being dis- 
placed at the bottom of the pump, and Iliis was wiihout 
remedy, there being too mucb water In the well to get 
to it : we also had but six leathers remaining, so that the 
late of the stup was not far oS. Still the labor went on 
without any apparent despair, every officer taking his 
share of it, end the people were tdways cheerful and 
obediant. 

During the night the water increased : but about 
seven in Ihe morniog of the 2dd I was told that as uuu- 
suai quantity of water ^peared, all at once, in the fore 
hold, which, upon my goiug forward to be conTinced, 
I found but too true ; the stowage of the hold ground- 
tier was all in motion, so that in a short time Uiere was 
not a whole cask to be seen. We were convinced the 
ship had sprung a fresh leak. Another sail had been 
thrumming all aight, and 1 was giving directions lo place 
it over the bons, when I perceived the thip settling by 
the head, the lower deck bow-ports being even wilii 
the water. 

At tliis period Ihe carpenter acquainted me the well 
wu staged in, destroyed by the wreck of Ihe hold, and 
the cluin pumps diBplaced and totally useless. There 
was nothing left but to redouble our efforts in bailing, but 
it became (tifficuU to 1)11 the buckets, front the quantity uf 
gtnvea, jilanks, anclwrstouk, and yard arm pieces, 
ntiich were now washed from the wings, and Roaling 
fnMii side to side with the motiou of the shiji. Tlie peo- 
pie, tilltliis period, liad labored, as if determined to con- 
quer their diificullies, witliout a murmur or without a 
tear ; but now seeing their efforts useless, many oi ■ 
Ibeui bunt into tears and wept like children. 

I gave orden fur die anchvfB, of which we had two 
remaining, to be Ihi-otvn overboard, one of whjctr, (tlie 
spare anchor,) had b-cn most surpriaiugiy hove in upon 
the foi\casl)o Knil uiid ships, when the ship had beta 
iipBB.iMM[i*iaawniiit»i,ond gone ttirutii^l) the d^ 
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Ev«iy time that I vi^lttd the hotcb-vray I obseired 

e water uicreaseii, and at noon washed even with the 
«rlop-dei;k : the csriienler assured me the sbJ|ieoulti not 
Bwun long, and proposed making raTta to float the shift's 
company, whom it was not iu my power to eucoHTage 
any kingei' with a prospect of their safety. Some ap- 
peared p^ecUy resigned, went to (heir hammocks and 
desired tbeir mesBiuatea to lash them in j others weie 
lashing Uiemselves to grating and sinsti rafts ; tiut (be 
mo^t predominant idea was, that uf putting on their best 
and cleanest clothes. 

The weather, about noon, had been something mode- 
rate, and as rafts had been mentioned by the carpenter, 
1 thought it right to make the attempt, though I knew- 
our booms could not float half the ships company in fine 
weather ; but we were iu a situation to tatch at & straw. 
I. therefore catied tlie ship's company together, told them 
my iatention, recommending to them to remain reguUr 
HDd olMdient to their oiBcers. Preparations were imme- 
diately made to this purpose ; the booms were cleared; 
the boats, of which we had three, viz. cutler, piiauee, 
■Uitl five-oared yawl, were got over the sid4 ; a bag oS, 
bread was ordered to be put in each, and any Uojuois 
that could be gat at, for the purpose of supplyii^ the 
nris. I bad intended myself to go in the five-oami 
jrawl, and the coxswain was desired to get any thii^ 
from my steward that might be useful. Two men, cap- 
tains of the (ops, of the forecastle, or quart er-maalen, 
were placed in each of them, to prevent any person from 
forcing the boats, or getting into them until an arrai^^ 
ment was made. While these preparations were tnak- 
iug, the ship was gradually sinking, the orlop-decks bar- 
ing bt'cu blown up by the waler in the hold, and the eaUea 
Boated to the gun deck. The mm had some time qint- 
cd their employment of bailing, and the ship was teft 
to her fate. 

In Uie afternoon tJie weather again Uirealened, and 

Mew strongly in squalls ; llio sen ran high, and eoe of 

tbe 'boats (tlieyawl) was staved along-side oihI sunk. As 

" e evening approached, tlie ship appuarmj ItUle note

Oie love of life, which I believe never sheweil itself later 
in the approach In death, be^an now to level all Uislinc- 
lions. It was imposaible, indeed, for any man to <le- 
ceive himself with a hope of being saved upon a raft in 
Bucli s sea ; besides Ihtil, the ship in sinking, it ivas 
probable, would carry every thing down with her in B 
Turlex, to a certain distance. 

It wss near five o'clock, when, coming from my 
eabin, I obeerved a. niiinbor of people looking very Bnx- 
iously over the side ; and Inoking over myself, I saw 
that several men had forced the (linnace, and tliat more 
were attempting to get in. I had immediate thoughts of 
securing this boat before she might be sunk by numbers. 
^ere appeared not more than a moment for constdera- 
lioD ; to remain and perish with the ship's company, to 
whom I could not be of use any )on);er, or seir.e the 
opportunity, which seemed the only way of escaping, 
and leave the people, with whom I had been so well 
satjaFied on a variety of occasions that 1 l|iou<rlit I could 
gi*'e my life to preserve Ihem. This, indeed, was a 
painful conflict, such as, I believe, no mun ran detribe, 
nor any have a just idea of who hus'nol been in a sinii' 
Iftr situation. 

The love of life prevailed. I called to Mr. Rainy, 
the ma.ster, the only officer upon deck, desired him to 
follow me, and immediately descended into the boat 
at the after part of the chains, but not without great 
difBcully eot the boat clear of the ship, twif e the num- 
ber tfani the bout would carry |iushing to gel in, and many 
jumpini; into the water. Mr. Baylis, a yountt gentla- 
man Srieen yeara of ape, leaped fmni the chains, after 
the boat had got off, and was taken in. 'J'he boat 
blltng astern, became exposed to the sea, and we en- 
deavored to pull her bow round fo keep her to the 
break of the sea, and to. pats to windward of the ship ; 
but in the attempt she whs nearly filled, the sea ran too 
high, and the only probability of living was keeping her 
before the wind. 

It was then that I became sensible how litde, if any, 
better our condition was than that of those who remain- . 
•d in the siiip ; at best, it appeared to be onlif tivt*Ao\*«,- 
1 of a miserable existence. 'Wc yiuc, t\V Vo^^' 
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twelve ID number, in a leaky boal, nilh one of (h« 
frunwales staved hi nenrl}' the miilcUe of the Wettem 
Ocean, without a compass, without (|ua(lrant, without 
stul, withoDt great coat or cloak, al) very thiolj clolhetli 
in a gale of wind, with a great sea running ! It wu 
now tire o'clock in the CTening, and in half an hour 
we lost siE^t of the ship. Before it was dark a blanket 
was discovered in the boat. This was immediaiel; bent to 
one of the stretches, and under it, as a sail, we scudded 
r11 night, in expectation of being gwallowed up by ercry 
wave, it being with ^eat didicuIFy that we conld some- 
times clear llie boat of the wat^r, before the return of 
the nest great sea; all of us half drowned, and sitting, 
except those who baled, at the bottom of the boat; and, 
vnlhout having really perished, t am sure no peophe 
ever endured more. In the morning the weather grew 
moderate, tlie wind having; shifted to the southward, aa 
We discovered by the sun. Having survived the night. 
We began to recollect ourselves, and to think of out < 
future preservation. 

W}iAi wc ([uitted the ship the wind w^s at N, W. or 
N, W. Faytd had borne E. 8. E. 260 or 260 leagues. 
Had (he wind continued for five or six days, there wiA 
a probabiiriy that runrang before the sea we might have 
ftillen in with some one of the Western Utands, Th« 
change of wind waa death (o these hopes ; for, should il[ 
come to blow, we knew there would be no preserving ; 
Sfe, but by rimnin^ before thi^ sea, which would cany) 

nsfiia to the northwai'd, where we must soon nfte^i 

.rds perish, 
■ Upon examining what we bad to snbsisf on, I fouqtl t^. 
bai; of bri'ad, a small ham, a single piece of pork, tntt 
«iuart bollleH of waler, and a lew of French cor4U«. ^ 
The wind conliniuid to the southward for eight or bum, 
days, and pro v it Icntinlly never blew so strung but Italj 
we could keep the side of the linat to the sea: bnt M \ 
were always most misembty Vet and cold. We kept A 
■ort of reckoning, biif tlie sun and stars being sobw^ 
what hidden from us, for twenty-four hoitni, we had no 
very eorrect idea of our navigation Wc judged, thai 
we had nearly an E. N K. course Moce the first, 
tun, nitich bad o«rri«d us to the S. £. snd 




' Kipected to see the islanil uf Corvo. In this, however, 
we were disappuinteii, and we feared that the soutlierly. 
»jud had driven us far to tiie norlhward. Our prayers 
were now Ibr a northerly wind. Onr condition began 
to be truly mUerable, both from hunger and cnlil ; for 
on the fifth day we had 'discovered thai our bread was 
nearly sli spoiled by salt water, snil it was necessary to 
go on an BlIowBoee. One biscuit divided into twelve 
moreels, for breakfast, and the same for diuner ; the 
neck of a bottle broken off, with the cork in, served 
for a glass, and this, filled with water, waa tlie allow- 
ance for twenly-four houi-s for each man, ThU wae 
done without any sort of partiality or distinction : but 
we must have perished ere this, had we not caught six 
quarts of rain water ; and tliis we could not have been 
blessed with, had we not fouiid in the boat a pair of 
sheets, which by accident had been put there. Tlie^e 
were spread when it rained, and when thoroughly wet, 
wnnig into the kiild, with wliich we baled the boat. 
With Uiis short allowance, which was rather lantalisang 
in our cDmTorllesB condition, we hcgui tu grow very fee- 
ide, aiid our eloUies being continually wet, our bodiea 
were, in many places, chafed into sores. 

On the I5th day it fell calm, and soon after a breeze 
of wind sprung up from the N. 9. W. ayd blew to a 
gale, so that we ran before the sea at the rate of five or 
six miles an hour under our blanket, till we judged we 
were to the southward of Payal, and to the westward 
60 leagues: but (he wind blowing strong we coutd not 
attempt to ateer for it. Our Mishes were now for the 
wind to shift to the westward. This was the Rfteenth 
day we had been in tite boat, aiid we )>nd only one day's 
bread, and one botllc of water reiDlining of a second 
supply of rain. Our sufferings were now as great as hu- 
maa streoglh could bear, but we were convinced that 
good s|iiril3 were a better supjxirt Ibau greal budilf 
slrenglh; for on Uiis day Thomas Mndhews, quarter-' 
master, the stoutest man in the boat, perished froo: hun- 
ger and coW : on Uie day before he had coniplninrd of 
want of alreugfh in his tbrtial, as iie expressed it, to 
swallow his morsel, a<iH in Ihe ni«:)it drank 6bIi water, 
ir delirious, and died wittiout a Rrom. jtrtJiV 
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^^^^H|mt to s certkintf that we should all perisfa in Ibe sam* 
^^^^^Daimer in a day or two, it was somewhat i^omfortable 
^^^m to reflecl, that dyiug of hunger was uot so dreadful as 
^^^^.«ur imogiaationa had represented. Otiiere had coio- 
^^^n plained of these sy niploms in their throats ; some bad 
^^^ drank their own urine; and all but myeclf hand drank 
saJt- water. 

As yet despair and gloom had been successfully pro- 
hibited i and, as the evenings closed in, tlie men hsd 
been encouraged by turns to eing a song, or relate k sto- 
ry, instead of supper ; but this evening I found it impos- 
sible tu raise either. _ Aa the nightcame on it fdl calm, 
snd about midnight a breeze of wind sprang up, weguesi- 
ed from the westward by the swell, but there not being 
a star to be seen, we were afraid of running out of onr 
tvay, and waited impatiently for the rising sun to be our 
p. compass. 

As soon aa the dawn appeared, we found the wind to 
«e:(actly as we had wished, at W. S. W. and imme- 
iately spread our sail, running before tbe seaat the rale 
f four miles an hour. Our Ia«l breakfast bad been 
kervrd with the bread and water remaining, when John 
^^c^o^y, f(uarler-ma£ter, deelared wilh much confidenee, 
tet lie saw land in tlie S. E. We had so often seen 
fog-banks, whid^lU (he appearance of land, that 1 did 
nut trust myself (^Believe it, and cautioned (he people 
(who were CKtravaganlly elaleil,) that they mi^t not 
feel llie eflecls of disappointment : till at length one of 
them broke out into a most immoderate swearing At of 
joy, which I could not reslrnin, and declared lie had 
never seen laud in his life if what he now saw tvaa not 
land. 

We immediately shaped onr course for it, though an 

The wind freshened ; 11m 

boat went through the water at the rate of live or ftx 

miles an hour, and in Iwa hour's (ime the land waa

wo to us in thifi insUtncc. 
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In ev«xpart offlic horizon, cxoppf where Ihe land was 
<1iscu;rered, there wne eo thick a hjnte Ihnt ue could not 
liave seen any thinji for moi* Uifln Oiree or fuur lesgues. 
Fajal, by our reckoning, bore E. by N. which couree 
we.nere steering, and in a few liours, had not the sky 
■ opened for our preservation, we shoujil have increased 
our distance froio tfie land, got to llie eastivard, aiid of 
course misBed alllhe islaiid. Ae wp ftpproftched* the 
land oui' belief had stienglhened that itVaa Fayal. 
The island of Pico, wliich might have rew^ed it to us, 
bad the tvealher heen perfectly clear, was at this time 
capped with clouds, and it. was some time hefure we 
were quite salislied, having traversed lor l^vo hours a 
great part of the islaiid, where the steep end rocky s^Ore 
refused us a landing, This circumstance was borne 
ivith much imjntience, fur ive had flattered ourselves 
tliat we should meet with fresh water at the first part 
of die land we might approach ; and being disappointed, 
the thirst oV some bad increused ausiety alni<ist to n 
degree of raa.dueBs ; so that we were uear making the 
alleiupt to land in some plau^ wlierc tho t>oat must 
have been dashed to pieces by tlie surf At lenglli we 
discovered a fishing cauoe, wl>tch conducted us into 
the road of Fayat about mithiight ; but where the regu- 
lation of the port did not permit us to land lill e?iGm'meiI 
by the health officers : however, I did not llirnk much 
of sleeping this ni^t In tlie boat, our pilot having 
brought us some refreshments i^f bread, wine, and tva- 
ler. In the morning we were visited by Mi'. Graham, 
the English consul, whose humane attcnllon made very 
ample ameuils for the formality of the Porlugucacr* 
Indeed 1 cno never sufficiently e^iireiis the sense I have 
of his kiudnese and humanity, botKto myself and peo- 
ple ; for, I believe, if was Uie whole of Ws-emiiloy- 
menl for several days to contrive the best menus of 
vesturing us to heaHb opd stren<^t. It is true, I believe 
there never were more pitiable ohjepti. Some of tbt: 
stoutest men helnn^'ng to the Cenlaur were obli^l 
to be supported through the streets of Faynl. Mr. 
Raiiiy, the mastei', and uiyedf, were, [ think, iu lietter 
6mth than the rest; but t eouid not wa!k HJIhuul btiog 
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■njifiortetl ; and for several days, with the best ami 
most comfortable provtNons of diet and lod^ng, we 
greir rather woree than better.

^e bottom all alon^ this coast is rompu<!cd uf e hind 
f miitl, or clay, in which tbe anchors sink tn tbe depth 
I Sitn-e aeSanr fathoms, and upon which the lieelsome- 
flti strikes williout stopping Uie vessel, llie sloop 
iiig at andior liiren leagues and a half from tfie shore 
' ire rathoTDs water, the moulh of Die Deinarara river 
inir S. S. W, Dnd It being the rainy season, my crew 
J niferfrom the sea for llicir ii^c, ivlticli viBJijS 
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Its sweet as good riyer water. The current occasioned 
by Ihe trade niitils, tmil tlie numerous riverB nhicli tail 
into the sea, carried us at Ihe rale of four miles an hour, 
towards the west and oorth-west. 

In Itie evening of the 4lh of August, I was tacking 
about, between (he latitude of ten and twelves decrees 
north, with a fresh hreez.e, which obliged me to reef my 
sails. At midnight, finding that Ui« nirnl increaEed, in 
proportion as tlie moon, then on the want^, rose above 
Ihe horizon, and that my bark, which was deeply laden, 
labored excessively, I would not retire to rest till the 
weather became more moderate. 1 told my mate, whose 
name was WUliams, to bring me a boltlu of beer, and 
both silling down, I upon a hen-coop, and Williams upon 
the deck, we began to tell storiea to pass the time, 
according to the custom of meriiiere of every country. 
The vesKel suddenly turned witl) her broatlEide to wind- 
ward : I called to one of the seamen to put the helm 
a weather, but he replied it had been so for some time, 
I directed my mate to see if Ihe cords were not en- 
tangled : he informed rae that it was not. At lliis mo- 
ment the vessel swung round with her licad to the sea, 
and plunged ; her head filled in such a mnnner that she 
could not rise above the surf, wbicfa broke over us to 
the heiglit of tlic anchor stocks, and we were presently 
lip to our necks in water; eveiy Uiing it) the cabin wa.-^ 
washed away, Some of the crew, which consictetl of 
nine men, were drowned in Ibeir hammocks, without a 
cry or groan. When tbe wave biul passed, 1 took 
the hatchet that was banging up near the fire-place, to 
cut away tlie shrouds to prevent tlie ship from upscl- 
liup, hut in vain, t-he upset, soil turned over again, 
with her ciaets and sails iu Ihe tvaler ; tUe hurse=i roHeil 
one over the other and were drowned, forming altogether 
a most melancholy spectacle. 

I had but one small boat, nimut twelve or Ihirteeu 
feet long ; she was fixed, wiUi a cable coil*-d inside of 
her, between the pump and tlie side of tlie ship. Prov 
ii^enlisUy for our jireservation there was no ocCBsfon to 
Inf^b Iter last ; but wo at this time entrrtniDed no Hope of 
' ^ ■> the large cable wiihi^tMn(.^00Jite«n 
■; nodVhri " " " " 
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le among another, preTcnted ber troat, rising to tb« 
aufface of the water. 

In tttia dreailful sifuatioD, holiline by tite shrouds, and 
stiiiiping off my clothes, 1 looked round me for some 
plank or empty box to preserve my life us long as il 
should plense the Almighty, when 1 perceived my mate 
and two seamen hangiiiE; hy a rope, and imploring God 
to receive their souls. I told them that the man who 
was not resigned to die when it pleased his Creator (o 
call him out of the world was not fit to live. I advised 
llieni to undress as 1 had done, and to endeavor to sdse 
the fii'st object that could assist Ihcm in presen-ing their 
lives. Williams followed my advice, stripped hiinselT 
quite naked, and betook himself to sniinniing, looking^ 
out for whateTer he could find. A moment aflerwan la 
he cried out : — Here is (he boat, keel uppermost ! I im- 
meiliatcly stram to him, and found him holding the boat 
by Uie keel. We then set to work to turn her, but ia 
vain ; at length, however, Williams, who was the beav- , 
iest and atrongiest of the two, contrived to set bi» teH 
n^inst the grmwale of the boat, laying hold of the keel 
with Ills hands, and with a violent effort nearly succeed- 
ed in overturning ber. I being to windward, pushed 
and lifted her up with my shouldei's on the opposite sid«. 
Atlenglh, uitli the essislance of the surf, ne turned 
Uer OTOT, but she was full of water. I gut into her, and 
endeavored by the means of a rope belonpng to the rig- 
ging, to dt&w her to the masl of the vessel. In tl« 
intervals between (he waves the mast always rose ki 
the height of hfteen or twenty feet above the watur. 
I passed the end of the rope fastened lo the boat onc« 
round the head of the masl, keeping hold of the 
end ; each lime that tlie masl rose out of tvater, it lined 
up both the boat and me ; I Dien let go the rope, and 
by this expedient ihe boat was three-fourths emptied; 
but having notliing lo enable me to disengage her from 
the mast and shrouds, they fell down upon itte, driving 
the hoal and m« again umler water. 

Af;cr repenleil allempW lo empty her, in which I wxt 
urmlly uounded imd bruised, I began lo haul Ihe boat, 
tth water, towards Ihe vessel, by Ihe shrautle; 
^tlv bark bod sunk by this time lo wach a ilqilli, 
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tliat oitlf B Etnall part of her stem nss to be seen, upon 
which my mate and two other seamen tvert hohiing last 
by a rope. 1 threw myself into the water, with the rope 
of the boat in the mouth, and swaiu towards them to 
give them the end to lay hold of, hoping, by our united 
Btrength ; that we should be able to haul the host ovec 
the stem of the vessel ; we exerted our utmOBl efforti, 
and ftt this moment I nearly had my tJiigh brohen by a 
shock of the boat, being between her and lh« ship. 
At length we succeeded iu hauling her over the etern, 
but had the nuBrortune to break a bole in her bottom in 
this mauffiuvre. As soon as my thigh was & little recov- 
ered from the blow, 1 Jumped into her with one of th« 
men, and stopped the leak with a piece of his eoorsa 
shirt, it was extremely fortunate for us that tljis maa 
did not know how to swim ; it will soon be seen what 
benefit we derived [rom his ignorance : bad it not been 
fortliiswe must all have perished. Being unable to 
GWtm, he had not stripped, and had thus preserved his 
coarse shirt, a knife that was in his pocket, and an 
enormous hat, in the Dutch fashion. The boat being 
fastened to the ringing, was no s,ooDer cleared of the 
greatest part of the water than a dog of mine came to 
me, running along the gunwale ; I took him iu, thank' 
ing Providence for having thus sent provision for a limti 
of necessity. A moment after the dog bad entered, tlbe 
rope broke with a jerk of (he vessel, and I found my- 
self drifting away. 1 called my mate and the otiicr 
man who swam to me : the former hail fortunately 
found a small spare lop-mast, which served us for & 
rudder. We assisted the two others to get into llie boat, 
uid soon lost sight of our ill-Zated bark. 

It was then four o'clock in the morning, as I judged by 
the dawn of day, which began to appear, so that about 
two hours had elapsed since we were obhged to abdudtm 
her. What prevented her from foundering sooner » 
my having taken on board about ISO barrels of biscuit, 
as many or more cai>ks of flour, and 300 tirkins of but- 
ter, all which sitbslam»'s float upon Die water, and are 
soaked through but slowly aad by degrees. J 
^jrtjvere clear of the wreck, we kept the boat before 
^^^■Bjiid as »ell as wc could, and whea it grew ligb{ J

T our host we liiid liold of the bus, ami used every

f finit tn sink tier. In Rpili! of all our entieavore we could i 

' tMrt (itrce open the llil ; we were obliged to leave it 

behind, wUli atl the ^od things it contahied, and to 

lucrease our rliHiresB we had by this effort alinoat filled 

nur boat with water, end had more than once Dearly 

sunk ber. 

Wer, however, had the gootl fortune to pick up thlr- 
I teen onions ; we saw many more, but were nnable to 
[ reach them. These thirteen onions anil my doj;, with- 
out a single drop of fresh water, or any liqitor wlialcver, 
tvere alt that we luid to subsist upon. We were, accor- 
ding to my oomput«lion, above Hfty leaguei frotii land, 
tiavhift neither jnast, seiU, nor nare, to direct us, nor any 
kind of articles besides the knife of the sailor who could 
not swim, his shirt, n piece of which we liad already 
n«cd to stop the lealt in our boat, and his ivide trowsera. 
We tliis day cat Die remainder of his ahirt into strips, 
which we twisted for rigging, and then fell tn work alter- 
nately Ia tooeen the planks with which tlie boat nus lin- 
ed, cutting, by diat of time and patience, all round the 
heuds of the nails Ihat fostered thpin. Of these planks 
1W made k kind of mast, wliich we tied to the foremast 
bench ; a piece of hoard was substituted for a yard, to 
wtuch we fflsleaed the two parts of the tronsera, which 
served for sails, and Hssisled us in keeping the boBi 
before the wind, steering with Ihe to|i-mast as uientioa- 
d before, 

s ttie pieces of plank which wc hul detached from 
e inside of the boat were too short, and were not suf- 
at to go quite round the edge, when the sck ran 
r high, wi! were oljliffei!, in order to preTcnt the 
8 from entering t)ie twiit, to lie down sRveraJ times 
iDvialeon each sidu, nillxour backs to the 
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*ater, siid thus with am boilirs lo repel the surf, vvliile 
the (tlhrr, wiib the Dirtdi bat, was incessantly employ- 
«il in bulling mit the water ; bMidee nhrch the boat cod- 
linued lo make muter at the leak, whicli Ke were unable 
enlirelj Id slap. 

It was in thi« mdancfaoly silualinn, suti slack naked, 
that vre kept th« host before the uiiiil a^ well as w« 
could. The night of the first t\ay sfler our shipivrpck 
wrived before we had ivell couipleleil our sail; it 
grew dark, and we coutriTed to keep our bnat running 
before liie wind, at the rsis ol' about a Ifague an hoar. 
Tlie second Hay was more cnlni ; we each eat an onion, 
at different tiu)e«<, and began to fe«l thirst. In the night 
of the second day tlie nind becRme violent and rariable, 
and sometimes blowing;; from tlic north, which caused 
me great imea-iincss, being obliged to steer south, in 
order lo keep the boat before the wind, whereas we 
cAuld only hope to be saved by proceeding from east 

Ttie Ihh-d ilny we begnn lo suffer txccpdlngly, not 
only from hunger and thirst, but hkewise from the beat 
of Che SUM, which scorelied us in such B Diaoner, thai 
front the neck to the feiit our skin was as red and as 
full of bltslets Bs if ive had been burned by a fire. I 
Iflen seized my dog and plunged the knife in his throat. 
1 cannot even now refrain from weeping at the thou^Iit 
of it ; hul at the monienl I felt not the least compassion 
for liim. We cau^t his blood in Uie hat, receiving in 
niir bands and drinking what ran over : we afterwards 
dnmk in turn out of the bat, and felt nn^Belvcs refrvBh- 
ed. The f<iurtb day tlie ivind was ettremely vio- 
lenl, and the sea ran very high, so that we were 
more than once on the point of perishing; it wtta 
en this day in particular thai we were obliged to make 
a rampart of our bodiin in order to repef tlte waves. 
About noon a ray of hope dawned npon ua, hut booh 
vanished. 

We perceived a sloop, commanded by Caplqii}

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b; Ihe violence of the gale, to keep our boat before Ibe 
wind, for fear of foundering, ne had passed her a great 
distance before she crossed ue ; she steering direct south, 
and .we beariiig away to Ihe nest. Captsin SouUtejr 
was one of my particular friends. This disappmntiitent' 
so discouraged my two seamen that they refused to 
endeavoF any longer to earc their lives. In spite of " 
,t could-say, one of them would do nothing, not e« 
bale out the tvater which gained upon ue ; I had reconrse 
lo entreaties ; fell at his knees, but he remained unmov- 
ed. My mate and I, at lengtli, prevailed upon him, by 
threatening to kill him instantly willi (lie top-mast, which 
we used to steer by, and to kill ourselree afterwards, to 
put a period to our misery. This menace made aomo 
unpreGsien on bin), and he reeumed his emptoyment of 
bailing as before. 

On lliis day 1 set tlie others the example of eall 
piece of the dog with some onions ; it was with dUSr 
cully that I swallowed a few mouthfuls ; but in an I 
I lelt that this morsel of food had given me vigor. Bfy 
mate, who was of a much stronger coustitntioo, eat' 
more, whicb gave me much pleasure ; one of Uw ttTO 
men likewise tasted it, hut the other, whose name 
was Comings, either would uut or could not swallow « 
morsel. 

The finh day n-as more calm, and the sea miull, 
smoother. At day-break we perceived an enormoiM 
shark, as large as our boat, which followed us seveml 
hours, as a prey that was destined for him. Wa 
found in our boat a flying (ish, which liad dropped ftera 
iluring the nij^t ; we divided it into four parts, whicli 
ire chewed fo moisten our mouths. It was on this duf 
Ibnt, when pressed with hunger and despair, my a 
WilUawB, Imd the generosity to exhort us to cut t 
ynece ol' his thigh to refrrth ourselves with the blooilt 
«id to support life, hi Uie nisiht we had several shot»- 
«w, with some whid. We trieif to get some rain watrt 
Ity wringing Ihe Irowsers which served us for a sail, but 
vhen we canglit it in our mouths it |)roved lo be na sslt 
of the sea ; tlie tiowsers having boMi flo oflem- 
;ed with sea water, that they, as well as the bit, 
quite inipregnnteil with s^t. Thus we had bo 
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•Iher resource but to open our months and citfch Ihe 
ilfnpa of rain upon our (onguea, in order to cool them : 
after the shower was over we again fastened the liwv- 
sers to the mast. 

On the sixth day the two seamen, not withstanding all 
my rentOBStrances, draak sea-water which purged them so 
excessively that they fell into a hind of delirium, and 
were of no more service to Williams and me. Bolb he 
and 1 kept a nail in our mouths, and often sprink- 
teil our heads with water to conl them. 1 perceived 
myself the better Tor these ablutions, and that my head 
was more easy. We tried several times to est of -the 
dog's 0esh, with a morsel of onion ; but I tlioitght 
myself tortanate if I could get down three or four 
mouthfuls. My mate always eat ratlier more than I 
could. 

The seventh day was 6ne, with a inoderale breeze, 
and the sea perfectly r^lm. About noon the two meii 
who had drank sea water grew so weak that lliey began 
to talk wildly, like people who are light-headed, not 
knoning any longer whether they was at sea or on shore. 
My mate and I ivere so weak too that iv« could scarcely 
stand OR our legs, or steer liie boat in our turns, or bale 
the water from the boat, which ma<ie a great deal at 
Ihe leak. 

In the morning of the eighth day John Comings died, 
and three hours afterwanle George Simpson likewise 
expired. The same evening, at sun-sel, we had Ihe 
inexpressible satisfaclion of discovering the hi^ lands 
on the west point of the island of Tobago. Hope gave 
US strent^th. We kept the head of the boat towards 
(he land all night, with a light breeze and a cuirent, 
which was in our favor. Williauii^ and I were that ni^t 
in an extraordinary situation, our two comrades lying 
dead before na, with the land in sight, having very liltle 
mnd to ai>pronch it, anil being assisted only by Uic car- 
rent, which drove strongly to the westard. In the 
moniing \vi- were not, according to my compulatloi), 
more tlian tlve or six leagues from (he Innd. That hap- 
py riay was the last of one suRerings at sea. We kept

They had only one haiu- 
inoek,.in wliivh they laid me, and the sromau made U: 
»ery agreeal)le mess of Iicilis aad brof]i,of quatracss ami 
piilgeom. They bathed my wounds, which were full of 
worms, with a decoction of tobacco and oilier plaiiW. 
Every luaruin^ the man lifted me out of the haiRnioc' 
and carried me in his arms beneath a leinou tree, wbtre 
he covered me with plantain lenves to screen me froni 
the sun. Ttiere they anointed our bodies nilli a kii;t] 
v( oil to cure the blisters raled tty the Gun. Our com- 
passionate hasts even had the generosity In give each 
of us a shirt, and a pair of Innvsers, which ihey hMd 
)ifocured from th« ships that came frooi lime ta tiiiie Id 
trade with them fur turllca and toilolse ehetl. 

Afler Ihey had cleansed my irounds of the vermin, 
Uwy kept me with my legs suspended in the air, uml 
anointed them nmnring and evcuing wili< an oil cxiract- 
ed from the tail of a email crab, resenibUiig what iha 
Ennlieii call the soldier-crab, liecause its shell is red. 
'I'itry take a eertaiu ipiaiiUty of these eralis, bruise tiie 
enils o[ their tails, and put Iheiii to dt^i^bt in a large 
shell upon the fire. It was with Ihis oMilntenl that tlity 
bcaleU my wnmid^ covering tliem ivilh ttolhiu^ but 
plantain leaves. 

Thanks tu tlie no^ishin;; fwod procured us hy (he 
Caraibs, and Uieir humane alleiilioti, I was able, in about 
three iieeks, to support myself upon crurrhec, like u 
person recoverlns; from a severe illness. The iialive^ 
fiocked from all partai of the island to ^ee us, and ncvej-

Oke n father to me. When the lessel left the bay, the

■BipB them. They remained slaiidini; in a line upon Uie 
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lAu o'clock in the morning, elFcriDg norlli-er.st, a]ii] a» 
Man uf War B^y is situated at the uortli east |iuiiit of 
tlie iiland, we were a Inng time in sight of each otlier. 
1 slill recollect the moment wtien they ilisBi))i eared froiu 
my sight, and the profound regret wlilth Qlleil tny 
heart, i feared that I diould never again be so hajiiiy 
as I bad been among thein. I lore tliem, anti n ill con- 
tinue to love, my dear Caraitfs as lung as 1 iivc ; I tvould 
shed my blood for llie first of those benevolent savagt'u 
tbatnii^tslandianeednf my assistance, if cliance should 
ever bring one of them to Europe, or my dcsliny shouh,' 
again conduct me U) llieir island. 

In three days we ariiveri at Barbndoes, 1 conlinutd to- 
hope a violent op|>iession on my hreast, ivhicli cluTketl 
respiration, and mas notyet able to go witliout crutches. 
We received from the wliote island marks ul' the most 
tender interest, and the most generous compassion ; 
the benevolence of the iiihaltilsnis was unbounded. 
The celebrated Dr. Ililery, the author of a treatise on 
the diseues peculiar to that island, ceme to see me, 
with Ur. Lilihorn. They prescribed various reiDeiliea, 
but without effect. Both Williams and myself were 
unable to speak wftbout the greatest difficnlly. William;) 
remained at Barbtulocs, but I, being more aOeclcd, aaA 
less robust, was advised to return to Europe. In com- 
pliance Willi their advice I went ta Londao, nher^ I 
was attended by dficlom Reeves, Akenside, tichuniber^ 
fend tlie most celebrated physieiuna in that metropolis, 
who gave me all the assistance within the power of their 
rat, from which 1 received scarcely any relief. At 
length, alter 1 had been about a week in London, Dr. 
Alexander Rus&tiU, on lih return from Bath, heard my 
case menlioned. He came to see mc, and wHb his 
Bccustomeil humanity promised to undertake my cure, 
wiUiout any fee ; but lie ranilidly arknuivledgefl that it 
would be both tedious antI expensive. T replied, that 
the generosity of tl)c iuhahiUinls ul itarbailoeb had ren- 
(tertid me fusy on that heed, inlrenlini; him to prt^seribe 
for me, and Ihaokins him for tiis obliging ofTem. 

As lie had praclictd liir a lun^ lime at Aleppo, he 
t.Uieie ^ea f^at nujiibera afflicted nidi l\\« ;

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the (loscrls of Africa. He ordered mc to leave town to 
enjoy ft more ivholcsome air. I took a lodging at Honi- 
i^rioi), near Hackney; tliere he ordered me to be ballicd 
rveiy morning, confining me to asses milk as my only 
food, excepting a few new laid egj^s, together with mt}de- 
rate exercise, and a ride on horseback every ihy. Af- 
ter about a month of this regin>en he orderad a ^oat to 
be brought every morning to my bedside ; about fi\c 
f/clock I <lrank a glass of her milk, quite hot, and f-Icp 
upon it. He tlieu allowed me to take some light chicken 
brotJ), with a morsel of the wing. By means of this 
diet my malady was in great degree removed in the space 
of about five montJis, and I was in a state to resume 
any occupation I plciised ; but my constitution has ever 
fi^ince been extremely delicate^ and my stomach in par* 
ticular very weak.

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shore. Soin« seized hold of casks, or boxes, while 
olliers trusted tu liieir slrength mid eKperlaess iu Bivini' 
tuiiig. ' Very few, however, were bo furluiiate as to ar- 
rive wilbout accident, aiiil by this disaster three hundred 
men, Portuguese anU foreigners, lost Ihetr lives. Those 
who escaped, had scarce ly readied the shore when llie 
veijsel foundered. This loss overwhelmed the Portu- 
guese with despair; from the fragments of the ship tliey 
might iittve conslrutted a. brigautine, and have gone to 
aeek some relief at Sofaia and Mozambique ; but from 
this hopethey were now completely cut oU'. 

Tlie Kouutry on which they were wrecked was in the 
latitude atSl (leg. south. Sosa directed lai^e fires to lie 
made, in order to dry and warm his (leople, who suffer- 
ed exceedingly from cold, hunger, and their wouuds. 
He distributed among them, with the greatest economy, 
e small quantity of flour picked up frum the wreck, but 
half spoiled by Uie salt water. Their situatioQ was dread- 
ful. The shore preaented to their view nothing but de- 
sert sands and arid rocks. After a long search they dis- 
covered some springs of fresh water, which were ex- 
tremely serviceable, and then began to form an entrench- 
ment of boxes and targe stones that they might pass the 
night in safety. Sosa, onjhis occasiuo, forgot none of 
tlie duties of a good citieen and $ benevolent maiiter. 
Here he remained with bis people till they had recovered 
from the fatigues of the sea, and as long as be enlertaiK- 
cd any hope of being able to subsist upon the provisions 
thrown on share from the veasel. It became neccesary, 
hnwever, to think of removing, and they deliberated upon 
the course that ought to be puisucdt all were in favor 
of proceeding along the coast till they found the river to 
which Marcheaez had given the name of Santo Spiritu, 
and where the Portuguest) of Sufala and Mozambiqiu 
carried on a considerable tratfic 

That river was about one hundred and eighty leagues 
distant from their post. Bosa, after adopting tlie resolu- 
tion, encouraged his troop, and exhorted ihem, by his , 
words and example, not to lose their courage. " Before 
a person exposes himself," said he, " tu the d»ugers of 
the sea he ought to be resolved to uear Ihirat, huagei, 
_ ■ ^ _ -. f every liifid, TEui ^itap. 
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Imiiig ilejected at Itieir approach, he ought to meet Uiem 
as if he hati enpected them, and sat^stitute those tranueiil 
evils, iuslead of ttie eteroul misery due (o the crimes he 
has committed. In our present misrortune, (added be,) 
ne ought less to considur what we hare lost than what 
wetiare saved; the lo»s of our propcrtj' is a small object 
'leo compared with llie preservation of our lives. I can 
'n you no better advice than to resign ail private claims, 
i relinquish ail persona) and individual interest in fa- 
^Ktt of the public wetrarc. If we are split into parties we 
'ipUt never be secure, but wliile united we have nnthiug to 
Ifatf." He concluded ivith a prayer, estorted liy lotc, 
1b behalf of Ills wife and children, and intrcated his com- 
panions in misfortune to pny sooie respect on the way, 
to theses oflhe one and the n^ of the others. All re- 
plied, it was hut just that the strongest end most robust 
should assist the weakest, that he night lead them 
wherever be pleased, and Hint they would never witli- 
draiv themselves from liia command. 

Tlicy irnniediately set off, Tliis caravan was com- 
posed of SosB, his wife Eleonora, ft woman of a masculine 
courage, their c):dldren, as yc( loo young to know the ilun- 
gcrs of their situation, Anitrew Vases, the master of the 
vessel, snd eighty Portuguese. This first troop was fol- 
io wrd by about ona. hundred servants, who alternately 
carried the children on their backs, and their mistress on 
B. rude kind of chair. These were succeeded by the 
tailors, and the female servants ; and Pantalcon, with a 
imher of Portuguese and slaves, closed the rear. 
After proceeding several days through a very danger- 
country, they were stopped by inaccessible rocfas, 
torrenls, mvelled by the rains that had recently fallen, 
endeavoring to discover the easiest ruails, (hey bad 
Vi'iiitof above one hundred leagues, while (hey 
Vould have had to go but thirty if they had kept along 
sea-const. TTieir provisions were soon consumed, 
tliey were obliged to live upon apples and wild fruits, 
eren upon certain berln, of which the onirntlii of 
country arc very foiiil 
After a progress of four moollis they at lenirlh arrived 
at Ihe river Sudo Bpiritu, but witliout recognizing it, fur 
lb* Guuntry is traversed by tbreo dUTereut brucbca,

Their dotibtB were remoTPCl by the king f>f the tlislriif, 
tv!io ISMS the more rarornlily ilisposed tpvtr.rda the Por- 
tuguese, because he hs<l, some tiiue before, trotkd 
piBaceBbly with Lorenzo Marthesez and Antonio Ciildc* 
n<. Tlist prince gave & kind reception to Soaa and his 
people, and iulbrnied then), that the kin);: of tlie country 
eoniiguous to tus dDininioiie was a crafty nnd nipaeiuus 
maa, of whom lliey ouglil l» beware. Tlie dceii'e of 
speedily reaching some place iuhabiled by Europesr;s, 
rendered them blind to the misfortunes that were pre- 
dicted ; but Uiey 60on had reason to repent having pasS' 
ed the second arm of the river. 

The following day they jierceived two hundred C'iif- 
frees coining toivards thetn. I'hough exhausted wilh 
hardships and fatigue they prepared their arma and put 
themselves in 4 posture of defence ; but seeing that llie 
Cafl'i'eca approached them peaceably, and rather showed 
8 desire of forming an ae(|uaiatance with (hem Ihon nf 
doing them any injury, tlieir fears were dissipated, and 
they endeavored to obtain provi-sions, eilher for money 
or in exchange for implements of iron, which thu«c peo- 
ple highly value, A mutual confidence, appeared to be 
established, and the wnnt» of the Portuguese encouraged 
tfaeir good opinion of the natives, but tlie opportunity of 
Btripping tlie strangers ofall they possessed ivas too favor- 
able for the bai'barians to t>e neglected. In order to ac- 
complish their design wilh the greater facility, they gave 
the Fartu£;uese to understand, ihal if Ihey would proceed 
to tlie hahilation of their king, tliry woidd experience a 
gracious reception. Their excessive weariness, their jojr 
at having found (he river they were in search of, and a 
still muK powerful motive, the want of provisions, in- 
duced them to embrace the proposal of Uie Ceffiees. 
They f illowed them towards the habitation of Uieir chief; 
but the l^ter directed them to stop on the way, in a plac£ 
shaded i>y trees. Here they remained several days, during 
whiub they purchased various, kinds of coarse provisions 
with the elfects they bad saved from (he wreck. Deceiv- 
ed by the air of sincerity ofthose people, Kosa conceived 
that he might wait at tkis ptaco f^r the atrA^sl ti\ ^actfc 
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lerchanU from Sofala, and ilomaniTed pcrniUsion of Uic 
king to erei;t huls for bimBeir, iiia wife, and oil lii> people, 
wlioM nuinber bad been much dimiiiished by Uie Tatiguca 
tif their loug f tTegrinalion. 

Th« king, with more artifice than he cotilt) be En^pect- 
eil or, told Soaa, tliat tivo eircumstaDces retarded ihe Tk*. 
vorabie reccplinn which he wished to give them ; Ihe 
first was the deamesB and scarcity of pro»isions ; and tlie 
aeeond, tlie fear which his suhjects entertained of l)ie 
~ -ords and ftre-arme of flie Portuguese; Ihat if these 
sent to bim as a pledge of tlieir peaceable uii 
iquil ilispoflitinn, he would agree lo their request. 

The liopeof anivingat the end of their banbhips in- 
duced tlie Portuguese lo coia)il)' with f)ie«e conditions, 
Ig wliieb prudeuce ought lo have dictated a refusal. In 
TBin Bleonora reminded Sosa of the nnfavorahle account 
^ren of this sovereign by the utiter king; deuf to (he ift- 
'treatie^aoUaduioiiiliiiiMAftiii wife he accepted, with fa- 
tal creduiity, Ihe subtilo offera of Iliis prince The rest 
'Oflbs troop foUoivt'd their c Britain's example, and Ihe 
trms were delivered to the perfldibiie monarch. Thef , 
however, snon rejienteil of this step, for the Caffreea im- 
medinfely seized upon the treasures they liad brought 
with tfacjn with such fuligue, and stripped them of all thctr 
cloUies. Those who atleinpled to make any resistance 
were massacred without mercy by Ihe unnieDling bar- 
barians. 

Eleonora alone resisted with courage ; bst of what 
Mail are the « fforts of a femnle against men of a dU|K»- 
aition so ferocious ! They stripped her liliewise of all 
her clothes, Aaiian~.ed lo l»e exposed stark naked to Uie 
view tit those wretches, and of her own sen-nuls, sba 
threw iierself into a dilch a few pnccs dixlant, nn<l buri* 
td herself, as it were, in tlie sand, rewdviiig nut 
to leave that situation. Overnhclnied with fatigue 
Ifid chagrin she could not forbear Buying *lo Andrew 
ifaatz, and others of Ihe Portuguese who wonld not, 
her : " There, my frieudi", you see tlie Con»»- 
e of your •illy cxinrrdence. Go t 1 want nothing 
; think only of yourselves ; and ehnuld heaven 
t you to revi<iit your native land, lell ihtac who ■»- . 
•Ebr Uio inltfttiiBat»41ieoiiom *aA Mr ~ 
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Qtut our ains bare ilmwn upon iis the liuliguation of 
heaveo, and have precipitaled us into this nhyss of mis- 
ery." Here sighs choakcd her ullerenee, but she cast 
a tender look. at her childreo and her husband. The 
Intler, overcome nith grief Tor his iinprudt^nce, and ils 
t'^l nunsequences, remained molionless. 'i'he CafTres 
bad, by this time, retired nith all their booty ; his com- 
paniooB bad dispersed to avoid tJie fate that Impended 
over them, and not one was to be seen. At length the 
Bentimenis of tenderness were again excited in his breaal, 
and he ran about, in every direction, in quest of Truil, 
of any kind, by nhich he might prolong the cxislence 
of hta wife Knd liis wretched infants. But naked ainl 
unarmed Siisa wus unable to find any Hung in a country 
ravaged by barbarians and bumed up by the sun. He 
frequently relumed exhausted with raliEnie, and the last 
time he returned be fouixl lliiit his wife and cliildren 
had expired tvilh hunger and thirst. He had sufficient 
strength to peribmi the riles of interment, after which, 
fleeing from Ibis scene of horror, he roved about in th« 
desert^, where, doubtless he (lied, as be was never 
lieard of afterwards. 

Buch was the lata) issue of Sosa's voyage in the year 
IfifiS. The miserahle remains of thi^ troop, .reduced ia 
number to Iwcoty-sis persons, by the fatigues and mise- 
ries they cmlured, wandered about a long time, and 
were, at length, treated as slaves. They would all 
have Rnislicd their career in tliis state of hardship had 
humiliatiou bad not a Portuguese merchant, who repaired 
from Mozambique to this part of the country (o purchase 
ivoiy, ransomed them for four pisstn-s a piece. Ol* 
leon Sala was one ; be died at Lisbon of an U]ese Paula- 
apoplexy, at a very advanced as;*. 

The disaster of Sosa excited great compassion nmong 
his counlrymen, but did not correct their imprudence. 
The fallotffng year live more vessels sailed fix)!)! tlic 
fMrt of Cochin for Portn^l, under the commaiid of 
FernauO Alvarez Capral. Only one of these ships arri- 
ved ut Lisbon, after encountrring a thousand dangers. 
It is not known what became of Kny oC the others, ex- 
ceitting the St. Benedict, which was so deeply liden 
that (lie sailors eouirt acsfcely work her. K vifiterS: 
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pest OTerlook her in Ihc micliile of Iipf course, n< 
Cape of Good Hope ; (t gale of wint) (lroT« her 
ikshnre bdiI deBlroyeil her on the desert coast c&U«d 
Kalul. Two hundred men, who endeavored to save 
thcinselvea by Ewitnming, perished oo this occasion. 

Mesquila Perestreila, who survived tliia disaster, a 
has left a very accurate account of it, exaggerates the 
terrors which hb companions uodenveut by die sppari- 
tjou of demons in the air, and the noise of tiie wandering 
spirits nf Uie sailors, which lie declares that he both saw 
and heard. The unfortunate wretches who escaped from 
the wreck esperienced the same hardships as tiosa and 
Ms company ; for having pursued almost Uie sadie course, 
Qwy had to endure llie greatest extremity of hunger and 
thirst. Ill aliort, froin tliree hundred they were reduced - 
in number to twenty-three, who, half dead with faminfi 
aiii] fiili^ue, were at length made slaves. A few months 
aflt'rwards some merchants, who visited that part of the 
country for die purjiose of trade, rttosomed an<l conveyed 
them to Sofiila and illozambique, where they onived at' 
ter sujreruiir aluio^t incredible misery.

MiS adtinion to the uutnjr dreadful shipn'recks 
ilidy narraled, the following, which ia a tircurastaii- 
tial avconnt given by T. Puroell, cliicf mate of the 
brig Tyrrel, Arthur Cochlan, cominautler, and ll)e only 
person among the whole ercw who had tlie good foHuue 
to escape, claims our particular attention. 

On Saturday, June 281h, 1759, tbey sailed from 
New-Tork to Sandy Hook, and tJiere came to an an- 
chor, \vatting for the captain's coming doivn Willi a new 
boat, and some other articles. Accordingly he came 
on board early tlie Bucceeding morning, and the boat 
cleared, hoisted in, Etoued and laslted. At eight 
o'clock-, A. M. they weighed anchor, sailed out of 
Sandy Hook, and the same day at noon, took tiuai 
departure from tlie High Land Never Sunk, and proceed- 
ed ou Ihcir passage to Antigua. As soon as Ihey nisdo 
eail, the captain ordered the boat to be cast loosb, in 
order that she miglit be painted, with the oars, rudder, 
and tiller, which job he (Captain Cochlau) undertoolf 
to do hiniseir. 

At four F. M. they found the vessel mAe a liUle 
more water, tlian usual; but as it did not'iMiUKe much 
additional labor at the pump, nothing was thought of it. 
Ate^ ht, IJie leak did not seem lu increase. At IweVse

They then made 
foat the end o( the main-sheet to the ring in her sfcru- 
post, and those who were in the roce-ciiair.s sgnt doivn 
tbe end of the bo crta- tackle, to whieh they made fast the 
boat's painter, and by which Ihcy hfted her a litllo out of 
the water, so that she strain about l>vo or tii,ee inches 
free, bat almoel full. They (lien put the cshin-boy into 
ber, and gare him a bucket tlial happened to float by, 
and he baled away as quick as lie conlil, and soon sflei' 
auotbei perton got in with another bucket, and in a' 
Bhort time got all the water out of her. They then put' 
two long nars that were st*****! iii t'-^. larboard quarter 
at the Tyrrrf into Ihe boal, aud pulled or rowednglil to" 
windward ; hi, as tlie wreck drifted, hiw made a droad- 
M appearance in the water, and 'Mr. Purnell and two 
of the people put off from th« t\Teek, in search of the 
oani, rudder and tiller.

July Sth, llie wind and weather continued much Ihe 
same atid they koetv by the North Slar that they wera 
eHuidiug in for land. The next day Mr. Pujnell observ- 
ed some of the men thinking salt water, and seeming 
nilher fatigued. At this time Ihey imagined the wind 
liad got round to Ihe southward, and they steered, as they: 
thought by tha North Star, to Ihe northw eat (jtiarlcr ; but 
on the 7th, tJie wiudhnd got hack- to the noHhwanl and 
blew, very fresh. Tliey got their oare out the ereateet 
part of. the' ni^il and tlie neiU tiny, Ihe wind still dyins; 
BWHV, the people labored -allemHlely at the oars, witliout 
ilieAiction. Aijoul Doon the wind spnuig u)) so thai Ihey 
lay on their oars, and as they thought, sleered about 
N. N, W. sad «anlifmed so until about ei^ht or nine in 
the morning of July 9th, when. Ihey all Ihou^t they 
were upon soundings, by the coldness of thti ivater. 
They were in general iaveiy gooij spirila. The wealhcf 
continued still (hick anAhazy, and by the North Star, 
Ihey found that they bad been steering about north by 
west. 

July 10. — The peoplp had drank sa much sak water, 
that it came from them na clear as it was hefore Ilicy 
drank it ; and Mr. Pumell perceived that the seroud 
mate had lost a considerable share of bis strength and 
spirits ; and also, at noon, that Ihe carpenter wbb deliri- 
ous, his malady increasing every hour.; ab^^ut dusk he 
bail almost overset the boat, hy Btlrmpling to throw 
himself overboard, and othenvisebehaviug quite violent. 
As his strength, however, failed him,, he became more 
manageable, end they got him to lie down in the middle 
df the boat, among some of the people. Mr, PuriMtU 
drHik once a little salt water, but could not relish it ; hft' 
preferred his Own urine, which he drank occasiooly as 
be made it. Soon afler siuMel the. second mate lost 
tia Biwech. >If.

Titej all now went to prayers ; some in Ihe Welch lan- 
ige, some in Irish, and dIIrts in EogliBh ; tlien afler a 
delibemliun, Ihey slripptd the tno dead uieu, and 
them overboard. 
-The weuUter lieing now very mild, and almost calm, 
icy turned io, cleaned the hoaf, and resolved to make 
their sail larger out of llie Troeks ami U-owsers oC the (wo 
J^eased men. Pumell ^ot ihe captain to tic doiva iiiUi 
le rest of tlie peofile, Ihe boatsw^n and one man px- 
ho assisted him in inakiug the sail larger, nhicb 
ly had completed by six <tr seven o'clock in tlie ailer- 
on, harint; made a shroud out of tlie boat's painter, 
lich served as a sliifling back-stay, Purnell also Hxeil 
red Qannel ivaislront at Ihe masi head, as a signal the 
isl likely lo be seen. 

8oon after this some of Ihem observed a sloop at a 
je;real distance, coming, as they thought, from Ihe land. 
This roused every man's spiiils : they got out their onre, 
At which they labored alternately, exeLlinE; all their re- 
maining $lrenf(th to come up with her ; but ni^lit coming 
and the sloop ^f4ting a fresh brceee of wind, they 
sight of her, which occasioned n fuencral constema- 
in ; however, Ihe appearance of the Norlh Star, which 
kept on their starbonr<l bow, ^ve Ihem hopes that 
stood in for land.

Wte ; Ihff ran ail Uiis niglit tvill) a Rne breeze. 

The next inoriiing, July I4U], t\so mere of Hie crew 
^d, and in tlie e^ciiinglbey also ioBltbe Eame number. 
Thfif.ruuiid lliey wpre on sounding:^ otitus, and conclad- 
«d the wind had got round lo Ihe N. W. tiuartcr. Tliey 
»tood in for Ibe land all tliia night, and early on July l&lh, 
two ollien died : the decefised were thrown ovcrboan) 
as soon as their breatb liail departed. The weather was 
now thick and hazy, and th«y nerc still certoin Uiat 
they were on sound iagH. 

i'he cehin boy was seldom required tn do nny tjiint;, 
and 89 his intellects, alibis Liine, were very good, and 
bis underslanding clear, it was Ibe opiuiou ot' Mm Puraell 
(hat he would survive Uiem all, Ijut he iirstdenlly kept 
his thoughts lo himself. The caplaln seemed fikewise 
loterably well, and lo have kept ii[i his spirits. On ac- 
eountof the haainess of lite weallier, they could not to 
well know how they aleered in the day-time, fls at nigbl i 
Sftf, whenever the North !blar appi.'ared, they endeavored 
to Jc^p it on dieir alarboard bew, hy whidi pieans they 
were certain of making the landsoine lime or other. In 
file evening two more of the crew died; also, before 
GUii-ris«i one Thojnaa Philpot, an old esperienced sea- 
man, and verji strong; he departed ralher couvulscd ; 
having latterly lost the power of arltculatjan, his mean' 
ing could not be comprehended- He was a native cd' 
Belfast, Ireland, and had no family. The survivors 
fouud it very difficult lo heave his body overboard as be 
■I'ss a very corpulent man. 

About Gis oT seven Uie next moroiiig, July IGth, ll>vy 
stood in for land, according to the best of Uieir judg- 
ment ; the weather slil) thick ami hasy. .Purnell now 
jirevailed upon the capJaio and boatswain of tlie bqat to 
lie down In the fore part of the boat, lo bring her more 
)iy the head, in order to make her hold e, better- wind. 
ia (he evening the cabin boy, who lately amieared so 
Wel^ breatlied his last, leaving behind ^ t^taw, tV 
isftlGwvin, «ii<4 Mr. Ptmeil. 
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The- nest moming, July ITUi, Pumell asked his two 
companioits if Ibej Ihougkl they could cat any of the 
boy's flesh ; aud haTiii<; exjiressed an incUiialion to try, 
and the boy being (|itilo cold, he cut the inside of hi» 
thigli, a lilile ahore hib knee, and gave a piece to tlie 
captain RnU lion Is wain, reserring a sinidl piece for hini- 
Gclf ; but BO weak were tlieir stoinaehs, that aone ot! 
them could swhII'>w a morsel of it; the body was there- 
forp Ilirown oveitujarit. 

Early in the morning of Ihe 18tli, Mr. Purnell found 
both of liis com [tan ions dead and coldi Thus desiilute, 
he begnn to tliinlc of his own di^olution ; though feeble, 
his understanding n'a>i etiU clear, and his spirits be good 
as his forlorn ehuulion would possibly admit. By Ihe 
Color and coldness of the water, he knew he traf not far 
from land, and still mitialftincd hopes of making it. 
The wAther continued very foiisy. He lay to, all this 
utghl, which vm very dark, with tli« boat's head to tJi« ^ 
rortlnvmnl. 

In the iQoniina of (he i9lb, it heean to rain ; it cleared 
btp in the afternoon, anil Ihe wind died away ; still Pur' 
^H>U tvna convinced he u as on sountfinKS. 
B^On Ihe 20th, in the afternoon, l>« thought he mw (and, 
■Ml stood In for it ; but ni^ht coming on, and it being 
Hmiv very diirh, he lay to, feariug he might gvt on eomti 
^kcks or shiinls. 

^PJuly 2Igt, the weather was verf tine all tlie mominj^ 
Hbt in thn aAernoon it became thick and liauy. Pai-nell'o 
Hprite still remained good, but his «lren^ was almost 
BEihaiistcd ; hestilldnuik his owAwatiu- oacaslonalty. 
^t On the 2Sd, he saw some baniucles on Ihe boat's rud- 
Rfer, v«iy aiinilitr to the spawn of iin ojsIm-, which 
[AMed him with great hopes of being near to land. H« 
niS^ipped Ihe rudder, and Bcra)iii^ them off wilh Jiis 
^mfr, found Ihey were of a sallfmhy subtlitnce, mid ent 
Hbera ; he wak notv so weak, and Die boattisvin^ a pvat 
■feotion. that he found il a difScult ta^ to ahiji t>M ruJ^ 

L At LUnri^c, Jnly S3<i, he beeiun^ an uire that he saw 
labd, Uiat bi» spirits wcie considerably rainfnl. In ihc 
middle of thii day he- got up; Icanet) his luick nminsi the 
ituity aadr$«avvtt auficaisiiom-Uuenuvh'iyuis.t'"'' i 
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oiisly fonhivetl to steer Ihc hratt in this prtsilion. The 
next ilay he bhw, Bt a vpry great distance, seme kiiiJ of 
ti sei), which h« judi^ccl wits coming from the im6, 
which he soon IorI siaht of. In Ihe nitdrlle of Uie day 
hegofnpj andreceived wannlh from the enn as before. 
He Ftood on alf ri;^ for tiic Innd. 

Very early in the morning of Ihe 261b, afler tlrinhins 
hh, momin;; dmtiaihl, to his inexjiresfilhle joy, he saw, 
while the sun w»a risina:, a sail, and when the sun wm 
Bp, (blind ahe was a two-tnast yeBsel. He wbb, however, 
considerably (lerpfexed, ntil knowing what to do, as q&e 
was a great distance astern and to tbe leeward. In or- 
der to watch her motion better, he tacked about. Sooa 
ftfler this he perceived she was standing on her starboard 
tacit, nhich whs the eame he had been standing on for 
many houra. He law she approatihed him very fast, aad 
he lay to, for some lime, till he btlievcd she \ri* wiibin 
two milc^ of the bonl, but still to leeward ; tlierelbrehe 
thought tl best to stecf larger, when he found she Was a 
topsail achooner, neaping him very fast. He conltimed 
to edge donn towards her, niilal he bad brought bvr 
Bbout two points under his lee-bow, having it in his power 
(o spring his lulf, or bear away. By this lirne pIw was 
within half » mile, ami hn saw S"jnc of the people 
8tuidi»<; forward on htr deck, and waving lor him to 
come uoclcr their leebow. At Ihe distance ('f about 
SOO yards, Ibey hove the schoontT tip in the wind, aaii 
kept tier ao uotll Purnell got alonpide, when Ibey threw 
him a rope, still keeping the Ecliooner in the wind. 
They now interrogated him very closvly ; by the man- 
ner (he boat and oars were painted, Ihvy inngined she 
belonged toa man of -war, and that Ihey bad nm away 
with her from sobw of his inajcsly's ahips «E Hulifas, 
con^criiiCDtly that they would be liable to some puinEih< 
ment if they took Inm up; they also thou^t, as thn 
caplain and boatswain were lying ilend in the bo«^ tbey 
mi^ht cspcie themselves to some contagioiia didder. 
Thus Ibeykept Puiuell in snEpeoce for seme tjirir. They 
told him Uiey bad maile the land that mOi-mag front 
the marthead, and that they were running aloitg'thore 
for UarUe heed, to which place they belon»edMind Where , 
Ihey e^ipccted to hcthe nem morning. At kit tliey twl-V 
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Wm he might come on board j which, M he snid, he 
could Dot without assistance ; i?hen the captain ordered 
tvfo of hiH mon to hel|» him. They conducled Irim aft 
00 Ihe quarter-deck, where thej* le.'t him resting against 
the eom|»inion. They were bow for casting the boat 
sdiin, nhen Pumell told Ihcm she was uot above a 
month old, built at New-York, and if they would hoJst^ 
her in, it would pay them welf for their trt^uble. To 
this they agreed, and having thrown the tivo cor|ises 
OTerboard, and tidien out the clothes that were le(t by 
Uie deceased, Ihcy hoisted ber in and made sail. 

Being now or board, Pamell asked Tor a little water ; 
Cnptain Castl^mfln, (for that was his name) ordered one 
flf bia eons (bsving two on board) to fetch him some ; 
when be came with the water, hik fatlter looked to see 
how much he was brining him, and Chinking it too 
niRCh threw n part of it away, and dt'sircd him to giva 
the remainder, which he drank, being the first fresh 
water he had lasted for Hi (la}'a As be leaned all this 
time H^rainsl the companion, he became very cx>ld, and 
heggect to go tKilow: the capliiin ordered two men to 
help him d.>wn to the cebio, where they lefl him silling 
on the cflbin iit.'ck, leaning npon the loukt-rs, all hands 
being nuw engaged in hoistinz in and securing the lioat. 
This dune, all h:mds went down lf> breokfiisl, except Uie 
man at the hidm. They made bnuie aoup for Purnell, 
which he thought very good, but at that time could cat 
but very little, and in consequence of his Uie draughts, 
he tiad brohe out in many jiarts of bia body, so thai he 
wiis in greal pain whenever he stirred. 'J'hey made n 
bed for hira out of an old sail, nod bchared very atlcn- 
lire. Wliile tliey were at lircakraitt a squall of wind 
which called Uicni all upon deck ; during their 
rumell took up a »lone bottle, and williout 

filing or tasting it, but lliinking il wn5 mm, took a 
irty drought of it, and found it tn be sweet inl ; having 

cd it where he I'nunil il, he lay down. 

'hey still ran along shore witli Ihe land in alg^l, and 
in great hufies of getting hdo port that night, bat lh« 
^Ini; away, (Iwy did.nol gel in till nine "'-•lock 
tt^iwxt-tuglit. All Out tlioe rurncll rcuaiocd like « 
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'••WU ; some one or other was alirays with him, to ^tc 
blm ntialevtr he wished to fat er drink. 

As soon as they came to anchor, Captain CasHeman 
went on shore, and returned on boani the nexl marning 
with the owner, John Picket, Esq, Soon after they got 
Purocll into a boat and carried hiia on shore ; but he 
_W8S still so very feeWe, that he was obligetl to be sup- 
ported by two men. Mr. Picket took a. very genteel 
lodging for iiiin, and birrd a nurse to attend liim ; he 
was inimediittely put to bed, and afterwards proTided 
with a change of cinthes. In the course of tlie day he 
was Tieiteil "by every doctor in the town, who all gave 
him hopes of recovering ; but told him it would be some 
time, for the stronger the constitution, (saiti (hey) the 
longer it Iskes to recover its last strength. Though 
treated with tlie utmost tenderness anil humanity, it nns 
three weeks before he was able to come down stairs. He 
stayed in Marblehead two months, during whiub he lived 
very comfortably, and gradually recovered his strength. 
The brig's boat and aen were sold for ^9d, which paid 
all his exjiences, and procured him a passage to Boston. 
llienaiU of his Angers .and toes withered away almost 
to nothing, aud did not hegf\i to grow for many moatlis 
afler.

X V the year 1 T43, Jcremiith Oktadmkofl', a in«r- 
chant of i\Ies«u, in the Province of Jugotia, ami the 
Kwrcrnmeiil of Archangel, lilttH) out a vessel carrying 14 
luen. She waa ileBthied for Spitsbergen, la be emjiloy- 
eil til Ihe whale and seal tisUery. For vitfil successive 
tbiya after they had Bailed, Ilie n-!ii<l wse fair ; but on the 
ninth it changed, h> that instead of gelling to the tveat of 
6[]itBbergen, the uMial place of reiidevous for Ihe Dutch 
8hiitB, and Itioae of other natium atmuitlly emploj^ed in 
the whale fisheries, they were driven eastward of those 
iftlauda, and after some days Ihey found Iheiubelves at a 
email dialance from one of them, cdled East' Spitsber- 
gen. 

Having approached this inland within about three 
wersts, or two English milts, their vessel was suddenly • 
surrounded by ice, and they found Dteniselves in an ex- 
tremely dangerous situation. In this alKnning state n 
t^olIsultatiaD was held, when the mate, Alexis Huukolf, 
declared, he recollected he had heard that sumc of the 
j)eople of Mcden, having some lime befon*, foniK-d a 
rcsohition of winteiing on this rslRn<l, had acco^liu^y 
rricd from limt town tinibt-r proper for building a hut, 
ml had actually erected utte at sonic distance from the 
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.. Enrormaliofi iatJucetl the whole ronipanf~l 
resolve on wioteriDg there ; if, as tbuy hnp«<), Ihe hut 
stitl csisled : for Uie^ clearly perceivctl tlic iniiniQCat 
danger ia which they were, anil Oiat Iliey must iitevila- 
bly [teriEh if they contiiiiie<l In l!ie ship. They, there- 
tun!, ilespalched four of the crew in search of (he hut, 
«r any other succor they could meet wilh. These 
were Alexis Hinikoff, the iriiile, Iwan Hiinkoff, his god- 
son, Slc)>hen Scjiarapoff, and Feodcr Weregiu. As the 
shore oti wliich thp.y were to land waa uniohabiterl, it 
was neuesBtiry (hnt they should make some proTtsion 
for thetpqespeditioii. Th«y bad almost two mileg to 
travel Oftt looae bndges of ice, which being raised by 
thewaves,amldrivon against each other by the wind, ren- 
dered the way equally dillirult and4laiigerouE, Prudence, 
fterefore, forbnde their loading themselves too much, lest 
beuig nverburlhened, they might sink between the pie- 
ces of ice and perish. 

Having thus maturely considered t)ie nature of thdr 
nnderlakiug, they provided themselves wilh a muslict, 
B pjiwder-hom, ■ conlalning twelve L-harges or puiviler, 
with as in&ny ball« ; an g^e, a small kettle, a lin^ t>ilh 
about twenty pounds of Hour, a knife, a tindvrhiix and 
Nnder, a bladder filled with lobaceo, and every man his 
woodeii pipe, TliUB eijuipped these four sailors Arrived 
OH the island, tittle auspeoting the misfurliitie llial was 
about to befal them. The fist tiling they did was to ex- 
plore the country, a.nd soon discovered the hul tiicy 
were in search of, «tH>ut n mite and a half from the shore. 
It was thiKy-six feet in Icnifth, eighteen In lireadlii, uiil 
as many hij^i. II contained a small aiili-chambpr, about' 
twelve feet broad, which had two doors, one to sliut 
out the exterior air, the other to comntunicat« with Ihe 
inner room. This contributed grealfy to kei^p tho Ijr- 
ger room warm when once htated. fa the liir^e room 
was an earlhen stove, cooslructed in the lUi^ian nian-

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Tliis ifi^coverj gave our adveiituteie great j')y. The 
but liAt),' howerer, suflcreil much ttom the ivralher, 
bsThig.now becD built a considerable lime.

■ieneilly, but the oUier nine they killed in their uh-d 
defence ; for same of these crealurea even ventured to 
enter the oater rrinm of (heir hut in order lo devour 
them All the bears did not, it is true, shew nn equal 
ilcgree of fury ; either because some were less pressed 
by huni^cr, or were naturally of a less feroeioas ifi^posi- 
tion ; for several whi»^h entered the hut imineiiliilely 
betook themselves lo tligbt on tlie Rrst alleixpt uf Ihe 
sailors to drive tliem rnvay. A repeJtlion of tho fonni- 
dalilc attacks Ihretv the men tnio grevt terror ami mas,' 
iety, as they were in almost jierpetual danger of being 
devoured. The rein-deer, the blue and while foxea, 
and the white bears, were the only food those wrelclied 
mariuers lasleil during their conliijuaoce iu thatdieury 
eboik' 

Il» iheif exeursioDs Ifirough the islimd, they had found 
aearly the inlddle of it a shmy Inam, or a kind of cloy. 
Out of this they found means to form a uleosjl to scr\e 
for a IttiJip, anil they jirofKiseil to keep it eimstanlly 
burning tvith (he fat of the animals they nii^it kill. To 
have l>eeD flpstjlut^ of liRhl, in a e.ountry where, in win- 
ter, duikiiess reigns i>r several months I'lgetlier, woultl 
have greatly increased their other calamilicH. Haviui;, 
Hierelbre, fhshioned a kind of lamp, they tilled it with 
some rein-deer^ fat, andttiiek hi it some litien li^islcd 
into the shape of a wick.

Excepting au uoeasiiiess wliich gcoeraJly acciiiu|)Bni>'S 
an involuntary solitude, these people having thus, liy 
their ingenuity, so far overcome Iheir wants, ndgliVltave 
bad reason to lie eiiHtcnleil with what Provideuce had 
done fur litem in their distressful situation. Bui that 
melancholy reflection, to which each of these forlom 
persons Gould not help giving way, that perhttjis be nii^t 
survive bis eonipaiiions, and Ihei-. perish for want of sub- 
siBtance, or become a prey lo the wild beasts, incessnntly 
ditilurbed tlieir uiinds. The male, Alesis Hitukuff, 
more particutarly suffered ; havinic left a wife and three 
children behind, he was di?«ply aiflicled at his separolirui 
from them. He declaied, after his return, that they 
were Gonst^nlly in his mind, and that the thought of never 
more seeing tl>eu) rendered him very nnbnppy. 

When our four nmriners had passed nenrly w'x years 
in Hiis drcHry place, Feodor Weregin, who had from the 
first been in a languid condition, died, afler suffering 
excruciating pains during the latlur port of his life. 
TjKiUf;h they were relieved by Ihal event from the trouble 
of attending him, and the pain of wilnessijig wilhout 
being able to alleyiate his misery^ yet his death atTecled 
them not a little. They saw their numbere diminished, 
and each of the survivora wished to be the next to fol' 
low him. 

Aa be died in winter, they dug a (jraTe in the snow a» 
deep as Uiey could, in which ihey laid the corpse, and 
then covered it to the best of their po(ver, thai the w hil)j 
,^gan ndgbl not get at it. The mtliUKloty reSectiopp 
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lioneil by the deal!) of llieir coinrudd were still fresh 
their minilsi and vach exjiccCed to pay Ihis laal <lnty 
^Ws remwiiing companions in nusfurlune, or (o rei-eive 
■Sfrom Ibem, when, on the IStli of August 17*9, a RtM- 
ship iinexped(!(lljr apgitarri] ill si«;ht. * 

1'he vessel belong to a trniler, who had come with 
to Archaogel, intendinK that it sliould winter fn Nova ' 
, embla, but, furtunalely for our poor exiles, the ilirectot 
of IV whale fishery propose*! to the merchant to let 
his fessel winter at West-Sphsbergen, Iq fvhich, after 
insny ubjertiona, he al len^h agri?ed. 

The Contrary winds they met irilh on their pasaage 
piaile it impossible for them lo reach the place of their 
'■nation. Tlie vessel was driven towards Basl-Spits- 
•tffia, directly oppujiie to tlie rcsidtince of our mari- 
wbo, as soon as tliey pvrc.eived her, hastened lo 
t fires upon the liiiU nearest their hulntaliou, and then 
to the ttt aph, naving a (lag made of reinileer's skin, 
itened In a pole. The people on board, perceiving 
iignab, coni'luded that there were men upon the 
island, who implored Iht-ir aMiiitance, and iherefiire 
came to an anchor near the shore. It would be in vain 
to attempt to describe (lie joy of these poor people, at 
seeing the momi^nt of their dcliveranre 6u near. They 
soon agreed with the master nf Ihe sltip to work for Itiiu 
during the voyage, and to pay him eighty nibtes on their 
srrival, for taking (hem ou lioard with all their richer, 
which consislcil of fifiy pud, or, aooo pmmds weight of 
rein-def r fol ; besides many b'uks of thuso aiiiiiiat&, shio'a 
of blue and while foxes, and those of the |en while 
benrs they hn<l kitkil. 'i hey looic care not to forget

slipped into the water and rery narrowly escaped being

having lived so long without bread, tjhey could not re^

it filled them with wind ; nor could they bearimy spiritu- 
ous liquors, and therefore never dra^ any thing but 
water aftenvards.

k-nving the escilions of the piitnp, and the olhcr labnia 
re([uii«<l by tlioir silualinn, to the ftfficers, roused lo a 
sense of Iheir danger, now potircd upon tlie deck, to 
which the utJimBl eiidiavoi* of their officers coohl not 
I keep tliem white llif ir assislnnc« might have been use- 
fid. But i( was now too late ; Ihe ship rmjliimcd to 
heal iijion the rocks, and aonn bulged, fatlln? with her 
broiidniite lowards Ihe shore. When the ehipslmeb, 
several of the men epu?hl hold of the eiiaignsfaf^ 
under the sppichcB^JGCi of her going lo piicce ImiM- 
liiately.

The latter were eiDjilojed in 
affordiit^ consolation to the nnfortuaate ladies, aiij tntfa 
impamlleted magnanimily, sufferiniE; Iticir com|iasaioD 
flip Ihe Bininble companions of Iheir oivn darper, ami 
the dread ot almost iurTitable dealniclion. At this mo- 
tneat what must have been the feelii^^ of a father — of 
such e father ns Captaiu Pierce ? 

The ship h>i<t etrock on the rocks near Seacombe, oa 
the islsnil of Purbeck, belween Peverel-jioint and St. 
Alban's-Hcnd. On this part of the shore the cliff is of 
immense height, and riBts ahnost perpeniMctilarly. In 
this particiilar spot the cliff is excavated at Ihe base, 
present!-^ n caveiTilen or twelve yards in deplh, and 
equal in breadib to the length of a lai^e ^hip. The sidei^ 
of thvcavem are so nearly nprie^tas lo tteextremelydifti' 
dilt of access, and the bottom of it is streived tvilh 
:>tiar|i and uneven rocks which appear lo have been rent 
ironi above by some convnlstou of nature. It was at 
the mouth of this coveni that the unfortunate vessd 
lay stretched almost frnm sirte lo s'u\e, and presented 
her broadside to the horrid ihasiti. But, at the time 
the ship stnirk it was too daric to discover the extent 
of their danger, and the extreme horror of Ihcir situa- 

Tl)e number in the roand<hmi»e was now increased 
to nearly fitly, by (he admission of three blach women 
and two soldiers' wives, with the husband of one of the 
Intter, Ihoufh the sailors, who had demer>ded entrance 
to get a light, had been opposed anil kept out by the 
officers. <JBptaiti Pierce was sealed on a chair, or some 
other moveable, between his two daughters, whom he 
"llfPSi-cd alternately lo his affecllonale bosom. The 
rest of Hie melancholy nssenjUy were seated on the 
decli, which was strewed wilh musical inslrumenls, and 
Uiewrrck of fumiUire, boxes, and pafkaeeK 

Here Mr. Meritou, after tinving li^bled (Several wax 

caudles, and all the ^laas laulhorns lir coulil find, IJ^ 

Ills seat, intending; to wail till day-lijth' 

_, c Ihftt it wouhl nlTord him an npjnir!unitj o 

f[ his own eeccpc, and aha rmdcring ussbCaOCtt lorjp* 
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^^^TOle» of liis danger. 'Sat^ obserring Ihat the Indie? 
a(>|iciireil parcheil and exlinusted, he fetched a baskot ot 
DrangFS from some pari of the cauutl-housc, wilb whicb 
be prevailed on sontc of tbcm to refresh thetnselvee. 

On his return he pen^eived a r.onsideratile alteratjoti 
in the appearance of the ship. The sides were visiblj': 

k Kiviag way, the deck seemed lo heave, and he 4I:bco- 
vered olher evident Bymploma ihat she coultl not bohl 
together mucti longer. Attempting to go forward to 
look, out, he inslantty perceived that the ship had separat- 
ed in the middle and Ihat the fore-part had changed its 
poaitJon, and laj rather farther out tow&rds the sea. 
in this emergency he deter ^ned to seize the 
present inomeDt, as tite nest wight have been charg- 

^ ed ivitb Ilia fate, and to SdIIow the eitample of the ctew 
■nd tlie soldiers, nha were leaving the ship in nusibera, 
and making their vray to a shore, wiUi the horrors of 
#hir.b tlie; were yet uimcqu^dntefl. 

To favor their escape an attempt had been made ta 
lay the etuigo-atatf from the ship's side ta the roekt, but 
without success, for i( snapped to pieces before il reach- 
ed Uieai. By the light of a latitborn, however, Mr. Meri- 
ton, iltsrovered a spar, which appeared to be laid from 
the sliip's side to the mcbs, and upon which he ileter- 
mtnrd to attempt his escape. He accordingly lay down 
upon it. and thrust himself forwani, but soon found 
Uial the spnr hud no communication with the rock, lie 
reacheil the end and llien slipped aS, receiving a violent 
contusion in his fn1l. Before lie could recover his le^ 
be was washed off by the surge, in which he supported 
liimself i>7 Bwimming till the returning wave dashed him 
a^nst Ibe back of the cavern. Here he laid hold oC 
a email projeclioii of the rock, but was so benuinl>eil 
that be was on the point of quiltinx it, wheD a aearaan, 
who hsd already gained a footing, extended bis hand and 
assisted him till he could secure himself on a llllle shelf 
oS the rofk, from '.hich he clambered still higher (31 bo 
«M out of lh« reach of the surf, ^ 

, Rn|:ers, the third mate, remained with the cap-

The sea cotitiniiing to break in very fast, Mr. Rog<^«, 
nir. Ijcbutz, mid Mr, M'MaDue, a inidEtiifman, tfilb a 
view to attempt their cseapc, made tltelr nay to tlte 
poop, They hod scarcely reached it, wIkdb heavy Bin 
brt'uking over the wreck, the round-house gave way, 
ittid they heard the ladies shriek at intervals, as if the 
water liad reached them ; the aoise of the sea at other 
liiiien drowniag their ruicea. 

Mr. Brimer bad followed Mr. Rogers to the poop, 

where, on tho comiug of the fatal sta, they jointly 

"•eized a hen coop, and the same wave which whclm- 

! who remained Itolow in destruction, carried 

1 his cbmpanion lo the rock, on which thej 

^re flashed ivith great viulciiee and miserably hruia- 

lOn Ibis rock wert twenty-BcreD mc ■ ; but it tvas Ion 
', and being com inced that, iipi^ia the flowing- of 

k tide, tbey must atl be washed off, tnauy endOftvoM 
tfEetIo the liackorsides of the cavern beyond tbeKaeb 
Ihlbe returnins sea. Excejiting Mr, Roa^j " "" 
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CrimiT, scarcely more than sis succeeded in Qiis at- 
Leuipl. Of the remaintler, some experienced the fate 
Ihey sought to avoii], others perished in endesroring to 
get into the cavem. 

Mr. Rogers and Mr, Brimer, however, having readi- 
ed the cavern, climbtd up tlie rock, on the narrow 
shelves of which they fixed IhemeelTes. The former 
got so near lo hie friend, Mr. Meriton, as to exchange 
congratulations with him ; but between lEiesc gentle- 
men tliere were about twenty men, noot of wfaoiu 
couhl stir but pI the most iramiucut hazard of Lis life. 
Wtien Mr. Rogers reached this station his strength was 
so nearly esljBUfeted, thut had the struggle continued 
a few nutites longer be must inevitably have per- 
ished. 

They soon found that though many who had reached 
(he roiiks below, had perished in attcnipling lo ascetid, 
yet tliat a considerable number of the crew, seamen, 
soldiers, and some of the inferior officera, were iu the 
same situation wilh themselves. Wliat that situallou 
was they had still to leant They bad escaped itiimedi' 
ate death ; but they were yet to encounter a Ibousond 
hardships for the precarious chance of escape. Some 
part of the ship wae still discernible, and they cheered 
Ihemselvcs, it) this dreaiy situation,, with the hope that 
it would bold together till daybreak. Amidst their own 
Biislbrtunes the guBerin^ of the females filled their 
minds with the aoutest anguish ; eveiy returning sea 
iticreoscd their apprehensions for the safety of their ami- 
able Aiul helpless compauioDs. 

But, alas ! too eooo. were these appreliensions realis- 
ed. A few minutes after Mr. Rogers had gained tlie 
rock, a general shriek, ia which the voice of female 
distresses was lamentably distinguishable, aunouuced 
the dreadful c&tastrojihe I In. a few moDients all was 
bashed, excepting the warring winds and the dashing 
waves. 'ITic wretk wta whelmi-d in the bosom of tlin 
deep, and not an atom of it wa« ever dicovered. Tlius 
perished the Ilalsewell — Bttd viitt ber, vrorll), honor, aktlT,. 
t)G4tity, and occoinitlislmcnts : 

Ti 
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This slroke was a ilrcodfal a^graTSfioii at woe to the 
freniblmg nnd htarcely Lalf-saved wretches, wtio were 
clinging nbaul the sides of the horrid cavern. Thejr fcjt 
for Ihemaelves, but they wept for wives, parents, fatlicra, 
brothers, sisters — perhaps lovera ! — all cut off froin their 
dearest, fonilest ho|>es ! 

Their fillings were not less a^niced by the Eiibse- 
quant evenis of that itl-fnled night. Many who had 
gained the precarious etaltuns oti the rocks, eshsusted with 
lati^ic, weakened hy bruises, and benumbed with cold, 
quitted their holds, and falling headloiig, either upon (he 
rocha below, or into the sarf, perished beueaUi the feet 
of their wretched Rssuciates, and by thdr dying groani 
snd loud cxclamalione, awakened terrific ajiprehetisiont 
of a similar fule in the suiirivors. 

At length, afllcr three hours of tlie keenest miser}', 
(he day broke on Ihein, bttt, far from brining with it 
{he CKpected relief, it served only lo discover to tiiem 
all the horrors of their silunti<m. They were convinced 
fliot, had the country been alarmed by the guns of dis- 
trcBS, Vvbich they continued to lire s*^eral hours beforw 
the alitp struck, bat which, from the viotence of the 
stnro), were unheard, they could neither be olraerved 
by the people above, as they were compli.'tely in^lph- 
■d ill the caTCm, and overhung by the ctiSTi nor wna 
any part of the wreck reoiainiRg lo indicate their prob- 
able [ilace of refuge. Below, no boat could live to 
search them out, and had it been possible lo acquaint 
those ivho were wilMng to Msial Ihrm with their esscl 
situation, they were at a loss to conceive bow any ropes 
coulil be conveyed into the cavern to facilitate their 
esfcapr. 

The only method that afforded any prospect of bhc* 
cess wns U> crepp along the side to iti outer estremily, 
lo liim the comer on a. ledi^ scarcely as bciad as a 
Dun's hand, »nd to climb up thn almost perpendicular 
precipices, ntrarly two hundred feet in heiilit. In 
thia despvrate attempt aome sureeeded, while t>thci'*i, 
btin^ Willi terror, and e^tiaut^led with hmlily 
mental ('ati§ue, luiit their precarious tonliB^ And 

tithed. 
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The &nt men who gained Uie summit or Uie ctiff 
were tiw cook, and James Thonitisou, a (juurter masl^r. 
By tiicif iiiiliTidual exerlions Ihey reacheil tlie tup, atid 
iwlanUy hastened to the- nearest hou«e, to make kDowii 
the Bibialjoa of their felluvv-sulTentrs. En^titiglon, the 
babilalioD of Mr. tinrlaail, glcivanj, or agent, to iha 
pmprtetare ol ihe Purbcck ijuames, v-te. the house at 
Hbicli they Grat aitiveil. Tbut genUeinan imineiUalely 
assembled tbe workmen under his direvlion, aitd with 
the most zeeloue hunianily eKerted every cdTurt fur tlie 
preservation of the survivin); part of the crew of the 
iinibrtunate slap. 

Mr. Merilon had, by this time, almost reached tlin 
edge of the precipice. A soldier, who pr<M;eded him, 
stood upon a small prujeuljng rock, ur stone, and upon 
the same stone Mr. Meiitoo had (astencd his hauda to 
assist hia progress. Just at this moment die quarrjmea 
vrived, and seeing a man so nearly within their reach 
they drofiped a rope, of which he immediately laid faohl. 
By a vigorous edort to avail himself of the adrantage, 
be loosened the stone, which giving way, Mf. M«tiluii 
must have been precipitated to fbe bottom, had not a. 
rope heen lowered lo him«ttheinst<uil, which be seiz- 
ed, white in the act of felling, and was sufely drawn lo Uie 
summit. 

The fate of Mr Brimer was peculiarly severe. Re 
hid been tuarried only nine days before Ihe ship sniied, 
to llie dangler of detain Norman, of the Royal Navy, 
came on shore, as it has been observed, with Mr. Ro- 
gers, Mid, like Mm, got up the side of the cavern. 
Here lie remaioeil liil tlie morning, when he crawled 
out; a mpe was throHTi him, but he was cither ao. 
benumbed wilb the coltl as to fttsteo it about him im> 
^(q>erly, or so agitated as lo nen^ect to lasten it at sU. 
Whatever was the cause, (be ellect pnived faltd ; al l^ 
VMRoeiit of his so ppOBcd. preserve tioD be fell from his 
Ctand, BDil was nnfortunalely dashed to pieces, io sight 
«f those who could only lament the deplorable lafe <t£ 
«n amiable man and skilful officer. 

'i'he method of aSbritinir help was rcmnrkiible, am} 
' doee honor to the li^mtuuty and intrepidily oX Uie ^ 
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MftBca. Tlie (tiHtance from Ihc lop of Ihe rock to tlie 
cavern, over tvhich it projected, was al least one hun- 
dred feet : ten of these formed a decliTily to the edge, 
Kud the remainder was perpendicular. On the very 
brink, of thij precipice slood loo daring fellows, will) 
a rope tied roand tliem, aad fastened atraTe to a strong 
iron bar fixed into Ihe ground. Behind these, in like 
manner, slood olbers, two and two. A eirong rope, tike* 
wise pnijierly secured, passed between them, by whieh 
Ihey might hold, and support themseWea from falliog. 
Another rope, with a uoose ready fixed, wat then let 
ilown below the cavern, and the wind blowing hard, 
it was sometimes forced under the projecting rork, so 
that the autferers could reach it without crawling to the 
edge. Whoever laid hold of it put the nose round his 
waist, and was drawn up with the utmost care and cau- 
tion by their Intrepid deliverers. 

In this attcm(it, however, many shared Ihe fate of 
the nnfarlnnate Mr. Brimer. Unable, through cold, 
perturbation of mind, weakness, or tlie inconvenience 
of Uie stations they occupied, to avail themselves of 
the succor ihul was offered then), they were precipitat- 
ed from the stupendous cliff, and eidier dashed to pie- 
ces nn the rocks, or falling ii^o Ihe surge, perished in 
the waves. 

Among these anha)kpy suCTerere the death of a drum- 
mer was attended wilh circumstances of peculiar dis- 
tress. Being either washed off Ihe rocks by the sea, 
or foiling into the suif, he was carried by the returning 
waves beyond the breakers. Uis utmost efforts to re- 
gain them were ineffectual, he was drawn farther out to 
itea, and being a remarkable good swimmer, conliniied 
to struggle with Ihe waves, in the view of liia commieeratr 
ing companions, till his strength was exhausted, and he 
sunk, — to rise no more ! 

It was late in the day when all Ihe snrvivors were ear- 
riei! to n place of safely, excepting William Trnilon, 
a sohlier, who remiiined on his [)erilcii>s ^tnnd {ill Ihe 
rooming of Salunlny, the 7t)i, exposed lo Ihrt 'uniled 
Jior'^krs of extreme iiersood danger, Siid Ihc luost MutV 
HiMluietude of mind. 
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Hie surrhring officers, seamen, and soldiers, being 
assembled at the house of their benevolent deliyerefy 
Mr. Garland, they were mustered, and found to amount 
to 74, out of rather more than 240^ which was nearly 
the number of the crew, and passengers, when she sail- 
ed through the Downs. Of the rest it is supposed that 
fifty, or more sunk with the Captain and the ladies in 
the round house, and that upwards of seventy reached 
the rocks, but were washed ofiT, or perished, in fall* 
ing from the cliffs. All those who reached the sunmiit 
survived, excepting two or three, who expired while being 
drawn up, and a black, who died a few hours after he was 
brought to the house. Many, however, were so misera- 
bly brpised, that their lives were doubtful, and it was a 
considerable time before they perfectly recovered their 
strength. 

Hie benevolence and generosity of the master of the 
Grown Inn, at Blanford, deserves the highest praise. 
When the distressed seamen arrived at that town he 
sent for them all to his house, and having given them the 
refreshment of a comfortable dinner, he presented each 
man with half a crown to help him on lus journey.

X HE NotUn^atn Galley, of am) from London, 
of ISO Kins, ten guns, Tourleen men, John Dean, coin- 
RiHiiiler, Iiaviog tuken in canlve^ in England, and butler, 
cVcse, &.C. in Ireland, sailed for Boston in New-Eng- 
land, the i&Oi of September, 1710. Meeting with con- 
tts,ry ninds and bad tvcathcr, it was the be^uing of 
December when wc first made land to the eastward of 
PiscalaquH, and proceeiling snulhwan) for the hay of 
MassRchuHetla, under a hard gale of nind at nurtheiiat, 
accompanied viilh raio, hnil. and snow, having do ob- 
t tervaltoa for ten or twelve days, 'me, on (he tllh, hand- 
1 rU our sails, excepting our fore-aait mid iimiiitup sail 
Hibl<! reefed, ordering one hand fi)rward to took out. 
't>vi>en ctcht and nine o'clock, going forward nij»elf, I 
V Uie brcukere ahead, whereupon I called out lo put 
I helm hard to atarboard, but before the Klii|> could 
flr, we struck upon the eaal eml of the rock, called 
molslnnd, four Ivo^es to (btt eastward of ^- 
tftbufun. 
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The secand or third sm heareit [he ship aloi^itc «r 
it ; ruDninc likewise so very high, and th« ship teboriuft 
So rKCessivfly, Ibat we were not able to stand upoa 
deck ; md though i( nas uot dislant above thirty or tov 
ty yards, yet the weather was so Uiick and dark, that 
we could not see the rock, so that we were juslly thrown 
hrto consternation at the uieJancholy prosper.t ol" tinmedi- 
Bt«ly perishing in the sea. 1 presently called all hands 
dawn (o the cabin, where wc continued a few mtnutei, 
earnestly supplicating the mercy of heaven ; but know- 
ing tltai prayers, nkhout, are rain, I ordered «U np 
again to cut tb«! masts by the board, but several were so 
oppressed by the terrors of consdcnce that they were 
iocupable of any ytcrlion. We, however, went npaa 
deck, cut the weathermost shroinb, a»d the ship beeling 
(owMds the rocks, the force of U»e »ea soon broke the 
masts, so that Ihcy fell right towards the shore. 

One nf the men went out on the bawsprit, and return- 
ing, tcdd me he saw somelhing Mack aliead; and ivoulil 
venture to get on shore, accompanied with any olher 
person : ufion which I desiPed some of the best swiiQ- 
niers (my male Mid one ranre) to go with him, and if 
Hiey gained the rock, to give notice by their calls, and 
direct us to the most secsre place. RecoUecling some 
money and jiapers that might be of use, also ammuni- 
tion, hranJy, &u:. I llicn went ilown and opened the 
plaee in which they were ; but the ship bulging;, her 
decks opened, her back broke, aiid her beams gave 
way, go thnt Ihe stem sunk under water. I was, there- 
fore, hastened forward to escape instant dealh, and hav- 
ii^ heard notliing of the men who bad gone before, con- 
cludeil them lost. Notwithstaniiiog I was under the 
necessity of making the same ailventure upon the fore- 
mast, moving paduaily forward hetl^isl every sen. till 
atlnst nniltinE; it, I threw myself witli all Ihe strength 
I Jiad, towards the rock ; but it bein; low water, and Ihe 
rock extremely slrj^erj', I could get no bohl, and tore 
my finders, bands, and arms, in the most deplnrabla 
manner, every wash of the sen fetching me nfT agnin, so 
that it was n ith the utmost peril and difficulty that I g^ 
— fcoD shoic El Inst The rest of themcn ran lli»iEtl|B 
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, but Ibfongb the loeny of Proridenoe we all

"^Creeping a liUle ivaj up the rock, I hoard the roices dt 
the three men iibove mentioned, bdiI bj lea o'clock w^ 
all met together, tvh«D, with graterul hearts, we return- 
ed humble Ihaalcs to ProTidence for our tlcUverBnce from 
BUi^h iaimineat da^^. We then eodeaTorcd to gain 
alielter lo the leeward of the rock, but founil it so small 
and iDCon^iderable, that il would afTonl none, (bein^ 
but about one hundred yards long and fifty bruad,) ai& 
»o very eraggj- that we could not walk lo keep ouracltca 
warm, the nealher still continuhi^ extremely colli, with 
enoiv and rain. t 

As Boun OH day-lighl appeared I weol tuwarde the place 
B- iriicre we came on ebore, not doubling hut that we 
'""Mild invet with provbions euuugli frrun the wreck 
r our Bupport, but found only some pieces of the 

*yiia»t» and yards among some oUI juiik aud cabler) cos- 

' gered to^tJier, nhich the anuhors bad prevented rrutii 
being carried away, and kept moving ahnut the rock at 
tome tltstanee. Part of the chip's stores, ivjth some 
pieces of plank and limber, oti) sails, canvas, &«. drove 
oil shore, but nothing eatable, excepting some small 
Itieces of cheese ithlcli we picked up among tlio rock- 
weed, in the wbule to the quantity of* three «mull 
flhee^a. 

FWo used our Mlmoet cndeflvora to get fire, having 
Ifitcel aR<l Hint with us, and al»o by a <lrill, with n 
py Bivift motion ; but having notlvng but what hud 
; lioeu watcr-euaked, all our attenips proved ia- 
, itcfual. 

[ At ni^ht wft stnwe.d one tipofi anofber, under oar 
,HmvB«, ill (he best manner p-msibte, to keep each otlier 
wami. The next day Ihe wealher clesrins a UUle, and 
inrliniiig lo friisl, I ivoni out, luid penrlvlrti^ Hie mnln 
land, I knew whwre wc were, nnd mcfurttsfd my nun 
with iiie hope of being iliscpvtred liy fj^hint »biil(ops, 
' ' ' C Uieni to scHn-h for aaO hrint; up what pla»lia, 
er'a loola, sod sir.rre thry roulil fiiid, U <Hiler to 
lis tent mid oliont. 1'he cook tttvo comiJ^oa! Ihu 
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be was almost etatrcd, snd his cotuitenancc discovering 
hie inness, 1 onlered him Id remain behiiul ivith two or 
three more whom the Trost had B^ized. About noon lli« 
men arijuiiiiited me that he h-hs d^ ail ; we therefore laid 
him in a cotivcnient plai^ Tor the sea la <:.uny him away. 
None inenlioned ealing liim, though spvnra), wild 
Biy^eir, afterwards vcknowtedged that thejr bail UiougUta 
of il. 

. Arier we had been in Iliia situs(loii two or three days, 
(lie Frost being very eevert-, antt the weather extremely 
4!old, it seized most of our hands and feet to euch a 
degree as to take away the sense of feeling, and render 
them almost useleiis ; so benumbing and discoloring 
them as gave ns just reason to apprehend mortification. 
We pulled off ojir shoes, and cut off our boots ; but in 
getting off our stockings, many, whose legs were blle- 
lered, pulled off skin and all, ami some, tlie nails oflheir 
toes. We then wrap|)cd up our tegs ajid feet as warmly 
as we could in oakum and conTas. 
. We now began to build our tent in a triangular form, 
each side being about eight feet, covered it with Itj olil 
sails and canvas Ihat came on shore, having just room 
for each to lie down on one side, ao thai none could turn, 
excepting all turned, wWch was altout every two hours, 
upon notice given. - We also fised a staff to the top of 
our lent, upojj which, as often as the wealhnr would 
permit, we iioisted a piece of cloth Jn Uie form of a flag, 
in order to^liscover ourselrcsto any vessel Uiat might 
approach. 

We then commenced the btiildiog of our boat with 
planks and timber lKloiiu;iDg to the wreck. Our only 
too(a were (he blade of a cutlass, made info a saw with 
our knives, a hummer, and a caulking mallei. We 
fiiuud some nails in the ck'fls of the rock, and obl^neil 
othere from the slicalliing. We laid three pinnks flat 
for the bottom, and two up each side, fixed to ttauneh- 
ings and let uito (he bottom limbers, wiUi tno short 
pieces at eafib end, and one breadth of new Hollan>1 
duck round the sides to krep out tlie spray of the wa. 
Wa caalhodallwe could with oakum drawn from tbe old 
junk, uid tQ olher places filled Up the diaUkuccft. 'A^ 
V 
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long pieces or canns, all of vtlmh ve secnred tn fhe 
ilKst Binnner possible. We found nho some eheet-lend 
»nA pump- leather, which proved of use. We fixed a 
ahorl inaal and square sail, with seven paddles (o t(»v, 
and noollicr lons;er to steer. But our carpenter, whoa* 
•(Tvices were now most wanted, was, by reason of 
Jtaeis, scarcely capable of afihrding us either assisianc« 
or ftdvice ( and all the rest, exceptiug myself and two 
mure, were so bemiAib^ and feeble as to be unable to 
i]Hr. ITie weather, Ion, was so citremely cold, that we 
tould seldom stay out of the lent above four hours in 
the day, and some days we could do nothing at all, 

When we bad been upon the rock about a week, with- 
out any kind of provietons, excepting the cheese above- 
mentioned, and some tteef bones, which we eat, after 
beating them to pieces, we saw tliree boats, about five 
leagues from us, which, as may easily be imapned, 
rejoiced us not a little, believing that the period of our 
deliverance had arrived, I directed all the men to 
creep oiit of the tent and halloo together, H9 loud as 
their Hrength would permit. We likewise made all the 
•ignals we could, but in vain, for they neither heard nor 
eaw ws. We, however, received no small encourage- 
ment from the sight of them, as Ihey came frbm the 
BOuThWeat ; and the wind being at northeast when we 
(cere cast awny, we had reason to suppose that our dis- 
tress might have been made known by the wreck driv- 
ing on shore, and to presume that they were come out 
in search of us, and would daily do so when the weath- 
er should permit. Thus we flattered ourselves with the 
pleasing but delusive hope of delivwwiee. 

JusI before we had lini&hed our boat, Itie carpenter'^ 
axe was cast upon the rock, by which we were enabkd 
to complete our work, but then we had scarcely strength 
sufficient to get her into tlie water. 

About the 21-st of December, the boat being flnieh^d, 
the day fine, and l)ie water smoother than I had yrt 
■een it since vre came there, we conaiittiMl who should 
attempt to lunoch her, I otftred myself as 
ture in her ; thi« wan agreed tn, ts I was the HlrAosesI, 
and therebm th« fittest to iudergo the eztmntlt«» tu 
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4rtuch we might poasilily be reduced. My mate also 
•ffered hiineeir, anil deiiring to accompany me, I mis 
yennitled to take him, together with my brother and 
lour more. Thus commenrling our enterprize to Provi- 
dence, all that were able cnine out, and with much clilll- 
culty got our poor palclied-up boat to the water-gjdu. 
The surf running very high, we were oblijced to wado 
very deep to launch her, upon which I nnd another §^t 
into her. The swell of the sea heaved her a!oi>;^ shoif; 
and overset her opon ue, nberehy we ae;uiu narrowly 
cscitped drowning. Our poor boat was staved all to 
ineccs, our enterprize totally dlaappoinlcd, aiid>oiir 
hopes utterly destroyed, 

What heightened our afflictions, and aervcil to aggra- 
vate our miserable prospects, and render our deliverance 
less practicable, we loil, with our boat, both our axe 
ftad liammer, which would have been of great use to its 
if we should afterwiu-ds have attempted to construct* 
ruft. Yet we had reason to adimre the goodness of Ood 
in producing our dJEappoinlnient for our rafetj ; for, 
thai aflernooD, the wind springing up, it blew eo hard, 
that, ha«l we been at aea in that imitaliou of e Itoat, 
we muRt, in all probability, have perished, and those 
left behiiHl, being unable to h<'lp tlientGelveB, must donlH- 
less soon have shared ac^imitar fate. 

We were now reduced to the moat melancholy amt 
-deplorable situation imagioalilc : almost evci^ man but 
myself was weak' to au estremity, nearly starveil willi 
hunger and perishing with c«ld ; Ihcir han<L» and Icet 
frozen and mortified ; lajfce and deep ulcers in their legB, 
lh« smell of which was highly offensive to those who 
floold not creep into the air, and nothing to drees theni 
witit but a piece of linen that was cast on aliore. Wfi 
had no fire ; our small slock of cheese was exiiausted, 
and we had nothing to support our feeble bodies but 
tock weed and a few muscles, scarce aud diliDcult to lie 
procure!, at most not above two or three for ea«h tnui 
a day ; so that our miserable bodies tvere perii'hiBg, and 
our disconsolate spirits overpowered by Uie deplomble 
prospeet of slarvino;, without any ajipearamc of relid'. 
' I our siluatioa, if poESiMe, we bad reason

^H^^^or my part, I (till my ulmogt to encourage mysetf, 
^^^^nort Ihe real, to trust in God, bdiI patiently await 
^^^Hjl^ deliverance. As a slight allevintlon of our faith, 
^^^^Kvidence directed towards our qunrlera a sea-gull, 
^^^Hpilch my mate struck down anil joyfully brought lo me. 
^^^^Effivided it into c(|ual portions, and though raw, and 
HHBwcely atTorilinK n moutliful for each, yet we received 
^TVbd eal it Ihnulirnlly. 

The last inelliod of rescuing ourselves we could posi- 
bty dcvltie was lo roiistnict a raft capable of carrying 
two mcQ. This proposal was strongly eupjrarled by a 
Si>-ede, one of our men, a stoiit brave fellow, wKo, Bioce 
<iur disaiter, had losl the use of botit his feet by the 
froEl. He frequently iuiportiinid me to attempt our de- 
liverance in that way, oiTering himself to accompany 
Die, or, if 1 rcfiiHed, lo go alone. After Heltbarale con- 
hidbration we resolved upon a rafl, but found great dilli- 
I cully in ctcaiiiig Ihe fore-yard, of wliich it was chiefly 
,tol>e made, Tram Ibejunk, as our working hands Vere 
lytrfcw ftnd weak. 

This done, we eptit the yard, and wiA Ihe two parts

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ad, Ih ere was snoflier reatly lo oSer lutasetf for the CB* 
terprise. 

About tbis time we saw a sail come out of Piscala- 
qua river, about seven leagues to the westward. We 
Si^in made all the signals u? could but the wind being 
northwest, and Ihe ship standing to the eastward, she 
was {>resentlf out of sight , ivithout ever coming near us, 
which proved an extreme mortiGcalian to our hopea. 
The nest day, being moderate, with a small breeze 
tigilit on shore in the al'lernoon, and the raft being wholly 
finished, the two men were very anxious to have it 
hunched; but this was as stTenuously opposed by the 
mate, because it was so late, being two in the afternoon. 
They, however, uifed the lightness of the niglifs, beg- 
ged m» to auSer.lhem to proceed, and I at lengtii con- 
aented. They both got upon Ihe raft, when the swell, 
rolling very high, soon overset them, as it itiil our boat. 
The Swede not daunted by this accident, swain on sboM, 
but the other, being no swimmer, continned some time 
under walvr ; as soon as he appeared, I caught hold of 
and saved him, but be was so discouraged that he was 
afraiil to make a second attempt. I desired ihc Swede 
lo wait a more favorahle opportuuily, hut lie continued 
resolute, begged ine to go with him, or help Iiim to turn 
tite raft, and he would go alone. 

By this time another man came down and oETired to 
adventure ; when they were upon the raj>, 1 launched 
Ihem otT, they desiring us to ]^ to prayers, and also to 
tvatch what became of ihem. I ilid so, and by sunset 
jgd^d tlicm luUf w»y to the nuui, and anj^sed that 
they might reach the shore by two la the morning. 
They, howcT«r, probabfy felt iii w!lh some breakers, or 
were overset by the violonce of the sea and perished ; 
tor, two days afterwards, the raft was found on shoiv, 
and one man dead about a uiile fmm it, wUb a pHddtc 
bstened to bis wrist ; but the Swede, who wm 40 vry 
forward to adventure, was never heard of inor^. 

We, who were left upon Ihe debiilate island, igoomnt 

of what liail befalkn liieui, wailed diuVj tat At:\t.i*i:«i«ME . 

pBf eTpfli-^ations werp tire more nus«A\^^ * »is "

Thla continued evetj day, and ne were willing to believe 
that it nas made on uuf acoouol, tbou))b we saw no 
appearance of nny thing towards our lelief. We sup- 
poecd (hat the delay was occasioned tiy tlicir not tteinj; 
able lo procare 3 vessel so goon as we desired, sod tbia 
idea served to bear up out spirits and lo support its 
greatly. 

Slill our principal iTanl was Ihnt or proTbion, having 
nothing lo eat but roi;k weed, and a very few muaclo* ; 
indeed, when the s|iring tide waa over, wo could scarcely 
get any at all. I have myeelfgone, as do other person 
was abl«, several days at low water, aad couM Rwl na 
more than two or three ajiiece. f was rrei|ueally in 
* danger of losing my hands aud arins, b; pulling tlieni 
so ofttn into the water after tlie lousclca, and when olv 
tained, my sitomach refused them, and preferred rock- 
weed. 

V[)OD onr first arrival we saw several seals upon tUe 
rock, and supposing they might harbor there in (he nifiht, 
I walked round at midnight, but could never inMl with 
any thing. We saw likewise, a great number of birds, 
which perceiving us daily there, would never lodge upon 
lite rock, so that we, caught none. 

This disappointment was severe, aud tended to »^^n- 
vate oar miseries still more; but it was particularly 
aESicting to a lu-otber I had with me, and another young 
genlleruan, neither of whom had liefore Iteea at sea, or 
cntlured any kind of hardship. Tliey were now reduced 
lo the Inst extremity, having no amistancc but what they 
received from me. 

Pdri of a green hide, fastened to a pici^e of the main- 
yard, Itring thrown up by Uic sea, the men importuned 
me to brini: it to the tent, which being done, we minced 
it hiiihII and swallowed it. 

Abuul tliiu time 1 set the rarn In np«n junk, and when 

the weather would {lermit I Ihalchrd tlie trnt with Iba 

^ fope yarn in the liei^t miiinrr I was ablu, that it mieht 

ulifiter Uh the better fiom the ektreniiljes of the weather.

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Abttpt the latWr eml of December oup carpenter, a Tat 
innn, anil nalurallf of a itull, heaTy, phlegmatic disposi- 
liou, ageil about forly-scveu, who, fi'oin our fivst coming 
on shore, had been cooslantl; very ill, and lost the use 
of bis feet, compluined of excessive pain in his back, 
and Bliffness m his neck. He was likeuiec altnost choh- 
ed-Hitli phlegnt, for want orstreiigth to disctiarge it, and 
appeared to draw near bis end. We prayed over biin, 
and used our utmost eudtjavors to be servioeable to 
him in his last moments ; he shewed faiinaelf Bensible, 
though Epeeehless, and died that night. We suffered 
the body (o renjjuii till morning, when I desired those 
who were most able, to remove it ; creeping out myself 
to Ree whether providence had sent us any thing; to sa- 
tisfy (he excessive cravings of ourappetitrs. Returning 
tiefore noon; and not seeing the dead body withoul the 
lent. I inquired why they bad not removed it, and re- 
ceived for answer, they were not all of them able j upon 
Tvbich, fastening a rope to (he body, I gave the utmost of 
my assistance, and with some ililHculty we dragged it 
out of tke tent. But fatigue,- and the consideration of' 
oup misery, so overcame my spirits, that being ready to 
taint, 1 crept into the lent, aul was no sooner there, 
than, to add to my trouble, the men begun to request 
my permission to eat the dead body, the better to sup- 
port tlieit liveB. 

This cirrumelance was, of a)) the trials 1 had encoun- 
tered, (he most grievous and sliocking : — to see myself 
tmd company, who came' hither laden with provisions 
but three weeks before, now reduced to aurJi a deplora- 
ble situation ; ttfo of us having been absolutely starred 
to death, while, ignorant of the fate of two others, the 
rest, though still livilig, were reduced to the Inst 
estremjiy, and requiring to eat the dead lor their 
support. 

After mature consideration of llic Innf^lness or rinfuV 
ness, on the one hand, atid absolute necessity on the 
otlier, judgment ami conscience were obliged to EuHmit 
(o the, more prevailing argunienta of wit cwrtfly^ ^Vt*-

reluctance, and by night I had completed the opera- 

] cut part of the flesh inln tbin slices, and wMhing il 
ia salt water, brought U to the lent and obliged the men 

eat rock-weed with it instead of bread. My mate and 

>o others refused to eat any that nigbt, bi^ -tbe next 

irniog Ihey complied, and earnestly desired to partaks 
With the rest. 

I found that tliey all eal with (he nlmost avidity, so 
that i was obliged to can-y the quarters farther from the 
teut, Qut of their reach, lest they should do themselves 
BR injury by entin); tuo much, and likewise expend our 
bjqhII slock too aoaa. 

I also hmitcd each man to an equal portion, tiial (hey 
might Bot quarrel or have cause to reflect on me or one 
ariotlier. This method I was the more oiiliged to 
stiopt, because, in a few days, I fotmd their disposilionx 
aolircly changed, and tlial a^ectionate, peaceable tern- 
(icr Itiey had hitherto manifested, totally lost. Their 
eyes looked wild and staring, Qifii countenances fierce 
tiud barbarous. Instead of obeying inj' commands, w 
Ihey had universally and cheerfully done before, I uoir 
iaund eren prayers and inlrealies rain and fruitless ; 
r^Aotbinf; wa< unwto be heard but brutiU quarrels, wilh 
|AoiTi4l oaths and imprecationa, inE(ead of thai i|Ui«t sub- 
ilufisive spirit of prayer and supplicaliuu lli«y had beton 
■aanifcrted. 

Tliiii, together with the dismal prospect of futiira 
want, oiili|;ed mm to keep a strict watch over the reit of 
Ihe body, lest any of them, if able, shoulil get to it, 
tkoil If that were spent we shonld be cninticllcd to 
Ceeil u|>on the living, which wo nrrfninly mufi have 
tt'iar, had we mnain«d in that situaliuu a few ^yf 
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Tlie goodness of God notv begitn to Rppfaf, nnd ti 
make [tfovision for our deliferanve, by imttiog il inta 
the hcfirts of (he good people va the shore, to whtctt 
our rafl was diiven, to come oul in seSreh of at, Which 
they (Kd on the 2d of JanuHry in the mormng. 

Just Hs I was creeping out of the tent I saw a ahallop 
half way from the shore, standing directly towards us. 
Our joy aud salisfactiou, (it (he prospect of surh speedy 
and unexpected deliverance, do tongue is able to expr^s, 
nor fhoughl to conceive. 

Our good and welcome fricndi came (o an anchor to 
the Boulhweet, at the distance of about one hundred 
yai'ds, the swell preventtng them from approaching 
nearer; but their aneHor coming home obliged them to 
stand off till about noon, waiting for smoother water 
upon the flood. Meanivhile our passions were differ- 
ently agitated ; our eiqieclations of deliverance, and 
fears of miscarriage, hurried our weak and disordered 
spirits strangely. 

1 gave them an account of all onr miseries, exempting 
the want of provisions, which 1 did not mention, lest the 
fear of being eonstrained hy the weather to remain nilii 
M3, Rit^t have pi'eveiitcil them from coining on shore. 
1 earnestly inlreated them to attempt our immediate de- 
liverance, or at least to furnish us if possible, with Rre, 
which, with the utmost haxard and <)il1iculiy they at last 
accomplished, by sending a small canoe, with one man, 
who, ^fter ^eat exertion, got on shore, 

Afler helping him up with bis canoe, and seeing 
nothing to eat, 1 aiiked him if be conld give us fire : — he 
anstvcred in the afSrraative, but was so aSnghtedby my 
Ihin and meagre appearance that, at first, he could 
scarcely rcturi} me iin answer. However, recollecting 
himscK, after several quesiions asked on both sides, l.e 
went with me to the tent, where he was surprised to see 
so many of us in such aileplorabb condition: Our flesh 
was so wasted, and our looks were so ghas:tly and fright- 
ful, Ihnt it was really a very dismal spectacle. 

With some difficuity we made a fire, after which, 
detenninini; to go on board myself with the man, and 
to ieniJ for the rest, «n»prl\voata lime, we both got 
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into the canoe ; but the sea ioim^fliaiety drove UB 
againet the rock with such Tioleitce that we were orer 
set, wid being vei7 wettk, it was a comitlcruble time 
before I could r*'<:orer myself, so that I had agaiu a 
Tery narmw escape from drowning. The good niai^ 
with greet difllcully got on board without me, designing 
lo return tlie next day with belter cotiTcniences, if Ibfl 
weather Khouhl permit. 

It Was an afiticting sight to observe our friends in the 
shallop, standing atvay fur the shore without us. But 
God, who orders every tiling for the best, doubtless had 
Aesigns of preservation in (Jenying m tite epii«nrnnte of 
present delivorance : for the wind coming sboitt to south- 
fast, it blew BO hard that the shallop was (o^t, and the 
crt'W, with estreme dilBcuky, saved Iheir lives. Had 
we been with them it is more than proLiabIt! thSl we 
filiould all have perished, not having strength sulSdeot 
to h^ OHi-aeivos. 

When tlipy had reached the shore they immediately 
sent sn csfTCEs to PortBmuiith, in Piscatiii|UB, where 
the ;;ood people mute no delny in hasteniiig lo ourdeliv 
ciwice as BOOB as the wenlher would allow. To oui 
great sorrow, ami as a farther trial o( our patience, the 
urxl day continued very stormy, end though we doubted 
not but the peMj>)G on shore knew our condition, and 
uould asBttt us as soott as jiosaiUe, yet our rtesh being 
•early ooosDined, bciiq; wilhont fresh water, and uucer- 
(-■un how long the unfavorable weather might continue, 
t'Uf silaalkin was estrein»ily miserable We, however, 
ceceived great benefit rn>m our fire, as we could botk 
K«rm oureelvee and l>roH our meat. 

The Dext day, the mnn being very importunate for 
fffjih, I gave them rnthef more than usual, but nut I9 
flieir fcnti^Csctioi). They wjiild cerljiiiily have eaten up 
the whftle at once, bad I not carefully watch«<l Ihein, 
with the iaieolion of sharing the rest next inoriting, if 
the weather continued bad. I'he wind, however, abat- 
ed IhnI night, and eerly riext rnoming a shalhip came fur 
K'ith my much esteemed friend^ Captain Long and 

iplain Purver, and three mure men, who brought a 
e can.'ie, and in two hours got us alt oa board, being 
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obliged to carr; almost all of us opon their backs from 
(he tent to the caooe, sod fetch us off bf two or three 
at a time. 

When wc first came on board the shallop, *acb of us 
eat a piece of bread, and drank a dram of rum, and most 
of us were extremely sea-sick ; bi4aflerwe had cleansed 
our stomachs and taiited nann nourishing food we be- 
came so exceeding hungry and ravenous, thai had not 
our friends dieted us, and limited the qumlity for t«'o or 
three days, we should certainly have destrt^ed ourselves 
with eating. 
Two days after our coming on shore my iippr«ntie« 
\ tost the (ffealer part of one foot; all the rest recovered 

I dieir limbs, but not tlieir perfect use ; veiy few, exe<-pt- 
I big myself, escaping without losing the benefit of fingers

iA^^NG mnde aevpnil ToyagcB io Africa, I re- 
cetTeil an order in June, 1 78S, from the Miirs%al ile Cat- 
tries, Uieti minister and secretary of stale rur lht> otatinc 
de|uirtinpDl to embark Tor the islarnl uf 8t. Itouia, im the 
Sviiegal, in tile St. Ciitharine, commanded I17 M. ho 
Turt'. On the lOtb of .luly we pa^scif betiVCCB the 
Canary isle aiul that of Pulran, anil Ihe Ca(>l)itB liaving 
rejected mj' atlvice relative to Ihc caution neotttwary to 
be observed in those seas, tbe ship booii B^tenvwils 
atnick upon shoals. 

A Jreadrul confusion «n»ued. The moBte being l(K» 
ened by the shouk, qulverd over our lieads, and Um 
sails were lorn In a thousand pieces. Tlic lerfor bfcune 
geueral ; the cries of tlie Miilor!, tnixeil with the tetriUQ 
roaring of the sea, irritated, as it were, by (lie Inlerrup- 
lion of iti course betwern Uie rockn ant) tlic vo«Bel, 
Btlded to the Itorror of the scene. In this dangeraiia 
Blale, such was Uie comtcrnalioD of the crew, QuAp 
one thought of saving Kinwetf ** O mynire!"emd 
onn : " O my df:ar frhiMren !" cxcloJincd ■ teoond ; 
while othera, extending (hfir hands towards heavpn, 
implored the divine proleclitvn. In the hope of saving 
Ihe ship, the masts wcr« cut away, but our cserttooa 
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were of no avail, the liolil being already Riled with 
wal^r. • 

We muEt inevitably have been lost, had doI Mr. Van, 
oue of Ihe Heutenents ; Mr, 8uret, a pasEfn^er; three 
Knglish sailors, and a few others, eocouiaged by my 
examjile, assii^ted me (o iiaul out the shallop, and to 
prevent it afterwards from being sunk or dashed to pieces 
against the sides of the ship. We were obliged toslrug- 
gte lile whole night against thefuiy of the sea, that when 
liie day Bpi>eared ne ini^it be able to avoid the rocks, 
by which we were aurromided on all sides, and get, if 
possible, OB shore. 

We had scarcely made two strokes with our oars 
nhen Hiey were swept fnim the hands of the ranere by 
(He violence of Ihe waves ; Ihe shallop was overset ; we 
Were separaleti in m instant, and all, excepting Mr. De- 
voisc, brother to the Consul at Tripoli, ca^t upon a sand 
bank ; I, however, htiuiediatcly threw myself into the 
water, and was foilunate enough to save him front Uis- 
truction. 

Oiir uuforlunate companions, who had remained on 
board, now saw themselves deprived of every assistance 
from us ; but I soon revived tlieir hopes, t(y plunging 
into the waves, accompanied by Mr. Van, \^(ige zeal 
lind activity seeonded my eSbrle. He prevailed upon 
rtie rest to join ue in our endeavors to gel Uie shallop 
afloat again, which we accoBi|>]iehed vsilh great difficul- 
ly ; but we found ourselves amply repfiid for our tabor 
when we set Ihe rest of Ihe crew on shore. We, how- 
ever, escaped this first dungor only to beeume tlie vie- 
, -rJitaaoC a seconxl, still more terrible^, 

~ [|rWhen (he wretched crew had rear.hrti (he shorf , I 
nusded Ihcin to cllflkhe surrounding rocks, on llie 
Biinit of whH* we diswored an enlLnsivc plain, t«r- 
ttinated by some small hills, covered willi a kind of 
wild fern. On Itiesc hills we saw somec^hlrrn collect- 
ing a flock cpf gonis. As soon as Ihrj- beheld strangers, 
they ^ct up ijch outcries a» iostanUy olaitned uid 
brought together llio neighboring iohabitiuils. 'lliese, 
after vieninf!;l.'ic crew, began to itettce and caper, at the 
ssme time ullering tlic mu*.l horriilciics m^d^A^. 
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When these savages came np^ some of ray compfr- 
" nion^, among whom n~ere (he tirst and sccoiul lieulta- 
aTils, separati'd from iis. They nt^re imuiMlinltilf sur- ' 
rnundpd ami seized liy tlic collar, and it was (hen Uiat,r 
by Ihc refloclion of the sun's rHys from the polfsbed 
blailea of Uieir poiguards, Ke firsi discovered thtjin lo 
be arin«d. As I hw) not perceiTeil thn beforci 1 hod'^ 
adraitCPii) wilboiit «ny fear. " 

Our ttvo luifoilunate companions haviiig dUapjiesred, 
CO uld not niako the men stop eren for a short titne. 
¥«ir ^t suuh poSE«>wioii of their hearts, thai, gj«ins 
rvM lo cries of despair, they all fled diflvreot ways. 
The Arabs, armed with cntlnsaes and large clubs, fell 
upon them with incretlible fury, and i had tho inorlilicB- 
tionafdooiiB««iDg some of them wounded, while otberti, 
stripped onkud, lay extended and expiring on the 

1 wns so unfovtunate as lo obtain fl iirami»e of goodwill 
from an uniu'med Arab, who aflemtinlii proveil to he a 
talbe, or. priest, by ^viue; him tno tvatches, agoIdstuck> 
buckl«, (wo pair of sleeve-bnttons, a ring set iriih tha- 
jDonds, a silver goblet, and dvo huDibml and twenty 
U-vvrus in specie. The latter article afforded biiu auMi 
pleasure. 

The news of our sliipwreck b^g spread thmugli the 
country, we saw (he savages running in great haste frMii 
nil quarters ; their numbers nnliiraUy increased th« jeal- 
ousy of tlie others, so that they soon come to bluws, 
and several lives were Inst in the contest. The womai^ 
enraged that they could not pillage the ship, letl upon 
and tore from a& the few articles of ilress we bad leR ; 
but their Btti'nlion was principally attracted by uune, 
ithich seemed to be more wortliy of their notictt. 

My master, who was by no meann of n warlike dia-, 
juisitiun, perceiving Utat the number of Arabs increased 
every mo mm t, calkdatidc -two of bis friends, wliom-h« 
ctunlnf^y aduiitte<l as partners with him in the property 
of twrlve of tlic r.tew who hsd surrcndeied themselvca 
to him. After making his arrangements he relired from 
Uic crowd, that he wieht shelter us from insult Tb* 
jilace tvbtcA he cliose fur that purpose w^u a wrel 
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hul, coTere*! with moss, nt the dislRuiw of mote limn r 
ieagiip from tlie ses ; here we lodged, ct nitliei' i\ere 
lieaped one upon tlie oilier. 

Our patron's litst cnre was to pay us a ^isit, uid Iw 
seart:!) us} lest we eliouli) hare concealed some rif aw 
property. Unluckily for fbem my compuiioits hod pro 
served nothing, on wWch account he hos in n very ill 
humor, etid shewed Ihcio nu mercy. He Utok IVuin 
them even tliFir ehtrts and hankei'ChitilV, inlinutln^, thai 
if he dill not do them tiiaf favor, otheia would, Kt like 
nise attempted to pay tne the sniae rompliine)!!, but 
upon my observing tlist I had nlrendy given him cnougli, 
1 experienced no farther moleslalinn. 

Being as yetigmirant amobi; whatlrilic wc hnd (iillen, 
I addressed my^i'ir (0 our master for inrui'roBlion ; iiiid 
partly by words, and partly by signs, I put Ihe following 
question to him ; " What ia ihy nnme, and IIihI of *hy 
tritw ; and why Oidst thou fly from those crowds wlio 
;>dvanced loivardv the shored of the sea V He n.'plie<i, 
" My name is Sidy Mohammed, of KowKe ; my trlbti is 
that of Lebdesseba, nod 1 fled from tlie Ouadelims, be- 
cause we are roI on ptud lerms wiLli one auotlicr." I 
was much aSecIed ta Rod tliat we had fallen hito (lie 
hands of Ihe most ferocious people Hl;f> iiihKbit ihe dc- 
eerls of Africa. 

While the ialbe repaired to the shore for more plunder, 
a company of Outtdelims discovered and pills^l our 
retreat, and beat us most unmercifull}-. I svas idmoet at 
the last ^Hsp, when one of the associates of the tnlbe - 
came and fescued me, and before « Urge assembly, after- 
wards claimed «ie, as Ihe reward of bis valor. The . 
priest made the etranfcest ubjeclioDS ta tins clain). 
Ilireatening to chastise tlie claimaiit, who replied to the 
(albe : " Since this is thy pretension, ss he caimot be 
mine, he shall perish by myhand " He bad scarcely 
pronounced these words, when he drew lus polguard to 
atah me. I trembled under the threatening dagger of 
this barbarian; but my master, Without losing & moment, 
Ihrew over me n kind of chaplet, formed of a long 
piece of cord, upon which are strung a great number pf 
SMtaU black balls, utd ifaea look in his bend n Email 
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I book which hun^ in his ginlle. Tlie women, at tliv 
Mile iiial&nt, rushed lowiirib mc, snalehcj me rroin the 
biih of Ihu claimant, nnU <)elivur(.'il tne inln those ol' 
||r enra^d [iriesi, dreading lest he sbotilil tbunder forlh 
KD anHllipmn dgniiist his antagonist. 
When I had rccoverrd a iillle Ijamiuilily, and began 
ta tedvcl upon tlie danger I hHd P!en]ied, I wan so innch 
iiirt'Ctcd tluit 1 couIlI not refrain Trom trai's. I endcnvor' 
<'d to conreal frani every eje tjiis iRsIimtiny of my sen- 
sihility and grii-f; but being observed by Eome of the 
ivouitn, instead of feeling compassion, tliey threw Mini 
in ii>y eyes, '■ to ifry my eye lids," ea tliey wiid. For- 
tunately Ihei obscurity of the night coiiccalpd me froin 
flm sight of these monsters, and saved mc fram Uuir 
fury 

AVe had now been three daja in a stnte of slavery, 
and duriiit; that time had Inheii no nnurishmetit hut a 
little ddui-, which, though before spoikd by the aea- 
waler, was rendered sliU more diiagrcealile by llie mix- 
ture of barley meal, whii;,h had long been kept in a 
tfthi'i sldu ; and bad a« tliis repast tvae, it was frequently 
Uerrupled by the alarmiug outcries nhieii wc heiinl at a

a trot is remarkably liard. Beine onketl, and una- 

delend inj'self fiH>ni Ihe friction of the aiiiuiai's 
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tfeir, in & ver^ little time my slcin t^ss entirely rubbed 
off. My bload trickled down the animaFs siAcs, niid 
itksfead of exiriting pity in the^e berbnrinns, tJiis sight 
aB<)rd«(t tliem n sabjeel of diversion, Tliey made sport 
at my saSerings, and sF'Qi'cd on the camels, in order lo 
beigMen their enjoyipent. My wnimds wonld, in con- 
wquencc, have been rendered incurable, liad I not 
Ibrined the resolution of llironing mysfif tiff and walk- 
ing upon the sand. This I accomplishi?d, and Euslaitied 
no other injiTry in the faH than that of bdng dreadrully 
pricked by the tlrislles, which covered (he whole surfaije 
of the ground. 

Towards evening, perceiving a lllick smoke, I iins- 
gined that we were approaching some hamlel, ivhere wi^ 
staoBld find somelbing to eat, and, above all, Som'etliing 
' to allay our intolerable thirst ; but I soon perceived that 
(here was nuHting but a few bushes, ia which our giiidc 
bad taken up his lodging. £shaus(ed with fatigue, I 
retired behind one of them, to wait for the relievine; 
hand of death, but had scarcely extended myself on 
the ground when an Arab of our company came and 
comjielled me to get up to unload his camel. This in- 
sult I resented, and found arieruards Uiat it produced & 
good effect. 

I observeil preparali'ms making which threw me into 
the greatest intiuietude. They made flints red hot in a 
large pan, raised a huge stone which lay al the foot of u 
bush, dug up the eartli, and frequently repenUug iny 
name, they all burst into loud lits of laughter. Then 
callin;; me, they obliged me to approach Ute hole they 
bad dug in the ground, while the man whom 1 bad beat* 
en made different signs with his hand, often drawing it 
backwards end forwards against his throal, as if to give 
me to underataod that he would cnt it, or that-they Were 
resolved to serve me in that manner, In %pl1e of my 
reeoloUon, and IhedetrrminatloD tn defend mysell', tliese 
gestares were very alnrming ; but my iipprehensiona 
were converted into guriirise, when 1 saw (liem take 
from the pit which 1 had approachi-d, a gcMfs shin full 
of water, a Small Jontfn-r ba^;, cnntalntug hatk^ wui^A, 
Md a gaal alivly UiUed. Rj Iht ^iiA*4^^S«* ya-tv 
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5 i was restored lo my runner tmnqullity, Uioiigli 1 

ignorant for what purpose ilie licated fliitlB were in- , 

I At length I eav them fill tvilh water a large 

n vessel, iain nbich some barley meal had been put, 

3 Ihc red hotfliuts being Ittrown into the nuter, eervcd 

to make it boil. They then mnile a kind of paste, knea<l- 

ing it ftflenvards nith llieir liand±>, nnd Ewalloniug it 

without chewing. 

As for u3 slaves we had nollitng to eat but some of 
this {iHsle^ which was thrown to us upon the carpet used 
liy our patron to put under bis feet while he repeated 
Ilia prayers, and in (he night as a mnllrass to sleep on. 
After kneading tliis leaven a long time, he gave it lo me 
(o riislribute it among my companions. It can scarcely 
be itn^ined how dlsagreeahlo it was to the ta«te. The 
Walcr with irhich i( w^s mixed had been procured on the 
sea-shore, and was afterwards preserved in a goal's skin, 
which they had lined with n kind of pitch to prevent it 
from cornipting, i>y which its smell was rendered doubly 
distrusting;. I'liis water was our only drink, and, bad 
as it was, our allowance waa eiitremely scantj-. 

At dinner time, Ihe next day, our masters regaled 
upon TAW fat, of which they appeared remarkably fund. 
"lb soon as the meat was roasted, or rather baked, liiey 
ipk it from the earth, and, without taking time to free 
Kj^m (he sand which adhered lo it, they devoured it 
fpfh excessive voracity. Having; well picked the bones, 
^ ifity used their nails to acrape off the remaining flcEh, 
and then threw Ihem to us, telling us, at the same lime, 
to eat ipitckly, and unload the camels, that our journey 
I ttiight not be delayed. 

Passing some of (lie tents, Ihe woman, still more 

I ferocious than the men. took pleasure in loruienlcng us 

while our masters durst scarcely oppose Ihem. Having 

j retired to a small distance from my toad, I perceived a 

I man taking aiiu al me with a douhle bane Med fusee, 

upon which I pre«cn(<^d my breast to him, desiriofi blm 

L(<) fire. U<' was icrpilly astonished at thJi Irrmnrss, and 
his surprise tended to conQrm me, in my opiniDU, that 
lliesi- [leople arc impreasrit with rt-fipwt tvhen a peraott 
appears ngt (o (fVJ tbVBt, I wu advancinij toworde 
I 
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, when I was struck on the head, anil Tor a 
kw uiom^uii tiepi'ived of sense, by « stone froin an 
'unkooivn hand, but which 1 suspected Ut hive bet^o 
thrown by bis wile. 

After resting three days amon^ lh« Arabs of llie tribe 
of Roussyc, we resumed our jaurne]', jienetraliug far- 
ther into the uiteKor of Ihe counltj, uhcrre we were to 
join tlie families of our coodui^Iors. After being exjios- 
ed for sixteen days to the greatest fatigue£ and drea<llu< 
miserits, we at lenglh reached the end of our juuinrj', 
in a most wretched and exhausted condition. 

Being observed upon the brow of a hill, several of 
tlie black slaves, whose piincipal employnienl is tu lend 
the camels, came lo meet our masters, in order to kiss 
their feet, and incjuiro after their health. As we pro- 
ceeded, the ciiildren made Ihe lur resound with shouts 
of ioji ^"d the ivomen standing up, out of respect, 
awaited at tli« doors of their tents, the arrival of their 
husbands. Upon their approach they advanced lowarda 
them with an air of eubmission, and each, after prnstrvt- 
ing before her husband, laid her right band on his head 
anil kissed it. This ceremony being finished they begnn 
to sab'sfy their curiosity with r^gartl lo us, and lo load 
ufi with abuse ; but Uiey did not stop here, fur Ibey even 
spit in our faces, and pelted us with stones. The chil- 
dren imitating their esample, pinc!ied ns, pulled our 
hair, and scratched us wilh their nails ; iheir cruel 
mothers ordered them lo attack sometimes one and 
sometimes another, taking pleasure in making them 
tormeul us. Exhausted with hunger, thirst, and des- 
pair, we had impnliently wished for Ihe moment of nur 
arrival, bat lilUe did we foresee Ihe new torments that 
awaited us. 

Aflcr rvr masters bad divided their slaves, the favor- 
ite wife of the talbe ordered M. Devoise, M. Baudre, 
and myself, whn bad fallen to her husband's ^ha re, to 
uxtoad Ihe cemeli, lo clean a ketUe which she broueht 
Be, and to pull up some roots lo make a fire. While 
thus employed in signifying ber will tn us, her hushanil 
was quielly enjoying a sound sleep on the knees of onq 
i|[{us concubines. 
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■fOP my rrluni. I Iw-iirld my two i-nrn

As we were Christians, when Ihe Arabs bad almost 
exhausted their provisions, their dogs fured better than 
Yre, and it was in the basins destined for their use fhnt 
we received oar allowance. Their, object (vas to make 
UB change our religion, but in this Ihey failed, atlhou^h 
our food consisted of raw snails, and herbs and planle, 
that iTere trodden under foot 

I was soon undeceived by a joung female Mu^r, 
vrhose flocks led with those I tendrd, respeeling Ihe 
hopes I had entertained of liberty, in consequenee of 
my master's promises, and this iDformntion rendered my 
labors ?Iill more irksome and inaupporUhIc, 

1 no Itingcr^iet in Ihe fields my comitantona in mis' 
foi'tuue, but above all, I regretted the loss of the caii- 
lain. fiis corajMiny had often comforted me in afilii;- 
tion, and I found a kind of alleviation in ronversicg 
viQ> him on our sulleriii^, and the hopes we cnlcriaii 
ed of returning lo nur native land. One evening 
coolness of the weather having enticed my camtii 
stray rnriher than usual, 1 was under Ihe necessity 
following (hem to a neighboriiig bamlet, where I beht 
B spectacle truly horrible. The unfortunate captain was 
exieniled lifeless upon tbe sand, holding, in his mouth, 
nne of his hands, nbieh his extreme iveakness had, 
diiiiblli'ss, prevented liim from devouring. He was so 
nltert-d by tamiue, lliat all his features w«re absuliilely 
effaced, atid hia body exhibited the most disgusting 
appearance.

moisleo Ihe fields which 1 had sowq. Our eallle tinding 
no. pasture, were on the point of perishing, when the 
tribes of Labdesseba and the Oitadcliius, having taken 
into cousidernlion their present condition, resolved lo 
go in (luesl of some si)Ot occupied by mure industrious 
inhabitants. 

In this melancholy situation I accidentally met with 
»n Arab, having iti his trsun a Cliristian tlave, who, I 
found, had been baker to our ship. This man ivas dis' 
poaed of to ray Master at a moderate price, and ordered 
to perform my ordinary labor, I had now an opportu- 
nity of recruiting my strength a little ; but tite unfortu- 
nate baker paid dearly for his knowledge iu the art of 
preparing food. Having eaten all Uie snails wc could 
find, we fed upon sheep which had died either of hunger 
ordisease. This suggested lo lis tbe idea of strangling 
■ few kids in Ihe night time, persuaded that our maalen 
would not meddle witli them, as tiieirlaw prohibits tlteir 
eating o( any animal unless it has died by the knife; but 
being suspected, and at length caught io tbe act, we 
narrowly escaped having our tiiro^a cut. 

One uoming as I was preparing to set off tn cut wood, 
poor Devoise, addi«^sing me in a faint and languishing 
voice, said, * The iUu&iou is row over ; I have hitherto 
flattered myself '.with hopes of again beholding my na- 
tive Gomitry, but 1 feel my strength forsake me.

This rcsotation, and my conduct toivar/ls those who 
had endeavored to bumble mc, procured me some res- 
jtecF BiDOn^ these savages ; so that I was occaaionly 
pcTiuited lo lodge in the bacfc of their teuts, anil even 
soiactimes to drink out of thiiir vesscb. My master, 
too, suSered me to reoiain unmnlcsleJ, and 1 was no 
loDirer required to tend his camels. It is true, he never 
siiiil a word cenccrtiing my til>ei'ty, but if he had 1 
should not have r^arded it, as I was so well acqukiutcd 
with his perSdy that I placed not llie Itasl couGdeuce in 
him. It was, however, necessary for me to malie 
faggots, as I had done for some lime, in order to ex- 
change them for milk, being oi'leu driven by Itiirsl al- 
most to Diailness. The Aratw ibt^inselvea euQered ex- 
ceedingly from the same cause ; several of them died of 
huDger and thirst ; this bcin^ the fourth seaeoii tn which 
their crops had bem destroyed by drought.

DHle man, and dei^n to assist him. AfTord me some 
consolation, aiid revive my drooping a|iiri(s. Where 
am I ? Of what country are you I What day of the 
month is it 1 What day of the weeli is it V I foun<l 
that I addressed two of my countrymen from Bordeitus, 
who after looking at me a few Bionients, went to inrorm 
Messrs. Ihiprat and Cabanes, who considered it their 
duly to relieve, as far as lay in their power, such unhappy 
people as might be driven upon these coastB. Thoie 
gentlemen came to meet me, and without bein^ rii^guct- 
ed at my ajipearance, which was far from iuviliiig, they 
closfied me in their arms and shed te^rs of joy al being 
tiMe tnrelieye nn untbrtunate mat). 

While I was waiting for an audience with the emperor, 
I saw a captain review his Iroop, He was sealed ujwn 
the ground, with his chin resting upon his two (ials, and 
Ills iirms placed u|>nn his knees, which were bent up- 
nards, He matle his soldiers advance two by two, then, 
gave bis orders, upon which the men, after prostruting 
before him, retired to their pqils, or went Id enjoy theji 
amusement.

The emperor, for Ihifl 
tfvcn, set all Ihe prisonere at liberty, and me among 
Ihe rest ; bo thai we had now only to coueidef of tlic 
oeeessarj measures for out return to Franco. 

The Arabs of the desert amoi^ whom I had resided, 
so iguorant, that they not only cont-idcr Uteouolver 
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6 the principal nstion in the world, but hare the foolish 
Tsnily lo belive that the sun riees for them unly : " Be- 
hold that lutninary, (Eaid the;,) which ia unknown in 
thy country ! During the night thou art not lighted as 
we are, by that heavenly boily which regulates onr days 
and our lasts. Bis children, {meaning the stare,) point 
out to us the hoHra of prayer. You have neither trees 
nor camels, sheep, goats, nor dogs. Are your women 
made like onrs ?" " Indeed, (said one, counting my 
fingers and toes,) he is made like us ; he differs only in 
his color and language, which astonishes me. Do you 
sow barley in your houses !" {meaning our ships.) No, 
aneirered 1 ; ive sow ou^ fields almost in the same aen- 
ma as you. " How ! (exclaimed several of them,) do 
you Uve upon land 7 We believed that you were bom 
and lived vpon the sea." 

As soon aa,my quarantine was finished at Cadix, where 
I landed, before I proceeded to my native land, or tg 
Ihe arms of a tender and affectionate wife, I wrote to the 
Marechal de Castries that I waited his orders to return 
to Senegal. Charged with fresh despatches, I again em- 
bftrhed at Havre de Grace, on the 6th of May, ]787, 
and had the good fortune lo nrrive at the island of 6^

by certain persnns, ivlio dill not bestow a thought on 
affording the lca»l aseialance or relief to their fellow- 
crealures Upon Ihe wreck, periahing with cold, huKgef, 
itnd fliirat, and aimoel in the ai-ms of death. 

Another circumstance tended to render this otherwise 
distressing scene sliil isorc afSicting. Among the few 
lucky enough lo save their IiTes by swiuiiiiing from tiie 
wreck, was Ihe gunuer, who stripped biin&elf quite nnk- 
ed, in order tiiat he niighl swiui the easier, and had Ihe 
good luck to come alivo to ebore, wltich ues not Ihe 
case mth eveiy one who could swim ; for many were 
either dashed lo pieces against the mcks, or by the *io- 
fcnce of Ihe surl^ carried again into the sea. When he 
arrived on shore he found hts chest hioded before him ; 
but juat as he was going fo open it, and take out his 
great coat, tlie lieutenant who commanded the party, 
drove him away from it, and though he eam^tly beg- 
ged for loave to take out the clotlics necessary for cov- 
ering bis naked and shivering body, and eould also 
prove by the key, fastened, according to the sailor's 
I'ustoni, Id his waist, as well as by bis name cut on Ihe 
lid of his che«1, Ihat it was actually lib properly, he was, 
neverthelt'SB, forced to retreat without effecting bis pur- 
[tose, fay this merciless hero, »'ho gave him several 
iisart bloiYs with his cane onhie bare IwcU. After he 
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i passptl' the whole Aaf naked' and li<in°;rf , nnil tx- 
Ml) to Ibe piereiug winds, and was gnln^ to be takon, 
B Ihe evening, lo town along iviU) olhers who had been 
Vred from (be wreck, he a^in asked leave to take a 
eoBt out«r hU chest lo cover himself with ; bnt (lie 
hnring been previously plunilered, he found empt}-. 
On enlprtBa; the town, where he arrived slark naked, he 
met with a tiu^er, wUo took coinpassinn on him and 
. Jfcnt hiui liES grent coat. AftenTards, he. hb irelt at the 
"'"'ler unfortunate wretches, were obliged to run alHiut 
: town, sevei'sl days together, begging rietual?, 
lotbes, and nionej, tilt at length they reeeived support 
at the Comjiany's expense, and were again taken into 
Ua service. 

Anotiier DcSon, honorable to humanity, deserves the 
more to Ik recorded, as it shews, that at all times, and 
in atl places, there are both good and considerate peo- 
ple, as well as such who have nothing human hut (he 
•hH)tc. An old man, of the name of Wollema<l, by 
birth an Euri^ean, who was at Ihi^ time the keeper of 
the beasts at the managerie, near tlie jcarden, iiad a son 
in the citadel, who was a corporal, and among (he lint 
who had been ordered out lo Paardeo Island, {Horse 
Island,) where a guard was to he placed for the wrecked 
go<jds. This worthy veteran borroiTed a bor«e, and 
rode unt in the momiag with a botlle of wine and a loaf 
of bread for bis son's breakrasl. This tiappened so early 
that the gibbet had t)ot yut been ereclt^^d, nor the ttdh^ 
posted up, lo point nut to the traveller the nearest road 
to elemlty. 'i'he hoary sire hud no sooner delivered to 
his son the refreshments he had brought him, and beard 
the lamentations of tlie distressed crew from the wreck, 
than be Aolved to ride bis horse, which was a goBA 
swimmer, to tlie wreck, with a view of saving some of 
them. He returned eide with two of the uyfoHunate 
auirerer?, and rejiealed this dangerous trip six lime», 
eat'h time bringing witli him two men, and thus saved, 
in tdl, fourteen persons. The horse was by this tim« su 
much fatigued, that he did not Ihiok it prudent to venture 
out nguin ; but the cries and intreatles of [be poor suffer- 
<n on the wreck increasia^ he renlured one ti ' 
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which proTed so unfortunate, that he losl his own life, as 
on this occasion, too many rushed H(tou liim at once, 
some catching hold of the horses tail, and othofa of tlie 
bridle, by iTbicli means, the h'lrse wearied nut. and too 
heavily laden, lurned bead over beela, and all drowned 
together. 

This noble and heroic action of a superanualcil old 
man shews that a great number of lives iLiglit (irghably 
have been saved, if a strong rope had been fastened by 
one end to the wreck and by the other to the shore. 
When the slorm and waves had subsided, the ship was 
found to lie at bo small a distance from the land that 
one mi^t almost have leaped from her upon the shore. 

On receiving intelligence of the above event, the East- 
India Du-pctors in Hollnnil, ordered one of thsir ships to 
be called tlie Wpltemad, and the story of his hu- 
manity to be painted on the stem : they farther enjoined 
the regency of the Cape to provide for liis decendants. 

Unfortunately, in the soutbcm hemisphere, all were 
not impressed wilh the same sentiments of gratitude. 
The young corporal Woltemad, who had been an una- 
vailing witness of his father having sacrihccd himself in 
Oie service of the Company and of mankmd, wished in 
Fain to be gratified with his father's place, humble as it 
was. Stimg with the disappointment, he left that un- 
grateful country and went to fialavia, wfiere he died be- 
fore the news of sueli a great and nnexpecled recam- 
mendatloD could reach bim.

Eoolliiiig Fxpressian uiiich could have bren «uK^ati.'(l ta 
enronmgc iiien in such a perilous sllualion.' Mnst of Qi« 
ofliuers and men were entirely naked, uol having ti»M 
In Blip on a pair of traween. Our horrible eiluation 
every momenl became more drsadful ; until day liglit 
appearing, about hall' past four o'clock, discovered to ue 
-the land, al abont two cables length distance, a long 
sandy beach, reaching to Cape Mondego, Ihree leagues 
to the southward of us. On ihiy^tiglit ole^rinfr up, we 
could perceive between Iwenly and thirty eail of the 
t'.onvoy ashore, both to the northward and southward, 
and several nt them" perfect wrecks. Beii)g now certain 
tf bein<; on the coast of Portugal, from seeing (he above 
^^ape, I am sorry to say, no person in the ship had lh<; 
■iemt idea of being so near that coaxt. It bloiving hard, 
and A very great swell of the aea, (or what h generally 
termed, waves, running moaetMns high,) (here waa little 
()ro9^ct of being saved. About eight o'clock, there 
t»eing every- likelihood of tAe chip's going to pieces, and 
the after part laying lowest, Captain Dixon ordered every 
(lerson forward, which tt was verydiffiouJt to romply 
with, from the motion of the main-meet workingon the 
larboard gunwals, there being no other way to gel for- 
vfKni. .'Air. Cook, tbc boatswain, had his thigh broken, 
I endeavoring to get aboat over the side ; .of an line 
' I not one was tared, being all slaved and cariivd 
with the booms, &.c, Soon after the people got 
„_, .itard, tlie shiji parted at the gangivays. The crew 
Woiu now obliged to stow themselves in lh« fore cluui- 
nelt, and from .thence to the boivspril end, to the num- 
iiT^ of two hundred and twenty ; for out of two ImiMlred 
iind forty persons on board when the ship struck, I f.up- 
pose iM'enty to have previously perished between 4lecks, 
unii otherwise. Mr. Lnwton, tJie gimner, the fit«t per- 
son who attempted to swim on shore, was dnmnrd ; 
aDerward^ Ueulenant Wilson ; Mr. Runeie, luripKtn ; 
Mr. M'Cabe, surgeon's mate ; Mr. Stanley, nattur'i 
dale; and several men, aharedtlic same fnle,b 
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«f the sea breaking in enominus surces over theKi, 
tiioiigh exwiknt swimmers. About Uiirly pcrsnn/liarl 
Ihe good fortune to reitr.h the share, upon jilanks ami 
among whom were Lieuleaent IJurre}-, anti ?Ir. 
1, masl^'s male. Monday [iiu;li I our aiUialionw&s 
horrtil, the old men aail buys dying through huiig«;- 
ftttic;ue, wilh Mr. Prohy, Snct Mr, Uayes, miiJ^U(i- 
Caiitain Dison remained all this night upuu thd 
bowsprit. 

Tuesday moming presented us no better prospect ol 
being relieved from the jaws o( lieaih ; llie wind blnwiiif^ 
stronger, and the sea much m'jre luihulcut. Abutit 
Koon this day nur drooping spiri is were somewhat re- 
lieved by seeing Lieut, Harvey aiid Mr. CaJlani, hoisliug 
onta bOKt from one of tiie merchant ships, to come to 
the Bssistance of their distressed shipmates. 1'hey 
several tunes attempted to launch hec through the surf, 
but being a very hnavy boat, and the sea ou the Itrach 
Keting so powerliilly agpSoal them, that Uiey couM OQt 
possibly effect it, though assisted by nearly one hundred 
men, at the inerrhanb' sailors, and of the Portugese 
peHBSBtt. SeveraJ men want upon raffs tliis day, made 
from giiecea of the wreck, but not one soul reached the 
ahnre ; the wind having shiftetl, and Ihe current selUnt; 
out, tbey ivore all driven to sea. aiiioiig whom was nor 
Captain, who, about three in the aFlernoou, went on tbe 
jib boom with thrc'e seamen ; amuous ko sare the re 
malnder of the ship's conipuiy, and too satt^jnine vt 
getting soXe on shore, he ventured upon Ihe spur, saying, 
on jumping into the sep, " My lads, I'll save yon all." 
In a lew seconds he lost liis hold of the spar, wjiich he 
could not regain ; he drifted to sta, and perished. Such 
was also tlie fate of the three brave voluolcers w ho diuse 
his fortune. 

The l<iss of our Captain, who, until now, hoii antioilt- 
ed Ihe almost lifeless crew, as welt as the nobfe eserllous 
of Lieut. Harvey and Mr. Callam to ladarh thu l.oaf, 
tint siic^4^iug, every gltain of hope vaii"u-l--.t .-.I -.a 
looked forwaed for certain dealli Uie en^r 
citily fnmi ei.ld, hunaer, anil lutigue, hut II 
of. tliereuuiiutug pai'lof tlicwrcck e,u'uv^v., y,. -■_,.... : 
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Hart not the Apollo been » new und well- 
feutlt ship, (hat suiaD portion of her cnuld not have eo 
tong rcsJKted the lean'^, and stack so nell ttigelher, par- 
Hcutarly as the after part from the chess-trees wbs gone/ 
the slnrlwjard bow rnider water, the cuelle-deck nearly 
peppcudiuular, the weight of the eiins hanging to the 
>nrboanl bulwarfc, on thehi^dp, snd the bower ftnd^pare 
n.'idiors on the oiitfi<1<;, whit-h it was boI prudetrt to rot 
iiway, as they nfTocded resting-places to a ronaideivhlei 
number of cten, titere being only the forv chnnnels, Miid 
eathend, where it was possible to live in, a&d abouC 
which were slowed upwatria of one hundred and fifty 
mow; it buin;; impraclicable to e-ontinuc any longer 'at 
the head, or nimn tha bon'sprit, by reason of tl^e break- 
ers washing completely over those places. Th« uight 
draiving on. the wind tncreaains mtli frequent shawera 
■it rain, the aea washing over us, and looking every in- 
stant far the forecastle pving way, when we must all 
Iiave perished together, afforded a spcctarle truly depio' 
table ; the bare recollection of which, even now, makes 
me Bhudiler. The [liercing cries of ttie people tius dis- 
mal night, at eveiy sea nontng over them, which hap- 
pened evety two minutes, were pitiful in the exlrerae ; 
the water running from the henil down all over tbe body, 
keeping us cutilinually wet. This shocking lughl, tite 
reiaaining strength of every person wu eserteil for bin 
in<1ivii]ua] safety. From (he vrowding to cJoaely to- 
^y;ther, in such a narrow compass, and tiw want of ^ 
M>inclbing to moisten our mouths, several poor wtttches 
vvei-e suffocated ; which freifuenlly reminded lue of Ihu | 
Black Mole, with this difference OLly, that those poot 
suflercrR were coflfiuecl by strung walla, we by u-oterj 
ihe least movement, without clinging fast, would have \ 
litunctieil us into eternity. Some of Ihe unfurl utiate 
drank saltwater; several their own urine i some 
'ed leolher ; myself and many more cliewed lead ) 
which we conceived we foumi considerable relief, 
reason of its drawing tlie saliva, wbich wo swallow- 
In less than an hour after the sbipalruek the gi-ound. 
■Hlhcpra^isiona were under waler, andtbeship awrcrk,

romt painful night that is posErible to concdre, on dajr- 
Kglit appearing, we observpfl Lieut. Harvpy and Mr, 
Callara, agRin endeavoring to Inuncli the tiuat. Several 
Btteiopls were raaile wilhnut success, a Dumber of men 
twtonfiing to (he merchant ships tiein^ muuh bruised nud 
hurt ill asstsling ; nllernate hopes and fetra now pervailed 
onr wretcli<.'d mintla ; 1 B men got safe on s]i»re this 
tnomin^ on pieces of the wrtch Alioul ll)ree iti the 
afterauon of Wednesday the 4lh, we had tlie inexpresa!- 
ble happiness o( aeeintr the boat laundied through the 
BUrf, b; the indefeti^ble exertions of tlie brUTC officers, 
aaeisled by t)ie masters of the merchant ships, with a 
numl>er of Portuguese Peasants, who were enuuurageil 
by Mr, WhilBey, tlie British Consul, rrom Figunra. All 
the crew then remaining on the wreet, were bfought sale 
on shore, (iraisiag God for a happy delivemnce from r 
shipwreck which has scarcely ever had its paraUel: A3 
soon aa I slept out ot the boat, 1 found scverat persons 
whose humanity prompted them to offer me susteDante, 
though improperly in spirits, which [ avoi<lcd rs- much as 
possible. Our weafc state may be conceivtd, when it la 
considered that we receiveil no nourishment Irotii (■undny 
to Wednesday afternoon, and were continually espostil 
to the fury of the watery element. After eatinu; and 
drinkii^ a lilHe, 1 (bund myself weaker than before, oc- 
casioned. I apprehend, from huvii^ been to lone Hilh-- 
out either. Some men died eoou after i^etting on sIior«i 
from imprmleotly drir^'ng too large a quanllly. of sjtirits. 
All were in a vpry wenk and eKhrmsled stale, the greater 
part being badly bniised and wnun<led. About thirty 
sail of merchant ships were wrecked si Ibe saaie time oiv 
thia dreadful beach. Some sliips sunk with nil their peo- 
ple, and almost every ship Inst from twa to twelve men, 
each ; yet the situation of the remainder Wia not cipiallj: 
distres^ij)^ with thai of the crew of the Mpile; ae the 
■nefchnnl ships drawing a less draught of water, hatl 
mostly diiven close on shore, .ind no [lerson remained 
on board them afler the first morning. The mustevs of 
the merchant ships had tents upon the beach, tin<l snm« 
provisions they had saved frotn the wrecks, w^vicAx ^!Bfr^ 

Y distnbuled, and ^avc evvrj wtnAnqcA Mk^'ian- -• 
\2 '■ 
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Apollo's people. Thus was lost one of the finest frigates 
in the British navy, with sixty-one of her crew. The 
number of persons lost in the merchant ships was also 
very considerable. Dead bodies every day floated 
ashore, and pieces of the wreck covered the beach for 
ten miles in extent. 

This fatal and unprecedented calamity, is universally 
ascribed to the carelessness and inattention of the Com- 
modore ; and it IB u%etMy that had it been dark a 
quarter of an hour longer, the rckde convoy would have 
shaisd tbe^^ame bk^. .

Jn Uie Bill of Jbnoary, 1797, relitrning home 
iM leave of utuence from Ihe West- Indies, id the Cubq- 
bertaiKl letter of marque, for Ihe recovery oi mj hf^alth, 
saw a lai^e man of war off tlwi coast of li-eland, beio^ 
thea nilhin iViur leaugei of the mouth of the river Bhaa- 
noD. She hoiEted Euglish culors, and decoyed iu 
* within gun-Bhot, when ibf subiUuted the tri colored flag, 
and look us. She praved to be lee Droits d L'Homme, 
«f 74 gunB, commandffd by the ei decant barun, now 
cilixen La Crosse, and had separalfd finm a Bvet of 
men of w&r, on board of ivhicb were twenty lliuusand 
troops, intended to uivade Irriand, On board of this 
ship was General Humbert, who afterwanle ^effected a 
descent in Ireland (in 1799) with nine hundred Iroopk 
and six hundred searjiCD.* 

0(1 t])e 7th of January went into Bantr^ Bay (o see 
if any of tlie ectuadron vies ^lill tlivk'C, and on finding 
none, the ship proceeded to tlie soulliward Notbina; 
extraordinary ocrurred until Ihe evening of the 13tli,

It 
ia rather remarkable thai th« captain of Ihe ship should 
inform me, that the squadrun which was ^ing to eogage 
him wsM Sir Edwafd Peilew'a, aod declared, aa waB 
afterivanU proTt^d by theibsue, that " he would not jield 
lo any two Eugliah frigates, hut woutil sooner sink hia 
ship with every b(>uI on hoard," Thi^ ship was then 
cleared for action, and wc Es^ish prisonera, consiiUng 
of three infanlry otticere, ttvo captains of merchaiitmrn, 
two women, and fur^-eight seamen and soldiers, were 
conducted down to the cable tier at the foot of the 
fore- mast. 

The action be;^n with opening the lower deck ports, 
which, however, were soon shut again, on accouut of the 
great sea, which occasioned the water to rush ia to tliat 
degree that we felt it runnhig on Ihe cables. I must 
here oliserve, that the ship wa* built on a new construe- 
lion, ciinsiderably longer than n)en of wflr of lier rate, 
and her lower deck, on which she mounted thirty two 
pounders French, equal to forty pounders English, was 
two feet and- a half lower thau usual. The sttualinn of 
Ihe ship, before she struck on the rocks, has been fully 
ctucidHleil by c^ir Edward Pellew, in his tetter of Ihe 17tb 
of January lo Mr Nepean :» the awlul task is left fop 
me to relate what snsued.

At iibotit four in the morning a ()rc<ulful coDTUIiiun, at 
Ihe foot o( the tireraasl, roustd ub from n state of anx- 
iel; fur our fafe ta tht> idea thai the ahip was sinking I 
It was Ihe fore-iiiast tJiat fell iivpr the siile ; in aliout a 
quarter of an hanr so anTol Buiiidate from above was 
re-echoed from all parts of the elup : Paumft Atiglids !

At low watec a eioall boat was hoisted out, and 
an English capt^iin and eight sailors succeeded in gettini; 
to the shore. Elated at the eucce^ of these men all 
thought their deliverance at hand, and many launched 
out on their rafls, but, alas ! death soon ended their

«Terf one was dying wilh misery, and the ship, now 
«ne third sbatlereil away from fhe stem, scarcely afford- 
ed a grasp to hold by, to the exhausted and helpless sut- 

The fourthday brought wilh it a more serene f ky, and 
th<! sea seemed lo Bubside, but to bchnlil, (torn lore to 
aft, the dying in all directions, was a sight loo shocking 
for the feeling mind to endure. Almost lost to n seiise 
uf hur",'<nity, we no longer looked wilh pity on tlu»e 
whom we cousi<]ered only as the forerunners of onrowii 
speedy fate, and a consultation look place, to sacrifice 
gome one lo be feed for the remainder. The die was 
going to be cast, when the welcome fighl of a man of 
war brig renewed our hopes. A cutler speedily followed, 
and both anchored at a short distance from the tvreck. 
They then sent their boats to 11s, and by means of lar^e 
iteYs, about one hundred, out of four hundred, wbo at- 
(emptird if, were saved by the lirij;1hat evcntng. 'I'hree 
i].indred and eighty were left lo endure another i.ight's 
midcry, when, dreadful to relate, above oiic half were 
futmd dead the next morning! 

I was saved about tea o'clurh on the morning of the 
iSth, wjlh my two brother oflk-ers, the Captaiu of fhe 
ship, and General Humbert. They treated vb with great 
humanity on bn:trd the cutter, gidng as a Itllle tveak 
brandy and watcl- every five or s.ix minutes, and after 
tlut a bason of good s^iip. I f'-U on the Inckcr th a 
kind of trance for near thirly hours, and swelled to such 
S, drgree as to require medical nid tn restore my decayed 
Huritig lost all iiur ha^nge, we were tokva to 
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Brest dmost naked, where they gaye m a rough shift of 
clothes, and in consequence of our sufferinp, and the 
help we afforded in saving many lives, a cartel was fitted 
out hy order of the French government to send us home, 
without ransom or exchange. We arrived at Plymouth 
on the 7th of March following. 

To that Providence, whose great workings I have 
experienced in this most awful trial of hnman afflictions,

liroad-side. ■ Lost five men cutting away the foremast, 
by the breaking of a sea on board just as (tie miist 
wenl. That was nothing ; every one expected it (vould 
be his owa fate next; looked ftir day breu)( ^vitli the 
f^enlest impatience. At last it eame ; but what a scent; 
(lid it shew us ! Tiie «hi(> upon a bed of rocka, idouu- 
tains of them on one side, and CordUJeras of water on' 
the other ; our poor ship grinding and crying oat at 
every stroke between tliem j going away by piccc-mea). 
However, to shew the unaecountable workings of Pi-ovi- 
dence, that which often appears to be the greatest "evil, 
proves to be the greatest good 1 That unmerciful 
sea lifitd and beat us up so liigb among tlie rocks, 
•that at last Ihe ship fccarcely movud. She was 
rery strong, and lUd not go to pieces at the firtt 
IhuDiping, tliough her detks tumbled in. We found 
afterwards that she liad beat over a ledge of roclcs, 
almost a quarter of. a mile in exieut beyond us, where 
if she had struck, every soul of us mubt have pe^ 
ished. 

I now began to think of getting on shore, so stripped 
*iS my coat and shoes for a swim, and looked tor a 
line to carry the end with me, Luckily could not find 
one, which ga»e me tim« lor recoUeclion : " Tliis won't 
do for me, to be tlie first man out of Ihe ship, and first 
lieutenant ; we may get to England again, and (leople 
inny tliink I paid a great deal of attenlian to inyselC, and 
did not core for any body else. No, that won't dij; in- 
stead of being the Jirst, I'll see every man, sick sod 
well, out of her before me." 

• I now thought there was no probability of tlie ship'd 
soon gi>ing to pieces, therefore had not a thouglit of 
instant death : look a look round with a kind of philo- 
sophic eye, to see how the same situation eSected 
my companions, and was surprised to find tlie most 
swe^ering, swearing bullies in fine weather, now the 
most pitiful wretches on earth, when deatli appeared be- 
fore them. However, Iwo got safe ; by which mfuns, 
witli a line, we got a hawser on shore, and made fast 
to the rocks, upon which many ventured ami arrived

Ity Iwelve it waa prclly modfrsle ; got some naili on 
shore and nmile lenl*; fiuind great qiiantitirs offish 
tli'ivc-n up Iiy Ihr 6PH into holes ui the roi-ks ; knocked 
np a fire, Uful had n noRl coinrnrlable dinner. In Iha 
hfleriirion made a ata^u from the cabin wbtlnna to the 
rocbe, aud a,ol oul Mime proviaJuns and water, lest the 
ship «liciuld go lo piec<'a, in wliidi caae we must all have 
prriahed of tiunger and thirat; for we were upon a dea- 
(ilitlc part of Hie coasl, and under a rocky ntouotaln, 
that could not tiUpply us with a sini^le drop of water. 
"•Blppt com fori Hilly this night, and Die rest day Hie idea 
I (kiilh vaniuhing by degrees, Hie proapert of being 
Jlonera, during tlio war, at llie Hsvannah, and walking 
e hundred miles to U Uirougli the woods, was ralber 
Ifilcssant. However, to save life fur the present, wa 
loycd tliia day in getting more provinions and water 
h ahure, which was tint an caKy matter, on account of 
:, giina, anil ruiihUh, and trn feet Muter Ihnt lay 
r tiiem. In the etening I pnipoactl to Sir Hytlo to 
)>ir the remains of tlie only boat left, and la venture 
r to Jamairn myself ; and in case I arrived safe, to 
m'Ib Id take llirui all olT: a proposal worlhy iiF 
mlitemtitin, II was next day apreed In j Iherefort- got 
liT on Aote, and let the carpenters to work w 
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tn two days she was ready, and nt four o'clock in 
the Bfteniooa 1 embarked with I'uur volunteers and a 
lortni^bfi^ provision ; hoisted English colors as ^ve put 
off friiiH nhore, and received three cheers fi-om Lhe kds 
left'beliind, and set sail with a light heart ; having not 
the least doubt, 'hat, with God's assislance, we should 
«onie aad bring them all off. Had a very squally night, 
and a very leaky baat, so aa to keep tiro backcla con- 
etanlty baling. Sleereil her myself the whole night by 
the stars, and iu the morning saw the coast of Jatiiaiua 
distant twelve leagues. At eight io the cviaiing anived 
at Montego Ba)'. 

I must now begin to leave off, partkiuliirly as I have 
but half an hour to conclude ; else my pretty little short 
letter will loose its paBbu^, wliich I should not like, after 
being ten days, at different times, writing it, bealJNg up 
with the convoy Io tlie nortlmard, wliich is a reason tliat 
this epistle will never read well ; for i never sat dowu 
with a proper disposition to go on with it ; but as I tinetr 
eomclhiog of the kind would pleak; you, I was resolved 
to linieh it : yet it will not bear an overhaul ; so do oat 
expose your son's nonsense, 

Bui fo proceed — 1 instantly sent off an express to tli» 
Admiral, another to the Porcupine man of war, and went 
myself to Martha Bray to get vessels ; for all flieir \c<- 
seis here, as well as many of their houses, were gjne tj 
Moeo. Got three email vessels, and setout back again tu 
Cuba, where 1 arrived the fourth day after leavin}; my 
companions. I thought the ship's crew would have de- 
voured me on my landing ; tliey presently whisked me 
up on their shoulders and carried me to lhe tent where 
SirH^'dewaa. 

I must omit many little oocurrences the; happened on 
shore, for want of time ; hul I shall have a number of 
stories to teli when I get alongsiile of you ; and the nest 
time 1 visit you I shall not he in such a hurry to quit you 
as I was the last. Tor then I hoped my ne^t would have 
'been pretty well feathered :— But iny tale is foigolten. 

I found the Porcupine had arrived that tlay, and tite 
lads had built a boat almost ready for launching, Uiat 
^ruttld ho!d fir<y of them, which tvRs intended for auulh!.-r 
Ab.2 
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trial, in cfLse I bad foundered. Next Aaj embarked alt 
our people thai were left, amounting to Iwo hundred antl 
Arij' ; for Boroe had died of their wounds they received 
in getting on shore ; others of drinking rum, and others 
had straggled into the country. All our vessels were so 
full of people, that we could not take away the few 
clothes that were saved from thi wretk ; hot that was ■ 
(rifle since we had preserved our lives and liberty. To 
make short of my siory, we all arrived safe at MuDleg;o 
Bay, ard shortly after al Port Royal, in the Janus, which 
was sent on purpose for us, and fvere all honorably ac- 
quilted for the loss of the iitip. I was made admuvl's 
aid de camp, and a IJIIIe lime aflernards sent down to 
St. Juan as captain of the Besoorce, to bring what were 
left of the poor devils to Blue Fields, on the Musquito 
shore, and then to Jamaica, where they arrived aflet 
three months absence, and without a prize, Ihough I 
looked out hard off Porto Bello and Carthasena. Fount! j 
in my absence that I had been appointed captain of ffac , 
Tobago, where 1 remain his Mnjesfy's most true aa^ J

" On the 29th Jane, about half past eight, A. M. w« 
saw a sdibII bnat on our slarhoard hoiv, which upoD near- 
Eng, we disftOTcred to have only one sail set, and other- 
wise B perfect wreck. No one was observed to be on 
her deck, uotil, upon hailing her, a wretclied object 
presented himself, apparenily in a most distressed sitor 
ulion, and in the posture of unplnring onr oxsiElance. 
A boat was immediately ^enl on board her, with Mr. 
Mackeson, the second officer, who returned with him, 
having sent the wreck adrift. 

" Bf the poor man's account, it seems he sailed from 
London as second male of Ihe brig Thomas, of London, 
commanded by captain Gardner, belonging to Broderick, 
and Co, of Wapping, on (he 4^lh of March, 1802, bound 
t« the Boulhem Oeean, nn the whale-fishery. That, 
after touching at seTcra) places on tlieir outward bound 
Vf^age, (bey arriTed at B!s ten-bland, where Ibey C9it< 
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' sercn monttis, and got about seven or eigbl 
iiinilrei) skins. In the course of Ihat tiiiiu they rose 
upon ber luug-boal, liinatlieiied acd de<-.ked her, sad 
converted her into a shalki|i, of tvlilcli tliey gave litni (he 
command, and put three oilier seamen ou board under 
hJni, with orders to accompany Ihi; brig lo Uie island of 
Georgia, situated !n aboiit laiilurte 54deg. 30, niln. 8, 
long. 30 deg. 40 min, W. ; where Ihey were bound, to 
'{iroGure seals and sea-elephanle. Tliey accordingly led 
Btalen Island tlie end of January, in company with the 
brig, and after a passage of eleven days, anived at the 
toland of Georgia, wliere lliey remained abont two 
.inoutha, and left il in the beginning of April — Iheir own 
another brig (the John, of Boston) in company — 
stood for the island of Tristan de Cunha, eituuied, 
Ualrymple's charts. It lat. ST deg. 32 iniu. long. 13 
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" On the litli of April they parted from thfir consort 

a heavy gale of wind, lie loi>t his three hands, who 
were washed overboard by a tremendous sea, from 
which he himself narrmvly escajied, having a monii^t 
before gone below fur a knife to cut away some rig^ng.

' - " He likewise emptied a medicine- chest he hail oa 
board, and got out of it sotiie burning medicine-, whiull 
he found made his tnidy a little coiiifurlable and warm, 
as he never had his clothes off. H« was almost cob- 
atanlly wet. 

" When we fell in with him he was shaping his coutm 
lor the Cape of Good Hope, having misled the island oC 
Tristan de Cunha, to which it was his iiilention to hKv« 
proceeded for ihe purpose "f rejoiuiiig hia consort, 
whom he expected to have found there. Ills dcMlily 
waa, lioweverj go great, tiial be hud (Iccu fur sererai 
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daj^ previous incBfiable of goiug inlo Itie hold of his 
vt'ssel for wliat litUe susfrnatice Ihen rfniniueil, or of 
ahiTlrng: liis helm ehoulda rhtingeof wind hnye happened. 

" He Iheti lived nioElly cm tohncco, which he luok nn 
Binuzing iiuontity of ; and wlita he came on board, both 
liis chi-el(e were swelletl oiit amasingly tvilh Ihe niinoua 
quantity he had in his moulb, tuid nbicli he seemed la 
surk »ilh couvuIntc agony. 

'■ Tlie Hjjpenranee of [Jiia poor wrefeh, ivhen he «as 
hauled U|) Ihe side (for he enidd not nalb.) deeply eSect- 
ed every one : be had enlheiy lost Ihe use of his ex- 
tremities — his coutilenance wae pallid and emaciated ; 
ami it was Die opiiiton of our surgeon that he could not 
have prolonged his existence two days lon^r. 

" It is not necessary to enlarge upon the thankfulness 
(A the poor (tllow for his preservation, or ihaL he expe- 
rienced every possible assistance which hia sttnation 
required, and wMch,, I niahe no douli>, you will bear 
wi^ pleasure, proved successful." 

FurUier confiruialioBS of this aceount were received 
by Messrs. Peler aiid William Meltish, an Uie lOlh of 
March, 18&4, from Captain Gilsou, of their ^hip Eu- 
rope, on his voyage to Madras. Another letter from 
Mr. Paftison fiavo nearly the same fltalentenl as above, 
with Ihe addition of what is tndy rharacterislic of Brit- 
ish Beamen, that the sailors of the Europe raised a puree 
for the poor fellow of one hundred and fifleen guineas.

Having desiiatched hla business there, he sailed for *

seised with a violent Bu%, which conlinuetl nearly « ' 
in'mlfa 1 many being at that time aiuk, and some dying

BetDg in some degree restored to health, he a^iit " 
sailed iroui Boston, October 10, They went with t ' 
wind as far as Cape Cod ; but on a sudden the weather 
became very tenipestuous, so that they could not puss ^ 
the Cape, but were driven off to sea, where they Were 
io great danger, experiencing terrible stonn:^, with out- 
Tsgeoua ninde ond ceas. * 

f]is«ldeat son fell eiek and died about the 21st; soon 
afler hi« other son was taken ill and died tJso. Tina '' 
wasabitier cup lo the pour father, for Ihes« youths 
tvere his only assjitaDce io working the ves)ie1. Soon 
after Caleb Joaee died, so Ihiil half the company wnc 
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Mr. How conliDUed in a feiy sickly Bad weak state, 
yet Has necesailated to Blind at the bdm Iwenlj-four 
and thirty-Gis hours togftlier. During this liiuc Ihe sea 
vrm so boisterous as frequeutly tn break over the vessel, 
and jf he bad not been lashed fast tie must have beeu 
washed overboara. In this estreinity, he was at a loss 
ia his own thoughts, whether he should perstet in endeay 
oring to make for the New-Englaud shore, or hear aivay 
for Ihe Southern Inlands. Upon his proposing Ihe ques- 
tion to Mr. Augur, they determined, according to the 
custom of some ui those times, to decide this difficult 
case by casting lots. They did so, and it fell upon 
NeH- England. 

Nearly about Ihe 7th of November they lost Iheir 
rudder, so Ihnt now their only ilependaoce was upon 
Providence. In this derkirablc state they drove up and 
dmvD for B. forlnighl longer. During the last six weeks, 
the poor infirm Mr. How waa hardly ever dry, nor 
had he the benefit of warm food above thrice or tiiere- 
aboats. 

At lenglli, about Ihe 2Ist of November, early in the ■ 
morning, tlie vessel was driven on the tailings of a [edge 
of rocks, where the sea broke violently. I.ookiug out) 
They saw a dismal rocky isLnnd to the leewartf, upon 
which, if Providence hail not by the breakers given 
them timely ivamin^, they had been diished to pieces. 
They immediately let go en anchor, and ^rtt out Ibe 
boat, and Ihe sea became calm. Tbe boat provujg leaky, 
aud tliey being in great terror they took but little oi^of 
Uic ketdi, but got on shore ns they could. 

Here Ihey cimld distxiver neither man nor htast. It 
wns a siiiiill, rocky, desolate islaud, near Cape Sable, 
Ihe Soi-lhern exlremity of Nova-Scolia. They now 
appeared to be in great dnnger of being starved to dcaih, 
but the storm reluruing, heal so violeully upou the vea- 
sel, as it still lay at anchor, 111 at it was stove to piece*, 
And eereral tilings Doalcd to the shore. 

Tite fbtlowiog articles were all they liud towards their 
I'lilore supjMirt : — A cask iif gunpowder, which recei vet! 
no tlama^e from Ihe waler ; a tjarnl of wiue ; half a 
barr«t at molasses ; and severul useful articles towards 
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buililjns; a tent: &U the aboi-c drifted from tlie vmtk ; 
besides which they had, lire arms nnd shot ; b pot Aw 
boiling ; and inosi probably other Ihlng^ not mentioMd 
id the nari-ative. 

Their tent was sonn erected, for tlie cold wm now 
fitting severe, but new and grenl distreeees altrnded thvni, 
for thougli tliey had arms and Ruiinuuilidn, them i 
aehlum an}' fowls to be seen, except crows, ravens, asd 
•ea-galls. Tliese were so few, Ihut thej coutd eeldom 
shool more than one at a time. Many tini^a balf & 
lowl, with the liiimn" it was bmled in, »erv«d for a meal 
all three. Oitce thoy tived five days without any bib- 
ce, but did not fvel tht^mselves iiinched with hiio- 
i at other times ; which tlicy esteemed a speciitl 
of heaven unln them. 
When Uiey had lived in thi* miserable cotidilioa 
Ire weeks, Mr Hnw's dear friend aad cnmpnnmn, 
[r, Augur, died, hIhiuI the middle of pphmary, I67T t

Tribune was one of tbe finest Trigates in 
his Mnjesty's har;, niounled 44 guns, mid had receiiUf 
been liiken Trum Uie Fi'euch by Caplain WilUamB in iIig 
Unicom Frigate. She was commanded by Cajjt. S. Bar- ' 
tter, and on the 2 jd of September, 1797, eailed from 
^'urbay as convoy to the (Juebec and Neivfonndlaad 
fleets. In latitude 49 deg. 14 min. longitude 17 deg. 
22 min, she fell in aud-^puke with his Majesty's ship Ez- 
perioicnt, from Uahfax ; and lost sight of all her cou- 
Toy on the lOlh of October, iu latitude 74 deg. 16 iiiJu. 
lojj^tude52 deg. II min. 

About «i^lit o'clock in the morning of tlie folloning 
Thursday they caine in eight of the harbor of IlalifitK, 
Slid uppruached it very last, with an £. S. E, ivimi, Wt^^n 
Ciiptain Barker projiused to the master to lay the sliKto, 
I till thf.y could procure a pilot. Tbe master repned, 
that he had heat a 44 gun aliip into the harbor, (hat lia , 
had frctjuently been there, and there was no occasion 
for a pilul, as the wind vias fovorahle.

ef the ship but the expectation of a mare painful «1calh, 
by iieing ds^hed agtuiisl precipices, which, evco in the 
calmest flay, it is impossible to aseeud. Diitilup, one 
of the survivorii, declared, that about half past ten, as 
nearly as he could conjecture, one of Uie men who Imd 
been bs)|ow, came to him on the forecastle, and tohl 
him it >ras all over. A few minutes afterwards the ship 
took a lurch, like a boat neai'ly filled with ivaler and 
going down ; on which Dniilap immediately begun L'l 
ascend the fore-shrouds, and nt the same moment cbeI- 
ing his eyes towards the quarter deck, he saw Cajjlain 
Barker standing by the gan^nay, and looking into tlie 
water, and directly afterwards he heard him call for tli« 
jiilly-boai He then saw the lieutenant of mMiinetrun- 
ning towards the laiTrel, to look, as he suppos«K>r 
the jolly boat, which had been jireviously let doM^^Mh 
men in her ; but the sliip instantly took a second lurch 
and sunk to ttie l>ottom, after which neither the captain 
nor any of the others oncers were a^in seen. 

The scene, before suffiuieutly distressing, now became 
peculiarly awful. More tlmn S40 men, besides several 
women and chUdren7 were floating on the waves, mak- 
ing the last eSort to preserve life. Dunlap, who has 
been nd'eady mentianed, gaiijed the fore-top. Mr. Gal- 
vin, the master's mate, wilh incredible ditticulty, got 
into tlie main top. Re was below when tiie ^hip sunk, 
direc ting Ibe men at lh« Ghem-pumi<, but was waabed 
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up Hie hatcliway, thrown into Oie waist, and from (lieulOE^ 
iuto llie waler, and his reel, as he plunged, sFnidtf 
against a rock. Od ascending he swoin to gah) tti« 
main-shrouds, when thwe men suddenly seized hold 0$ 
hTm. He now gare liimscIC up for lost ; but to disrrK' 
gage himself from them he made a dire iulo the- irntcr, 
which caused them to i{uit their grasp. On rising Bgaln 
he ewam to the shrouds, ami having reached the main 
fop, seated himself on an arm chest which was laehed ttf 
the mast. 

From the obEcrralions of tialvin in the main top, and 

Dnnlap in the fore-top, it appears that nearly otie buD- 

dred persons were hani^n^; a considerable time to tks 

shrouds, the tops, nni! olher parts of the meek, From 

Ilie hogth of the night, and the seTcriiy of the storm, 

nature, however, heciune exhmisled, and during the 

whole night they hept dropping off and disappenring. 

1'he cries and groans of the unhappy suETererfl, from 

Hie bruises miuiy of them had receJTcd, and their hopes 

nf deliverance hcgtnning to fail, were continued ihrmigh 

llie night ; but as morning approHChed, Jn coascqoence 

fif the few who tlien survived, (liey became extremely 

ft«bfe. J 

About twelve o'clock the main m!<st gsve way; ntr 

i (tiat lime there ivere on the main-lop and shroads about 

\ forty persons. By the fall of the mast Die whole of 

L to«3e JinhaiU'y wretches were again plimged into the w** 

pd ten only regained the top, w) jrh rtsled on liM 

nard, and the whole remftiued fast to the 9hip fay, 

f tlie rigging. Of the ten who thus reacjted HiS, 

r only were alive when mMrning; appeared. Tta 

^4rore al that time alive on the fore-top, but three were so 

L^hnii^tcd, and so helpless, that they were washed 

■ Kway before any relitf arrived i Ihree others perished^' 

*nd thus only four were, al Iflflt, left alive on f 

Toe. place where the ship went down was bardy 
three limes ber Icnrlli to the soulliwHrd of the entrane* 
till" Heninz Cove. The iithaliilnntc ranie down in Ihft 
Di|;lU tt the point opposite to nhicit the ship uiiikt ItCfil 
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up large fires, nnd were so near as to converse nith l]ie 
Iieopleiin Ibe wreck. 

TUe first exertion that was made for their relief was 
by a boy thirteen years old, from Herring Cove, wflio 
venluretl off in k small skiff by himself about eleren 
a'cliM:k the oest rlay. This youth, with grrnt lalmr anil 
eslretne risk to himself, holdly apjironehcd Ihe wreck, 
SDil backed ia'lue litltle boat so near to Ibe fore-top tm 
to take olT two of the men, for Ihe boat enulil tiot idlh 
salety hold any more. Aud here a trait of geiierouw 
magnanintily was exhibited, which ov^hl not to pass 
utinaliced. Dunlap and aoolher innn, ntiioed Mimro, 
had, throughout this disashxjus nighl, presen-ed IhcB' 
alrcnECth anil spirits io a grenter degree Ilian their unfor- 
tuDate companions, whom tliey endeavored to cliier 
and encourage when they found their spirila »ijikiiiB:. 
Upon the nrriTal of Ihe boat theae two ini^bt have ste|k- 
ped into it, and thus have terminated tlieir own suffep- 
inra ; for their two companions, though alive, were 
unable to stir ; they lay exhausted on the top, wishing 
not to be disturbed, and seemed desirous to [icriah in 
that sltualioH. These generous fellows hesiliiled not a 
moment to remain themselves ou the wreck, and to 
save their unfortunate companions against their wilt 
'i'bey lifted thetn up, and with the greatest exertion 
placed thera in the Rttle skiff; the tnanlt/ boy rowed 
them triumphantly to tlie Cove, and immediately hnd 
Ihem conveyed to a comforlultlehubitalioM Afler^Biii- 
iug, by his example, older persons, who had Insci' 
boats, he again put off with his skiff, but with alThtB 
efforts he could not (hen approach the wreck. Hia ex- 
ample, however, was soon followed by four of lh« 
erew who had escaped iu the Tlibunc's jolly boat, and 
by some of the boats in the Cove. With their joint es- 
ertions the eight men were preserved, and these, tviih 
the four wlio had saved themselves in the jilly-boat, 
were the whale of the survivors of this fine ship's eom- 
pany. 

A circumstance occurred, in which that cool Ihou^t- 
tessnesB of danger, which so often dlstin^uisJics the 
l tars, was displayed in' such a stiiking maimer, 
fib2 
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that it 'would be inexcusable to omit it. Daniel Monro, 
as we have already seen, had gained .the fore-top. * Ht 
suddenly disappeared, and it was concluded he had 
been washed away like many others. After beii^ ab- 
sent from the top about two hours, he, to the surprise 
of Dunlap, who was likewise on the fore-top, raised his 
head through the hibber-hole. Dunlap inquiring where 
he had been, he told him he had been cruising for a 
better birth ; that after swimming about the wreck- a 
considerable time, he had returned to the fore-shrouds, 
and crawling in on the cat-harpins, had actually been 
sleeping there more than an hour, and appeared gre«lly 
refreshed.

^^K CAPTAIN GEORGE ROBERTS, 

^^^K( Paeaage from Virginia lo the coast of GiuMO, 
^^P in the Year 1721. 

JNI UMEROUS are Ihe liiaaaters to which mari- 
ners are es|ii)sed, and Ihe forlilude ivilh which man}' uf 
Uiem have undergone the most moiimtul reversts of 
fortune, teaches an useful lesson of patience or resig- 
nation, and shews what man is ca[>8ble of acliiig or suf- 
fering. 

Captain Roberts, who had been bred lo the sea, in 
the year 1721 entered into a contract with several mer' 
chants of London, to ssil to Virginia, and there to load 
irith a cargo for the Guinea trade. Having pujvhaeed 
■lavea to the amount of his invesfinenis, he was to pro- 
ceed with them either to Barbadoes or Virginia, as he 
found most hkely to be conducive to the interest of his 
employers ; and having disposed of his live freight, he 
was to load with the produce of Ihe country, for the 
London market. This was a complex and tedious en- 
terprise, and fortune forbade that it should be more thu) 
partially accomplished. Captain Roberts indeed reached 
Vir^nia, and purchased a sloop and suitable cargo, ivith 
which he steered towards the Cape de Verd Islands ; but 
here calamities and distress overtook him. 

Near St. Nichols, one of those islands, be fell into the 

Iiantte of pirates, vhn finding him a man of spirit and 

intrepidity, anxiously strove 'o unite him in Ihe same 

^^U&rious confedeiiu'y. These attempts be steadily re- 
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dstetl ; bul his uuhapiif silualion renderf d it 
to conform more tbau he seems to hnve dune 
humon itnd prejudices. One uf Ihe commanders 
amoiu tlic pii-atta trea!cd him wilh much iDdul^^cnce, 
prabnlf from a wish to draw him iuto his lure. Bj the 
interest of this person he was to be allowed to go on 
board his oivn ship, and to t»c suppUed witli aoDie ne- 
cessaries ; but, unfortuiiaiely refusing to drink the Pre- 
teuder'a health, which surely mu^t have been ajery 
venial oQeuce, circa mstanr.ed as be vrea, one of the 
piratical captains threatened '.) shoot him through Ibe 
head ; and after bftTiug itisulicd him in the luosl inhu- 
man manner, barbarously fiiroed him on buard liis om 
vessel at midnight, t^thout provisions, water, or saib, 
and with only two boys In assist in the nnvi^lion, one 
of whom was not more tiian eight years of a^e, U« 
was not even allowed a lif^hf, and his ship being leaky, 
darkness was doubly horrible. 

That men of tlie most atiandoueil characters should aa 
far forget whnt humanity is due to their fellow men, h 
to expose any one lo almost certain deslruction, merrly 
on account of a fooUsh toast, may excite the aslonisb- 
luent of the reflecting ; nor, perhaps, shall we nonder 
much less at the romantio- resolution of Capf^iin Roberts, 
who braved death raljier Uian submit lo an inftigDiftcaol 
form. Sullen obstinacy is soinetiuieK (lignilicd with Ihe 
tille of heroic conslancy, and many have be«n esleeH^ 
eil martyrs in a good cause, who only fell cacrificcB Is 
theirown perverse dispositions, or uusubmilling lemperr. 
We wish to establish the distinction between e»sentjttb 
and forms : between vohinlxry and com|tulsive d«e<I», 
No external compliances can change the mind : Rell^iis 
and Loyally, entliroucd iu the heart, may defy Ibe mtr 
lice of man. 

Thus abandoned lo his Tale, and wtlh a mind composed 
resteiiietl, Cuptain Roberts fini set about pumping 
vessel, by the assistance of the chirr boy. HnviDg 
pKUy ivcU gained on the water, day light ajipciireil, when 
he saw tile full extent of bis misurabW *itui<ti»n. Tbe 
MnfeeliBg wrclchea ivlio turned liim adrift, had left 
■carcely any ihiug to support life. Oo ri 
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TCBBel, he Tounil only & few crumbs of bremJ, ten gallons 
of ruLii, & little riee, ami tome flour, wilh two galiousof 

With much labor hp. pifcheil up a kind of sail iti tiirca 
days limp, during nhich space hlnisrlT noA Ms two yoDlh- 
fu) comp&niotis fetl on ruw flour and rice, drinking nnlh- 
kig but ruin. But Uie heat of the climate anil the ftt- 
ti^es (o which tbey were exposed, renilerini; thia kind 
of food unwholesome, they made cakes of i)f)ii|i;li with 
the little water (hey had left ; but this openilion exhaust- 
ing iheir Block, Diey soon felt the extremes of droHght, 
which spirits could not assuage. 

Pr-iTldonce now favored them with a plentiful shower 
of rain, rith which they quenched their ihirst, and saved 
about a gallon over. 

Small as their stock «T provisions was, they hu^band- 
cdlt with so much care, that wilh (he luldiiion of a sharb 
which they caught, it lasted them fur three weeks. 
When famine begau to stare tliem in tlie face, (hey bad 
the good fortune to discover the Isle of St. Anthony ; 
but before lliey could reach Ihe hinding-phicc, darkness 
set in, and tliey determined lo wait in anxious expecta- 
tion of the day. Thirst, however, was so pressing, tbaf 
the elder ho\ solicited permission lo go on Ehore for a 
Uttl6 water in a small boat, and to return directly. 

No sn---ier wag he gone, than Captain Roberln, worn 
oul with fatigue, was taken ill, and retiring to his cabin, 
insensibly dropped asleep At mitluight he waked, and 
running on deck, to his extreme distress, found the ship 
almost oul of sigliC of laud. A8tonl>^hed and afflicted at 
this misfortune, ho beoanlo lose all hopes of recovering 
the shore without Ibc assistance of his companion; and 
to aggravate his misery, the ship wbb making water very 
fast, and llie anchor was oul, which he had not strengUi 
to haul up. 

The danger of sinking being most iraminent, be ap- 
pUed himself to tbe pump, and in a few lurare sucked il 
iliy- His next laltor was lo heave the ancllor on board ; 
nnd in tliis, too, he surceedrd heyiind his lirtt hopes. 
Parcltcd with Ihirst, and without a drop <if nalcr, h« 
now endeavored to regain the island, stid itt last cost nt 
«hor in a Bandy bay. ■ 
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■The same CYcning some negroes came to liis nsstsUnce* 
brinpofE with them a very Fcaaonable supplj of water. 
This rtused his rirooping ?|iiriU ; uml by tite help or Ibcse 
poor pM>iite, whu hail been engaged by Uie bny on shirr, 
lie ntleinpled to steer the 3hi{>mti) the |>ort of Parrtfgliesi, 
In the night, the main sail ^[ilit, which bo daunlMl the 
negroes, ihat ihey inslantly took lo ILelr boat, leaving 
Mr. Rubei'te in a more forlorn Biluation tlmn ever. 

N«st tia;, while he uas exerting hiroself Ifi sleer Ihe 
vessel lo land, he heard tite voices of some {icaple ia 
f^e hold, and band three of ihe negroes, who had been 
left dead drunk bv their comjiunioDS, from afiplying Iheni- 
fidveg too freely to the mm, anil were now just recovof- 
i|i^ Ihcir seDsea. These people citing Ibemselvea up for 
lost, when they diecovered Iheir Bihialion, at tint notiM 
lend him so aseietance ; but on a Ktlle refleciion, and 
Sn ding they were near St. Jiihii's, they began lo Iut*ir 
fur thdr preservation. One of them pretended to know 
Ihe harbor; but whan he apjiroached the shore, h« vaa 
utterly at a loss, and in^isLed on running the v«sBel Oftt 
Ihe rocks. 

In this clilemma Captain Roberta threatened to dPEpntch 
llie fust person nbo should allcuipl this desperate deeil^ 
tui which the prelended pilot kapt^d overboard aWUwwu 
to land. Soon after the Captain hauled in so close t» 
Punlo de Bat, that he could almost leB>i on shTC, and IB 
this situation Ihe oUier negroes left him. 

That nijchi several of Ihe natives made their appear- 
ance nil Lbe mcks, and next muniing swam to the ehip, 
congTHlnlnled Captain Riiheria on lus arrival, and olfercd 
him any asslElance in their power, if he wotdil g<t na 
(Iinre. Unforlunnlcly he couhl not swim, and fur tly( 
present was oblj^^ed to remain on board : but the nativ^ 
iii;tde his situiilion more uomfurtahle, by brining him 
fish and other provisions. 

The amioeeding duy Uie weather looked Ihreatening, 
end Mr, Kutierts wa» jiislly afraid of beiuj; driven out ta 
eea. The oeKroea kindly ioterealed themselves in hit 
preservation, and nfler trjhiK in vnin to fatten a rtipi^ ta 
the rock:!, offered lo swim with him and iii» boy to land. 
UanilUng. boirever, to quit Ulio ship wliilo « bopc t^ 
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Aaln^^rl of snvtng her, lie resolved to persoTerc ; but Die 
next il.i^, in spile of all his tfTurla, th« Etorm drove hu 
on the rocks, wtrich pierceil her bottom. The wnlcr 
now rising rapidly, the atTiightt-d rcgroes left him ; hut 
as soon as tji« storm nbnied, ihry ntumed and sworn 
off ivilb the boy. The Ceptaia now consented to leave 
the vessel, when two of them taking him by the arms, 
bid him be ot good courage, for Sf. Anlhony would pro- 
tect hiin. However, tliey had not proceeded half vcny, 
when a surge parted one of his nssistftnlE, and liact not a 
third in^^tnntl; supplied his place, this unhappy man must 
have been lost. Al last be rcnched the land, and soon 
saw hta v^sel pari asunder, while the natives employed 
(hiotsdvcs in swimming backwards and forwards to the 
wreck, to save whal articles they could. 

Thus was (he captain bapily rescued from d boisterous 
sea, and the attentions of the natives were exerted to 
disfipitte nl! refle'iUons on t>is still distressful situation. 
Thcr mniii! n fire (o worm hiiii and thy bis cloUies, 
and expressed their admiratiuu of his fortitude and per- 
se veranre. 

Tlie governor, too, hearing of his misfortune, sent 
the nifiat hunwme offers of assistance ; and he waa now 
well aupplietl with milk «nd fruit. But with all the alle- 
TialKWS of huniniiily, not oiity the perils he had just 
escaped, but his preei'iit sllnation 6lled hioi with awe and 
apprehension. Re wsb miw fised on a slielfof rocks, un- 
der the covert of others which impended over his head. 
These rose to an amnKing height ; sod it was not with- 
out great danger that lite friendly natives descended such 
)Vtt;lilful precipices to bis -■is.'iif'fimce, «'ltlt^h it was impOG- 
cible for him to r limb ; and as he eouhl not sn ini, as 
lliey did, to a landiinniplacc, Iiis immediale prospects 
were those only of proloo^d misciy. 

Jn this place Mr Robeils and his boy had continued 
for several days, stili nsite<l by the natives, who exert- 
ed Ihcm^elves willi iiirreosiiig hclicvotence to relieve 
him. Amonir (hose w.'io new came off to bin), was a 
man, who, to hi-; suqiHse. addressed bim in English. On 
inquiry vhi' c mid hrin^ him here, he said bis natne 
l^a Freakli i, Uiat hi was a Maiive of Wales, and after 
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'Having been some time ilctaioed by pirates, Imd found 

k oueana to escape and to reach Ihie island. 

P Tlie conversation of Frankliu gave Captain Ruberia 

■ *.<ninch coaeulalion ; and he indulged the hopes of haviBg 

' e only boat belonging to the ietandsent round to take 

P'4liiB oS ; but as it did not arrive at tlie expected tJau^ 

' ,fee became inipalienl, and resnived to allempl to climb 

he rachs, by the aasistance of tlie friendly natives. 

With extieme ditfitulty he aacended half-way up Die 

J.jlrst rock, some hundred feet, when looking down, hia 

nljliead grew giddy witli the horrid view, and, had he not 

been supported, he must have been dashed to pieces, 

by falliiig ta the bultom. At lost he reached the firet 

landing place : from thence he (iroceeded about Uire* 

(|uai'ters of a mile in a narrow jiatli, o|ien tawards Ih* 

sea, and soinelimes found it bo contracted as barely ta 

l^llnw him footing. Hie guides, however, aasisted luqi 

with poles over the most difficulty places ; but at iMt 

they came to an ascent almost pcqieudicular, when two, 

of the negroes sliiking a crag, to try if it was fixed,'^ 

hitge fnignicul tumbled over them, and from tbe noiut 

it raised, Roberts expei;|ed that the cliffs above would 

inalaotly fall apoa Iliem, and involve tliem in undisti» 

giiished ruin. 

Wlicn tliis alarm was over, (hey concerted meoBur9 
for rsTlher operations ; and finding it inipasitibte for Rol^ 
erts to climb the remaining apace, his guides ideBceuilM 
with bhD in an oblique xlirecliun. In the bottom, wil£- 
out any accident, llie fatigue he had undergone threw 
him into a fever, which lasted near a inonlh ; but aliH 
he had the happiness to experience the unwearied aaio- 
duitics of the natives ; end on his recovery found tlia 
boat ready to receire him, when be dejiarlcd and aafr(y 
reacheil tlie harbor. 

Unable to walk or support himself, he was fasteiieA 
upon the gorernor'a horse, and in that statu couductwl 
to his house. This gentleman, in a manner honural^t 
to his fceJingi, pytnpalhiscd with Caplatn Koberl'a dbt^ 
Ircssefl, and after some time, he was invited to tsjiv ap 
his residttncc wilh the sun of a formi^r governor, WM 
teccirei him wllh the pleasure or a I'riend. UeuiwiJlA 
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Hie nalives cantinued tliPir attenlions, anil daily euppUed 
hiin with varioiis presenlB, As soon as Roberls was 
-able to walk abroad, lie returned the \hits of those 
kind people, snd amused himself in joining dieir (rant- 
ing parties. Tlial the breed o( wild goals may not lie 
deslray ed, no one is allowed to hunt without the gevero- 
or's consent, and this is one of the principal privdeges 
he enjoys. 

With the mikteat disposition and most benevolent in- 
tentions, the natives appeared to be the most ignorant 
and supf^rstitious. They had a net;ro priest who officiated 
among them, hut his teaming and understafiding were 
nearly on a level with those of his Bock. 

St. John's inland, where Captain Roberts lende<l, is 
situated in l&deg.2fimin. north - latitude, nnd is very 
high and rocky. It produces amaeing (guaolities of galt- 
peire in seTera] natural caverns, where it hangs like 
icieles, or forms a crust like hoar frost. 

By the favor of the governor. Captain Roberls set 
atiout hitilding a boat to carry him thence, and having 
suvei several of the materials from the vessel wliich 
- was wrecked, the business was canied on with spirit. 
The idea of visiting his native land, inspired Ruherta 
wilh resoiulion to persevere in Ihis arduous unite rtek in g, 
aiid his cipemlions were well seconded by (he IViendship 
and attachment of the islanders, it is impossible to do 
adequate justice to their general cooduel and eealoiia 
good services in lavor of the English ; and though ship- 
WTGcli, in sueh a situation, where he w«s cut off from all 
hopffi of deliverance, except by his own endeavor^ 
must have been painful euough ; yet it apiicars that be 
oould not have been more fortunate than in falfuig into 
the hands of such a genUe race of men. 

The b'uit being completed in the best manner that cir- 
cumstances would allosv of, and supplied wtlh an ade- 
qua\c slock ef provitions, CapUiln Rob«rlB devoted 9 
few days to mahe his ItianbAJ acknowled^menls to the 
natives, who desired no oUier reward but Ms favonibie 
rcparl of them to his comttiymen; and Itaving taken his 
leave, h% embarked, with his boy, two ne^m mariners, 
t bdonged to Ht. Nicholas, and three oT (tiese ibtUi- 
C C 
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dera ; Franklin choosiog to remain in his preaeot si 
tioD. 

'i'he evening afUr they saiteil, they came to Si. Phil- 
r(|is, BTwl landing nexl morning were couiteously recelr- 
ed. Here they I'el! in with a person who had the title of ' 
Proanador of St. Johns, and ivho wanted (o go to that ' 
inland. The boat bt:ing found laconventent for a voyage 
-of any length, this gentleman proposed to Captain Rob-, 
wts to return nith him to St. Johns, and (o carry with 
bim some artificers, who vroutd soon equip his little res- 
ael in a more cointnodloua niiuiDer. This offer was very 
grateful, and as several other persons nishcd to vi^it that 
island. Captain Robeils accouimgdated them ivilh » pa 
sHge, for which he received unadeijuale recompense. 

The same day thai they weighed from St. Phillipa-- 
Ihey reached SI. Jofaoe, to the great ealisfaction of alT 
the pasECiigeTs and crenv, some of whom beirtf; unac- 
customed to nautical expeditiODs, plumed theinselrof 
not a little on the voyage they hod made. 

The natives shewed Our countrymen the same humwaft' 
and friendly nlknlion ns before; and by the aeiiHtance^' 
of tlie carpenteiB they had brought from St. fliitlijw, Uie 
Jhost was much improvttl and belter adopted for aiiy o^' 
.vigiilion. 

Having carridj back the artificers, Captain Roberts; 
iHtiled for St. Jago, and continued trading fur some tinM^ 
among the different islands, carrying proTisions to Ma; Ou 
and loading back with salt ; till at length, being at 8tT. 
Nicholas, Ilia boat was staved to pieces on Ihe racfcs, 
while himself and crew were on shore. The inbabitanls,' 
however, as at St. Johns, gave him the iniist convincing 
proefs of Ih^r beneficence, and purchu^eil the fragments 
of his boat for twelve dollars. 

Once more reduced to the necessity of attempting 
some new expedient, or of rfmaiiiitig where he was,r 
the prospects nf our auUior began tu brighten before hOi 
cnuhl come to any resolution of his own. An English 
- veaael airived, commanded by Captain Harfoot, wbO' 
I ^lendtd to trade anions I liose islands for clothes, uict' 
Ktticii to ))roceed to Barbiidnes. This officer Rndiog Ci^" 

'a R'.>bcTts likely to prumole Uie objects of couusercS' 
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he had in view, made overlures to liim for entering into 
the scheme; a iiroposal which was gladly accepted by 
the Captain. 

They visited Bona Viata, Mayo, and Bt Jago. In 
I the harbor of Fart Praya, in the latter island, they found 
an English ship from Guinea, freighted by Itie Portuguese 
m«rchanls. She had lost the greatest part of her crew, 
and having a voyage still to perform, her captain was 
anxious to engage the services of Roberts ; and the 
hope of finding his tvay to England much earlier Uian h« 
could othenNise have done, prevailed on him to detach 
himself from Caplain Uarfbof, and to embrace the pres- 
ent offer. 

Having embarked in this ship, they had scarcely left 
St. Jago, when the most dangerous leaks were discover- 
ed, and asihe trade winds would not permit them to re- 
turn to the Cape de Verd Islands, ihey had no alterna- 
tive but to bear away for Barbadoes, which island they 
reached on Christmas-day, 1724. 

At this place the ship was completely repaireil, and 
after a stay of three months in that island, they a^ijn di^ 
reeled their course to Losbon, where Captain Roberts 
eagerly seieed the first opporlnni^ of obtaining a pHssage 
to London, which he reached in June, 1725, affer un 
uniform ^eries of distresses and disappointments, during 
& period of fouryeara. 

iOur author gives a general description of the Cape de 
V«rd Islands, which miglit probably have cnnlnined 
some novelty at the period he wrote, but at this time il 
iwuld afford little amuaement to our readers. 

Captain Roberts appears to have been a man of forli- 
tade and probity; but he is no farther known than »» he 
delineates himself in the unfortunate adveoturea froia 
L vfaich we hare compiled this account.

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a going through the Necilles, they uurortnnately sepa- 
rated from (he convoj'. The Ileet, in consequence, lay 
to nearlj the whole of the next day i bul seeing nothing 
of the Weymouth, proceeded under moderate sail lo- 
warda Uie nest port, in hopes of being joined by the 
convoy. On Ihe Sth, the coiivoy not Bpiiearing, it was 
deemed expedient to nuit her arrival io Portlnnd Roads, 
particularly as the wind had become rather nnfavorable, 
having shilled several points from the N. E. Captain 
Clarke, of the Wexford, being senior commander, and 
Gonse<]uenIty cotmnodore, made the signal for those 
ships that had taken Pilots on board, to run into the 
Roads. 

The EnrI of Abergavenny having at about half past 
three, P. M. yit a pilot on board, bore up for Portland 
Roads with a steady wind, when «n a sudden the wind 
slackened, and Ihe tide setting in fust, drove her rapiilly 
on the Shambles. The nearer she approached, Ihe less 
she was uniler management ; suit being at last totally 
ungovernable, was driven fnrioosly on the rocks, off" 
the Bill of Portland, about two miles from the almi^ . 
She remained on the nicks nearly an hour, beating in- 
cessantly with great violence, the shocks being so great, 
that the officers and men could scarcely keep their foot- 
ing on (he deck. At 4, P. M. the shocks became less 
violent, and iu about a quarter of an hour she cleared 
the rocks. The sails were- immediately set, with an in- 
tcDtion lo run (or the first port, as the sht[( maile much 
mter; bul Ihe leak increased so fast that Ilie ship would 
not obey ihe helrai In this situation, it was considered 
necessary to fire si^al guns of distress. Twenty were 
fired : Ihe danger did not, however, appear to Ihoae <m 
ttoard giifRcient to render it necessary for tlie ships boaU 
to be hoisted out at this moment, «s the weather wu 
moderale, and Ihe ship in tight of ttie fleet and shore, 

The leak increased fast upon Ihe pumps at five, P. M. 
Soon ad er sinking, Ihe hand pumps slarled above sis 
inches, and shortly af^er the water increnaed IVoui six to 
tiight feel in $pile of every excrliim at ttie pumps. All 
endeavors to keep (he water under were found in vain,

ir a few moments the general altenlion of the crew 

diverted in observing the boats leave the ship ; but 
te unfortunate people were soon reminded of theit 
own approaching late, by a heavy swell, which baffled 
KlmnBt every attempt to keep the ship abov« walw. 
Every one seemed assured of his fate, and natwithstuid- 
in!; the unremitting attention of the olficers, confusioa 
commenced on board, as soon as it was ttivcn out tbil 
the ship was sinking.

At half past (en the water had got above ttie orli>p> 
deck, ID spile ol' the eodcavore of tljc oAicerE and crew 
who behaved in the most coot and exemplary manner. 
All on l»oard were now anxinusl; looking out for bi)8l3 
from the shore, many wishing Ihey had taken refuge in 
those thai had already left the ship, aa their deslniclion 
on iHiard a{)peHred inevilahle. The utiniist exertions 
became necessary to keep the ship above water till (he 
bonis came oQ' from the shore. Un fortunately in the 
general distress and agony of the moment, the ship's 
boats were nothoisled out, when every soul on board 
miy;h( possibly have been aaveii. At eleven oV.lcich, « 
fatal sivell gave the sliip a sudden shock : she gave a 
surge, and sunk niniosi instantaneously, two ntiles from 
Weymouth beach ; wilh scarce five minutus waniim;, 
she went down by the head in Irelre fathom wnter, 
after a heavy heel, when she righted nod sunk with her 
masts and riggine standing. Many clung to loose spars, 
and lloated about the wi'eck, hut the majority took refuge 
in the shrouds. The severe ahn(^ of the ship )n)ing 
down, ilisde aeverni lei go their hold, whilst otiiers, by 
the velocity of the ship's decent, had not power to clirob 
Bufficienlly fast to keep above the water.

At day-light, February the 6th, the top-masts of the 
abip were teen from Weymouth. During the timt' the 
paaeengers aiid crew remained in Ihe tops she appeared 
to have sunk eight feet, and was considerebly low«rin1he 
momine ; it was therefore conjectured, thai she had sunk 
on a iiiud-bauk. The Greyhound rultirwas immediate- 
ly etalioned lo giuai'd the wreck, and the bofttt from Ihe 
Rover succeeded in atripiiiug Ihe masts of Uie rising. 
On (lie 7th her decks had not been blOHn up, and she 
Appeared to remain in exactly the eame state in which 
she had i-uok. Her sinking so sleadijy ia allribuled to 
the gieol weight of her cargq, her fioottngs consisting 
cht«t1y of earthen- were. The cargo of the ship was es- 
timated at iflfl,QOOI. besides which she had on board 
dollars to Ihe ainnuntuf 37S,0B0 ounces, and is snppoa- 
ect to have heeu one of the richest ships that ^ver sailed 
for India. Hhe wttf nf the lai^fst tonnage, itmt inferior 
only to Ihc Ganges in Ihe service, being ef. least IfOO 
loKS burthen, and hnilt for the China traite. 

}^0>it HO officers and seamen were f=aved, 1 1 pasaen- 
perSf^S Chinese, five out of Si cadeta, and 46 recruits. 
The eaplain was ilrowneil. He was nephew lo Cap- 
tain Wadsworlh, itho formerly commanded the V.B'-'i of 
Abergavenny, and was considered nnt of llielirElnaiis;a- 
tors in the service. He was on his third voyage as captain, 
and pain^j) to relate, periscd wiih his ship, disdaining 
to survive Ihe loss of so valuable a cliarge ; his conduct, 
throoffhonl the distressing scene, has bt< n spoken of in 
tamu of the highest praise.

However, the French having a piece of scarlet clolh, 
had (he policy to g^ve out, that il was origiuslly iutendr 
cd as a present for the kirg of the inlands, together with 
tlie whole cargo of the sliip. On this the tuitireS were 
very cautious not to meddle with what they considered 
KB royal property ; but the chief nian of the island wa3 
privately induced to acce[>t a few yards of scarlet violti, 
nhich present confinned him their fiiend. 

Soon after, iIitg person sent the master of the ship and 
two of Ihc suilors to MhI«, where the king resided, trhea 
one of the royal family was immediately dispatched to 
eave whatever conlii be done from the wceck. 

Tite French, on leaving the vessel, bad brought off a 
coDstiterable qianlity nf money with them, which tliey 
buried on shore, as a common supply for their future ex- 
igeaciee ; but some of the men, being in want of sub- 
eisteuce, and knowing where the treasure was hid, dug 
up* part of il, and having offered soine pieces of money 
for &)oA, the consequence of this ivas speedily felt, 
The natives seeing that the alrangers had money, would 
Hot allow tliem the smallest assistance without being paid 
(or it; and when the board hegtin to be exhuusted, they 
Were brought to the greatest distress. Ek^ now bc- 
raiae selfish and unfeeliDg ; for where money comL-ianda 
every thing, and nothing is to be procured without it, 
these tlispoEitions are rather to be lamented liies won- 
idered at. The strong robbed the wenk, the healthy 
withdrew the pittance of the sick ; and that fellcw feel- 
ing anil partnership in farhinee, which should hare bound 
4hem tn each other by slrnagcr ties, were weakened and 
dissolved by Ihe love of amjiTiung money, to eupplf 
their individual wants. 

Our aulliur and two <j(het« were transported to ths

many of them are only sandy, steril spots, without lb*. 
least vegetation. Pengains, however, and other marinf 
birds, take up their r<;sidence here ; the most barren 
islets are covered with their uests. 

The attuhms all lie in a line, and are parted by narroT- 
channels, through which the navigation fi>r shipa of anjr 
burllien is extremely perilous. But the natives beiojl 
innured to Ihe^seafrom their infancy, shew much OeMei^ 
ity in managing their vessels, that neither rocks nor sufr 
ges alarm them. However, they seldom sail by nigh^ 
Hor do they often leave sight of land. 

The climate, from tlie situation, must naturallf Im- 
supposed to be excessively hot ; yet the nights are C0<4f 
»nd the heavy dews, whidi fall then, refresh the berlifl 
and trees. The winter aommences in April, and lasl) 
Ijll October, during which period the rain foils in delugca 
Snd the westerly winds are very boisterous. In the illin 
tner montlis tbe winds blow in a contrary direction) ajtj 
the earth is parcheil up ivith drought. , 

The Maldivians are a personable people, of m oBqi 
complexiort The natives of Male, and of the ntfc-^ 
{[.lands loitards the Dorlh, are more polcshed Iboo Ihc 
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\tim\s tile south, who aeltlont havp nny inlcrcourse 
wilb Europeans. Oo the north, the king anil the prin' 
cipal people reside ; and banishment to the south 
is 8 cumiDon puuiahment for crimes not worthy of 
death. 

The Maldivians, In general, are supposed of a qiiick- 
ncsa of parts, a liveliness of (lis jiosi lion, and much ingcn- 
xMy. They are pmilcnt and warlike, and imve a regu- 
Isr farm of gfivemment. 

The women miiy be reckoned Iiandsnme ; their hair 
is DBlurally black, and this color is heightened by arli 
Girls have their heads shaved, except a little tuft on lite 
forehead, to distinguish them from boys. When Ihcy 
an-ive at maturity, the cai* and manasemr^it of their 
hair is a principal object af female attention. 1'hcy 
wash it with a' peculiar water, sulTer it to float ia 
(he wind to dry, wtd then perfume it with odoriferous 

Both sejces baflie once a d»y, and aflerwanta anoint 
thtir bodies. The women having washed and perfum- 
ed themselves, collect their hair in a knot, and in- 
crease the apparent quantity by artil^eial means. Tliey 
also frequently set off their beads wlfli fragrant Sow- 
«r8- 

Among the men, on)y persona of rank and soldiers 
are Bllowcd to wearlheir hair uncut, and these dress 
ft nearly in a similar manner to the womeo. In p;en- 
enil they shave ; but those who have perroraifd a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, have the priviletlge of euReritig 
their bearils to grow to a HjII leiigth. Even tlie hair, 
which ia cut, and the parings of the riiiila, are buried 
in the usual cemrteries, from an idea that being parti 
of the natural body, they ought to be treated Occord- 
indy. 

The men wear a swathe of clolh between their legi', 
over which they have a pfece of collon depending to 
the knees, and above that a longer kind, of silk or cot- 
ttm, reaching to their ankles. The waist i^ ndomed 
trilh an embroidered kandhercliief, tied before.

The kin^ ib gpnerally clothed in a tine white robe, 
which reached) a little beli)w tlie girdle ; \iiia fastened 
with buttom of solid gold. Over the robe he wears a 
piece of red embroidered lapeslry, depending to Ihe 
heels, richly opnnnienled Ilia girdle is ado'rned with 
brilliants, aod on his head he reeata a scarlet cap, lared 
with ^Id, and surmounted with a large guld knob, set 
with a jewel. 

But tlie chief ensign of royal dignity is a white um- 
brella, which no native is permitted to use He is usu- 
ally attended by three [lagea ; one caiTiPS his fan, annlli- 
er his sword, and bif.kle, aud the third his. betel and. 
sreca bos. 

M. de Lavab was doomed tu rem.iin in lliis country long 
enough lo acquire an intimate knowledge of the charac- 
ters and ctislonis of the iVIildiviuns at- that period. He 
Bays that Ihe king ivaa generally shut- up with his women, 
or empioyedin giving audience to his courlicrs. He hiui 
B lastefor the mechanic arts, and constantly employed' 
and snperinlended a number of artificers in the various 
branches of elegant manufHCture. His guards consisted 
of six companies, under the command of as many coun- 
sellors, named mnscnulis. Besides which he had ten 
battalions, who served his majusLy in various civil, rath-. 
er tlian miliary rapacities. 

On Priilaya the king went to the mosque in great - 
pomp, attended by one hnndred of his guards, his o(R- 
cera in waiting, and a complete bund of music, consist* 
ing of Imiiipets. flutes, and drums After service he 
returned in Ihe same state ; and, as these islands afibrd 
no beasts of burthen, he walked on foot, iniless when 
he was carried-in a chair on the shoulders. of hb slaves^ 
which was noLfre^uent. 

His queens wure the same kind of habits as the other 
Maldivian women, but of a much richer and more ex- 
pensive quality. Whenever they appeared in public, 
the women ran to meet them, and ppeseoled tliem with 
fruit and llowers. A number of female sl&ves preceded 
them, to warn the men from approaching. Tlie cham- 
bers where Ilicse rojnl prisoners lived were always 
'B|bt«d with lamps ; so 'hat their lires luusi, Kcotd-.

The inhabitants are divided into four classes : the 
roya] faoiily, persons invested with offices and rtigruties, 
the nobililj and gentry, and the cnrnmon people. Be- 
tween the third and fourth ranks tlie disHnctions nte very 
etrictly obErrved. If a noblewoman marries a plebcion, 
she retains ber rank, and her cliildreu are ennobled also ; 
but ft women of the lowest class derives no privileges 
from laatching with a gra.tdee. The king, honevfr, 
possesses the power of elevating whom he pleases to the 
third rank, by a kind of letters patent ; and, of 
course, tbey are then eligible to the offices of trust m" 

The estemals of religion are very strictly observed 
among tlie MaldiTiane : but its vital influence is little felt. 
The grossest vices are daily committed without shame, 
and almost without punishment. Both sexes are ex- 
tremely libidinous ; and chastity before marriage b nei- 
ther reckoned a virtue nor a fault. 

To be able to read the Koran in the original is the 
extent of their uterary acquirements. The Maliliviaa 
tongue, is, however, cultivated with some care. la 
leaching children to write, they make use of a hodkin 
QO a smooth board covered vvilh sand. But their wri- 
tings, which are intended! to be durable, are on a kind 
of pyper, made of the leaf of a tree 

Children have a profound veneration for their maslera 
and parents ; and with this, bo many good qualities aie 
generally united, that it must be the want of ,t;ood ex- 
amples alone that renders them vicious or dissipated. 
Wliore a due respect is paid to age and autliority, the 
young might be tj'ained to any thing, 

AletHlic money is only of one sort, railed Inrririe, 
about the value of eight pence. Instead of small ehsng^, 
they make use of cowries, twelve thousand of which 
make a larrin. Gold and silver are imported from the

Mlhs they generelly bet;iB to walk ; and nhen (hff 
Ive at nine years okl, they ceminence the sludie« ud 
lercises of the country. 

When the Maldtvians wake frnm sleep, fhey immc^ 
»tely wnsh their faces, anil rub them witli oil, brfen 
they salute.aiiy une. Betel is universally clu-wnd, aiHl 
they mutually present it to each oUier r>n ocrui<iiMl 
interviews. Cleanhnes? ia not only an article of Ibcir 
reliici'in, but au inbred habit briouk thetn. 

They have many superstiliuus observationH when Oi*y

All natural and inciileiitnl ills they iuipule (o Uie in- 
tervention of the devil ; and to avert jiis vengeance th^y 
make him occsaionsl olTeringa of floviere or battquels. 
The latter ie loinetimes carried off by the poor, when 
superBtition is not stronger than hunger. 

They attribute a wonderful virlue to certain charac- 
ters, which they always carry about them in little boxes. 
These are believed to be of powerful efScscy in curing 
er alleviating diseases, in procuring love and safxty, 
and preserving them from malice and danger. The 
magicians, who are also the physicians, derive a lucriCive 
trade in these ehanna or amulets. 

Id Ibese islands are no inclosed towns, the houses 
lyin J seatterPil wilhoul regularity or distinction of streets. 
Then- divellinajB are generally built of cocoa wand, and 
60Tfred iciHi. the leaves of (he same tree ; hut persons 
of f|nn1tly hiive stone buildings, oF a black color, the 
maieriDM nf which they ilraW out of the sea with much 
tob-ir and ingenuily. 

So expert are they in diving and swimmir.j;, that La- 
val sayp, thpy drew up (he cannon and anchors c^f the 
French ship that was eas( away ; aiid he nas an eye wit- 
ness df their clearinft the harbor of Male within a tew 
ihiys, nhicli was so choakei) ap with rocks that no ship 
could enter i(. 

The roya! palace has many fine aparlments, but no 
regular architectDre.

The males may marry when Ihey please ; but females 
are seldom disposed of till lh«y aee ten or eleven years 
of age ; and the Rnst suitor, ivhether old or yount;, pro- 
vided the rank is not an obstacle, is seldom refused. 
Parents esteem it a gin to keep their daughters single be- 
yond (he yeatB of maturity ; but a female o^han can- 
not marry till «he is fifteen. 

Though a woman cannot leave her husband without 
bU consent, a man may divorce his wife on returning her 
jointure. The divorced parlies may come together 
(L^in as often as tbey pledse ; but, that the priest may 
not be rubbed of his dues, n dew marriage must take 
place after each separation. 

When a person dies, the corpse is washed by those 
of the aame sex. The body is then wrapped in cotton ; 
,its right hand placed upon the ear, and the left on the 
tliigh. It is then placed in a coffin, and carried to itie 
burial ground by relations and friends, attended by wo- 
men, who howl in the most piteous manner. If the 
deceased is a person of quality, gifts are distributed to 
the poor, snd the priest, in particular, b not forgot. It 
is his business to sing during the whole ceremony, and 
every day till the third Friday after, when a generni 
feast is prepared for the friends of the dcfunctj <ob 
tlie supposition that the soul is then conveyed to Para- 
dise.

ilut enough has been said of the cuetoms and produce 
of the Mafalivea.

It has ttlreadf been Eaid that he riise to souim 
dislinclion ; hut it is by no means probable that any 
dignity couki make him forget that be wab cut nS fhtm 
his friends and from polished society, uor l^riffiB his 
desire to obtain his liberty. 

After he bad been about four years end s half in this 
country, news arrived tiiat Uie king of Beii<:al was fit- 
tiag out a Sect to invade the MeUlives. The king of 
Male no Gi>oner receiTed this alarming intelligence, than 
he issued orders Cor equipping all Ihe vessels in his 
dnmhiions ; but before this could be nccotnpliehed, the 
-enmiy's Beet appeared in ai^it, on which the king re- 
solved to tly to the southern ialand, till he could master 
a sulfident force to ojipaselbc invaden with some proa* 

His moat valuable efleets were inefantly embarked, 
together with his queens.; and he left his distracted Bul»- 
jects, who knew not haiv to avoid the impending danger, 
or how to appose it. 

No sooner, however, did ihe enemy hear of the flight 
of the king, than tliey deepntched some of tbeir swifleet 
mailing vessels Ut overtake him. The tiQhuiti)y monarcb 
found if impossible to escape ; he was sliun, aod his ahips, 
wives, ^i^tressiire rewiirded the violors. 

As soon as the Bengallaas landeil at Male, IavhI eht^ 
tendered himself to them; exphuniiig his aKuation and 
1i^ solidtiide to he Ixkcn under llteir protectioQ, When 
Ihey found he wan not a Portuguese, they treated hin 
with much kindness : the FriJie^h had not yet, by their 
ambition, disturbed the repose of the nntives of the 
cast,, and, therefore, were not Ihe objecis uf their re- 
sentment.

A HE French East India Company's ship, fbt 
Prince, commanrled by M, Mi>rin, and bound In Pon- 
(licheny, weigli^il anchor on the I S'lh or Febnttry, 
1752, I'rom (he harbor of L'Orient. Slie had scirRety 
paased the island of St. Michael, when the witxl shin- 
ing, it was found Impossible to double the Turk bank. 
The ulmoat efforfs, and the ^ealest precautions, could 
not prareut her fri>m stril^ing on Ihe bank, in sunli k 
manner that Ihe muuHia of Ihe guns were imineraed in 
the water, We announced our misfortune by sigoals of 
distress, when M de Godehue, the Commander of the 
port of L'O.ient came on board to animate the crew by 
his presence and his orders. AM (he chests, and other 
articles, of the greatest value, were removed safely 
into smaller Teasels to lighten the ship j the whole night 
was occupied witli the inost laborious exertions. At 
length the tide, in the morning, reheved us from our 
dangerous situation, and enabled us to reach Ihe road of 
Flirt Louis : we owed the preaerratioii of the ship en- 
tirely to the prudent directions of M. de Godehcu, and 
the measures iHlopled in consequence, The ship bat!

West, Ih* 
wind being S. W. jusl at tlie moment of taking Ihe oV 
servation of Ihe meridian, ! bad repaired to the quarln*, 
ivh«re I n'as coing to command, when a man informed 
tat that a smoke was seen to issue from the pKniiel of 
Ihe grenlcr hatchivay. 

U|iDn Ibis infurmalion the Irrst lieulensnt, who fc^pf 
the keys of the hold, opnied oil the betchwnys, to d^ 
vuver the cause of an accident, Ibe sli^talest saspicioB ^

The captain, who was at dinner in the zrent ctil

Ail handa were now employed in getlinR water ; not 
only the buckets, but likewise all the pumps were k«pt 
at work, and pipes were carried from Ihcm iii<o 'lie 
hold ; even the water in the jars was eniplied out. The 
rspidity of the fire, however. balBed our etforta and 
BU^eated the general roHsternBtiun-. 

The cajifain had already ordered the yawl to h» 
hoisted overboard, merely because it was in Ihe way ; 
four men, nnnmg wliom was tlie boatswain, look pos- 
BesRion of it. Tliey Jiad no oars, but called out for 
anme,. wheq three sailors ju mped o'.er board and carried 
them what they stood so much in need oi- These for- 
tunnte Ajgitires were required to return ; they cried out 
that they had no rudder, nndileaired a rope to be thrown 
them ; perceiving that the progress of the flames- left 
them DO other resource they eadeavored to remove to a 
distance from the ship, which passed liem in consei 
^ence of a breeze that sprung up. 

All hands were still busy on board ; the imposeibilityi 
of escaping seemed to encrease the courage of Ihe men. 
The nwiler boldly ventured down into the liold, but tbs 
bent oblitred him lo return ; he would have been burned 
il a great qtianlity of water had not been thrown over 
Mm. Imme<Ualety aFlerwards the flames wen: seen to 
issue with im[ieluosity from the great pHund. The cap- 
tain ordered the boats overboard, but fear had eshausteft. 
the strength of the most intrepid, 'llie jolly boat was 
fastened nt a certain height, and preparelions were made, 
for boiatinK her nver ; tnit to complete our misforlwies-, 
the fire, whiolr increased every moment,, ascended lh« 
mainmast with sneh violence and rapidity ae to bum th» 
thckle ; tite boat pitchinc; upon Ihe starboard gaaa ieH 
bottom upwards, and we tost all hopes of raising hei 
Df^ain. 

We now perceived that we had nothing to hope froM

while some of the sailoni, sninuniDg with une tiand, en- 
deavored to support them with IJie other. 

Tlie jarda and maste were covered with men slrug^ling 
with liie waves around the vessel; inau; of lljem per- 
ished every moment by the balls discharged by the guns 
in consequence of the Baines ; a third specie of death 
that augmented the horrots by which we were surround- 
«d. With a heart oppressed with anguish, I turned my 
eyes away from the sea. A moment arierwards I enter 
«d the starboard giiliery, and saw the fiames rushing with 
H horrid noise througti the windows of the great cabin 
uid the romid-hoiise. The fire approached, and was 
leady to consume me ; my presence was then entirely 
useless for the preserratioD of the Tessel, or tiie relief 
of wy fellow sufferers, 

la this dread&il situation I thought it my du^ to pror 
long my life a few hours, in order to devote them lo my 
Ijod. I stripped off my clothes with the intention of 
rolling down a yard, one end of which touched tbe water ; 
but it was so covered wilb unfortunate wrett^bes, whom 
tbe fear of drowning kept in that situation, that 1 tum- 
bled over them and fell into tbe sea, recommending my- 
self to the mercy of ProTideni:e. A stout soldfer who 
was drowning, caught hold of me in this eslreiiHty ;' 1 
employed every esertion to disengage myself from him, 
but without eflect 1 suffered myself to sink under the 
water, but he did not quit bis Jioldi 1 plunged a second 
lime, and he still held me Grrnly in hi^ ^rasp ; he was 
inca|)eble of reflecting that my death trould rather hasten 
bis 0)vn than be of service lo him. At length, after 
struggling a considerable time, bis strength was exhaust- 
ed in consequence of tlie (iiiaollty of water he bad swal- 
loweil, iiiid perceiving that [ was sinking the third time, 
mud fearing lest J should drag Iitoi to the boltom along 
with me, be laoscd his hold. That he miKht not cakK 
me again I dived uud rose a constdemhle dlslabce tcoin 
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^^■riThis first ailTenlure rendered lOe mare cautioin 
^^^HEtnre; 1 evon shunned tbe dead bodies, which 
^^H^ADterous, Ihat, to make a free pftssn^, I waa obliged 
^^^yo push them aside with one hutd, while 1 kept mjrBeir 
! idKive water wilh the other. I imagined thtU osch of 

them ivas a ni'i:i wHq would tiflsuredly seize and. inrolrai 
me in hin own d^^trndion. Aly strength bt^an to fall, 
m<t I was (convinced of Ihe oenessity uf resting w!icn I- 
met a piece of the Bhs staff. To secure it I put my »nn 
throngh the noost; of the relate, and awnm aa well ns I 
was ahle; I perceived a yard floating before me, wheo 
I a)i|iroached ajiil teiKcd it by the end. At the uUwr esr 
Iremity, I saw a .young man, seArcely able ta siip(wrt> 
hiinsetf, and speedily relinquished this feeble aagistancc 
that announced a certain <lealh. The spril-saij yard next 
Bp|)eared in sii;ht; it was cosered with people, and fi 
dfirst not take a [ilace upon it without taking p«riniBsioiv 
wliicli my unrDrlunate companions cheerfully a^raitted. 
Some were quite najied, and others in. their shirta; tl»ey; 
expressed their pity at my situation, and ilieirmiaror- 
lune put my sensibility to the severest leal. 

M Aloriu and M. de la Touchc, both so worthy nf w 
belter fate, never quillFd the vessel, and were duubtleN^ 
bnried in Kg ruins. WhlRhever way 1 turned ray tye»t 
the most dismal sights presented Uh msi-lves. The meift' 
mast, burnt away at the bottom, fell overboard, kiUia^ 
mme, and affording Uy olhera a precarious km>ui««^ 
This 1 "ast I observed covered with people, and aboBda**' 
«d to the impulse of the waves ; at the same tDoment Ir 
perceivect two sailors upon ahen^roop wilh nome plmiki^ 
and cried out to Ihem, " My lads, t»ini; Ihe planks, ud. 
ffwim In me." They approavliet)' me, nc«nmpaDieil bjt 
several others ; and each lakini; a plank, which we usmI, 
H oartt, we [Miildled: alrmg tipoo tlie yard, anri jotncrf.

I spectacles of horror. I rorluniitely here met with ow 

I fiiaplnin, who gave me absolution. Wc were in Mmi* 

bcr, aliout eighty persons, who ivrre iticp«»ent]y 
m1 with di-alruction by the lulls fioui Ihe iihi|iV ifutn. 
T lAuwipe on the mast, tt*o young laUlei', bji ffta 
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piety I was much vOilieil ; Ihere were sis femslcB on 
board, an<l the other four were in ali pfrobniiili^, already 
tiroivned or bumetl. Our i-hnplain, in this dreadl'iil &ito- 
Blinn, melted the rnost obduiiil.e heHrts by his discuurse 
Rnd the exaiapte he. ^ve of patience aad resignation. 
Seeing- him slip rrom the mast and Tull into llie sea, as 1 
was betiinil tiim, 1 lifted him u{> agnni. " Lei me go, 
(said he,) I am full of water, and it is only a prolorga- 
tinn of my sufferiogs," "No, my friend, (ssid I,) we 
will die together wlien mj' strength forsakes me," In 
liis pious company I awnilcd deatli with perfect resigna- 
tion. 1 remained in this situalion fliree houi-s, aud saw 
one of the ladies fall off the mast with fatigue, and per- 
ish ; she WB3 too far dbtant for me to give her any ar 
sistance. 

When I least expected it, I perceived the yawl plosa 
to ua ; it was then five o'clock P. M. .1 cried out to the 
men in her that 1 was their lieutenant, and betrjTed pcr^ 
ml^ioa to share our misfortune wth them. Tliey gav« 
me leave to come on bfiard, npou roiiilitiiin that 1 wimid 
BwimTo them. It was their ialercsl to have acouhictor, 
in order to discover land : and for tliis reason my compii> 
liy Was too necessary for them to refuse my request, 
The condition they imposed upon nie was perlectly rea- 
sonable ; (hey acted pruilenlty not to approach, as the 
others would ImTo been etiuajly anxious to enler tbdr 
liltic bark ; and we should alt have been buried logtither 
in s watery grave. Mustering, therefore, all my strength, 
I wnsso forlunale as to reach the boat. Boon nflen^arib 
1 observed the pilot and master, whom 1 had leR on th« 
main-mast, follow my example ; Ihey swam to Ihe yanT, 
and we took lliom in. This little bark was the means of 
saving the ten persons v/ho atone escaped, ojit of nearly 
three handred, 

Ttie flames sliU continued le consume our ship, fh)m 
which we were not more than half a league distant ; our 
too great proximity tni^t prove pernicious, and we, 
therefore, proceeded a htlle to windnanl. Not long 
after, Ihe lire communicated lo Ihe poivdrr-rooBi, and it 
is impossible to describe the noise with which our Testet 
Ma>r«p. AthifiltGloililuUeDDvpteilllieiigbtof tlwuai:

We »w 
botnc coDipIctely sufTocaltd, others mangled, half-bDm- 
ed, and 6till prcserringsiiRirJeBt life to be sensible of lh« 
accumulated horrors of Iherr fiile. 

Tlironeji the mercy of heaven, I retained roy forfK 
tude, and proposed lo make towards the fra^ucnls oT 
the wreck to seek provisionx, and to pick up anj'' othn 
articles we might want. We were totally unprovided, 
* snd were in danger of perishing with ftimine ; a 'deatt-' 
more ledious and more painful tlian Ibat «r onr cou)^' 
paiiions. We found several barrels, in which we bnjn^' 
to Bnil a resource OftHrnst this [ircKsifij: necessity, but Ut-* 
covered to our mortification that it was psrt of (lie pM^ 
der which bad been tliroivo overboard during Ihe n»' 
flagralinn. ' ' 

Night approached, but (ve pro* i den 11 ally found ieafc' 
of brand)-, idiimt fifteen pounds of Kalt poik, a ptec« of' 
scarlet riofh, twenty yards of linen, a dozen of ptptK' 
slHves, and a few ropes. It grew dark, and we could nSf' 
wait till day-light in onr present si tuallon, without cnpM>' 
ingourGplves a hundred times to destruction Bmonj; (bt 
frsgmenia of the wreck, from which we had abl jtf 
been able lo diaenga^ ourselves. We Iherefore ri>wed 
away from ihem as speedily as possiMe in oiidn' fO ' 
altcixt to the equipment of our new ve^E'el. Evtrj one 
fell to work wilh the utmost assiduity ; we rtnp]oyed 
every thing, and look otT the inner shealhinit of OUT 
boat fur the sake of the planks and nails ; we dr»w from 
tbcjiucu Kbat Ibra&d wc irantcd ; lgflu(UUf!l)r onevf- 
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uulora had Iwo neetflea ; our scarlet cloth served us for 
a sail, an oar for a mast, and a plank Tor a ruililcr. Not- 
KilhslaQdiug the darkness, our equipment nas in a short 
time as completei as circumstaoves woulil permit. The 
only difficulty that remained was, how to direct our 
course ; we had neither charlE nor instruments, and 
were nearly two hundred leagues from land, We resign- 
ed onrselves to the mercy of the Almighty, whose assis- 
tance we implored in fervent prayers. 

At length we raided our sail, and a favorable wind 
removed us for ever from tlie t!t>aliii;; corpses of nur 
nnfnrlunale companiuns. Id this manner we proceeded 
fliglil days and ei^il niglila, without perceivinf; land, ex- 
posed sinrk naked lo Ihe buruing rays of the sun by 
day, and to intense cold by ni^ht. The sixth day a 
shower of rain inspired us with the hope of some relief 
from the thiistby which we were toi'mented: we en- 
deavored to catch Ihe little water that fell in our moulhs 
and bands. We sucked our B.-.il, but having been before 
soaked in sea- water it cumnnunicated the bitter taste of 
the latter lo the rain which it received. If, however, 
(lie rain had been more viuluit, it might have abated the 
wind Lliiit imj)elled us, and a calm would have been 
attended with inevitable destruction. 

That we might kte«r our course with the greater cer- 
tainty, we rnnsullcil evety day, the rising aud setting of 
thesun and m'~'Oo ; and the stars shewed us what wind 
we ou^t to take. A very sinoU piece of salt pork fur- 
nished us one meaJ in the twenty-fonr hours : and from 
this even we were oblig»^d to desist on the fourlli day, on 
account of the iriilatina of the blood, which it occasion- 
ed. Our only beverage was a gia^s of branily, from 
time lotlme) l)ut tliat hquor burned our stomachs with- 
out allayiug our tiiirst. We saw abundance of flying 
fish, but Uie impoEsibilily of catching Ihcm rendered 
our misery slill more acute; we were, therefore, oblig- 
ed tobeconlenled with our proviaioDs. The uncerlain- 
(y with respect to our fate, Ifie ivant of food, and the 
agitalioQ of Ihe sea, cotuhined lo derive us of tlie 
fest, and almost phmirerl n^ into despair, Nature- 
■e«aed to have Kbuidoiicd her luociioos ; a fee- 
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mnj of liope alose ebeerad onr mliuli and |H«i>cBtM 
1 euvyiug Ibe Cut* uf our dvcuased Buis|iia>

■" ; were drlihcrating whirh waj we ehoiild dtrert 
course, when ahimt fifty Portuguese, moat o( 
torn were itnned, advnnccd towarda us, anil inquired 
t reaBon uf our laiitting. The i«cltal of nor mialnr- 
s waa a saint-ient amiver, at once ftDnoancvd our 
bU, and Elron^ly claimed the eiicrcd rtgtitd of hotni- 
Their treasures irerc not Ihr ohtecl uf nur de- 
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IViDched by our misfortunee, tliey blessed the potver 
that had preserved us, and hastened to conducl us to 
their habilatioDS, Uptin the way we came fo a river, in- 
to which all my companiuus ran to thron themselves, iu 
order to allay llieir Ihirst ; they rolled in the water tvitfi 
extreme delight ; and bathing was in Ilie scifuel one of 
the remedies of which we made Itie moat frequeHt use, 
and ivhii^h, at Ihe same time contributed most to the 
re^toratioD of our health. 

The prJDcJiial person of the place came and conduct- 
ed us to his house, about half a league distant from the 
place of our lauding. Our chaiitnble host gave us linen 
ehirts and trowsers, and boiled eqme fish, liie water of 
which served us for broth, and seeujed delicious. After 
this fcugal repast, though sleep was equally necessary, 
yet we prepared to render solemn thanks to tl)e Almigh- 
ty. Hearing that, at the dialaoce of lialf a league, there 
was a church dedicated to St, iUicbael, we repaired thilb- 
er, singing praiaea (o the Lord, where we presentc<l the 
bpmage of our gratitude to UJm lo whom we were so 
evidently indebted for our preeervalioD. The badness of 
the road had fatigued us so much Ihat we were obliged 
to rest iu the village ; our misfortunes, together with such 
an edifying apeclacJe, drew all the inltabitanls around us, 
aad every one hastened to fetch us refreshiuenis. After 
resting a short lime we relumed to our kind host, who, at 
night, furnished us with another repast of fresh fish. As 
we wasted more inrigorating food we purchased an ox, 
which we had in exchange for ttyefity-five iiuarls of 
brandy. 

We bad to go to Paralbo, a journey of fifteen leagiiee, 
barefoot, and ivjlhout aoy hope of meeting with good 
provisions on the way ; we therefore look the precaution 
of smoke-drying our meat, and added to it a provision of 
flour. After resting three days we departed under au 
escort of three soldiers. We proceeded seven leagues 
Jlie firs-t day, and passed the night at the house of a man 
who received ns kindly. The next evening, a sergeant, 
accompanied by twenty-nine suldiersi canie to meet ua 
tot Ihe purpose of conducting and presenting us to tlie 
'mt of the fortress ; Ihat worthy officer reccircd 
Ff 
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s ^aciously, gave us an cflterlainment, and ft b 
lo Paraibw. It was midni^t when we an-tTcd &l U 
town ; a Portuguese captain was waiting lo prtseot at 
the ^vernor, who gnve us a gracious reception, and f■■^ 
jiished us with all Uie comforts of life. We there repos- 
ed for three days, hot being desirous of reaching Vet- 
nambuc to take advantage of a Portuguese fleet tliU wM 
expected to sail every diy, in order to return to Euroi'ii, 
the govcmor ordered a corporal to conduct us ihiUiff. 
My feet were so lax^erated that I could scarcely ktaud, 
and a hoise was therefore provided for me. 

At leUi^Ui after a journey of four days, we entered tt 
tonn of Feniamtiuc. Aly Grst business was (o go. triib 
my people, to present myself to the general, Joseph Ja 
Correa, ivho condescended to g^ve me an audience ; aflv 
■nhich Don Francisco Miguel, a captain of a kitu;*sthip, 
.•Wtk us in his boat to procure vs the advantage of snlutin| 
the admiral of the fleet, Don Juan d'AcosIa de PofiM. 
l)uiing the fifty days that we remained st FemainbilD 
that gentleman never ceased to load me with new CaTom 
Slid civilities. His generosity extended to all my c 
panions in misfortune, some of to whom tae CTen | 
appointments in the vessels of his fleet. 

On the Slh of October we set sad, and arrived, will 
any accident, at [isbon, on flie lllh of December. Ob 
the ad of January our consul, M. du Vernay, procHtd 
me a passage in a vessel Imnnd to Morlalx Tlie mi 
and myself went on hoard together, the rest of my c 
panions being distributed amupg other ships. I arrivcAM' 
Morlaix on the 2d of February. My fatigues obtigedint 
(o take a few days rest in that place, from hJic«c« I re- 
paired on the 10th to I'Orient, ovenvhelnied with pimf 
ty, having lost alt that I possessed in the world, after ■ 
service oftwenty-eight years, and with my heeltb ff^aOf 
tmpaired hy the hardsbipe I had endured

DEGRAVE EABT-INDIAMAN, 
Oil the Coait of Madagatear, in IIk Year 1701. 

X BE Degrave was a fine ahip of 700 tons, and 
carried 62 guns. She waa commanded by Captain 
William Young, passed through the Downs February, 
19, 1701, and proceeded to Fort St. Geroge, In the 
East-Indies, where she safely arrived. From thence 
she sailed to Ben^l, where her captain and first male 
died, in consequence o( which the command devolved 
on the captain's son, who was second mate ; and Mr. 
John Bcnbow, one of the sons of Vine Admiral Benboiv, 
who had gone out in qualily of fourth male from Ben- 
gal. They sailed for the Cape of Good Hope, but in 
going out of the river the ship rsD aground, and stuck 
Sail ; she floBtnl again the next high tide, aitd pul to sea 
with little or no damage, as »?as then imagined ; but soon 
after she was found so leaky tliat two chaiu-pHmps were 
obliged to be kept continually going. In Ibia slate the 
crew sailed two monlhs before they reached tJie is laort 
of St. Mauritius, inhabited by the Dutch, who received 
them kindly, and gave them all the assistance in their 
power, permitting them to Gt up a tent on shore, 
into which Ibey brought the greatest part of the cai*- 
go, having; unladen the ship in order to search for the 
leak, which, however, they were unable to find' Aflec 
remaining about a month at the island of Mauritius, jpiiit

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Urn to his wars, and would never permit them to rclum 
to Europe ; which intelligence, as may well be imagiii- 
ed, struck (hem with the utmost conslemaliou. 

In this distress the captains Dnunmond, Stewart, snd 
Young, held a consullaliou in conjunction with Mr. 
Ptalt and Mr, Beiibow, in which captnin Druinmond pro- 
poEed, as the only expedient by which they could recev- 
er their liberty, to aeise the black king and march ofT 
with him prisoner into some other province of the isl- 
and, where ships fre((ueiilly came. Mr. Benhow warm- 
ly espoused this proposal and assisted with great conr- 
sge in the execution of it, which was performed with 
more ease than was especled ; and (he king, his son, 
and his queen were made prisoners, but tlie ciueen was 
released by captain Young, from a motive of compas- 
don. It is not very easy to conceive a balder exterprise 
than this, where between 60 and 60 white people, and 
not above half these armed, carried off a blacti prince 
out of the midat of his capital, and in the sight of some 
thousands of his svbjecls, belter armed than themselves ; 
who were, notwithstanding, restrained froii) firing npoD 
tbem by captain's Young's threatening to kill their king 
if they did. They were, however, guilty of great ini^- 
managcmeiit afterwards, for upon a proposal m»de by 
the negroes to give them six guns for their king, it was 
agreed to deliver him up, on a supposition that the 
blacks would then, follow lliem no further, ifnd this, not- 
nilhstanding Mr. Benbow strongly opposed it, and shew- 
ed them the mischievous consequences with wliich such 
8n injudicious measure must be attended. The king 
being given up, the blacks still continued to follow 
tliem, though at a distance, till at length it was agreed 
to give tip the prince loo, imagining that this would put 
and end (o the pursuit. They, however, took with them 
three persons, who, as tliey were informed by the blacks, 
were three of the principal men in the country, by wiy 
of hostages. Two of these soon made their escape, 
and the blacks not only continued to pursue, but even 
fired upon them, which they had not done before. The

. AMINE frequeittlj' leads men to (lie camm 
OSoii of the most horrible excesses ; iosensible, on such 
occasions, to the appeals of nature anil reason, man as- 
sumes the characler of a beasl of prey ; he is lieaf t» 
every represenlatjon, and coolly medilates the death of 
his fellow-creature. 

One of these scenes, so afflicting to humauily, was, 
in the year 1765, exhibilcd in the briganllne the Pegpy, 
David Harrison, commander, freighted by certain mer- 
chants of New- York, and boDnd to the Azores. She 
arrived without accident at Payal, one of those islands, 
and having disposed of her cargo, took on board a 
lading of wine and spirits. On the 24th of October, 
of the same year, she set sail on her return to New- 
York. 

Co the a9lh, the wind, n liich had till then been favor- 
able, suddenly shifted. Violent storrna, wliirh succeed- 
ed each other, almost without interruption, during the 
month of November, did much damage fo the v 
Inspiteof all tlie exertions of the crew, and the & 
cnee of the caplaio, the masts went by (be bowd, i 
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At the beginning of December Ibe wind abated a litllc, 
Uie vessel was driven out of her course ; and, dtt&- 
of masts, sails, and ri^ng, she ires perfect); iin-

es. This, howeTcr, was the stDallt^El evil; anothtf 
. mnch more alarmiiig nature soon manifcsled ttseU, 
<n examining the state of tlie provisions, (bey wera 
id to be (dmost totally eshausted. In this deplon- 
situation the crew had no hope of relief but frMU 
chance. 

A few days afler this unpleasant diacoveT}-, liro te*- 
sels were descrieil early one morning, and a (rMnait 
of hope cheered the unfortunate cr^w of the Peggj. 
pe searaa so high as to preveatcaptain Harrison froia 
iroaching the ships, which were soon out of sli^ 
disappointed seamen, who were in want of evcr^ 
ling, then fell upon the wine and braady Vlth which the 
nas laden They allotted to the captain two 
jais of water, each containing shout a gallMt, 
iing tlie remainiler of Iheir slock, Some dajra clap*- 
id, (luring which the men, in some measure, ap|i«aHil 
the pmnful crarings of hunger by ince^saiil intosJC*' 
tion. 

Or the fourth ilay, a ship vas observed b^-aring Uf 
warils them in full sail: no lime was lost ia makiof' 
signals of distress, and the crew hail the H)esprcu3)lt' 
salisfaclion to perceive Ibat they were anewerM. tlMr 
sea was suRicieDdy c&lm to permit the two vvasels !•' 
approach each other. The strangers seemed 
alTfcteil by the accouot of their suBVrings ami mtnftr 
tunes, and promised Ihem a certain i|uant)ly of bisoAi 
but it was not imtnedratcly sent ou hoard, lfa« capliiB 
alleging, as anencu^ for the delay, that ha Iisd jnal b*- 
gan a nautical ohservation, whii^h |{e was dvojnu lO 
fiovjh. However unreasonable such a [irclexl 
ider the present circumstances, Uie fautishr 
e JPeggf was obliged to Gubmit. The lituv n 
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hy the caplain had nearly expired, when, fo their ex- 
treme morlification, the latter, rcgTirdless of hia promise, 
erowdeil jiU hia sails aod bore anay. No luiguagc is ad- 
equate (a deacrib'e the di^Epair a'ld conaternslion which 
tlieu ovcnvbelmed the crew. Eoragrd, and deslitntfe of 
hope, they fell apon wliatever they had spared till Ihen. 
The only animula that remained on board were a couple 
of pigeons and a «at, which were devoured in an inEJaot. 
The only favor they shewed the captain wns to reEcire 
for liim the head of Ihe cat. He aPterwards dedared, 
thnt however disgusting it would have been on any 
other occasion, he thought it at thai moment, a treat c s- 
qnisitely delicious. The unfottunate men then supporlr 
ed their existence by living on oil, cnndlee, and leather, 
and tliese were euiirely consumed by the 28lh of De- 
cember. 

From that day until the 13th of January, it is impos* 
fiible to tell in what manner they subsisted. Ceptain 
Harrison had been for aome time unable to leave his 
cabin, beinj; unnHned to his bed by a severe fit of the 
gout. On the last mentioned day, the sailors went to 
iiim in a body, with the mate at their head ; the latter 
acted as spokesman, and after an etTecting representa- 
tion of the deplorable stale (o which they were reduced, 
diclartd that it was necessary to sacrifice one in order 
to save ihe rest j adding, that iheir resolution was irie- 
rocably fixed, and that they intended to cast lots for the 
victim. 

The captain, a tender and humane man, could not 
hear sudi a barbarous proposition without shuddering ; 
lie represented to them (hat they were men, and ou^t 
to regard each other as brethren ; that hy such an as- 
aassinalion, they would for ever consiim themselves to 
universal esd^ralion, and commanded fliem, with all his . 

authority, lo relinquish Ihe idea »f comuiiltinc; such an ^ 
attrocious erinw. The caplain was silent ; but he had ^ 
spoken to deaf men. They iill nilli one voice replied, 
that it waa indifferent to them whether he approved of 
their resolution or Hot ; Ibet Ihey had only acqi^aintcd 
tuiu wilb it out of respect, aod because be would run 
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the sttme risk as themselves ; aiktiog Umt, ip ll 
misforhine, all coinmnnit ami itietiacli[>n » 
Wilh thtse woi;^s they left him, aad wenl wpop detk, 
wliere the lots were ilrnirn. 

A iiFgro who Wits on botird anct belon^«1 to rapf^ 
Hairi^oD, was the viclitn. It is more than pKitutblv Ibfit 
Ihe lot had been consulted only Tor (be ettke oi lorm, 
and Ihftt the uTetched black wag proscribeil (he moment 
the saiioK tirsi fortiied their resolulion. Iliey iti»UiiU]r 
BBcrificed him. One of Ihe crew tore nut his lirer and 
dwoured it, without haring the patience to dress K, I17 
bcr>ilinj, or in any other niwiRer. He wua soon aSttr- 
xvards laken ill, and died the fuUowing day iu conral' 
Eions, and with all Ihe synfptoma of mRdaesa. Home 
<if hia romrades proposed to keep his body to lire a^ott, 
nflc.e Ihe negro was cocsumed ; but this adriirt; nas re- 
jected hy the mBJnritf , doubtleee on account or lh« mi- 
lady which had cjjnicd him off. He was, tlicrvfoKh 
tliroivn ovetbeBtd, and coneigned to thr <Wep. 

The CBfitain, in the iDlervals, when h« was fite loaM 
loraiciited by the gi{Ut, was not more exeniitt frbiu Uw 
atlacks of hunger Ihen the rest uf Uie crew; bcrt b« 
rr-iistcd an the persuasions of his men lo partake of 
Iheir horrid rcpasl. lie contented him&i-ir irilb " 
water which had been asBigned to him, mixing « 
it a aoiall quantity ol' epii'its, and ttiis was th« only I 
Eualcnence be took during the whole pariod of h» di>> 

^* '^he body of the negrd, efiunlly divided, sod Mtr> 
with the greatest eiroooiiiy, lasted till the 2eih of Joiittt- 
ry. On the 29lh, Ihe famisheil urew deliheraletl op 
Belectin^ a second ttctiin. They again came to rnlai 
the eaplain of their intention, and he appeared to hI 
his consent, fearing lest the enraged sailors mii;hl hi 
recourse to Ihe lot wiOioiit him. They left it with h 
to fix upon any method that he should think prop 
The captain, sumiiioning all his sirenKtb, wrol« uji 
small pii^ces of paper, the namn of each man who « 
hoard tlie briganline, folded them up, put thi 
it, sjut Ebai>k Uiem well tOMthcr. Tlw en 
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Bieanwhile, preserved an a^iul HWnce ; each eye nas 
fixed, and each moiitli nas o|ien, while terrar was 
atroDglf iiupressed upon every countenance. With a 
trembling hand one ol' them dreiv from the bat the fatal 
billet, wliicb he delivered to the captaJD, who opened it 
and read aloud the name of DiviD PuAtt. Tiie un- 
fortanate man on whom the lot had lalleD appeared peiv 
fectly resigned to his fate ; " My friends, (gaid he to his 
companioDSi] the only favor I request -of you, is, nnt to 
keep me long In pain ; despatch me as speedllf as you 
did the negro." Then turning to the man who had per- 
formed the fii'st eseculio»; he added: — "It is you I 
choose to ^ve me Ihe mortjil blow." He requested an 
hour to prepare himself for death, to which his com- 
rades could only reply with tears. Meanwhile eom- 
■ passion, and the remonstrances of Ihe captain, prevailed 
over the hunger of tfie most hard-hearied. They unani- 
mously resolved lo defer Ihe sacriQce till eleven o'clock 
the following mtirning. Such a short reprieve afforded 
very lilJIe consolation to F>>vrT. 

The cerltuuty of dying the nest day made such b 
deep impression upon his mind, that his body, which, 
for ubove a month, bad withstood the almost total priva- 
tion of nouridhinenl, sunk benealh it. He was seized 
vrith a violent fever, and Uia state n^ia so much a^;ra- 
vated by a delirium, with whii-h it was afcompanied, 
that some of the sailors proposed to hill him immedi- 
ately, in oilier to terminate liia Bufferings. The majori- 
ty, however, odberfad to Ihe resolution wttch had beeb 
taken of waiting till the fallowing morning. 

At ten o'clock in the morning of Ihe 30th of Jao- 
oary, a large lire was already made to dress the limbs 
of Ihe unfortunate victim, when a sail was descned at a 
distance. A farorahle wiutl diiive her towards the Peg- 
gy, and she proved to be Ihe ^ui^an, rclurning from Vir- 
ginia and bound to London. 

The captain could not refrain from (eare at Ihe affect- 
ing account of the sufferings endured by the famished 
crew. He lost no time in atfurding Uieok rvlior, supply-

The yoj- 
age was prosperous ; only two men died, all the othen 
gradually recovered their strength. Flatt himself was 
i«stored to perfect health, after having been so near thi 
gates of dei^.

Jl, SAILED OB the I6th<^ November, 1809, 
from Nen-BedToni in the Sloop Theds of that place 
Iwiinil to Eavaanah, faaviag on board including both 
crew and pa£B«ngers Thirty-Four hduIs. On the 23d 
we experienced a violent gale of wind from the N. E, 
which brought us too under a trisail after having 
scud Bis hours. — At about 7 o'clock P. M. we were 
struck, as was EuppoBed, by a white squall rrom tbe 
N. N. W. which inslaotly upsetus, in lat. S4, 8 loni;. 
76, 30 — the sea rushed immediately into the cabin, 
where twenty-two of Ihe Paaseogera perished, or 
were washed from the deck as they endeavored to 
escape out of the companion way — the vessel lay npon 
her beam ends upwards of 48 hours, during wtiicb time 
repeated efforts were made to cut away the mast, but 
without effect it being almost under water and a heavy 
Bea going, 12 of us being all who survived; on the second 
day, we lashed ourselves to the quarter rail, when two '[

Uie weather growing moderate we cut Away 6n 
shrouds, and cleared away the mast from the vrreck an< 
she ueailj righted but was full of wurer. On the 6(li daj 
after being ou the wreck we saw {t ship, which hoisted 
American colors and bore dowax^ supppsed to our a»- 
si^lance, but at sun-set she lostsigM of us ; the ship stood 
by us all night, during which time we could distiDCtlj 
see her, though it is believed w^e were not perceived by 
those on board of her : about day light a severe gale 
sprung up, and the ship loosing sight of us proceeded 
on her course : we saw several other vesseb pass us, but 
not near enough to he hailed. On the 7th day all of 
lis except one man was washed from the wreck by a se« 
that unespectedly bro)(e upon us, but by much exprtioa 
four of us regained the vess^ when I, with the surriron, 
Asa F. Tabcr, Amos Rilley, firaddock GiSbnl, and 
Thomas Snow, wrapped ourselves in a sail spread crow 
the quarter rails, and there continued exposed to tba 
inclemency of the weather and to the voracious Sharks « 
which sported around us, seeming impatient for lh«r 
pray, one of our companions having already fallen ■ 
victini .to their jaws hefore our sight ; in th^ situation we 
continuect 17 days, subsisting; wiioHy on raw potatoes and 
port wine much damaged by the sidt water, when CapL 
Hudson of ihe ship William and Henry, by an inl«rpMi- 
lion of Heaven, too aSecting to be ever forgotten by us, 
came to our relief, antl snatched us from despair and 
impending, death Ending us cold, hungry, and exhausted. 
He clothed and fed us, and hy the lenderest exercise of 
hospitality, and kindness cheered us back to life. Niil 
to acknowledge our obligalions to so great a benefaclot 
would be to suppress the involuntary effusions of greal- 
t'ul hearts. Fir myself therefore, as well ss in behalf of 
my surviving fellow-sulTerers, I embrace this public op> 
portuni^ of renewedly expressing our warmest acknow- 
ledgments to Capt. Hudson and also to his males and 
crew, for the promptness and perseverance which tbry 
shewed in rescuing us from a walery grave, as well ai 
(heir -hum ani^ and attention so unifomily coDlioaed M 
us till our arrival jn the Pbrl of Cbarleeton, ~ 
CaroUna.

CAPTURE OF- 

THE GUERRIERE. 

THE action between the U, S. Prigste Constitoliott,, 
Captain Isaac Hubii, and the British frigate Guerriere, 
Capt. Dacres, whidi lermtnated in the capture of the 
latter vessel, will be ever memorable. It took place' in 
lat. 42, N, Ion. B6 west, on the 19lh of Aug. 1812, dis- 
tant, nearly due east, about 500 miles from Cape Cod.

The ffigntee e&w each oUicr at 2 o'clock, P. M. md 
at hajf padt three, the CoQBlttution sailing liefore the 
Kind, had gained so mucli upon llie Guerriere, Ibal liei 
vhararl«r, as a fi igale, was known. A little before fire, 
both friitat^B (then three miles apart) prepared (at the 
bloody Blrife ; th« crew of the Constitution gif ing three 
cheere, and pelHiiuun^ to be brought close along siilc 
the i^Memy. This viaa an eventful hour. Tbe American 
People were at the time humbling Ihemsclves before 
Qod, soteninising a day of Natioiuii Pasting and Pmyer. 
Caplaiu Hull bnd Captain Dacres were meelincr for the 
decision of a contest, to which ail eyes, both inEnglani) 
and America, anuld (hey have been witnesses, ItatI turn- 
ed. It ivBs the 6rKt time, after a Inpse of thirty yean 
peace, where the e(|ualily of the force to be engaged 
gave to each the hope, as well as the dcterniiuHlion to 
couijuer. It WW Auierica with England, it wa^ England 
wilh AttiCTira, 

As Boi>n as the Constitution was ready for sclion, Capt; 
Hull bore tlown with an intention to bring bim to close ac- 
tion immitl lately. A little after live, the tiuerrierc (lb- 
pVfP'lIhe English ensigns, and began firing, giving fiist a 
bruaiUide, then filing anil wearing away, and adding a se- 
t^oaii l>roailside upfin the Other tack, but witbout effect, ba 
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R' falling ^ort. Fiileen minutes arier the fire from the 
Guerriere, tile ConslitutioD set her colors, and fired. For 
tliree quarters of an hour the frigates were now engaged, 
the Guerriere weariHg Tery often, and endeavoripg to get 
a raking position; the Constitution manoeuvreing to 
close with him, and at the same time avoid being rtdied, 
each tiring occasionallf . Disappointed in getting a rail- 
ing position, the GuerrKre bore up. Fi-ve minales be- 
fore sis, they were along side within half piilol shot. In 
this situation the superiority of American gunnery b«- 
came atonic and s[iteDdIdly numifest. All the guns of the 
Constitution, double shotted with round and grape, jiour- 
ed in so heavy a 6re, and so well directed, that, in 18 
minutes the misen mast of the Guerriere went by the 
board ; her main yard in the slings ; her hull, rig^ng, 
and sails very much cut to pieces. The fire coDtinued 
to be kepi up with equal warmth for 10 minutes, wbes 
the Guerriere fell on board the Constitution, her bowaprii 
foul of her mlzen ri^ng. The firing still kept up, and 
the cabin of the ConetitutioD look fire from the Ciuer< 
riere's guns, but was extinguished. After remaining en- 
gaged in this situation for five minutes, the fore and main 
mast of the Guerriere both went by the board, but for 
which she had been boarded by the Constitution, prepar- 
ations for which had been made. 

The Constitution then shot ahead of the enemy, and, 
in token of submission, the Cuerriere fired s gun to 
leeward. 

Thus after 30 minutes close action, " Tele a Tek," 
the Guerriere is without a mast or a single spar Standing, 
exc«pt the bowsprit ; and her hull below and above wa- 
ter so shattered that a few mure broadsides must have 
carried her down. We see her, in short, (using the 
words of Captain Dacres, in his Official Account of his 
capture,) "a perfectly unmanageable wreck," The Con- 
stitution lost all her braces, much of her rigging, and 
some of her spars. The British, by their own account, 
had IG lulled, and 63 wounded in the action ; her second 
lieutenant was among the former ; the Captain, first lieu- 
tenant, and master, among tlie latter Besides these, H, 
of ber crew were missing ; ity the British account, how 
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ever, they were absent when Ibe action begao. Ten 
others, (Impressed Amerieanx,) are said to have takeo no 
part in tJ^e action. Captain Dacrea in his speech, wb«i 
on trial for striking his flag, eays, concerning Ihem, tlut 
his quarters were considerably weakened, by pemnt- 
ing Americans lielonging to the ship, to quit their quar- 
ters, on the enemy hotsling the colors of tbat nation ; 
which, though it deprived him of the men, he tboughl it 
his duly to do. 

The Guerriere mounted Foriy-Nioe carriage „ , 

and had a crew of 302. The Conslitnttoo has bee» 
stated to liave moanted Fifty-Pour guns, and to bare ba4 
a crew rising of 400 : she had 7 only killetl, and ^ wocmd* 
ed. Lieut, Bbu^jh, of (be marines, among tbe kilk^ 
and Lieut. Murrih, among the wounded. 

Ne»l morning after the action, the Guerriere had 

feet of water in her Itold, and in the aTtemoon of llid 
day, she was set on fire and blown up. Th« Comtflu- 
tjon witli her prisoners arrived in Bostoo harbor, on tint 
90th of August.

THE FROLIC. 

THE United Stales sloop of war the Wssp, eoi 

ed by Captain Jacob J.iNbB, jiB^ cruising in Ion. 65, W. 
Bud lat, iiT, N the track of vessels passing from ~ 
da to Halifax, when on Saturday the iTtfa oT.I 
about 11 o'clock, in a clear moonlight ei 
found herself near five strange sail, steering 
As some of then) seemed to be shi|>s of in_ ^^^ 
thought belter to get Strlher from them. 1W 'Wl 
therefore, hauled her wind, and having reacfac-d a 
milei to windward, ao as to escape or ti^i as tb« 
Mon might require, followed Uie strange 8iii| Ihrou^ 
Bight. At day break on Sunday morning, Ca{»t. '- 
futind thai they were sis large tocrcbant abipfl. 
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Convoy of a sloop of war, which proved to be the 
t'rolic, capt. Whioyatee, from Hondunts to England, 
with a conTOf , Btronglj' armed aad manned, having all 
forty or fifty men, and two of Ihein mounting sistecD 
guns each. He determined, however, to attack Ihem, 
and as there was ft heavy swell of (he sea, and the 
weather boisterous, got down bis top gallant yards, close 
reefed the top sails, and prepared for action. About 1 1 
o'clock the Frolic shewed Spanish colors ; and the 
Wasp immediately displayed tlie American ensign and 
pendant. At 32 tniautes past 1 1, the Wasp came down 
to windward, on her larboard side, within about sixty 
yards and hailed. The enemy hauled down the Span- 
ish colors hoisted the British ensign anit opened a /tre of 
eannoD an<l musketry — this the Wasp instantly return- 
ed ; and, coining near to the enemy, the action became 
close and without intermission. In four or Ave minutes 
the maintop mast of the Wasp was shot away, and fall- 
ing down with the maintop sail yard across the larttoard 
fore and foretup-sail braces, rendered her head yards 
unmanageable during the rest of the action. In two or 
three minutes more her gafi and mizentop gallant mast 
were shot away. Still she continued a close and con- 
stant fire. The sea was so rough that the muzzles of 
the Wasp's guns were frequently in the .water. The 
Americans, therefore, fired as the fhip's side was go- 
ing down, so that their shot went either on the enemy's 
deck or below it, while the English fired as the vessel 
rose, and thus her balls chiefly touched the rigging, or 
tvere thrown away. The Wasp now shot ahead of the 
Frolic, raked her and then resumed her position on b«r 
larboard bow. Her fire was now obviously attended 
with surh success, and that of the Frolic so slackened, 
that capt. Jones did not wish to baard her, lest the rough- 
ness of the sea might endanger both vessels ; but, in the 
course of a few minutes more, every brace of the Wasp 
was shot away, and her rigging so much lorn to pieces, 
that he was afraid lliat his masts, being unsupported, 
would go by the board, and Ihe Frolic be able to escape. 
He thought, therefore, the best chance of securing her 
was tu board, and decide the contest at «d««. Wilh 
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tMa Tiew he wore thip, and ninoire down upon (he eni- 
my, lh« v»icle Btrack ca<.-}i otiipr ; (hp Wneji's side rulr 
Ung alooft the Frolic's bow, bo thn( h<.'r jib*bootn uudp 
In betHMD the main and mispit ri(:£in^ of tite \\a>f, I 
dirrclljr or«r (hr bmifs of cnptwn Ji>ues aiul Ihi; lint 
bc'mani, Hr.

bowsprit of tlie Frolic / when, Beeinfi the ardor and 6d- 
thuviaam of (tie Wasp'a crew, lieut. RidiUe mounted oB 
the bainmoRk cloth to imard. At Ibis signal the cr«v 
followed, but lieul Biddle'E Teet got enlansled in the rif 
gingor the euetof'a bowapril, and ntiilshtpman Baker. 
in hi« anlor lo get on board, iHyiiig bold of bla coal, he 
fell back on the Wasp's deck. He sprang up, sb th* 
nest swell or the Rea bronght the Frolit; nearer, be gA 
en the bowsprit, wberp. Lang aiid atiotlier Bcaiutm irert 
already. He passed them on the forecastle, and wa» 6«^ 
prised at seeing nol a aingle man alive on the Frolic'} 
deck, except the neamrn al Hie wheel and Ibree officere. 
The deck waa slippery nith blood, and strewed mlh 
the bodies of the dead. As lie went forward, the cap- 
tain of the Frolic, wilh two other officers, who we« 
•landing on Ihe quarter deck, Ihreiv down their BWOrdii,

were slill flying, as probably none of the seamen of the 
Frolic would dare to go into (he ringing for fear of the 
musketry of the Wasp. Lieul. BidUle, therefore, jump- 
ed into the rigging hitnaelf, and hauled down the BriliGh 
ensign, and poesesEion was taken of the Frolte, in forty- 
three minutes afler the first fire. She was in a shocking 
condition ; the birth-deck particularly was crowded with 
the dead, wounded, and dying ; there being but a small 
portion of the Frolic's crew who had eeraped. Captua 
Jones insUntly sent on board bis surgeon's mate, and 
alt the blankets of the Frolic were brou^t from her 
slop room for the comfort of the wounded. To increase 
(his cnnfnsion, both the Frolic's masts soon fell, cover- 
ing the deiid and erei^ thing on deck, and she lay a 
complete wreck. 

It now appearpd that the Frolic mounted sixteen thir- 
ty two pound carrunadec, four twelve pounders on the 
main deck, and two Iwelve pound carronades. She 
was, therefore, superior to the WaH^j by exactly four 
Iwelve pounders. The number of men on board, as 
stalf'd by the officers of the Fi-ulic, was one hundred 
and len — the number of seamen on board the Wasp 
was one huni<recl and two ; hut it cnuld not be oscerluiu- 
ed wheiher in this one hundred and tun, were included 
marines and officers, for the WaB|i had, besides her one 
hundred and two men, ofEcers and manni^s, making the 
whole crew about one hundred and thirty ti»e. What 
is however decisive, as Ui their comparative force is, 
that the officers of tlie Frulic acknowttdued that Uiey 
had as many men af Ihey knew what to do with, and in 
fact the Wasp could have spared fifteen men. There 
was therefore on the most rnvorsMe view, at least an 
equality of men, and an incquHlity of four guns, The 
disparity of loss was much greater- — The exact number 
of killed and woDoded on board tbe Frolic could rot be 
precisely determined ; but from Iho itbs»rvaiions of our 
offi.;ers, and the declarations of those of Ihp Fn>lic, the 
number could not have beenless llian about Ihirly killed, - 
including two officers, end of the wounded between 
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irlf KRil fift; ; tlie ciiptain and tiecond-lieulenant iKio| 
^it Ihr number. The Wasp bad five men killed anil fire

EIGHT daye itTter the«apture of Die Frolic (lie Brit- 
ish Frigate Macedonian commandecl 'by Gaptain John 
CARDGit, mouDting 49 carnage guna, and carrying 306 
nen, became a prise to the l'. Stalee' frigate Un^^d 
SIftleg, Cam. Btephkk Dbcatvk commander, after nn 
acUon of an hour and a half. This was in lat £9 N. 
long. 2S, SO W. on the S5(Ji of October, 1812, off Ibe 
Western Islands. 

The Macedunian vbb a frigate of the largest class, 
two years old, four months out of doch, and reputed oae 
of titc best sailers in the British service, and bcinfc .at 
Ibe windward had the Mlvantage of engaging the Unit- 
eil.Stateg a( her own distance, whicJi was ku great that 
fertile first heK hour the United States made no use of her 
carronades ; and, to the close of tlie action, she was never 
once within tlic complete effect of the United tilatca 
musketry and grape. But for this circuuistance, aitd 
the uiiUBuat kwell which was on at the time, the action 
had undoubtedly been much m oner finished. Captaia 
Cardcn, on coming on board the United Stairs as a |iria- 
oner, fell into a slate oi deep dejection, repeatedly observ- 
ing that he 1VBS a ruined man and that bis inorli6calioD 
was Inlokrabie. On finding however that be had Cajit. 
Dacres as a fellow comftanton in defeat his spirits reviv- 
ed. To Lieut. Wm. U. Allen Com. Decatur awarded 
particular notice, in his official account of the engage- 
ment, imputing to his unremitted ciKrIioaii in disci[^iiung 
the erew Ihc obvioBs superiority of our guiuiCQ' as ex>

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THE JAVA. 

BUT about two months after the capture of tlt« 
Macedonian, the United Stales' frigate CuustttulioD, t]>cn 
under the commanfl of Com. Wii,biAM Bainbuiuge, 
achieved a must astonishing victory in capturing th* 
British frigate Java, Capt. Ijiihbbrt, munnting 4!) guns, 
having a full complement for her crew, with upwards of 
one hundrtrd supernnmeraries, officers, and seamen, 
whom the Java was takkig out r<w the East- India service. 
In all, upM'ards of 400. 

This action took place on the 2dlh of December, IBI2, 
ofi' St. Salvador, on (h« coast of (he Brazills, lut. Id, 6 
S. long. J8. W. about thirty ntiles from the shore, and 
lasted one hour and Rfly-Rve niinules, when the Jans 
was completely dismasted, not having a spar of any size 
•tajiding. 

The action commenced at 10 minutes aftej 3 o'clock, 
P. H. the ships Uien half a ntile apart, the Java keeping

It was alledgci! that 
about 40 of those od the muster l)ook left the sliip before 
Bhe sailed from England ; but the muster bsok was dat- 
ed Nov. Itil, four days after the Java sailed. The Con- 
stitution had nine only killed 1 Commodore Bainbridge, 
Lieut, Aylwin, and 2S ntbera wounded; her rigging 
much cut, hut only Ihree shot in her hull. 

The Constitution carried Fifly-Foiir guns. Her 
weight of shot in a broatlside S77Jb8. 4 oz. The Java 
mounled Forty Nine guns. Weight of shot iii« broad- 
side 60S Ihs.

THE PEACOCK. 

NOT livo months after the capture of the Jara, by 
fhe CoDstitution, Ihe Hornet, sloop of nar, commaoihnl 
by Captain Jaues Lawrence, gained a very illUstrioua 
triumph over the Bi'ilish man of war brig. Peacock, Cap- 
tain Pgakb, commaDder, off the inoulh of Detnarnra 
rirer, on the South American coast. A little previously 
Ibe Hornet had been busy, biuckading the Bun Citoyennr, 
of 24 guns, a packet brig of IZ guns, and an armed 
schooner, in the haibor of St. Salvft<lor, tlic blockade 
of which was raised by Ibe arrival of a 7'^, which come' 
^ there for the express purpose. 

The Peacock was discovered by Hie Hornet at 3, P M. 
February 24th, IB12, while engaged in beating round 
Carubana Bank, two anil a hulf leagues from llie Port at 
tlie mnuth of the Demarara river, in order to get at another 
English brig wHh colors flying without the bar. At 4 20, 
P. H Uie Peacock hoUted English colors, at which tiout 
the Hornet cleared fur action and beat to quarters. Al 
6 10, finding she could weallier Ihe enemy, liObtrd 
American colors and lacked. At 5 26, in passing cneb

tuion down, from his fore rigin);, as a signal of distress. 
Shortly after the main-mast went by the board. Lieut, 
Shubrick was sent on board and returned with word' 
tiut she was aiuking fast, having sis feel of water in her 
hold. Boats were immediately ilispstched to take off 
Ox* wounded and every exertion was made by plugging 
the shot holes, throwing over the guns, pumping and baif- 
ing, Co keep her afloat till the prisoners could be removed, 
but without effect, as she sunk in 5 1 2 fathoms water, car- 
rying with her 13 of her crew and three men belonging 
to the Hornet. Four others of the Peacock's crew at 
the moment of her going down, took shelter in a boat, 
vhich being much damaged and the waves running high, 
they are suppose to have been lost. Lieut. ConnOr and 
midshipman Cooper, n'ith others of the Hornet's men 
eng^eil iu taking off the prisoners, saved themselves by 
&boat. Four of the thirteen prisoners in the Peacock 
when she sunk, gained the mast head which continued 
out of water, and were taken off. 

Capt Peake and four men wer« killed in the action ; 
probably some others. The master, one mid^ipman, car- 
penter and Capt'e. clerk, with 29 privates were woundetl, 
most of them severely, three of whom died of their 
wounds. 

The Hornet had but one killed and two slightly 
wounded by the enemy. Two others were wounded*, 
one mortally, by the explosion of a catridge. Rig^ii _ 
and Sails much cut, one shot through the fnre-mset, the 
bowsprit sHghtly injured. The bull received UU1« oi 
no damage. 

During the action the Espet^le of 18 gnns, the brig 
mentioned as lying at anchor, was in sight. After the 
■cf'in with (he Peacock, it being thought the Espeigle 
■light attempt to heat out, the Uomet repaired, and liy 
B P. M. was completely ready for another action. 

The Peacock was about Uie.tnnaaee of the Hornet,

possible care and attention. To a crew uniiiiually laree 
lie added a number of picked men, from other teasels, 
particularly au officer and 16 men From tiie Belle Poul, 
and a part of the crew of the Tenedos. The ShBDDon 
raled Thirty-Eight and mounted Fifly-Two gaaa. la 
the morning of the Igtof June, the Sbaonon stood in 
close to Boston- Light-Hp use, Uid hoisted Biitish colots, 
the Clirsapeake lying at anchor, and in sight.

■ The tJhannsn received five shot under water ; one 
through her copper, and had herrigging and masts munh 
cut. The damage she suElaiued was much grealer than 
that su&laloed by the Chesapeake. Mr. Wallace, 2i 
Lieut, of the Shannon, has been stated to have informed 
Hr. Chew, pureer of the Chesupeake, that they could 
not have continued the action and kept their ship afloat 
but a few minutes longer. But for the early loss of ol&- 
ccrs belonging to the Chesapeake, the Captain, 4th Lieut, 
the J>Iaster^ and Ihe Lieut, of Marines, falhng the lirst 
five intnulre of the action, the struggle might and pro- 
bably would have evenluated very differently.
